Norristown,  Montgomery  County, 
Tuesday,  llih  May,  1824. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  an- 
nual Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Norristown  being  the  place  select- 
ed by  the  last  Convention,  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  White,  D.D. 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  several  Clergymen  and  Lay  De- 
puties attended  in  St.  John's  Church  in  this  Borough. 

The  chair  was  taken  by  the  Bishop.

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On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery,  Mr.  Eleazer  Wil- 
liams, lay  reader,  and  datechist  among  the  Oneida  Indians  at 
Green  Bay,  was  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  White,  in  compliance  with  the  45th 
Canon,  read  the  following  address. 

Brethren,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Lay  Deputies  of  this  Convention; 

My  annual  Report  to  you,  is  as  follows : 

On  the  22d  of  May,  during  the  Session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, sundry  of  my  Right  Reverend  Brethren  assisting,  I 
consecrated  to  the  Episcopacy  the  Rev.  John  Stark  Ravens- 
croft,  Bishop  elect  for  the  state  of  North  Carolina:  an  event, 
which  was  highly  gratifying  to  the  Bishops,  and  to  the  Clerical 
and  the  Lay  Deputies  from  the  several  states,  as  well  because 
of  the  respectability  of  the  person  consecrated,  as  because  of 
the  expediency  of  extending  the  Episcopacy  to  that  important 
district  of  the  union.  It  may  not  be  irrelevant  to  mention, 
that,  during  the  same  Session,  the  church  in  the  state  of 
Georgia,  having  been  duly  organized,  was. admitted  to  a  re- 
presentation in  the  body,  which  completes  the  representation 
for  all  the  states  constituting  the  American  Republic,  at  the 
time  of  the  establishment  of  its  Independence. 

On  the  31st  of  the  same  month,  I  consecrated  to  the  ser- 
vice of  Almighty  God,  St.  Andrew's  church  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  and  preached  on  that  occasion. 

On  the  8th  day  of  June,  I  ordained  to  the  Holy  Office  of 
Deacons,  Henry  M.  Mason,  since  settled  in  Connecticut. 

On  the  14th  day  of  the  same  month,  I  consecrated  to  the 
service  of  Almighty  God,  St.  Stephen's  church  in  the  bo- 
rough of  Wilkesbarre;  and  administered  the  Rite  of  confirm- 
ation on  the  same  day,  in  the  same  church. 

On  the  next  day,  I  ordained  in  the  same  church,  to  the 
Holy  Office  of  Priests,  the  Reverend  Samuel  Sitgreaves,  then 
its  pastor,  who  has  since  resigned  his  charge. 

On  the  23d  of  July,  at  the  instance  of  the  Theological  Pro- 
fessors in  New- York,  I  repaired  to  that  city,  and  presided 
and  delivered  an  address,  on  the  occasion  of  the  honours  con- 
ferred on  the  first  class  which  have  left  the  institution,  after 
having  completed  a  course  of  study.  It  was  very  gratifying, 
to  find  the  good  fruit  of  the  assiduous  attentions  of  the  able 
instructors  in  the  seminary.  It  was  reported  in  my  last  an- 
nual address,  that  some  ladies  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  had 
instituted  a  scholarship,  while  it  was  still  in  New  Haven;^and 
that  since  the  removal,  they  have  carried  the  design  *into 
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effect*  It  may  be  proper  now  to  mention,  that  a  scholar  has  been 
appointed,  and  is  pursuing  his  studies,  in  which  he  pro* 
gresses  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  professors. 

On  the  21st  day  of  August,  I  consecrated  to  the  service  of 
Almighty  God,  St.  James's  church  m  Newcastle  county,  in 
the  state*  of  Delaware. 

On*the  14th  of  the  same  month,  I  ordained  to  the  Holy 
Office  of  Deacons,  Samuel  Bowman,  who  has  taken  the  charge 
of  S.  John's  church,  Pequea,  as  associate  Rector,  in  the  room 
of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Muhlenberg,  who  has  resigned. 

On  the  5th  of  September,  I  ordained  to  the  Holy  Office 
of  Priests,  the  Reverend  James  Piimore,  of  Natchez,  on  the 
Mississippi. 

On  the  7th  of  September,  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Rite  of  Confirmation,  in  St.  James's  church,  Perkiomen. 

On  the  26th  of  October,  I  ordained  to  the  Holy  Office  of 
Deacons,  Thomas  Jackson,  since  settled  in  Maryland. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  I  ordained  to  the  Holy  Office  of 
Priests,  Richard  U.  Morgan,  and  to  the  Holy  Office  of  Dea- 
cons, Robert  Piggot,  since  engaged  as  a  domestic  missionary, 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  service  of  the 
society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity. 

On  the  14th  of  December,  I  held  an  ordination  in  Trinity 
church,  Southwark;  when  1  ordained  to  the  Office  of  Priests, 
Levi  S.  ives  and  Moses  P.  Bennet,  and  to  the  Office  of  Dea. 
cons,  John  H.  Hopkins;  and  on  the  same  day,  I  held  a  confirma- 
tion and  preached  in  St.  "Paul's  church,  Philadelphia;  and,  on 
the  28th  of  the  same  month,  1  confirmed  and  preached  in  St. 
Stephen's  church,  in  the  same  city. 

On  the  18th  day  of  January,  I  confirmed  and  preached  in 
Trinity  church,  Southwark. 

On  the  8th  day  of  February,  I  ordained  to  the  Holy  Office 
of  Deacons,  Christian  F.  Cruse;  and,  on  the  14th  day  of 
March,  I  ordained  to  the  same  Holy  Office  Matthew  Mat- 
thews, M.  A.,  Samuel  Marks,  and  William  Levington,  a  co- 
loured man.  It  is  proper  to  mention,  in  order,  to  its  being 
recorded,  that  J  have  this  day  held  a  confirmation  in  your 
presence,  and  have  admitted  the  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins  to 
the  Holy  Order  of  Priests. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place,  in  regard  to  the 
ministerial  duties  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Charles  M.  Dupuy,  in  consequence  of  the  ill 
state  of  his  health,  has  resigned  the  Rectory  of  St.  Luke's 
church,  in  Germantown;  and  the*- Rev.  Edward  R.  Lippitt, 
formerly  of  South  Carolina,  has  been  elected  in  his-  place. 
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The  Rev,  Joseph  Jacquett,  has  ceased  to  officiate  in  St  Jajnes's 
church,  Bristol;  and  the  Rev.  Albert  A,  Mailer,  formerly  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  has  been  elected  the  Rector 
of  that  church.  The  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Brinckli  has  discon- 
tinued the  pastoral  charge  of  St.  John's  church,  Concord;  and, 
in  addition  to  the  duties  of  St.  David's,  Radnor,  is  innhe  per- 
formance of  those  of  St.  Peter's  in  the  Valley.  Th#  Rev. 
Jacob  M.  Douglass  officiates  in  Concord,  and  in  the  church 
in  New  London.  The  Rev.  Charles  Williams,  a  clergyman 
from  England,  in  Deacons  Orders,  has  been  chosen  Rector  of 
St.  John's  church,  York-town,  and  officiates  in  the  church  in 
Huntington,  in  Adams  county.  The  Rev.  William  Thompson 
has  resigned  the  Rectory  of  Trinity  church,  Pittsburg,  hav- 
ing removed  from  the  Diocese;  and  b  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
John  H.  Hopkins.  The  Rev.  J.  J.  Robertson,  late  of  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia,  now  a  resident  in  this  Diocese,  has  given 
a  temporary  supply  at  St.  Thomas's  church,  Whitemarsh. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Davis  has  been  engaged  in  efforts  for  the 
organizing  of  a  congregation  in  the  borough  of  Reading,  in 
the  service  of  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity 
in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  Levi  Bull  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Ga- 
briel's, Morlattan;  owing  to  his  many  engagements  in  the 
other  churches  under  his  pastoral  eare. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  lately  ordained  a  Deacon,  has 
been  sent  by  the  society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity, 
on  a  mission  to  the  counties  of  Bradford  and  Susquehanna. 

The  persons  confirmed  by  me  during  the  year,  are  198  in 
number.  The  occasions  of  confirmation  in  the  churches  un- 
der  my  parochial  care,  have  not  been  mentioned. 

The  admitted  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  are  John  Ba- 
ker Clemson,  William  Eldred,  Russel  Parrot  (a  coloured 
man,)  David  C.  Page,  James  Depuy  and  Benjamin  Hutchins. 
There  may  be  no  impropriety,  in  again  recurring  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Theological  Seminary,  so  far  as  to  express  the 
opinion,  that  the  interests  of  our  church  require  the  zealous 
support  of  its  members,  for  the  rendering  of  it  an  efficient 
nursery  of  the  ministry.  When  the  questiqn  of  a  General 
Seminary,  in  comparison  of  many  Seminaries  of  the  Dioce- 
san character,  was  under  consideration,  the  declared  opinion 
of  this  Diocese,  was  in  favour  of  the  latter.  Your  Bishop  de- 
clared his  concurrence  in  that  choice.  His  opinion  was 
founded  on  the  danger,  that  the  other  might  be  productive 
of  dissension.  The  reason  has  applied  to  the  supporting  of 
the  contrary  choice,  from  the  time  that  it  was  found  to  be  the 
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sense,  as  it  continues  to  be  of.  the  church  at  large:  especially 
as  the  constitution  provides  for  the  establishing  of  local 
schools,  to  any  extent  which  may  be  thought  advisable,  and 
proportioned  to  the  funds  which  may  be  obtained. 

The  domestic  and  foreign  Missionary  Society,  has  not  been 
without  efficiency,  although  it  has  been  less  than  was  expected; 
chiefly  owing  to  there  having  been  since  instituted,  sundry 
Missionary  Societies  of  a  Diocesan  character;  the  efforts  of 
which,  are  limited  to  their  respective  Dioceses.  Although 
the  result  is  a  deduction,  as  well  from  the  demands  on  the 
general  society,  as  from  the  funds  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  committed  to  its  trust;  yet  it  may  reasonably  be 
expected,  that  neither- this  diocese,  nor  any  other,  will  cease 
to  feel  an  interest  in  that  more  enlarged  design,  which  com- 
prehends the  necessities  of  extensive  countries  within  the 
United  States,  entirely  destitute  of  ecclesiastical  labours;  and, 
in  addition  to  this,  the  contributing  of  the  aid  of  the  Ameri- 
can church,  towards  those  vast  designs  which  are  in  operation 
for  the  evangelising  of  the  world. 

It  is,  however,  conceived  by  your  bishop,  that  this  object, 
however  important,  ought  not  to  lessen  the  exertions  of  the 
diocese  in  favour  of  its  peculiar  institution — "  The  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania."— 
There  are  many  parts  of  the  state  in  which  the  administra- 
tion of  the  ordinances,  agreeably  to  the  institutions  of  our 
church,  is  no  more  provided  for  than  in  the  new  states  to  the 
west  and  to  the  south  of  us.  The  good  achieved  b)  the  so- 
ciety, is  in  one  respect  a  source  of  mortification  to  those  who 
have  the  management  of  its  concerns;  as  it  presents  continu- 
ally before  them  an  immense  field  of  usefulness,  in  the  vari- 
ous quarters  to  which,  their  efficiency  is  invited,  while  they 
are  without  the  means  of  meeting  the  expectations  which 
have  been  excited.  Affiliated  to  this  society  is  the  Female 
Tract  Society,  who  have  made  a  small  addition  to  their 
Tracts;  although  not  recovered  from  the  losses,  brought  on 
them  by  a  destructive  fire,  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  ad- 
dress. 

Although  the  Bible  Society  is  under  the  management  of 
Christians  of  different  religious  denominations;  yet  your  cler- 
gy, and  very  many  lay  members  near  the  seat  of  its  sittings, 
conceive  of  their  church  as  having  an  interest  in  its  success: 
on  which  account,  it  may  fitly  be  recommended  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion  to  the  patronage  of  this  church. 

The  Sunday  schools  are  still  in  operation  in  all  the  congre- 
gations of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  various  other  pia- 
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ces.  It  is  to  foe  hoped,  that  this  expedient  for  the  extending 
of  the  influence  of  religion,  will  be  more  and  more  adopted. 
The  society  for  the  encouraging  of  that  important  object, 
having  for  some  time  devoted  all  the  proceeds  from  collec- 
tions in  churches  tu  the  supply  of  books  and  tracts,  have  late- 
ly judged  it  sufficient  to  limit  that  destination  to  one  third  of 
the  proceeds:  leaving  the  other  two  thirds  for  the  Sunday 
schools  of  the  churches  in  which  the  collections  were  made. 
The  society  have  on  hand  a  considerable  number  of  tracts 
and  school  books,  which  may  be  had  at  low  prices  at  the  book 
store  of  their  agent.  • 

The  fund  for  the  support  of  a  future  bishop,  is  in  as  good 
a  state  as  prudent  management  and  slender  contributions  can 
make  it;  and  your  present  bishop  conceives  of  it  as  a  duty  to 
present  it  to  the  view  of  the  church  on  every  annual  occasion 
of  conventional  meeting. 

The  corporation  for  the  support  of  the  widows  and  the 
children  of  deceased  clergymen  Have  still  t»  represent,  that 
there  are  but  few  whose  families  are  now,  or  are  in  future 
likely  to  be  benefited  by  the  increase  of  their  fund.  They 
have  lately  taken  under  consideration  the  propriety  of  increas- 
ing the  annuities,  as  permitted  by  their  fundamental  laws; 
and  a  determination  on  this  subject  has  been  reserved  to  an 
adjourned  meeting,  to  be  held  within  a  few  days. 

After  the  narrating  of  the  facts  called  for  by  the  object  of 
this  address,  the  thought  occurs,  that  the  present  may  be  a 
suitable  period  for  a  brief  retrospect  to  the  past,  and  fpr  a 
looking  forward  to  what  the  future  presents  as  a  matter  of 
duty. 

We  are  now  at  the  end  of  forty  years,  which  have  passed 
since  the  organizing  of  our  church  in  this  diocese.     In  the 
times  of  the  province  our  members  had  been  always  few,  and 
in  any  vicinity  beyond  the  Hmits  of  the  city,  not  competent 
to  provide  for  the  administration  of  the  ordinances,  without 
aid  from  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.    During  a  portion  of 
the  revolutionary  war,  except  within  the  limits  already  re- 
ferred to,  the  sound  of  the  gospel,  in  connexion  with  our  ser- 
:  state;  and  the  revival 
ganization.    When  we 
ch  has  taken  place,  as 
n  that  of  the  laity,  in- 
tent to  all  the  purposes 
icen  instituted,  it  is  a 
the  circumstance,  that 
ences  in  regard  to  the 
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time  to  come;  because  of  our  knowledge  of  the  fact,  that  the 
field  of  labour  has  been  increased  beyond  proportion  to  the 
increase  of  our  means.  This  is  noticed,  as  a  motive  to  the 
excitement  of  the  zeal  of  the  clergy,  and  of  the  influential  lay 
members  of  the  diocese;  without  forgetting  the  interest  pos- 
sessed in  it  by  him  who  ought  to  set  an  example  of  what  he 
recommends.  A  church  can  scarcely  be  in  any  place,  near 
to  which  there  may  not  be  found  a  district,  where  there  are 
people  who  would  be  highly  gratified  by  opportunities  of  wor- 
shipping God  agreeably  to  our  services,  and  what  is  a  more 
serious  consideration,  persons  who,  from  destitution  of  means, 
are  without  public  worship  of  any  kind,  and  in  an  increasing 
dissoluteness  of  manners.  To  pay  attention  to  persons  of 
either  description  is  surely  one  way  in  which  we  Qiay  put  in 
practice  what  our  Saviour  contemplated  under  the  figure  of 
going  out  to  the  high  ways  and  the  hedges. 

The  same  is  an  expedient  for  the  lengthening  of  the  cords 
and  the  strengthening  of  the  stakes  of  our  Zion:  it  having 
been  found  in  various  instances,  that  there  has  been«verified 
what  was  intended  by  the  comparison  of  the  mustard  seed 
and  its  growth  into  a  tree,  under  which  the  fowls  of  the  air 
were  to  take  shelter. 

Let  it  not  be  supposed,  that  thefe  is  lost  sight  of  the  differ- 
ence between  the  provision  of  the  means  of  grace,  and  the 
bringing  of  the  persons  so  provided  for,  to  be  the*  subjects  of 
its  holy  influence.  There  may  be  the  body  without  the  spi- 
rit— the  form  without  the  power.  Nevertheless,  in  like  man- 
ner as  the  apostle  of  the  Gentiles  asked,  "  how  shall  they 
hear  without  a  preacher?"  so  the  principle  may  be  extended 
to  all  the  requisites  of  public  worship:  some  by  a  remote,  and 
some  by  a  near  and  even  necessary  connexion.  In  all  things 
which  concern  the  subject,  we  should  be  occupied  in  planting 
and  watering;  looking  with  humble  confidence  to  the  heaven- 
ly Husbandman  for  the  increase. 

With  the  hope  that  the  present  occasion  will  not  be  with- 
out a  bearing  6n  the  important  work,  your  bishop  pledges  the 
concurrence  of  his  endeavours  to  the  effect.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Abercrombie,  the  Rules  of  Or- 
der of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  this 
House. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  the  minutes  of  the  stand- 
ing committee  of  the  diocese  for  the  past  year,  were  read  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper \ 
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The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  were  then  read. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Abercrombie^  the  clergy  were 
called  on  to  report  whether  they  had  made  collections  in  their 
respective  churches  for  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  clergy  accordingly  reported  verbally  what  had  been 
done  in  reference  to  the  said  fund. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock,  this 
afternoon.    * 

Wednesday,  May  12th,  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.    • 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  Christ's  church,  in  the 
borough  of  Reading,  the  certificate  required  by  the  canon  of 
1821,  having  been  exhibited,  was  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Convention:  and  Henry  Styles  and  Upthaniel  P.  Hobetrt, 
deputies  from  the  said  church,  presented  ttje  certificate  of 
their  appointment,  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mutter  offered  a  resolution,  concerning  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

To  this  resolution  the  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery  offered  an 
amendment. 

The  amendment  was  adopted;  but  before  the  question  was 
taken  on  the  resolution  as  amended, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pautling^  it  was  ordered  to  be  laid  up- 
on the  table  for  the  present. 

A  memorial  from  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Whitemarsh, 
Montgomery  county,  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Boyd)  was,  on  motion,  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  from  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
last  Convention  to  consider,  and  report  a  plan  for  raising  a 
fund  for  supplying  the  vacant  congregations,  and  vicinities, 
in  this  Diocese,  with  the  services  of  the  church,  read  a  re- 
port which,  on  motion,  was  re-committed  to  the  same  com* 
mittee,  with  the  addition  of  Mr.  Meredith,  to  report  again  to- 
morrow morning.  , 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery^  a  committee  was 
appointed  on  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  Convention; 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery ,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hop- 
kins,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ives. 

Mr.  Morris  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  church 
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in  this  state,  be  held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Before  the 
question  was  taken  on  this  resolution,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed to  meet  again  to-morrow  morning,  at  8  o'clock. 

Thursday,  13th  May,  8  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment — morning 
prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  William  A.  Muhlenberg,  asso- 
ciate Rector  of  St.  James's  chuith,  Lancaster. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  resolution 
offered  yesterday  by  Mr.  Morris,  and  adopted  it  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  church 
in  this  State,  be  held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  Resolved,  That  the 
meeting  of  the  said  Convention  be  held  in  St.  Paul's  church 
in  that  city. 

The  Convention  took  up  the  resolution  and  amendment 
offered  yesterday,  respecting  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary— for  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  proposed  the  follow- 
ing substitute  which  was  adopted  by  the  House: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  concurring  with  their  vene- 
rable Bishop  in  the  interest  which  he  has  expressed  upon  the 
subject  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  his  address  to 
this  House,  do  heartily  recommend  that  institution  to  the  zeal- 
ous support  and  fostering  care  of  Episcopalians  throughout 
this  Diocese,  as  being  an  important  mean,  under  Divine  Provi- 
dence, of  supplying  a  learned  and  efficient  ministry  for  the  pro- 
mulgation of  the  doctrines,  and  the  preservation  of  the  wor- 
ship and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper  from  the  committee  on  the  supply 
of  vacant  parishes,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
having  been  read  by  the  secretary,  was  adopted. 

Whereas,  the  contributions  made  by  the  churches  in  this 
Diocese, u  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such  expenses  as  the 
Convention  may  incur,  and  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
Delegates  %o  the  General  Convention,"  agreeably  to  the  12th 
article  of  the  regulations,  &c.  have  exceeded  the  sums  here- 
tofore expended  for  these  objects, and  there  is  now,  in  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  an  unexpended  balance  of 
2468: 

And  whereas,  it  is  anxiously  desired  to  supply  the  vacant 
congregations  in  this  Diocese  with  occasional  services,  as  well 
for  their  present  comfort  and  bcneBt,  as  in  the  hope  that  such 
assistance  may  conduce  to  measures  for  the  establishment  of 
Pastors  among  them,  so  soon  as  they  may  have  the  ability  for 
that  purpose: 
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1.  Therefore  Resolved,  That  hereafter,  one  quarter  only 
of  the  contributions  required  by  the  12th  article  of  the  regula- 
tions before  mentioned,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  there- 
in mentioned  as  heretofore,  and  to  the  contribution  towards 
the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention — and  that  the  other 
three  quarters  shall  be  applied  to  the  supplying  of  the  vacant 
congregations  of  the  Diocese,  with  occasional  services:  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  to  open 
and  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  said  contributions  accord- 
ingly, and  report  them  to  the  Convention  as  heretofore. 

2.  Resolved^  That  at  this  and  ever}7  succeeding  Convention, 
there  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot  a  committee  of  three  clerical 
and  three  lay  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  chairman  of  the  standing  committee,  to  take 
order  for  supplying  vacant  congregations  in  the  Diocese  as 
aforesaid,  with  occasional  services;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  clergymen,  whether  with  or  without  a  parochial  cure,  hav- 
ing in  the  former  case  the  consent  of  their  respective  vestries, 
to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  the  said  committee  in  this 
behalf;  and,  in  case  the  vacant  congregations  so  supplied,  fail 
to  defray  the  expenses  attendant  on  such  visits  to  them, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  pay  the  same  out  of 
the  monies  so  to  be  contributed  and  appropriated,  upon  the 
order  of  the  aforesaid  committee: — provided,  that  no  appoint- 
ment be  made  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  reso- 
lution, without  the  approbation  of  the  bishop  or  chairman  of 
the  standing  committee  as  aforesaid.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  be  appointed  in  pursuance  hereof, 
to  keep  and  report  to  the  Convention  a  written  account  of  their 
proceedings. 

3.  Resolved,  That  if  at  any  time  the  monies  hereafter  to  be 
contributed  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said  12th  arti- 
cle of  the  regulations,  and  the  contributions  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  the  General  Convention  should,  with  the  sum  in 
hand,  yield  an  interest  which  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  the 
annual  expenditure  for  the  said  purposes;  the  Convention 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  appropriate  any  excess  to  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  second  of  these  resolutions. 

4.  Resohedy  That  in  order  to  meet  the  urgent  calls  for  oc- 
casional services,  in  the  vacant  congregations  during  the  cur- 
rent year;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  transfer  3200,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  of  the  Convention  fund  now  op  hand,  to  the  credit 
of  the  committee  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  which  sum  or 
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so  much  thereof  as  may  be  transferred,  shall  be  considered 
as  a  loan  from  the  former  to  the  latter,  to  be  returned  with 
interest  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient,  and  at  farthest  within 
five  years. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  the  Memorial  from  St. 
Thomas's  church,  Whitemarsh,  read  yesterday  and  laid  upon 
the  table,was  ordered  to  be  committed  to  the  committee,  to  be 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  above  report. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery  from  the  committee  on  the  un- 
finished business  of  the  last  Convention,  reported  an  amend- 
ment  to  the  4th  article  of  the  constitution,  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Convention,  (voting,  as  required  in  the  constitution,  by 
orders,)  so  as  to  make  that  article  read  as  follows: 

"The  Convention  shall  be  composed  both  of  clergymen 
and  laymen.  Every  clergyman  of  the  church  resident  within 
the  state,  except  such  as  are  declared  to  be  disqualified  by 
the  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  shall,  cx-officio,  be  a 
member  of  die  Convention;  and  each  incorporated  or  other- 
wise regularly  established  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the 
diocese,  now  a  party  to  the  above  stated  act  of  association,  or 
which  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion, may  send  to  the  Convention  a  deputy  or  deputies,  wor- 
shippers in  the  said  churchy  not  more  than  three— to  be  elected 
by  the  vestry  of  such  church.  Where  two  or  more  churches 
are  united  under  one  vestry, .  each  church  shall  nevertheless 
be  entitled  to  send  deputies." 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper,  Resolved,  That  the 
next  Annual  Convention  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Wednesday  in  May. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clay,  the  following  parochial 
reports  were  read— 

PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

The  United  Churches  of  Christ- Church,  St.  Peter's  and  St. 
James's,  Philadelphia,  the  Right  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D. 
rector,  the  Rev.  James  Abercrombie,  D.  D.  the  Rev.  Jack- 
son Kemper  and  the  Rev.  Wtlliam  H.  De  Lancey, assistant  min- 
titer**— baptisms  116 — burials  134— communicants  325. 

It  should  be  noticed  that  there  has  been  a  diminution  of 
communicants,  owing  to,  the  desirable  event  of  the  erection  of 
two  new  churches  in  the*  city,  and  one  in  Southwark. 

The  three  male,  and  the  three  female  Sunday  schools  con- 
tinue in  operation,  as  also  the  female  adult  school. 

Lectures  have  been  given  during  Lent  as  in  former  years, 
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to  those  of  the  catechumens  and  others,  who  were  preparing 
Tor  confirmation;  as  also  lectures  by  the  rector,  after  con- 
firmation, on  the  doctrines  of  grace. 

There  have  likewise,  during  the  winter  and  spring,  been 
delivered  by  the  assistant  ministers,  weekly  lectures  on  the 
lessons  for  the  Sundays  during  the  season. 

Contributions  for  the  following  objects  of  general  interest 
to  the  church  in  this  diocese,  have  been  made,  as  usual,  by 
the  parish.

that  institution. 

St.  Pours  Church,  Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Alien, 
rector-— baptisms  73,  (adults  7) — Funerals  38 — marriages  18 
— communicants  245 — (added  within  the  last  year  45) — Sun- 
day schools  5 — two  of  which  are  for  children  of  colour) — Bi- 
ble school  1. 

There  are  two  bible  classes,  the  female  bible  class  is  well 
attended,  the  male  bible  class  is  small. 

The  Homily  Society  still  continues  its  distribution  of  the 
homilies  and  lives  of  the  martyrs,  in  the  form  of  tracts. 

The  Piimore  Society  fur  the  support  of  students  of  divini- 
ty, continues  to  furnish  aid  to  two  young  men. 

A  building  has  recently  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
Sunday  schools. 

St.  John's,  (N.  L.)  Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  George  Boyd, 
rector— communicants  107 — baptisms  (infants  23,  adults  3)26 
— marriages  16. 

Nothing  extraordinary  has  occurred  in  the  concerns  of  this 
church  during  the  past  year.  With  a  debt  of  about  17000  dol- 
lars, and  "  not  many  rich"  among  them,  the  congregation 
have  to  struggle  with  many  difficulties.  This,  it  is  hoped, 
will  be  their  apology  for  having  omitted  to  make  some  of  those 
collections,  required  of  the  church  in  connection  with  this 
Convention;  and  which,  under  other  circumstances,  they 
would  most  cheerfully  have  attended  to.     The  additions  to 
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oar  communion  have  been  few,  and  several,  on  the  list  at  the 
time  of  the  last  Convention,  have  removed  into  the  city  or 
elsewhere.  The  Sunday  schools  continue  to  be  attended,  and 
evidences  of  their  utility  are  daily  afforded. 

There  are  several  catechetical  classes,  composed  of  chil- 
dren belonging  to  this  congregation,  which  are  regularly  at- 
tended by  the  children,  and  conducted  With  much  interest, 
and  a  great  prospect  of  success  by  several  teachers. 

Trinity  churchy  Southwark,  Philadelphia^  the  Rev*  Levi  *S. 
Jves,  rector — communicants  75 — baptisms  (infants  33,  adults 
7)  40— -confirmed  19— marriages  6. 

The  success  of  the  Sunday  school  is  quite  encouraging. 
The  female  school  consists  of  22  teachers — 145  children  be- 
longing to  school,  and  85  constant  attendants. 

The  male  school  consists  of  10  teachers— 110  children,  80 
constant  attendants.  For  the  convenience  of  these  schools, 
since  the  last  Convention  a  building  has  been  erected  on  the 
back  part  of  the  church  lot,  two  stories,  20  feet  by  30; 

A  bible  class  has  been  instituted,  whose  progress  esta- 
blishes the  great  benefit  of  this  mode  of  instruction. 

Through  the  munificence  of  the  ladies  of  his  congregation, 
the  rector  has  been  constituted  a  patron  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church. 

•ft.  Stephen's  churchy  Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  James  Mont- 
gomertjy  rector — baptisms  (infants  30,  adults  4)  34— confirmed 
19 — communicants,  whose  names  have  been  registered,  27 — 
marriages  3 — deaths  (adults  5,  infants  7)  12. 

The  catechetical  instruction  of  the  children  of  the  congre- 
gation, has  been  attended  to  once  a  week  through  the  year. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  excite  a  more  general  attention 
to  the  important,  but  too  much  neglected  duty  of  reading  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  chiefly  by  weekly  lectures  on  some  portion 
thereof;  but,  the  rector  has  to  regret,  that  his  expectations 
have  not  been  fully  realized. 

The  Sunday  schools,  heretofore  reported,  are  yet  in  suc- 
cessful and  beneficial  operation. 

St*  Andrew7 s  churchy  Philadelphia,  the  Rev*  Gregory  T. 
Bedelly  rector.— The  indisposition  under  which  I  have  been 
labouring  for  a  few  days,  prevents  my  attendance  at  the  Con- 
vention. I  send,  however,  the  following  report:— baptisms 
(adults  5  children  35)  40 — burials  3— communicants,  of  those 
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who  attached  themselves  to  St.  Andrew's  church,  but  who 
had  been  communicants  of  other  churches  57— new  commu- 
nicants 11,  total  68— marriages  12. 

There  are  attached  to  this  church,  two  flourishing  Sunday 
schools.  The  male  school  consisting  of  7  teachers,  about  100 
scholars. — The  female  school  of  about  the  same  number  of 
scholars,  under  the  care  of  15  teachers.  I  have  endeavoured 
to  pay  much  attention  to  these  schools,  and  as  far  as  is  in  my 
power,  I  hear  one.  class  from  each  school  every  Sunday.  The 
progress  of  some  of  the  children  is  really  wonderful,  and  bears 
the  most  unequivocal  testimony,  not  only  to  the  utility  of 
Sunday  school  instruction,  but  to  the  faithfulness  of  the 
teachers.  . 

The  catechism  class  consists  of  about  60,  composed  of  the 
children  of  those  belonging  to  the  congregation.  At  a  late 
public  examination  before  their  parents,  360  questions  were 
asked,  and  all  answered  with  perfect  correctness:  the  text 
book  used,  is  the  explanation  of  the  church  catechism  as  pub- 
lished by  the  Homily  Society  of  St.  Paul's  church. 

The  female  bible  class  has  an  average  attendance  of  about 
120 — the  rector  has  good  reason  to  believe,  that  the  most  im- 
portant spiritual  advantages  have  resulted  from  the  same. 

By  the  industry  of  two  female  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion, the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Moore,  the  Rev.  Thomas  G. 
Allen,  and  the  Rev.  William  Hooper,  have  been  constituted 
patrons  of  the  General  Missionary  Society,  the  same  has  been 
done  for  the  rector  by  the  exertions  of  several  ladies  of  the 
congregation. 

On  the  whole,  there  is  abundant  reason  of  gratitude  to 
God,  for  the  many  mercies  and  blessings  which  have  been  ex- 
tended. 

The  rector  can  not  close  this  report,  without  alluding  to  the 
afflictive  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence  in  the  death  of 
Mr.  William  Thackara,  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  zealous 
friends  of  the  church,  which  lamented  event  took  place  very 
shortly  after  its  consecration. 

St.  Lute's  churchy  Germantown^  the  Rev.  Edward  2?.  Lip- 
ffitty  rector — Reports,  that  during  the  last  year  there  have 
been — burials  2— baptisms  3 — present  number  of  communi- 
cants 15. 

There  are  a  male  and  female  Sunday  school  for  adults  and 
children  attached  to  this  church.  The  number  of  scholars 
in  the  former,  is  about  100,  and  the  latter  about  20;  both 
are  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
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Trinity  churchy  Oxford,  the  Rev*  George  Sheets*,  rector- 
baptisms  (adults  3,  infants  8)  11— communicants  33. 

All  Saints  church,  Lower  Dublin*  the  Rev*  George  Sheets, 
rector— -baptism  1— -communicants  30 — marriages  2, 

St*  J  ernes  the  Greater*  s  church*  Bristol*  the  Rev.  Albert  A* 
Jfuller*  rector— baptisms  (adults  15,  children  10)  25 — mar- 
riages 4— -deaths  13 — communicants  about  70. 

The  Suuday  school  consists  of  upwards  of  100  children, 
and  13  teachers.  It  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  rubricks 
and  canons  of  the  church  are  here  rigidly  adhered  to. 

St*  Mary's  church*  East  Nantmeal  township,  the  Rev*  Levi 
Bull,  rector— baptisms  (1  adult  and  13  children)  14— com- 
municants 30— -marriages  12— funerals  not  known. 

Bangor  church,mChurchtown,  the  Rev*  Levi  Bull,  rector— 
baptisms  4— communicants  46— marriages  1— funerals  not 
known. 

There  is,  also,  a  female  bible  society,  composed  chiefly  of 
the  members  of  Bangor,  who  have  been,  and  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  disseminating  revealed  truth. 

There  is  a  Sunday  school  conducted  in  part,  by  the  mem- 
bers of  Bangor  church,  in  a  tolerably  flourishing  condition; 
about  forty  children  usually  attend.  There  are  three  Sunday 
schools  conducted,  also,  in  part  by  the  members  of  St.  Mary's 
church,  which  promise  to  be  greatly  promotive  of  the  best 
interests  oi  the  rising  generation. 

In  both  these  congregations,  there  is  not  only  an  increasing 
attention  to  the  external  services  of  the  church,  but  to  the  in- 
ternal experience  and  enjoyment  of  religion,  which  it  is  the 
object  of  those  services  to  cherish  and  promote. 

St*  Martinis  church,  Marcus  'Hook,  and  St*  PauPs  churchy 
Chester,  the  Rev*  Richard  £7.  Morgan,  rector— baptisms  (1 
adult,  4  infants)  5— -communicants  deceased  3,  removed  3, 
present  number  43— marriages  13 — burials  31. 

The  Sunday  school  attached  to  the  former  church,  consists 
of  about  forty  scholars,  4  female  and  six  male  teachers. 

There  is  one  just  commenced  in  Chester,  conducted  prin- 
cipally by  the  members  of  St.  Paul's  church*  Its  prospects 
are  encouraging.  ♦ 

St*  Peter* s  church,  Great  Valley,  Chester  county,  and  St* 
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David's  churchy  Radnor,  Delaware  county,  the  Rev.  Samuel 
C.  Brinckli,  rector — St.  Peter's,  baptisms  none— communi- 
cants 12-— funerals  not  ascertained.  From  St.  David's,  Rad- 
nor, baptisms  none — communicants  16— marriages  4— fune- 
rals not  ascertained. 

The  rector  is  pained  to  state,  (and  desires  to  be  deeply 
humbled  before  God  on  account  of  it,)  that  the  spiritual  in- 
terests of  his  flock,  are  not  as  flourishing  a&  could  have  been 
wished.  While  many  have  attended  on  his  ministry,  too 
rarely  has  his  heart  been  cheered  by  those  sounds,  which 
awake  rapture  in  heaven,  u.  what  must  we  do  to  be  saved!" 
Such  seasons,  in  times  past,  we  have  experienced.  Their 
memory  still  lives  in  our  heart,  and  inspires  the  prayer  that 
u  His  work  may  be  revived  in  the  midst  of  the  year."  In 
making  this  statement,  we  are  influenced  by  a  desire,  that  our 
brethren  of  the  same  faith  and  hope,  may  be  induced  to  unite 
their  prayers  to  those  of  the  little  band  already  engaged  in 
this  cause. 

Should  God  visit  us  with  the  outpourings  of  his  grace,  we 
shall  place  it  to  the  account  of  his  blessing  on  the  united 
prayers  of  his  people. 

St.  James**  church,  Lancaster,  and  John's  church,  Pequeat 
the  KeVm  Joseph  Clarkson,  associate  rector— St.  James'st, 
baptisms  (infants  18,  adults  2)  20 — funerals  10— marriages  19 
—communicants  will  be  returned  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Muhlen- 
berg. St.  John's,  Pequea— baptisms  (infants  17,  adults  11)  28 
— funerals  6 — marriages  2 — communicants  40. 

St.  James's  church,  Lancaster,  and  St.  John's  church,  Pe- 

Juea,  the  Rev.  William  A.  Muhlenberg,  associate  rector — St. 
ames's,    baptisms   10— communicants  50 — marriages  4 — 
funerals  6. 

The  Sunday  schools,  to  which  is  attached  a  junior  bible 
class,  -  contain  more  than  200  scholars— among  which  have 
occurred  several  gratifying  instances  of  juvenile  piety. 
There  is  also  ap  adult  school  in  the  congregation;  50  dollars 
have  been  collected  for  the  bishop's  fund.  On  the  whole,  the 
church  is  increasing  in  piety  and  numbers,  especially  the 
younger  part  of  it,  to  which  particular  attention  is  paid  in  the 
instruction  of  catechetical  classes.— —St.  John's,  Pequea. 
Believing,  that  the  residence  of  a  clergyman  among  the  peo- 
ple of  this  church* was  necessary  to  its  welfare,  I  resigned 
the  charge  of  it  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bowman,  who  officiates  three 
fourths  of  his  time  in  Pequea.    Under  his  ministration  the 
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*  church  is  reviving,  and  the  number  of  communicants,  as  will 
be  seen*  by  the  report  of  his  colleague,  who  still  officiates 
iCVery  fourth  Sunday,  has  increased  to  about  40;  there  is,  at 
present,  every  prospect  of  this  old  church  regaining  its  former 
prosperity. 

I  have  officiate^  at  Harrisbufg,  every  fourth  Suqday  during 
.the  winter  and  spring,  a  congregation  has  been  organized, 
and*  although  the  Episcopalians  are  yet  few,  the  prospect  of 
raising  a  permanent  church  in  this  place,  is  encouraging.

Within  the  present  year,  I  have  preached  once  at  Indiana, 
and  once  at  Pittsburgh,  where  with  the  assistance' of  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Hopkins,  I  administered  the  Holy  EucharisJ:  to  52  per-* 
sons. 

St.  John* 8  churchy  Tori,  the  Rev.  Charles  Williams^  rector. 
This  church  having  been  vacant  since  October,  1822,  was 
opened  for  divine  service  on  the  8th  of  June,  1823;  since 
which  time,  it  has  had  the  one  half  of  my  time,  and  Christ- 
church,  Huntington  township,  Adams  county,  the  other.  The 
congregation  of  St.  John's  consists  of  about  30  families,  con- 
taining 152  souls.     Eight  hew  members  have  been  added  to  ' 
the  congregation  during  the  past  year;  and,  as  there  is  an  at- 
tachment manifested  towards  our  church  hi  this  place,  there 
are  reasonable  and  good  grounds  to  believe,  that  in  the  event 
of  a  clergyman  being  permanently  settled  here,  the  congrega- 
tion would  soon  very  much  increase.     The  pecuniary  means, 
however,  of  the  two  congregations,  are  at  present  but  very 
limited;  being  unable  to  raise  far  the  support  of  a  minister, 
more  than  8300  between  them.     The  church  and  parsonage* 
house  at  York  require  some  repairs,  the  latter  in  its  present 
state  being  hardly  habitable,  and  unless  it  has  something  done 
to  it  soon,  it  must  go  to  ruin.     The  congregation  have,  as"  far 
as  their  means  will  allow  them,  set  on  Foot  a  subscription  to 
put  the  premises  in  order;  but  the  sum  collected  being  ver^r 
inadequate  for  thatpurpose,  they  trust,  that  among  the  chari- 
table and  well-disused  of  our  communion,  they  will  be  able 
to  make  up  the  deficiency.     During  the  past  year — baptisms 
(adults  3,  infants  10)  13 — one  adult  received  into  our  com- 
munion— funerals    2,   one    &   communicant— Vommunicants 
about  16. 

Christ-ehurch,  Huntington^  Adams  county,  the  Rev.  Charles 
Williams,  rector. — The  conjugation  of  Christ  church,  con- 
sists of  about  twenty  families,  containing  130  souls.  They 
are,  for  the  most  part,  regular  r\  their  attendance  at  divine 
service,  and  warm  in  their  attachment  to  the  church. — Du- 
ring the  past  year  there  have  been — 2  infants  baptised — fune- 
rals 2,  both  communicants — the  number  of  communicants 
about  12. 
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TVinittf  churchy  Pittsburgh  the  Rev*  John  H.  Hopkins^  rec- 
tor— number  of  communicants  between  40  and  50.  At  the 
ltfst  administration  of  the  sacrament  there  were  6  new  com- 
municants added,  and  there  is  an  expectation  that  the  current 
year  will  witness  an  increase  of  10  or  15  more. 

Number  of  baptisms  since  the  21st  of  December  1823,  at 
which  period  the  present  rector  took  charge  of  the  congrega- 
tion, 17,  of  which  4  were  adults,  the  number  of  baptisms 
would  have  been  much  more  considerable,  but  that  it  has 
been*  endeavoured  to  inckice  the  congregation  to  take  their 
children  to  church,  instead  of  having  them  baptized  in  private, 
and  the  inclemency  of  the  winter  obliged  several  parents  to 
procrastinate  until  a  more  favourable  season.  Number  of 
funerals  4-*— marriages  none. 

A  Sunday  school  and  a  bible  class  are  in  operation,  with 
prospects  of  usefulness.  The  general  state  of  this  congrega- 
tion is  encouraging.  ,  The  present  church  being  too  small  for 
their  accommodation  has  been  sold,  and  is  to  be  taken  down, 
A  new  building  of  a  very  commodious  and  enlarged  size 
has  been  commenced  in  a  better  part  of  the  city,  under  the 
most  favdurable  auspices;  and  it  is  honed,  that  when  this 
building  shall  be  completed,  a  considerable  accession  of  mem- 
bers to  the  church  will  exhibit  a  more  convincing  "proof  of 
its  prosperity,  than  can  now  be  shown  in.  this  quarter.  All 
that  can,  with  propriety  be  at  present  said,  is,  that  the  pros- 

Ect  is  highly  promising,  and  with  the  blessing  of  the  great 
ead  of  the:  church,  but-  little  doubt  can  be  entertained,  that 
those^  prospects  will,  in  due  time,  be  amply  fulfilled. 

"  The  Rev.  Norman  Nash  -deacon,  employed  hy  the  soci- 
ety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  this  state,  reports 
qs  follows:  '  " 

Su  John's  churchy  Huntingdon. — This  church  has  re- 
ceived the  ministerial  labours  of  Mr.  Nash  but  half  of 
the  Lord's  day  during  the  past  year,  during  which  time,  the 
attention  to  the  word  and  worship  of  God,  the  improve- 
ment in  singing,  and  the  gradual  increase  of  members  have 
been  truly  pleasing  and  promising.  Peace  and  harmony 
generally  prevails  among  the  members,  and  between  them 
and  ether  denominations.  A  degree  of  zeal  is  manifest, 
cd,  and  now  happily  delivered  from  the  sorrows  of  this 
and  some  few.,  it  is  believed,  have  been  savingly  convert- 
life,  are  resting  from  their  labours  followed  by  their  works  r 
but  it  is  also  feared,  that  there  is  not  that  general  and  anxious 
inquiry — that  "  pressing  into  the  kingdom  of  God,"  through 
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• 
the  only  way  of  repentance  and  faith,  which  evtry  faithful 
minister  of  die  gospel  must  ardently  desire  to*see  manifested 
by  the  people  of  his  charge:  still,  the  hope  seems  to  be  sus- 
tained by  evidence,  that  God  is  there,  u  separating  to  {limself 
a  peculiar  people,  zealous  of  £ood  works.'*  The  house  of 
worship  has  been  nearly  finished— -baptisms  4-*-communi- 
cants  not  ascertained.  • 

In  Waynesburg,  there  has  been  a  small  congregation  gar 
thered  during  the  last  six  months*— 8  adults  and  10  children 
have  been  baptized,  and  the  prospect  is  promising.  As  yet 
they  have  no  house  of  their  own  for  public  worship,  but  coo- 
template  building. 

St.  Mark's  church,  Lervistowru  The  Lord  has  been  very 
gracious  to  this  infant  congregation.  A  little  more  than  a 
year  ago,  Mr.  Nash  commenced  his  labours  there,  and  could 
only  number  about  four  persons  who  seemed  to  be  attached 
to  the  church.  A  favourable  disposition  soqn  after  appeared, 
and  he  engaged  to  them  one*  half  of  his  Sundays  for  the  yean 
On. the  26th  of  August  last,  the  corner  stone  of  an  Episcopal 
church  was  laid,  on  a  commodious  and  handsome  situation 
in  the  borough  of  Lewistown,  and  an  elegant  brick  building 
in  the  Gothic  style,  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  will  be,  (it 
is  expected,)  ready  for  consecration  in  a  few  weeks.  The 
congregation  is  dujy  organized*,  and  also  incorporated,  and 
though  not  numerous,  is  respectable  and  increasing. '  It  is 
hoped,  that  they  will  not  find  themselves  much  'involved  in 
debt  when  the  church  is  completed." — Baptisms-— 1  adult  and 
1  infant — number  of  communicants  not  known.  .  [ 

In  Thompsontown,  there  are  a  few  Episcopal  families  who 
are  not  yet  organized  into  a  regular,  churqh.  They  have  been 
visited  several  times  by  Mr.  Nash,  and' are  recommended  to 
the  attention  of  their  brethren,  and  such  of  the  clergy  as  have 
it  in  their  power  to  call  upon  them. 

Many  other  places  have  been  visited  by  Mr.  Nash  on  the 
Juniata  and,  elsewhere — 10  adults  and  25  children  have  been 
baptized,  but  as  the  Lord's  supper  has  not  been  administefed, 
the  actual  number  of  communicants  is  not  known— mar- 
riages 3. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Piggot,  deacon,  employed  by  the  same, 
society  as  domestic  missionary  in  the  city  .and  county  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, and  officiating  in  a  recently  erected  church  in  Fran- 
tisville,  reports  —baptisms,  (infant  1— adults  2)  total  3— mar- 
riage 1.  A  Sunday  school,  connected  with  the  church,  con- 
sists of  about  fifty  scholars.

The  Rt.  "Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.  Bishop  of  the  dio- 
cese, in  compliance  with  the  45th  canon,  read  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  Deputies  of  this  Con- . 
vention, 

My  Report,  at  this  our  annual  meeting,  is  as  follows  : — 

On  the  7th  of  June  I  consecrated  St.  Matthew's  church, 
in  Francisville,  near  this  city ;  the  sermon  on  this  occasion 
being  preached  by  the  Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1  laid  the  corner  stone  of  a  church  to 
be  built  in  Hamiltonville,  near  to  this  city. 

On  the  13th  of  the  same  month,  I  confirmed  and  preached 
in  Wilmington,  in  the  state  of  Delaware ;  and  on  the  next 
day,  I  confirmed  and  preached  in  Emanuel  church,  New- 
castle, in  the  same  state. 

As  the  theological  school  in  New  York,  is  under  the  juris- 


diction  of  the  General  Convention;  and,  as  the  Convention 
of  this  diocese  have  declared  the  interest  which  they  take 
in  the  prosperity  of  the  institution,  it  seems,  in  order  Cor 
me,  as  your  Bishop,  to  inform  you,  that  from  the  26th  to 
the  31st  of  July,  was  spent  by  me  in  a  visit  to  that  city,  in 
order  to  be  present,  and  to  deliver  an  address  on  the  special 
request  of  the  Professors,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trus- 
tees, and  the  examination  of  the  students :  when  it  was  a 
high  gratification  to  witness  the  proficiency  of  the  latter  in 
their  studies,  and  the  evidence  which  it  afforded  of  thettalents 
and  the  assiduity  of  ibe  Professors.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  that 
stability  will  be  given  to  the  institution ;  and  that  confidence 
in  the  realizing  of  its  expectations  will  soon  be  increased,  by 
the  near  prospect  of  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for 
the  collegiate  residence  of  the  Professors  and  the  pupils. 
To  those  who  are  aware  how  much  the  respectability  of  our 
church  depends  on  the  literary  acquirements  of  its  ministers, 
it  must  give  pleasure  to  witness,  not  only  the  advances  re- 
cently made,  but  the  decrease  of  opposing  prejudices-  It 
is  especially  gratifying  to  your  Bishop ;  and,  as  he  supposes,  , 
to  those  of  bis  clerical  afcd  of  his  lay  brethren,  to  whom  the 
testimonials  of  candidates  for  orders  are  submitted,  that  we 
no  longer  hear  of  the  denial  of  the  right  of  the  Church  to 
require  human  literature  as  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
ministry;  ?  position,  which,  if  maintained  consistently, 
would  dispense  with  the  knowledge  of  the  alphabet. 

On  the  17th  of  October,  I  began  a  journey  expected  to 
be  of  great  length,  for  the  consecrating  of  a  church  in  Lewis- 
town,  156  miles  from  this  city,  and  of  sundry  churches  be- 
yond the  mountains ;  the  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper  being  with 
me,  in  the  character  of  missionary  from  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee of  the  Convention.  In  our  way,  on  the  19th,  I  preach- 
ed and  held  confirmation  in  the  city  of  Lancaster ;  and  Mr. 
Kemper  performed  divine  service  and  preached  in  the  even- 
ing ;  and  on  the  evening  of  the  20th,  in  the  Borough  of 
Harrisburg ;  as  he  also  did  on  the  evening  of  the  next  day,  in 
the  Borough  of  Mifflintown.  On  the  forenoon  of  Saturday 
the  23d,  I  preached  in  the  newly  erected  church  in'  the 
Borough  of  Lewistown,  and  Mr.  Kemper  preached  in  the 
afternoon,  and  again  in  the  evening.  The  next  day  I  conse- 
crated the  said  church,  administering  the  right  of  confirma- 
tion, and  the  ordinances  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper, 
and  preaching  in  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Kemper  performing  di- 
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vine  service.  Io  the  afternoon  Mr.  Kemper  performed 
divine  service,  and  preached. 

On  the  next  morning  we  set  off  for  the  Borough  of  Hunt- 
ingdon ;  but  when  we  had  reached  a  short  distance  from 
Lewistown,  our  progress  was  prevented  by  my  fall  from  a 
carriage ;  which  caused  a  simple  fracture  of  my  right  wrist, 
and  several  lacerations  of  my  face.  Owing  to  valuable 
medical  assistance  gratuitously  rendered  to  me,  to  the  sympa- 
thy and  the  good  offices  of  many  estimable  inhabitants  of 
the  town,  to  the  important  attentions  of  my  fellow-traveller, 
and  to  the  hastening  to  me  of  two  of  the  members  of  my 
own  family,  I  was  enabled,  under  the  goad  providence  of 
God,  to  reach  my  borne  on  the  15th  day  from  the  fall.  On 
the  day  before  our  setting  off  on  our  return,  Mr.  Kemper 
having  notified  his;  intention  of  divine  service  and  a  sermon, 
which  had  also  been  his  occupation  twice  on  the  preceding 
Sunday  ;  and  some  persons  having  regretted  their  not  avail- 
ing oi  themselves  of  the  preceding  opportunity  of  being 
confirmed,  my  wounds  did  not  prevent  my  being  again  taken 
to  church,  my  stay  there  of  a  few  minutes,  and  my  again 
confirming.  Independently  of  my  causes  of  personal  grati- 
tude to  the  members  of  our  church  in  Lewistown,  it  is  but 
justice  to  them,  to  record  the  willingness  which  they  have 
manifested,  to  go  to  the  extent  of  what  can  reasonably  be 
expected  of  them,  for  the  sustaining  of  religious  worship 
agreeably  to  the  institutions  of  our  church,  of  which  there 
is  evidence  in  the  handsome  church  erected  by  them,  and 
in  the  edifying  attentions  of  the  congregation.  Under  this 
view  of  their  condition,  it  has  been  consoling  to  me,  that 
the  Rev.  Robert  Piggot  has  taken  the  charge  of  the  con- 
gregation ;  and  I  understand,  has  been  favourably  received. 
On  our  way  home,  Mr.  Kemper  performed  divine  service 
and  preached  in  Lancaster,  morning  and  evening,  on  Sunday, 
November  the  7th. 

On  the  19th  of  December,  in  St  James's  church  in  this 
city,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  priests,  the  Rev.  Norman 
Nash  and  the  Rev.'  Samuel  Bowman,  and  preached  on  the 
occasion.  At  the  same  time,  there  was  ordained  to  the  holy- 
office  of  deacons,  WUliam  Eldred,  who  is  now  officiating  as 
a  missionary  in  Lycoming  and  Columbia  counties,  in  the 
service  of  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity 
in  Pennsylvania. 

On  the  £4th  of  December,  I  confirmed  and  preached  in 
St  Stephen's  church  in  this  city.

On  the  2Sd  of  January,  I  confirmed  and  preached  in 
Trinity  church,  Southwark. 

On  the  27th  of  February,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office 
of  priests,  the  Rev.  Robert  Davis,  and  preached  on  the 
occasion.  * 

On  the  13th  of  March,  1  confirmed  and  preached  in  9t. 
Andrew's  church,  in  this  city. 

In  the  same  church,  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month,  1 
ordained  the  Rev.  Enoch  Huntington  to  the  holy  office  of 
priests,  and  preached  on  the  occasion. 

With  a  view  to  record,  it  will  be  proper  to  notice,  that  I 
have  this  day,  in  your  presence,  ordained  to  the  holy  office 
of  priests,  the  Rev.  Robert  Piggot,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Marks. 

The  removals  from  the  diocese,  are  the  Rev.  John  Jm 
Robinson ;  the  Rev.  Charles  Williams,  of  Yorktown,  who 
has  been  elected  to  the  presidency  of  a  college  in  Baltimore ; 
the  Rev.  Christian  F.  Cruse  to  the  state  of  Delaware;  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Sitgreaves,  to  that  of  New  York;  and  the  Rev. 
William  Levington,  a  coloured  man,  to  Baltimore,  who  has 
been  provided  with  a  congregation  in  the  said  city.  The 
Rev.  Moses  P.  Bennet  has  resigned  his  charge  atGreensburg, 
but  retains  that  in  Kittaning. 

It  has  been  stated  to  me  by  the  Rev.  Matthew  Matthews, 
that  he  has  received  an  invitation  to  a  congregation  in  New 
Jersey.  As  his  acceptance  of  it  seems  probable,  and  as  in 
that  case  he  will  be  removed  from  the  diocese,  I  have 
thought  there  would  be  propriety  in  noticing  the  circum- 
stance. Since  his  being  in  deacons'  orders,  he  has  been 
much  occupied  by  occasional  services,  and  especially  in 
supplying  the  places  of  absent  ministers  in  this  diocese,  and 
elsewhere. 

The  persons  admitted  as  candidates  are,  William  R. 
Bowman,  William  Henry  Rees,  Clement  Frederick  Jones, 
William  Lucas,  Pierce  Connelly,  James  May,  and  Charles 
Anderson.  The  last  mentioned  is  a  coloured  man,  who, 
since  his  admission,  has  fallen  into  such  a  state  of  disease  as 
compels  him  to  abandon  his  prospect  of  the  ministry. 

The  number  of  those  confirmed  by  me  in  the  past  year, 
is  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight.  The  occasions  of  con- 
firming in  the  churches  under  my  pastoral  care,  have  not 
been  mentioned. 

The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  although 
very  limited  in  its  means,  and  not  deriving  from  the  Union 
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generally,  the  aids  wbich  might  have  been  expected  from 
its  establishment  by  tbe  General  Convention,  has  not  been 
inert.  Through  the  instrumentality  of  their  executive  com- 
mittee, they  have  aided  missions  in  Delaware,  Missouri, 
Georgia,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  East  Florida;  and 
are  now  engaged  in  establishing  a  missionary,  as  they  have 
already  an  agent  and  a  catechist,  at  Green  Bay  in  the  Michi- 
gan Territory. 

The  Society  for  tbe  advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  has  been  efficient,  proportionably  to  their 
slender*- funds ;  and  mffht  produce  very  important  effects 
over  the  whole  extent  of  the  diocese,  were  the  good  achiev- 
ed by  them  generally  known  and  appreciated,  and  a  conse- 
quent measure  of  encouragement  extended. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  this 
diocese,  there  has  been  a  supply  to  the  church  at  White- 
marsh,  twice  in  every  month ;  tbe  Rev.  Charles  M.  Dupuy, 
in  the  course  of  last  summer,  performed  missionary  duty 
in  the  counties  of  Lycoming,  Columbia,  and  Northumber- 
land. 

The  Bible  society  of  Philadelphia,  although  not  especially 
under  tbe  control  of  members  of  our  communion,  con- 
tinues to  command  the  countenance  of  the  clergy  of  this 
diocese ;  who  wish  to  encourage  liberal  subscriptions  to  so 
important  an  object.  But  it  may  be  presumed,  thgt  while, 
on  the  one  hand,  we  disapprove  of  the  endeavours  said  to 
be  elsewhere  put  in  operation,  to  pervert  the  institution  of 
bible  societies  from  the  singleness  of  their  professed  design- 
that  of  distributing  the  bible  without  note  or  comment;  we 
do  not  adopt  the  untenable  opinion,  that  notes  and  com- 
ments, as  also  expositions  by  the  ministers  of  the  gospel,  for 
the  unfolding  of  the  sense  of  the  sacred  text,  are  needless; 
such  services  being  left  by  this  society,  to  the  endeavours 
of  other  societies,  and  of  individuals. 

There  continue  to  be  two-  Sunday  Schools  attached  to 
each  congregation  in  the  city  and  its  vicinity,  and  in  some 
other  places ;  and  the  Sunday  School  Society  continues  to 
extend  its  aid  to  those  schools  whose  teachers  are  represented 
in  its  body.  With  tbe  satisfaction  arising  from  the  good 
achieved  by  these  institutions,  there  is  still  an  alloy  in  at- 
tempts occasionally  made,  to  pervert  them  to  the  purpose  of 
injury  to  the  services,  and  of  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the 
ministry  of  our  church.  It  is  to  be  wished,  that  in  opposition 
to  such  designs,  the  schools  may  be  conducted  exclusively 
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according  to  our  religious  system ;  and  in  perfect  charity  to 
other  denominations  of  professing  christians  :  hut  with  a  de- 
termined resistance  of  all  endeavours,  whether  made  by 
persons  exterior  to  us  or  among  ourselves,  for  the  accom- 
plishing  of  measures,  which  must  both  deteriorate  our  sys- 
tem and  involve  us  in  needless  controversy. 
n   The  fund  for  the  support  of  a  future  Bishop  does  not 
increase,  in  proportion  to  the  claims  which  are  made  from 
the  various  parts  of  the  diocese  for  the  services  of  their 
diocesan.    He  who  now  fills  the  station  may  be  permitted 
to  wish,  that  his  successor  may  not  for  a  long  time  suffer, 
under  the  conflicting  duties  of  an  Episcopal  and  of  a  pasto- 
ral connexion ;  but  he  is  obliged  to  confess,  thai  his  ex- 
pectations are  not  sanguine,  when  be  remarks,  how  few  of 
the  congregations  in  the  diocese  have  contributed  to  the 
future  usefulness  of  the  episcopacy,  in  this  particular.    Still 
there  is  a  foundation  laid  for  the  accomplishing  of  so  de- 
sirable a/i  object. 

In  the  last  annual  address  it  was  noticed,  that  the  corpora* 
tion  for  the  support  *of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  de- 
ceased clergymen,  contemplated  an  increase  of  the  annui- 
jries  to  the  families  who  receive  them.  This  has  been  de- 
termined on,  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  per  centum  for 
the  last  and  for  the  present  year,  with  the  hope  of  the  yearly 
continuance  of  it.  Among  the  reasons  for  considering  this 
as  a  subject  to  be  held  up  to  the  view  of  the  Convention, 
and  especially  to  the  clerical  members  of  it,  is  the  barring 
against  future  expectations  which  connot  be  gratified.  The 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  such  a  corporation,  has,  in 
some  instances,  prompted  desires  of  relief  from  it,  without 
previous  purchase  of  the  benefit.  It  is  therefore  useful,  to 
make  known  as  extensively  as  possible,  that  the  corporation 
cannot,  consistently  with  faithfulness  to  their  trust,  bestow 
any  of  their  means  on  the  family  of  any  deceased  clergy- 
man, who  had  not  been  a  contributor  to  the  fund,  in  one  of 
<the  classes  constituted  by  the  fundamental  laws. 

In  addition  to  the  many  excellent  institutions  existing  in 
this  city,  and  administering  to  the  stability  and  the  increase 
of  our  church,  there  has  been  another  recently  formed,  for 
the  aiding  of  young  men  in  their  academical  and  collegiate 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  and  for  the  continuing  of  their 
studies  in  the  Theological  Seminary  under  the  control  of 
the  General  Convention.  The  society  is  at.  present  in  its 
incipient  state,  but  is  organized,  and  has  printed  its  constitu-

tioo ;  copies  of  which  will  be  presented  to  the  members  of 
this  body :  with  the  hope,  that  their  prayers,  and  their  exer- 
tions, as  opportunity  may  offer,  will  be  extended  to  this  be- 
nevolent design. 

There  has  been  often  intimated  in  conversation,  not  only 
by  myself,  but  by  those  of  our  clerical  and  of  our  lay  breth- 
ren, to  whom  there  are  submitted  the  testimonials  of  can- 
didates, for  holy  orders,  the  wish,  that  in  their  applications, 
they  would  regard  the  days  appointed  by  the  15th  canon. 
The  adding  to  the  number  of  the  occasions  has  been  an  un- 
necessary burthen  on  us ;  and  besides,  brings  before  our  con- 
gregations the  subjects  of  appropriate  discourses,  oftener 
than  is  for  edification.  In  the  restriction  to  these  days 
there  is  to  be  understood  the  exception  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Diocesan  Convention ;  when  a  minister,  already 
in  deacons'  orders,  by  being  suffered  to  avail  himself  of  the 
opportunity  of  his  attendance,  may  be  excused  from  an  ad- 
ditional journey.  It  is  on  this  principle,  that  there  took 
place  the  ordination  of  this  morning. 

In  addition  to  my  advance  in  years,  my  late  danger  and 
merciful  preservation,  ought  to  remind  me,  of  the  uncertainty 
of  future  opportunities  of  addressing  this  body,  among  whom 
I  have  presided  on  forty  annual  occasions,  previous  to  the 
present  The  same  considerations,  impress  me  with  grati- 
tude for  the  opportunity  now  permitted  of  delivering  my 
well  weighed  opinion  on  a  very  important  subject :  and  the 
reason  of  its  being  delivered  in  this  form,  is,  that  it  may  be 
entered  on  your  journal.  If  it  were  only  for  the  preventing 
of  misapprehension  of  my  sense  of  the  subject  when  ex- 
pressed in  conversation,  the  intended  explicitness  would 
seem  to  me  justifiable ;  although  the  principal  motive  is  to 
transmit  a  caution,  whatever  may  be  the  weight  of  it,  against 
future  danger  of  disorder :  and  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  me  to 
anticipate,  that  what  is  to  be  said  will  remain  on  record, 
wben  1  shall  be  among  you  no  longer. 

The  subject  is  an  unauthorized  ministry,  on  occasions  for 
worship,  exterior  to  the  appointments  of  the  church,  and 
therefore  erroneously  supposed  to  render  such  ministry  al- 
lowable. 

It  would  be  incongruous,  if,  when,  in  such  a  variety  of 
ways,  men  associate  with  views  to  philosophical,  to  com- 
mercial, and  to  agricultural  objects,  and  to  improvements  in 
arious  departments  of  mechanical  employment,  religion 
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ttrty  should  lie  die  field,  town  which  there  it  to  be  banisfad 
tpmtual  communication  of  counsels,  originating  in  personal 
attachments,  or  in  similarity  of  pursuits,  or  in  any  other 
causes  which  may  prompt  an  interchange  of  sentiment,  in 
free  and  friendly  conversation*  Your  Bishop  would  be  mis- 
understood) if  it  should  be  thought,  that  any  thing  of  this 
sort  is  intended  to  be  censured  by  him :  and  much  more,  if 
he  should  be  supposed  to  deny  the  right,  or  rather  the  duty, 
of  every  Christian,  male  or  female,  to  give  private  counsel 
or  instruction  in  the  concerns  of  religion,  to  those  who  con- 
fide in  his  or  her  knowledge  or  experience.  - 

What  is  meant,  are  those  assemblies,  wherein  others  than 
^n  authorized  ministry,  ure  set  to  exercise  themselves  io 
public  instruction  and  in  prayer  of  their  own  suggestion  or 
devising.  Besides,,  that  the  irregularity  of  this  is  an  un- 
avoidable consequence  from  the  provision  of  a  form  of  ad- 
mission to  the  ministry ;  grounded,  as  we  conceive,  on  direc- 
tions given  in  the  New  Testament;  the  practice  is  contrary 
to  the  23d  Article  of  our  church,  which  says—*4  it  is  not 
lawful  for  any  man  to  take  upon  him  the  office  of  public 

E reaching,  or  ministeriug  the  sacraments  in  the  congregation, 
efore  he  be  lawfully  called,  and  sent  to  execute  the  same." 
It  would  be  $n  evasion,  to  restrict  the  sense  of  the  article, 
to  a  church  consecrated  or  otherwise  set  apart :  both  the 
-letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  provision  applying  to  every  case, 
in  which  people  are  congregated  with  a  view  to  social  wor- 
ship. 

The  19th  canon  has  impliedly  forbidden  such  exercises, 
to  candidates  for  holy  orders.  They  are  admitted  to  be  lay 
readers,  under  the  control  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority ; 
but  are  not  tolerated  in  the  obtrusion  either  of  prayers  or  of 
discourses  of  their  own.  If  persons  of  this  description,  af- 
ter having  been  presented  to  the  Bishop  by  a  constituted 
body,  as,  in  their  opinion,  possessing  qualifications  for  the 
ministry,  are  thus  restricted  in  their  administration ;  it  can- 
not be  imagined,  that  every  other  individual  is  left  to  bis 
own  opinion  of  his  sufficiency. 

The  contemplated  brevity,  prevents  the  sustaining  of  the 
opinion  by  distinguished  names,  which  might  be  mentioned. 
Were  any  brought  forward,  especial  stresa  should  be  laid  on 
the  testimonies  of  clergymen,  who,  having  unguardedly 
given  countenance  to  the  irregularity,  and  having  had  sor- 
rowful experience  of  its  effects,  have  left  lasting  records  of 
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their  disappointments.   Some  instances  of  this,  it  is  intended 
to  attach  as  a  note  ta  the  present  address.* 

0  The  Rev.  Devereux  Jarratt  was  a  clergyman  of  the  Episcopal 
thurcb  ;  and  held  a  parish  in  Virginia  before  and  during  the  revolutionary 
war,  which  he  survived.  From  having  been  eminently  popular,  and  al- 
ways preaching  to  crowded  audiences,  too  large  to  be  received  within 
the  walls  of  churches,  he  lived  to  see  his  usual  number  of  hearers  re- 
duced to  about  one  hundred  and-  forty  /and  that  of  bis  communicants  to 
about  ten.  He  considered  it  as  considerably  owing  to  the  countenance 
Which  had  been  given  to  the  praying  and  the  preaching  of  young  men* 
of  little  knowledge  and  of  great  audacity,  operated  on  principally  by 
pride.  This  is  from  his  second ' letter  to  the  Rev.  John  Coleman;  and 
published  by  him  in  a  narrative  of  the  life  of  Mr.  Jarratt. 

The  Kate  Rev.  Thomas  Scott,  the  author  of  a  Commentary  on  the  Bible, 
has  also  given  his  experience,  and  that  of  the  Rev.  John  Newton,  bit 
predecessor  in  the  parish  of  Olney,  in  England,  to  the  same  effect.  The 
following  is  from  a  recent  life  of  Mr.  Scott,  published  by  his  son  the  Rev. 
John  Scott.  Both  Mr.  Newton  and  the  elder  Mr.  Scott,  had  given 
countenance  to  the  associations,  found  on  experience  to  be  detrimental. 
Of  the  species  of  religious  exercises  spoken  of,  Mr.  Scott,  the  father, 
says,  "  Two  or  three  effects  were  undeniable ;  first,  they  proved  hot-beds, 
on  which  superficial  and  discreditable  preachers  were  hastily  raised  up ; 
who,  going  forth  on  the  Lord's  day  to  the  neighbouring  parishes,  inter- 
cepted those  who  used  to  attend  Mr.  Newton.  Secondly,  Men  wore 
called  to  pray  in  public,  whose  conduct  afterwards  brought  a  deep  dis- 
grace on  the  gospel.  Thirdly,  They  produced  a  captious,  criticising; 
self-wise  spirit,  so  that  even  Mr.  Newton  himself  could  seldom  please 
them.  Fourthly,  They  rendered  the  people  so  contemptuously  indif- 
ferent to  the  worship  of  God  and  the  church,  and  many  of  them  to  any 
public  worship  in  which  they  did  not  take  a  part,  that  1  never  before  or 
since  witnessed  any  thing  like  it."  There  are  other  passages  to  the 
same  effect.    (P.  306,307.) 

It  will  not  be  irrelevant,  although  the  matter  to  be  related  is  extrane- 
ous to  the  Episcopal  Church,  to  go  so  far  back  as  to  the  account  given  by 
the  Rev.  Cotton  Mather  in  his  "  Magnalia,"  of  the  early  days  of  New 
England ;  and  to  state  an  opinion  recorded  by  him,  concerning  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Anabaptists  as  a  distinct  society.  According  to  him,  it 
was  the  result,  on  the  one  hand,  of  the  little  stress  laid  on  learning  by 
that  description  of  people,  and  on  the  other,  by  an  insuperable  barrier 
in  the  want  of  it,  «mong  the  cungregationalists,  and,  combining  with  these 
two  circumstances,  the  permitted  exercise  of  an  irregular  ministry  in 
private  associations.  "Yea,  some  observed,"  says  Cotton  Mather, 
((•that  this  thing" — meaning?  the  want  of  learning — "  was  the  real  bottom 
of  their  combining  into  a  distinct  society  by  themselves,  from  divers  parts 
of  the  colony ;  these  men  having  privately'  exercised  their  gifts  in  meet- 
ings  with  applause,  began  to  think  themselves  wronged,  that  their  light 
was  put  under  a  bushel ;  and  finding  no  remedy  in  our  churches,  they 
threw  on  a  cloak  of  Anabaptism :  and  so,  gained  the  thing  they  aimed  at, 
in  a  disguise."    (Vol.  2.  p.  460.) 

To  this  issue  recorded  by  the  historian  of  New  England,  there  is  4 

strong  similarity  in  the  case  recited  of  Mr.  Jarratt.    Coincident  with  the 

decline  of  his  popularity,  there  was  in  his  neighbourhood  a  great  increase 

society,  with  whom,  for  admission  to  the  ministry,  very  little  learn* 

as  required.    His  gifted  youths,  as  appears  from  the  narrative, 

>ff,  and  carried  with  them  a  great  proportion  of  the  people. 

» Episcopal  Church,  is  at  this  time  endeavouring  to  raise  the  literary

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  Resolved,  That  such 
clergymen,  not  belonging  to  this  diocese,  and  such  students 
of  divinity,  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  as  may  be  in  this 

reputation  of  her  ministry,  by  a  systematic  education  in  Theology.  It  is 
to  be  hoped,  that  no  discouragement  wiU  be  drawn  from  the  tacts  now 
stated :  out  it  is  evident,  that  in  proportion  to  her  success  on  the  one 
hand,  and  to  countenance  given  to  an  unauthorized  ministry  on  the  other, 
-the  danger  here  recognized  will  be  increased. 

It  will  be  the  greater,  on  account  of  the  discouragement  wisely  given 
to  an  unauthorized  ministry,  by  some  non-episcopalian  denominations, 
among  the  most  respectable  for  their  numbers,  and  for  the  weight  of 
character  of  their  clerical  and  other  members.  This  may  produce  a 
preference  of  our  pale,  for  no  other  reason  than  that  of  gratifying  the 
wayward  propensity  which  has  been  the  subject.  (For  such  discounte- 
nance, see  the  Presbyterian  Magazine,  vol.  I.  p.  229.) 

The  present  editor  ot  that  very  ably  conducted  and  very  popular  work, 
«  The  Christian  Observer,"  is  the  Rev.  Samuel  Charles  WUks.  It  is  nbt 
here  known,  that  this  reverend  gentleman  has  ever  been  an  encourager 
of  an  illegitimate  miajstry  :  but  his  strong  testimony  against  it,  in  con* 
sideration  of  the  weight  of  authority  invthe  pen  from  which  it  comes,  is 
here  given.  After  expressing  himself  in  favour  of  well  -constituted 
parochial  societies;  and  mentioning  with  applause  certain  societies  for- 
merly existing  in  England,  and  conducted  agreeably  to  forms  provided 
for  them  by  some  eminent  clergymen  of  the  establishment ;  and  after 
recommending  great  care  in  instituting  and  in  superintending  such  so* 
cieties,  he  adds---"  Most  persons,  who  are  versed,  in  the  religious  history 
of  the  last  few  years,  can  bear  record,  that  the  tendency  to  deterioration 
is  more  rapid  in  societies  of  this  kind,  than  in  almost  any  other.  Self- 
conceit,  ostentation,  jealousy,  party-spirit,  a  love  of  gossiping  and  in- 
terference, and  sometimes  perhaps  detraction,  and  even  worse  evils,  are 
too  apt  to  insinuate  themselves  into  friendly  religious  societies."  This 
is  from  a  treatise  on  « Correlative  Claims  and  Duties."  The  present 
writer  has  not  access  to  the  work ;  and  has  copied  the  above  extract,  to 
which  similar  matter  from  it  might  have  been  added,  from  "  The  Gos- 
pel Advocate  of  January  last,  edited  at  Boston."

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  De  Laneey,  Resolved,  That 
the  Secretary  of  tbe  Convention  be  directed  to  furnish  each 
clergyman,  and  the  vestry  of  each  congregation,  in  this  dio- 
cese, with  two  copies  of  the  "  Constitution,  canons,  and  regu- 
lations of  tbe  church  in  this  state ;"  and  that  tbe  residue  of 
the  same  be  kept  by  tbe  Secretary  for  tbe  time  being,  for 
the  farther  uses  of  the  church  in  this  diocese. 

Mr.  Thomas  H-  White  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  and  Mr.  John  Read  Treasurer  of  the  Episco- 
pal Fund. 

Tbe  minutes  of  the  Missionary  Committee  were  read  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper. 

Mr.  Deshong,  Lay  Deputy,  from  St.  Paul's  church, 
Chester,  asked  and  had  leave  of  absence. 

The  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports  was  commenced, 
and  some  progress  having  been  made  in  it —

1%e  Ri.  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.  Rector  of  Christ-dturch,  St. 
Peter's,  and  St.  James**,  Philadelphia,  reports  as  follows  .<— 

The  Assistant  Ministers  are,  tbe  Rev.  James  Merer ombie, 
D.  D.  the  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  and  the  Rev.  William  H. 
De  Lancey. 
Baptisms  95— -burials  119— -communicants,  about  325. 
There  are  prayers  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  agreea- 
bly to  the  usage  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  imitation  of 
ionary  days  of  tbe  primitive  church, 
former  years,  there  have  been  lectures  on  tbe  cate- 
luring  rassion  week,  and  in  the  two  preceding 
and  on  the  doctrines  of  grace  in  Easter  week,  prin- 

.  •  Por  these  reports  vide  end  of  theJounuJ. 
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cipally  designed  for  candidates  for  confirmation.  Also, 
during  the  said  term,  beginning  early  in  Lent  and  to  con- 
tinue to  Whitsunday,  children  have  been  beard  in  the 
catechism  after  divine  service  on  the  afternoons  of  Sundays ; 
and  there  have  been,  on  the  afternoons  of  Saturdays, 
questions  proposed  and  answered,  for  the  improvement  of 
young  persons  of  the  female  sex,  more  advanced  in  years. 

There  have,  likewise,  during  the  winter  and  the  spring, 
been  delivered  on  the  afternoons  of  Fridays  weekly  lee* 
tures  on  some  of  the  books  of  the  Bible,  and  on  the  leading 
principles  of  the  gospel. 

To  each  of  the  churches  there  is  attached  a  male  and  a 
female  Sunday  school. 

Christ-church,  male  school,  four  teachers  and  sixty-five 
scholars ;  female,  fifteen  teachers  and  eighty-four  scholars. 

St.  Peter's,  male  school,  four  teachers  and  thirty-five 
scholars;  female,  thirteen  teachers  and  eighty  scholars. 

St.  James's,  male  school,  four  teachers  and  thirty-five 
scholars;  female,  twelve  teachers  and  sixty  scholars. 

There  has  been,  in  these  churches,  a  collection  for  the 
funds  of  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity 
in  Pennsylvania;  and  also,  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Sunday  and  Adult  School  Society. 

There  has  been  heretofore,  an  annual  collection  for  the 
Episcopal  Fund ;  but  in  the  present  year,  it  has  been  de- 
layed by  interfering  incidents  until  after  this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Allen,  Hector  of  St.  PauVs  church, 
Philadelphia,  reports  as  follows  :— 

Marriages  36 — baptisms  34,  (adults  4) — funerals  24—. 
communicants  250 — Sunday  schools  4,  two  of  which  are 
for  persons  of  colour — bible  school  1 — adult  school  for  women 
of  colour;  kept  during  an  evening  of  the  week,  1 — bible 
class  1. 

The  children  of  the .  congregation  have  recently  been 
organized  into  a  new  series  of  classes,  for  the  purpose  of 
catechetical  instruction;  those  of  about  four  years  of  age 
forming  the  first  class. 

The  Sunday  school  house  spoken  of  in  the  last  report, 
has  been  fitted  ap,  and  is  now  occupied  by  five  schools,  for 
instruction  in  the  principles  of  the  gospel,  three  of  which 
are  taught  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  two  for  adults,  during  the 
week.    It  also  famishes  a  room  for  lectures,  and  for  the  in- 
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Struction  of  the  children  of  the  congregation  on  Saturdays* 
A  small  juvenile  library  has  been. formed  for  the  use  of  the 
children  last  mentioned. 

The  annual  collections  have  been  made  for  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  and  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity 
in  Pennsylvania. 

The  rilmore  Society  of  ladies,  continue  to  assist  two 
young  men  w,ho  are  pursuing  their  studies  with  a  view  to  the 
gospel  ministry.  They  ate  now  attending  to  the  classics, 
one  of*  them  at  college.  The  Tract  Society  of  the  church, 
known  by  the  title  of  the  Homily  Society,  printed  within 
the  last  year,  15,000  tracts. 

The  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Sector  of  St.  John's  church,  JV.  L. 
Philadelphia,  reports  as  follows : — 

There  have  been  since  the  last  report,  baptisms  45, 
(adults  5) — communicants  added  12— removed  or  dead  11 
-—whole  number  at  present  119. 

The  Sunday  schools  belonging  to  this  church  are  in  a 
promising  condition.  The  female  school  has  been  greatly 
revived  during  the  past  year,  by  the  zealous  and  well  direct- 
ed efforts  of  the  teachers.  In  this  school  there  are  about 
eighty  scholars  who  regularly  attend,  and  are  instructed  by 
fourteen  teachers.  The  bene6ts  resulting  from  the  early 
religious  instruction  of  these  children,  are  manifest  in  their 
serious  deportment  and  regular  attendance.  The  male 
school  has  seven  or  eight  teachers,  and  is  increasing  in 
numbers. 

There  is  a  female  missionary  society  in  this  congregation, 
auxiliary  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  United  States.  During  the  last  year  they  have  con- 
tributed fifty  dollars  to  the  general  fund  of  that  society,  and 
have  constituted  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Brinckle,  Rector  of  St. 
„  David's  church,  Radnor,  a  patron  thereof! 

The  Rev.  Levi  Silliman  Ives,  Rector  of  Trinity  churchy 
Southwark,  Philadelphia,  reports  as  follows  :— 

Communicants  107 — added  the  last  year  36— -deceased 
and  removed  4.  It  is  remarked  with  high  gratification,  thht 
the  recent  melancholy  schism  occasioned  in  this  church, 
by  the  disunion  ox  its  former  Rector,  is  in  almost  every  re* 
spect,  entirely  healed  ;  and  that  while  an  evident  increase 
of  evangelical  piety  prevails,  there  appears  a  growing  sense 
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t>f  the  importance  of  those  sacraments  and  institutions  which 
Christ  set  forth  in  his  church  as  the  channels  of  bis  grace.  , 

Baptisms  38,  (adults  4)*— confirmed  17 — all  of  which 
either  have,  or  are  expected,  soon  to  come  to  the  holy  com^ 
munion — marriages  15. 

A  collection  has  been  made  in  favour  of  the  Society  for 
the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  this  diocese. 

Jt  is  with  peculiar  delight  and  unfeigned  gratitude  to  the 
author  of  all  good,  that  the  Rector  notices  the  very  flourish- 
ing state  of  the  Sunday  schools  attached  to  his  congrega- 
tion. The  female  school  consists  of  twenty-two  teachers 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  scholars  constantly,  and  many 
more  occasionally,  attending. 

The  male  school  is  composed  of  twelve  teachers  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty  scholars  on  the  roll;  eighty  constant 
attendants. 

Juvenile  libraries  are  attached  to  each  of  these  schools. 
A  female  missionary  association,  auxiliary  to  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  is  attached  to  this  congre- 
gation, under  very  flourishing  auspices. 

The  Rev.  James  Montgomery,  Sector  of  St.  Stephen's  church, 
Philadelphia,  reports  as  follows : — 

Baptisms,  34  infants,  4  adults,  total  38— marriages  4— 
communicants,  removed  2 — dead  1 — added  10 — newly  re- 
ported 13 — total  53. 

The  catechetical  instruction  of  the  children  of  the  congre- 
gation has  been  continued  with  the  same  convictions  of  its 
importance  and  usefulness. 

The  bible  class  has  also  been  continued ;  though  the 
Rector  regrets  to  say,  without  very  encouraging  attendance. 

Annual  collections  have  been  made,  as  usual,  for  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  the  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Society,  and 
the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  this  dio- 
cese. 

The  Bev.' Gregory   T.   Bedell,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's' 
church,  Philadelphia,  reports  as  follows  :— 

Baptisms — adults  4,  infants  30 — total  34.  Confirmed, 
fiunday,  March  13th,  1825,  35.  Marriages  13.  Burials  11. 
Communicants  reported  to  last  convention  68— added  since 
26-»-died  or  left  the  city  8 — leaving  present  number  86. 

The  Sunday  schools  attached  to  this  church,  continue  in 
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the  most  flourishing  condition,  under  pious,  tealous,  and 
able  teachers,  and  are  liberally  supported  by  the  congrega- 
tion; the  collection  for  the  present  year  having  amounted  to 
one  hundred  and  twelve  dollars.  ' 

There  is  also  attached  to  this  church,  a  female  domestic 
missionary  society,  the  managers  of  which  are  ready  to  sup- 
port a  missionary  to  labour  within  the  bounds  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia.  During  the  year  past,  there  has 
been  expended  on  the  missionary  service  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars ;  and  thtere  remains,  as  per  report  read  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  the  10th  instant,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars  and  fifty-five  cents. 

The  temporal  condition  of  the  church  is  believed  to  be 
very  prosperous,  and  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  congre- 
gation very  encouraging.  During  the  last  year  a  large  pro- 
portion of  those  added  to  the  church,  were  from  among  the 
young.  We  have  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  his 
mercies. 

A  collection  has  been  made  for  the  Society  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  Christianity,  amounting  to  nearly  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

The  Rev.  Jehu  C  Clay,  Rector  of  St  James's  church, 
Ptrkiomen,  and  of  St  John's  church,  Korristown,  reports 
as  follows : — 

St  John's  church,  Norristown. 

Communicants  44 — baptisms,  adults  5,  infants  3 — total  8. 
Marriages  4.  Funerals  9.  Sunday  school  teachers  14 — 
scholars  80. 

St.  James's  church,  Perkiomen. 

Communicants  added  7— present  number  30 — baptisms 
15— marriages  9 — funerals  3. 

The  Rev.  John  Rodney,  Rector  of  Trinity  church,  Easton, 

reports  as  follows : — 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  added  to  the  num- 
ber of  communicants  5,  making  the  present  number  30-*- 
baptisms  12,  (one  adult) — burials  9— marriages  6-*-Sunday 
acnool  teaehers  16 — pupils  70. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  the 
Rector  has  preached  on  the  subject  of  the  episcopacy,  and 
a  contribution  was  taken  in  aid  of  the  Episcopal  Fund- 
amount  11  dollars  81  cents. 
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The  Rev.  Levi  Butt,  Sector  of  St.  Mary's  church,  Chester, 
and  Bangor  church,  Churchtown,  reports  as  follows  *— 

Bangor  church,  Churchtown. 

There  have  been  since  the  last  report,  baptisms  9  chil* 
then,  one  adult.  There  are  about  60  communicants,  and  3 
marriages  have,  during  the  last  year,  been  solemnized.— 
There  is  a  Sunday  school  partly  conducted  by  the  members 
of  this  church.  About  fifty  pupils  usually  attend  in  the 
summer  season.  In  consequence  of  several  of  its  valuable 
teachers  having  removed,  it  is  not  flourishing  with  as  much 
vigour  as  is  desired.  Those  who  remain  are  not,  however, 
disheartened  in  their  labour  of  love ;  and  although  they 
behold  not,  that  extensive  benefit  resulting  from  their  efforts, 
they  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

St.  Mary's  church,  Chester  county. 

Baptisms  14  children  and  2  adults— communicants  92—^- 
burials,  adults  6,  children  5.  The  state  of  vital  religion 
here,  is  still  encouraging.  The  Pastor  enjoys  the  great 
benefit  of  being  supported  by  many  praying  people,  in  his 
attempts  to  promote  the  salvation  of  those  intrusted  to  his 
care.  And,  without  exceeding  the  truth,  he  may  aver,  that 
the  walk  and  conversation  of  these  is  such,  as  to  assure  their 
neighbours  that  they  have  taken  counsel  of  Him,  whose 
wisdom  is  profitable  to  direct,  and  that  they  receive  strength 
from  Him  whose  arm  never  grows  weary. 

St.  Thomas's  church,  Morgantown. 

Here  the  labours  of  him  who  makes  this  report,  have 
been  bestowed  sometimes  statedly,  and  at  other  times  oc- 
casionally, during  twenty  years.  The  house  erected  for 
the  worship  of  God,  at  length  became  so  far  decayed  as  to 
portend  entire  dilapidation.  As  was  the  house  so  were  the 
people  ;  and  as  were  both,  so  was  the  congregation ;  broken 
in  upon,  and  in  a  state  of  entire  disorganization.  This  dis- 
organization took  place  at  or  about  the  time  of  the  revolu- 
tionary war.  Attempts  were  mode  once  and  again,  to  re- 
vive the  spirit  of  the  people,  and  to  restore  the  breaches 
made  in  the  sanctuary  of  God,  with  but  little  effect.  In 
the  winter  of  1823 — \,  the  people  no  longer  able  to  endure 
the   mortifying  remarks  of  the  passing  stranger,  adopted 
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measures  which  resulted  in  the  rearing  of  a  new  church, 
partly  on  the  site  of  the  old  one ;  which,  all  things  taken 
into  view,  does  them  much  credit.  It  will  contain  six  hun- 
dred souls  ;  and  in  the  course  of  a  fortnight  they  hope  to 
be  favoured  with  a  visit  from  our  venerable  Diocesan,  for  the 
purpose  of  setting  it  apart  for  the  exclusive  worship  and 
service  of  Almighty  God.  The  congregation  have  re- 
cently chosen  a  vestry,  and  will  take  the  steps  necessary 
to  its  re-organization. 

In  this  congregation  there  have  been  initiated  into  the 
church  by  baptism  19  adults,  besides  a  number  of  children, 
of  which  I  have  an  account,  but  which  for  want  of  a  church 
book,  have  not  been  duly  registered.  Of  the  recent  sub- 
jects of  the  grace  of  God,  nearly -thirty  have  joined  in  com- 
munion, either  at  Bangor,  or  at  St.  Mary's :  all  of  which  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Muhlenberg,  Associate  Rector  of  St. 
James's  church,  Lancaster,  reports  as  follows : — 


Baptisms,  4  adults,  10  infants — total  14 — communicants, 
(some  reported  last  year  having  removed  from  the  parish) 
others  added,  50 — confirmed  in  October  last,  15— funerals 
10.  The  congregation  is  increasing,  chiefly  through  the 
Sunday  schools,  which  continue  to  flourish  and  afford  many 
gratifying  examples  of  early  piety. 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  church, 
the  expense  of  which  prevented  the  annual  collection  for 
the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  rendered  that  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  less  than 
usual,  it  being  not  more  than  thirty  dollars. 

The  contribution  of  the  Female  Missionary  Society  to 
the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missionary  Society,  was  forty 
dollars. 

The  Bible  and  Catechetical  classes  continue  under  en- 
couraging circumstances. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Clarkson,  Associate  Rector  of  St.  James's 
churchy  Lancaster,  and  St.  John's  church,  Pequca,  and 
Rector  of  Christ's  church,  Leacock,  reports : — 

11  baptisms,  (1  adult)  in  Lancaster,  and  22  marriages  in 
Lancaster,  Leacock,  and  Pequea. 
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The  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Brinckle,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  church, 
Great  Valley,  Chester  county,  and  St.  Davits  church, 
Radnor,  Delaware  county,  reports  as  follows : — 

St,  Peter's  church.

Communicants  3  added-— total  15 — baptisms,  2  infants. 

St.  David's  church. 

Baptism  1  infant — marriages  2— communicants  16. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  stable,  that  our  prospects,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  are  more  encouraging  than  at  the  period 
of  my  last  report.  Besides  those  who  are  reported  above  as 
having  made  a  public  profession  of  their  faith,  there  are  some 
others  in  each  congregation,  in  whose  heart,  it  is  trusted,  a 
"  good  work"  is  going  on.  Several  recent  instances  of  this, 
have  much  encouraged  me  to  go  on  publishing  the  glad  ti- 
dings of  reconciliation  through  a  crucified  Saviour.  Thankful 
even  for  this  "  day  of  small  things,"  we  would  fain  hope  it 
is  but  the  earnest  of  a  more  extensive  work. 

For  nearly  six  months  of  the  past  year,  I  have  preached 
in  both  churches  every  Sunday.  It  is  hoped  this  arrange- 
ment, which  offers  greater  spiritual  advantages,  will  be  at- 
tended with  beneficial  results. 

Though  God  has  graciously  given  us  some  encouragement 
in  our  work,  there  is  still  a  Tearful  majority  on  the  other 
side,  "  having  no  hope,  and  without  God  in  the  world ;" 
whose  misery,  silently,  but  most  impressively,  calls  for  com- 
miseration and  help. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  Rector  of  St.  John's  church, 
Concord,  and  St.  John's  church,  New  London,  reports  as 
follows : — 

St.  John's  church,  Concord. 

Baptism  1  infant— -communicants  13 — marriages  10. 

St.  John's  church,  New  London. 

Baptisms,  (infants)  12 — 1  adult — total  13— -communi- 
cants 9 — funerals  10. 

In  noticing  the  religious  state  of  the  congregations  under 
his  charge,  the  Rector  cannot  but  be  grateful  for  the  good 
effected  by  the   Great   Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls. 
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To  him  be  the  ascription  of  all  the  praise  and  glory*  For 
the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power  the  times  and  the 
seasons.  The  church  of  New  London,  isolated  ami  remote, 
and  almost  destitute  of  communication  with  churches  of  a 
similar  faith  and  similar  distinctive  principles,  is  flourishing. 
There  are  few  places  in  our  diocese,  (in  the  opinion  of  the 
Rector,)  where,  if  proper  attention  could  be  paid,  our  Zion 
would  prosper  more  than  at  New  London.  Many  of  the 
members,  descended  from  emigrants  from  Europe,  have 
preserved  an  inviolable  attachment  to  our  communion,  and 
would  revolt  at  the  idea  of  abandoning  the  church  of  their 
fathers.  The  congregations  are  attentive,  and  many  appear 
to  be  hungering  and  thirsting  after  righteousness. 

The  chureh  of  Concord,  although  exposed  to  the  influ- 
ence of  local  prejudices  hostile  to  the  countenance  and  sup- 
port of  a  regular  ministry,  and  inimical  to  the  ordinances  of 
the  house  of  God,  and  to  established  forms,  venerable 
through  age,  and  honoured  by  the  death  of  holy  martyrs  in 
their  cause,  still  maintains  a  respectable  standing.  The 
Lord  (ias  there  his  chosen  ones,  whom  he  delights  to  own 
and  bless ;  who  call  on  his  name  ;  who  love  to  assemble  at 
the  place  where  prayer  is  wont  to  be  made ;  and  who,  in 
their  private  walks,  adorn  by  their  virtues  and  their  graces, 
the  doctrine  of  God  their  Saviour. 

The  Rev.  Enoch  Huntington,  Rector  of  St.' Stephen's  church, 
fVUkes-Barre,  reports  as  follows: — 

Baptisms  3 — burials  3 — marriage  1 — communicants  36— 
new  communicants  §. 

The  Sunday  school  still  continues  its  operations  with  suc- 
cess. The  congregation  has  been  increased  by  the  addition 
of  some  families  during  the  year. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  A.  MuUer,  Hector  of  St.  James  the  Gr eater's 
churchy  Bristol,  reports  as  follows : — 

Baptisms,  children,  8 — marriages  2 — deaths  9 — commu- 
nicants 65. 

The  Sunday  school  is  in  the  same  condition  as  reported 
at  the  last  Convention.  The  teachers  are  diligent  and  zeal- 
ous in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duties;  and  the 
hope  is  cherished,  that  "  their  labour  will  not  be  in  vain  in 
the  Lord." 
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The  Sen.  Charles  William,  late  Sector  of  Si.  John's  chart, 
Yorktown,  and  Christ's  church,  HuntingU>m,Adamu  coaly, 
has  sent  his  report,  and  it  is  as  follows : — 

St.  John's  church,  Yorktown. 

Baptised  8  intuits,  5  adults— 3  funerals — about  10  com- 

jnunicants. 

Christ's  church,  Huntington. 
Baptised  4  infants— about  15  communicants. 


The  Bev.  George  Sheets,  Sector  of  Trinity  church,  Oxford, 
and  All  Saints9  church,  Lower  Dublin,  reports  as  fol- 
lows :— 


Baptisms,  adults,  5— children  3 — total  8— marriages 
communicants  48 — burials  46.  . 

In  tbe  spring  of  1824,  a  Sunday  school  was  organised  m 
the  Oxford  church,  and  continued  until  fall,  with  encourag- 
ing prosperity.  It  has  been  opened  again,  the  present  sea- 
son, with  about  forty  scholars. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Spencer,  Sector  of  St.  John's  church,  Car- 

lisle,  reports  as  follows: — 

Baptisms  6— -marriages  3— death  1— communicants  35. 
The  Sunday  school  attached  to  this  church,  contains 
about  forty  children.    The  number  of  teachers  is  seren. 

The  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins,  Rector  of  Trinity  church,  Pitts- 
burgh, reports  as  follows:— 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  tbe  Convention,  tbe  new  build- 
ing mentioned  in  the  parochial  report  which  was  then  pre- 
sented, has  been  so  far  completed  as  to  accommodate  tbe 
congregation  with  comfort.  This  edifice  is  80  feet  by  60, 
exclusive  of  tbe  basement  of  tbe  spire,  which  is  20  feet 
square.  It  is  capable  of  containing  1000  persons  with  ease ; 
and  from  present  appearances,  it  is  hoped  that  another  year 
will  see  it  perfectly  completed,  in  such  a  style  as  to  be  a  re- 
spectable  addition  to  tbe  churches  of  tbe  diocese  in  every 
particular. 

The  congregation  has  increased,  and  is  increasing.  The 
proportion  between  the  old  church  and  the  new  one,  cannot 
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be  more  accurately  ascertained  than  by  comparing  tbe  in- 
come of  tbe  one  with  that  of  the  other,  in  pew  rents.  This 
income,  in  the  former  building,  amounted  to  about  450 
dollars  per  annum,  which  obliged  tbe  congregation  to  make 
up  the  salary  of  the  Pastor  by  extra  contributionsamong 
a  few  active  and  zealous  members.  The  present  income, 
at  the  same  rates,  amounts  to  1400  dollars  per  annum,  which 
is  more  than  sufficient  for  every  expense  incident  to  the 
corporation.  It  is  believed,  that  this  sum  is-  likely  to  be 
materially  increased  during  the  present  year,  by  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  pews  lately  erected  in  the  galleries. 

The  number  of  communicants  has  been  enlarged  from 
about  40  to  104 — baptisms,  since  the  last  report,  97— of 
which  19  were  adults,  and  78  were  children — funerals  12 — 
marriages  7.  Tbe  state  of  the  Sunday  school  and  of  the 
catechetical  class  continues  as  formerly.  Collection  for  the  v 
Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
20  dollars — for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  15  dollars  55  cents. 

Upon  the  whole,  while  we  would  carefully  abstain  from 
too  strong  a  statement,  it  may  be  safely  said,  that  our  pros- 
pects are  highly  encouraging,  and  that  we  have  abundant 
reason  for  gratitude  to  the  great  head  of  the  church,  for  the 
apparent  improvement  of  this  portion  of  his  vineyard. 

In  the  month  of  January  last,  at  the  request  of  a  few 
Episcopalians  of  tbe  Borough  of  Meadville,  the  Rector  of 
the  church  at  Pittsburgh  paid  a  missionary  visit  to  the  first 
mentioned  place,  where  he  preached  within  twelve  days, 
eight  times — baptised  75  persons,  of  whom  32  were  adults, 
and  43  were  under  fourteen  years  of  age ;  and  administered 
the  communion  to  24  persons.  Our  Presbyterian  brethren 
kindly  offered  us  the  use  of  the  large  and  commodious  brick 
meeting-house  of  the  town  during  the  whole  time,  and  at- 
tended themselves,  upon  the  services  of  the  church,  with  a 
degree  of  Christian  urbanity  and  fellowship  extremely  grati- 
fying. At  a  meeting  held  by  the  friends  of  the  church,  it 
was  found  that  no  difficulty  existed  in  the  formation  of  a 
regularly  organized  congregation.  A  charter  was  drawn  up 
accordingly — Vestrymen  and  Wardens  elected — and  steps 
taken  to  have  them  legally  incorporated  by  the  name  of 
Christ-church,  Meadville.  It  would  be  unjust  tot>mit,  that 
the  great  success  with  which  this  visit  was  attended,  should 
be  attributed,  under  the  good  providence  of  God,  to  the 

"    r  John  B.  Wallace,  Esq.  who,  together  with  the  other 
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Episcopalians  of  the  Borough,  used  every  effort  to  forward 
the  object  which  was  then  so  happily  attained. 

If  missionaries  could  be  procured,  it  is  hardly  to  be 
doubted  that  a  similar  result  might  be  speedily  produced 
in  many  other  parts  of  the  western  portion  of  the  diocese. 
In  the  town  of  Merar,  on  the  road  between  Meadville  and 
Pittsburgh,  four  children  were  baptised  on  my  return :  all 
which  is  respectfully  submitted. 


The  Rev.  Edward  R.  Lippitt,  Rector  of  St.  Luke9*  church, 

Germantoum,  reports :— r 

Thaf  the  present  number  of  communicants  is  20 — added 
since  the  last  Convention  5 — deceased  1 — baptisms  4— 
3  infants,  1  adult — burials  7— -marriages  5. 

The  Sunday  schools  attached  to  this  church  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  The  school  for  boys,  contains  sixty- 
five  scholars,  instructed  by  five  teachers.  *  That  for  girls, 
contains  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  scholars,  instructed 
by  twelve  teachers. 

The  Rev.  Richard  U.  Morgan,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  church, 
Chester,  and  St,  Martins  church,  Marcus  Hook,  reports 
as  follows : — 

Communicants,  removed  8,  deceased  1,  present  num- 
ber 35 — baptisms"2  adults,  and  2  infants— total  4,  marriages s 
15 — burials  27. 

The  Sundty  school  which  was  reported  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, as  attached  to  St.  Paul's  church,  has  been  discon- 
tinued ;  and  owing  to  several  discouraging  circumstances, 
but  little  hope  is  entertained  of  its  revival. 

The  one  at  Marcus  Hook  is  still  in  operation,  conducted 
partly  by  members  of  St.  Martin's  church. .  It  numbers 
about  thirty  children  regular  in  attendance,  and  six  male 
and  six  female  teachers. 

In  concluding  this  report,  it  is  deemed  proper  to  state, 
that  by  the  liberality  of  a  few  individuals,  an  addition  has 
been  made  to  the  salary  of  the  Rector ;  and  that  upon  the 
whole,  these  congregations  present  some  degree  of  en- 
couragement, the  attendance  vpon  the  preaching  of  the 
word  being  more  full  and  regular  than  formerly. 
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Tht  following  report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  Asso- 
ciate Rector  of  St.  John's  churchy  Pequea,  includes  his 
own  services,  and  the  more  numerous  ones  of  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Clarkson,  Senior  Rector :—

St.  John's  church,  Pequea. 

'  Baptisms,  infants,  29,  adults  4 — total  33 — funerals  8—1 
marriage — communicants  40. 

Christ's  church,  Leacock. 

The  report  from  this  church  is  from  the  Senior  Rector 
only.  Baptisms,  infants,  9,  adult  1— total  10 — communi- 
cants 10 — funerals  not  ascertained. 

From  June  last,  until  November,  Mr.  Bowman  officiated 
monthly,  in  the  vacant  parish  of  M orlattin,  on  the  Schuylkill; 
and  occasionally  at  Pottsgrove,  in  its  immediate  vicinity. 
The  distance,  however,  from  his  place  of  residence  being 
about  30  miles,  rendered  it  impossible,  or  at  least  exceed- 
ingly inconvenient,  to  continue  this  arrangement  during  the 
inclement  season  of  winter ;  after  November,  therefore,  his 
services  in  that  parish  ceased. 

He  adverts  to  this  subject  particularly  now,  for  the  sake 
of  pointing  out  to  the  Convention,  Morlattin  and  its  neigh- 
bourhood, as  one  of  the  most  destitute,  and  at  the  same 
time  most  important,  portions  of  our  vineyard.  Perhaps 
there  is  no  section  of  our  diocese,  which  so  loudly  calls 
for  ministerial  labours;  nor  any,  where  the  efforts  of  a  zeal- 
ous and  judicious  clergyman  would  more  probably  be  crown- 
ed with  substantial  success. 

To  realize  this  prospect,  however,  it  is  deemed  essential 
that  he  who  officiates  there,  should  reside  on  the  spot,  for 
the  better  opportunity  of  "  going  in  and  out"  among  the 
members  of  his  flock ;  for,  from  peculiar  and  existing  cir- 
cumstances, more  and  more  lasting  good  would  probably 
result  from  fire-side  preaching,  than  from  the  public  services 
of  the  sanctuary. 

Since  the  middle  of  January  last,  his  time  and  services 
have  been  equally  divided  between  Christ's  church,  Leacock, 
and  St.  John's,  Pequea. 
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The  Rev.  Moses  P.  Bennet,  Rector  of  the  church  tn  Kittan- 

ning,  reports  as  follows:— 

Baptisms  45— adults  8,  children  37 — marriages  1— fune- 
rals 4 — communicants  not  known. 

'The  Rev.  John  P.  Bausman,  Jr.  officiating  in  Brownsvitt* 
and  Connelsvitte,  Fayette  county,  in  the  service  of  the 
Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylva- 
nia, reports  as  follows : — 

In  March,  1823,  he  accepted  the  overcharge  of  the  church- 
es in  Fayette.  The  field  of  usefulness  being  extensive,  re- 
quired the  most  active  zeal  and  steady  perseverance ;  but 
as  all  efforts  of  the  creature,  without  the  special  blessing  of 
God,  are  nothing  worth,  he  entered  upon  it,  with  earnest 
and  fervent  prayers  unto  him,  and,  he  trusts,  not  in  vain. 
Much  was  to  be  done.  Vestries  were  to  be  organized  ;  in- 
struction Relative  to  our  most  excellent  and  admirable  litur- 
gy to  be  imparted  ;  members  to  be  acquired ;  and  a  church 
at  the  place  mentioned  above  to  be  completed.     Since  that 

?eriod  these  things  have  been  accomplished  in  some  degree. 
?here  are  now  regular  vestries;  the  responses  are  audibly 
made  ;  prayer  books  have  multiplied ;  a  church  commenced 
through  the  instrumentality  of  former  missionaries,  has  been 
neatly  and  commodiously  finished;  and  a  few,  having  through 
grace,  been  enabled  to  exercise  'repentance  towards  God, 
and  lively  faith  in  the  atonement  and  righteousness  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  have  attached  themselves  to  our  commu- 
nion. When  he  commenced  his  labours  here,  he  found  but 
one  communicant;  since  that  period  twenty-two  have  been 
added — two  have  removed  ;  and  it  will  doubtless  afford  the 
inembers  of  this  Convention  much  pleasure  to  learn,  that 
one  of  them  is  now  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  exhibits 
hopeful  promise  of  becoming  eminently  and  extensively 
useful. 

Two  marriages  have  been  solemnized — 2  adult  baptisms, 
11  children — 4  funerals— 80  Sunday  school  children. 

At  Connelsville  there  were  no  communicants;  there  are 
now  9 — 2  adult  baptisms,  7  .children. 

The  congregations  are  uniformly  large — sometimes  over- 
flowing.- At  almost  every  communion  we  have  accessions. 
The  church  is  progressing  slowly,  but  surely. 

At  West-cburch  feand  other  places,  he  has  baptised  S3 
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children.  He  occasionally  officiates  at  Jackson's  church, 
Uniontown,  and  Dunbar  school  room,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Connelsville.  The  congregations  generally  are  numerous 
and  deeply  attentive, 

The  Rev.  Robert  Davie,  officiating  in  the  service  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
reports  as  follows  ;-— 

>  Christ-church,  Beading. 

Baptism  1  infant— communicants  14— burial  1  infant- 
catechumens  20. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  has  been  administer- 
ed only  twice  Since  the  commencement  of  our  efforts  to 
establish  the  church  in  this  place.  In  the  fall  of  1823,  which 
was  about  six  months  after  I  came  to  this  place,  as  I  was  io 
deacons'  orders,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull  kindly  exchanged  pulpits 
with  me,  to  perform  the  important  service*  There  were 
twelve  communicants  belonging  to  oilr  church.  On  Easter 
Sunday  last,  having  been  admitted  to  priests'  orders,  I  ad- 
ministered tlje  Lord's  supper  to  twelve  members  of  our 
church.  During  the  interval,  two  that  were  communicants 
removed,  and  at  the  last  communion  four  were  added. 
Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  on  that  day,  and 
to  indisposition,  two  that  had  been  communicants,  and  one 
that  intended  to  come  forward,  were  prevented.  Two 
others,  of  whose  preparation  to  partake  worthily  of  that 
holy  ordinance,  I  entertained  no  doubt,  were  hindered  by 
conscientious  scruples. 

A  Sunday  school  has  recently  been  established,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  church ;  which,  though  not  large,  is  in  a 
flourishing;  condition.  It  is  taught  by  persons  who  are  well 
qualified  for  the  instruction  of  children,  and  who  are  zeal- 
ous in  promoting  the  interests  of  religion.  It  is  directed 
principally  by  a  member  pf  the  vestry,  and  a  communicant 
to  whose  Zealand  industry  it  owes  much. 

We  regret  that  we  are  still  under  the  necessity  of  meeting 
for  divine  service,  in  a  room,  both  inappropriate  and  incon- 
venient, a  circumstance  which  has  impeded  our  prosperity 
very  much;  but  a  church  is  now  building  which  it  is  confi- 
dently expected  will  be  finished  the  ensuing  fall.  The  size 
of  the  building  is  54  by  43  feet.    The  church  will  be  ele- 
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vated  six  feet  aWe  ground,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
large  and  convenient  room  for  our  Sunday  school,  and  such 
other  meetings  of  the  congregation  for  which  it  may  be 
more  appropriate  or  convenient  than  the  church* 

When  we  compare  the  state  of  the  church  with  what  it 
was  tvto  years  ago,  we  cannot  but  feel  that  the  Lord  hath 
prospered  us;  and  in  gratitude,  double  our  diligence,  in  the 
assured  hope  of  good  success. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  officiating  in  the  service  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
in  Bradford  and  Susquehanna  counties,  reports  as  fol-

The  Re*.  Robert  Piggot,  Rector  of  St*  Mark's, church,  in 
the  Borough  of  hewtstown,  Mifflin  county,  reports  as  fol-

This  church  owes  its  existence,  under  the  blessing  of  a 
kind  Providence,  to  the  zealous  labours  of  that  useful  mis- 
sionary, the  Rev.  Norman  Nash,  aided  by  the  active  co- 
operation and  the  liberality  of  Mr.  James  Kellogg,  Jr.  and 
the  generous  contributions  of  several  gentlemen  of  that 
neighbourhood.  The  church  was  consecrated  by  the  Rt. 
Rev,  Bishop  White,  on  the  24th  of  October,  1824,  at  which 
time  there  were  confirmed  41  persons.

The  Convention  then  resumed  business,  and  on  motion, 
took  up  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bedell,  this 
morning;  which  was  afterwards,  with  bis  consent,  postponed, 
in  order  to  consider  a  resolution  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hopkins,  providing  that  the  next  Convention  shall  be  held 
in  October,  1826. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  l)e  Lancey  moved  to  amend  it  by  adding 
"in  St.  Andrew's  churchy  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia;" 
which  amendment  being  aceepted  by  the  mover  of  the 
original  resolution,  it  stood  thus :  "  Resolved,  That  the 
next  Annual  Convention  of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  be 

held  on  the day  of  October,  A.  D.  1826,  in  St. 

Andrew'%  church,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia."  • 

,.  After  debate,  a  division  of  the  resolution  having  been 
called  for,  and  the  question  being,  by  consent,  first  put  on 
so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  place  of  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Convention  of  the  church,  and  it  being  requested  by 
Jive  members,  that  the  vote  should  be  by  orders,  it  appeared 
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that,  of  the  Clergy  there  were  12  ayes,  14  nays;  and  of 
the  Lay  Deputies  24  ayes,  22  nays ;  so,  both  orders  not 
concurring,  the  question  was  lest. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,  to  meet  again  this  after- 
noon at  4  o'clock. 


Thursday,  12* A  May,  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to#  adjournment ;  and  on 
motion,  took  up  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting, 
viz :— So  much  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins'  resolution  as 
would  make  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  tbe  next  Con- 
vention in  October,  instead  of  May,  1826 ;  and,  upon  the 
question  being  taken,  it  was  lost.

Matthew's  church,  Francisville,  Philadelphia  county,  was 
admitted  into  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  (the  certificate  re- 
quired by  the  canon  of  1821  having  been  exhibited,)  Christ- 
church,  Meadville,  Crawford  county,  was  admitted  into  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  church  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Convention  then  went  into  the  election  of  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  and  Council  of  Advice ;   of  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention;  and  of  a  Missionary  Committee;'

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper,  Resolved,  That  a 
blank  form  of  a  charter  of  incorporation  for  an  Episcopal 
church  in  this  state,  be  appended  to  the  Journal  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  Resolved,  That 
the  Parochial  Reports  handed  in  at  the  present  Convention, 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese, 
to  be  acted  upon  by  him  in  the  same  manner,  previously  to 
their  publication,  as  if  they  had  been  regularly  transmitted 
to  him  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  according  to 
the  45th  canon. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Meredith,  the  following  recommenda- 
tion was  ordered  to  be  inserted  on  the  Journal : — 

It  is  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  the  churches  through- 
out the  state,  to  consider  the  expediency  of  making  provision 
for  securing  to  the  families  of  their  respective  ministers  the 
benefit  of  the  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  society,  for  the  relief 
of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  clergymen  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania, 
by  paying  in  their  behalf  the  annual  contributions  required 
for  that  purpose  by  the  constitution  of  said  society.

The  rents  and  revenues  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  from  time  to  time  applied  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  Rector,  Ministers  and  Officers  of  the  said 
church,  and  in  the  erection  and  necessary  repairs  of  the 
church  and  church-yard,  and  parsonage  house  and  other 
houses  which  now  do,  or  hereafter  shall  belong  to  the 
said  corporation,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Fourth.  The  said  corporation  shall  not  by  deed, 
fine  or  recovery,  or  by  any  other  means,  without  the  assent 
of  the  convention  of  the  Protectant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  previously  had  and  obtained,  grant,  alien, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,  messuages,  tenements  or 
hereditaments  in  them  vested,  nor  charge,  nor  encumber  the 
same  to  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever. 

Fifth.  The  Rector  of  this  church  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  in  such  manner  as 
the  statutes  and  by-laws  shall  ordain.  The  Vestry  of  the 
said  church  shall  consist  of  persons,  mem- 

bers of  the  said  church,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  and  until  others  be  chosen,  and  the  election  of  such 
Vestry  shall  be  made  every  year  on  Easter  Monday,  by  a 
majority  of  such  members  of  the  said  church  as  shall  ap- 
pear by  the  Vestry  books  to  have  paid  two  successive  years 
immediately  preceding  the  time  of  such  election  for  a  pew 
or  sitting  in  the  said  church;  provided,  that  until  the  next 
*  Easter  Monday  after  the  expiration  of  Ave  years  from  the 
date  of  this  charter,  members  of  the  said  church  who  shall 
in  any  way  have  contributed  to  the  erection  of  the  church, 
or  to  the  support  of  the  Rector  or  Ministers  thereof,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  Vestrymen.  And  pro- 
vided that  in  case  of  the  failure  to  elect  Vestrymen  on  that 
day,  the  corporation  shall  not  on  that  account  be  dissolved, 
but  the  election  shall  be  holden  on  some  other  day,  in  such 
manner  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe.

LAWS  RELATIVE  TO  ANNUITIES,  &CC. 

* 

I.  The  yearly  contributions  of  the  clergy,  whose  widows  and 
(Children  shall  be  hereby  entitled  to  annuities,  shall  be  eight,  sixteen 
£r  twenty-four  dollars. 

II.  No  annuities  shall  be  paid  but  to  the  widows  and  children 
of  such  clergymen,  as  shall  nave  been  contributors  to  the  fund'; 
and  the  respective  annuities  to  be  paid  to  the  widows  and  children 
of  such  clergyman,  shall  be  five  times  the  sum  of  their  annual 
contributions. ' 

III.  In  order  to  have  a  certainty,  both  as  to  the  quantum,  as 
well  as  the  payment  of  the  annual  rates,  each  contributor  shall 
pay  his  annual  contribution  to  the  corporation,  on  or  before  the 
feast  of  St.  Michael  in  every  year,  under  a  penalty  at  the  rate  of 
ten  per  centum  per  annum  till  \>a\&;  and  if  the  said  penalty  at  the 
rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  together  with  the  whole  contri- 
butions due,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  space  of  three  complete 
years,  then  the  contributions  already  paid  by  such  contributor 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  fund,  and  his  widow  and  children  shall 
have  no  claim  upon  the  same,  in  virtue  of-  such  former  contribu- 
tions ;  provided  nevertheless,  that  no  fines  nor  forfeitures  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been7  incurred  by  reason  of  the  non-payment  of 
any  contributions  that  might  have  become  due  from  Michaelmas 
1776  to  Michaelmas  1786. 

IV.-*  Every  yearly  contributor,  who  shall  marry  oftener  than 
once,  shall  pay  one  year's*  contribution  extraordinary  on  every 
such  marriage,  as  he  makes  the  chance  in  general  worse  against 
the  fund. 

V.  If  the  husband  or  father  of  any  person  or  persons,  entitled 
to  an  annuity  on  this  plan,  shall  not  have  paid  five  annual  contri- 
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fcutioa*  iato  the  fend;  then  the  widow  and  children  sht#  only  be 
entitled  to  ten  per  centum  per  annum  for  thirteen  years,  on  the 
asaount  of  the  contributions  paid  by  the  deceased* 

VI*  If  any  contributor  shaU  have  paid  for  five  yean,  or  any 
number  of  years  under  fifteen,  and  exceeding  five,  the  annuitant* 
shall  receive  only  half  the  annuity  which  belongs  to  the  rate  or 
class  subscribed  to  by  the  deceased,  until  such  time  as  the  yearly 
deduction  of  half  the  annuity,  added  to  five  or  more  payments, 
made  by  the  deceased  (without  computing  interest)  shall  together 
make  a  sum  in  the  food,  equal  to  the  sum  of  fifteen  annual  pay- 
ments in  the  rate  or  class  to  which  such  deceased  contributor  be* 
Jpnged  5  which  partial  annuities,  payable  agreeable  to  this  article, 
shall  be  proportioned  between  the  widow  and  children  as  hereafter 
fixed,  in  respect  to  full  annuities,  vis, 

VII.  If  there  be  no  children,  the  widow  of  every  contributor! 
if  fewer  than  fifteen  payments  shall  have  been  made  by  the  de- 
ceased, shall  receive  the  whole  annual  sum  due  by  the  last  pre* 
ceding  article;  and  if  fifteen  such  payments  shall  have  been  made 
complete  by  the  deceased,  then  the  widow  shall  receive  the  whole 
annuity  due  on  the  husband's  contribution  during  her  widowhood; 
and  jf  she  marry  again,  she  ahaO,  from  the  tisne  of  such  second 
marriage,  receive  only  half  such  annuity  during  her  natural  life, 

VIII*  If  there  be  a  child,  and  no  widow,  such  child  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  whole  or  partial  annuity  for  thirteen  years,  agreeai- 
ble  to  the  foregoing  articles  \  but  if  there  be  more  than  one  child, 
and  no  widow,  the  annuity,  whether  whole  or  partial,  shall  be 
equally  divided  among  them,  to  be  laid  out,  in  case  they  are  minors, 
in  their  education  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  and  approba- 
tion of  such  executors  or  guardians  as  the  father  may  have  nomi- 
nated ;  and  if  none  such  shall  have  been  nominated  by  the  father,  * 
then  in  such  manner,  for  the  benefit  of  the  child  or  children,  as 
the  corporation  shall  direct. 

IX.  If  there  be  a  widow,  and  one  child,  the  annuity,  whether 
whole  or  partial,  shall  be  equally  divided  between  them,  under  the; 
limitations  aforesaid :  And  if  there  he  a  widow,  and  two  or  more 
children,  she  shall  have  one-third  during  her  widowhood,  or  one* 
sixth  during  her  natural  life,  if  she  should  marry  a  second  time ; 
and  the  remainder,  for  thirteen  years,  shall  be*  laid  out  for  the  use 
of  the  children  aforesaid. 

X.  The  corporation  may,  if  they  think  proper,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  annuitants,  or  of  their  guardians,  if  they  be  minors, 
pay  the  child  or  children  of  contributors  such  a  sum  in  hand,  as 
shall  be  equal  to  the  annuity  of  such  child  or  children,  according 
to  the  number  of  years'  for  which  such  annuity  should  be  paid, 
deducting  legal  interest,  and  taking  into  the  account  the  chances 
against  the  tife  of  such  child  or  children,  for  the  term  such  annuity 
Is  to  be  paid. 
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XI.  The  corporation  shall  have  power  to  increase  me  rates  of 
annuities,  as  the  state  of  the  fund  shall  admit.  And  for  that  end, 
all  benefactions  that  shall  be  made  to  this  fund  shall,  for  the  space 
of  four  years  from  the  day  of  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  1790,  be 
put  out  to  interest,  and  the  said  interest  annually  collected,  and 
again  put  out  to  interest,  shall  be  appropriated  as  an  augmentation 
'  of  the  capital  stock,  for  the  said  term  of  ten  years ;  and,  after  the 
expiration  o(  the  said  term,  the  interest  of  all  benefactions  shall 
be  equally  divided  among  aH  the  children  of  contributors,  for  the 
term  that  the  annuities  respectively  shall  continue  payable,  accord* 
mgto  the  foregoing  articles. 

All.  *  In  order  that  the  widow  and  children  of  any  clergyman, 
who  shall  become  a  contributor,  may  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  at 
his  decease,  he  is  to  continue  the  payment  of  his  yearly  cootnbt* 
tion  during  his  fife,  and  not  to  stop  at  the  end  of  fifteen  years,  the 
wh^ole  calculations  being  on  the  principle  and  supposition  of  pay- 
ments for  life ;  and  if  any  clergyman  shall  die  m  arrears  of  less 
than  three  annual  payments,  all  such  arrears,  with  the  interest  of 
ten  per  centum,  is  to  be  deducted  out  of  an  annuity  payable  to  his 
widow  and  children.    • 

•'  If  any  clergyman,  who  has  been  a  contributor,  shall  remove 
out  of  the  United  States,  or  to  such  a  distance  as  may  render  it  in- 
convenient to  continue  his  annual  subscription,  or  snail  choose  to 
relinquish  his  interest  in  the  scheme,  and  to  make  a  present  or  gift 
of  his  former  subscriptions  to  the  benefit  of  the  fund,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  accept  the  same  5  and  he  may  still  continue  a  member  of 
the  body  corporate;  released  from  the  obligation  of  any  further 

payments  for  life,  any  thing  in  the  article  last  ftbove  to  the  contrary

A  CHARGE,  $& 


jteverend  Brethren,  Members  of  this  Convention : 

At  the  request  of  some  of  you,  with  whom,  on  account 
of  their  residence  near  to  me,  I  have  the  advantage  of  fre- 
quent intercourse,  I  am  about  to  deliver  some  sentiments, 
concerning  our  common  ministry,  under  the  name  of  an 
Episcopal  Charge.  In  a  former  address  of  this  description, 
the  subject  was,  the  divine  institution  of  the  christian  church. 
It  is  now  proposed  to  resume  the  subject;  and  to  consider 
it  with  a  reference  to  human  government,  or  the  ordering 
of  the  civil  policy  of  the  world :  the  mutual  bearings  of 
these  two  points  appearing  to  me  to  abound  with,  such  in- 
struction as  may  be  suitably  brought  in  aid  of  other  considera- 
tions, for  the  enforcing  of  all  our  duties. 

That  I  have  not  oftener  addressed  you  in  the  present  form, 
sanctioned  as  it  has  been  by  ancient  usage ;  and  especially 
by  the  example  of  the  Bishops  of  the  venerable  church 
from  which  we  are  descended,  has  been  owing  to  the  very 
many  opportunities  of  ordination,  which  have  occurred  in 
the  presence  of  almost  all  of  you ;  when  there  have  been 
pressed  on  the  consciences  of  the  ordained  all  the  duties 
which  can  be  supposed  to  dome  under  the  name  of  a  Charge. 
There  have  been,  also,  the  communications  presented  per- 
sonally before  ordination,  to  the  candidates  for  holy  orders; 
of  which  number  were  a  great  majority  of  those  now  present, 
or  resident  in  the  diocese.  It  Will  not  be  irrelevant  to  add, 
that  the  annual  assembling  of  this  body  gives  occasion  of 
intimations  of  duty  falling  in  with  the  intendment  of  the 
45th  canon  of  the  General  Convention.    Tbtfse  opportuni- 
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ties  have  been  improved,  although  it  has  been  with  brevity. 
This  is,  in  a  measure,  a  fulfilment  of  the  design  of  an 
Episcopal  Charge,  which  is  not  so  much  to  furnish  the 
clergy  with  information,  as  to  impress  on  their  consciences, 
and  on  that  of  the  Bishop  himself,  what  must  be  supposed 
already  familiar  to  them  all. 

For  this  reason  it  is  some  relief  from  the  sensibility  pro- 
duced by  repetition,  that  there  has  been  now  chosen  a  sub- 
ject of  more  rare  occurrence ;  but  which,  although  it  shows 
some  tints  of  the  complexion  of  a  civil  concern,  will  be 
susceptible  of  improvement  suited  to  the  place  and  the 
occasion.  For,  let  the  minister  of  the  gospel  be  properly 
afi&ted  by  the  properties  of  the  christian  church,  distinguish- 
ing her  from  institutions  which  have  for  their  object  the 
ordering  of  the  concerns  of  the  present  life,  and  be  wiH 
perceive,  that  neither  are  her  interests  to  be  extended  by 
worldly  passions,  nor  are  they  to  be  prostituted  to  worldly 
ends:  and,  with  a  deep  sense  of  these  truths,  it  is  not 
probable  that  he  Will  be  wanting  in  any  religious  disposition 
conducive  to  the  work  before  him. 

In  the  former  Charge  it  was  maintained,  that  the  church* 
wad  divinely  instituted,  in  opposition  to  every  theory  set  up 
to  represent  it  as  a  creature  of  human  invention ;  and  es- 
pecially, of  civil  policy,  for  the  keeping  of  the  people  in 
subjection.  But  it  would  be  an  error  to  infer,  that  the  re* 
ligion  of  Jesus  Christ  exercises  no  influence  over  the  con- 
cerns of  states  and  kingdoms ;  for  its  influence  has  been 
very  considerable,  through  its  intermediate  influence  on  the 
minds  and  the  manners,  as  well  of  rulers  as  of  citizens  and 
subjects.  Whatever  is  calculated  to  enlighten  the  under- 
standing, to  regulate  the  passions,  and  to  excite  to  works  of 
benevolence  and  usefulness,  by  means  so  fitted  to  this  end 
as  that,  although  they  should  not  produce  the  great  mass  of 
good  intended  and  to  be  desired,  they  are  felt  and  to  be  dis- 
covered in  the  members  of  the  social  state,  cannot  but  also 
have  the  effect  of  improving  them  in  the  performance  of 


Civil  duties,  and  in  the  exercise  of  civil  rights.  That  the 
wild  fervour  of  a  blind  devotion  may  have  die  opposite  ef- 
fect, is  evident  from  the  outrages  which  it  has  accomplished 
in  various  times  and  places.  An  enlightened  and  beneficent 
devotion,  must  have  as  sure  an  operation,  although  by  a 
more  gradual  progress,  and  to  a  more  worthy  end.  It  would 
be  easy  to  pass  from  theory  to  fact ;  and  to  trace  the  pre- 
cepts of  the  christian  system  in  their  influences  on  civil 
policy  ;  and  this,  not  by  dictating  its  forms,  but  by  infusing 
a  benign  spirit,  in  some  measure  improving  the  forms  them- 
selves ;  and,  under  every  form,  moderating  the  administra- 
tion of  its  powers. 

But,  although  we  are  not  to  contradict  fact,  and  to  sur- 
render one  of  the  most  splendid  properties  of  our  holy  re* 
ligion,  by  carrying  the  doctrine  to  the  extent  here  denied j 
yet,  to  every  useful  purpose,  it  is  to  be  maintained. 

The  sense  which  it  amounts  to,  is  the  affirming  of  an  es- 
sential difference  between  the  church  and  the  institution  of 
civil  government,  in  these  three  circumstances— their  origin, 
the  means  of  continuing  and  extending, them,  and  the  ends 
to  which  they  are  respectively  directed. 

The  origin  of  any  particular  form  of  government,  and  the 
rights  of  particular  persons  to  the  exercise  of  its  authorities, 
is  sometimes  in  the  discretion,  and  sometimes  in  the  vio* 
lence  of  men :  the  latter  becoming  legitimate  by  protection 
on  one  side,  and  by  voluntary  submission  on  the  other.*— 
When  the  Scriptures  affirm  that "  all  power  is  of  God,"  it  is 
predicated  of  the  subject  of  government  generally ;  which 
his  sovereign  will  has  appointed,  and  his  superintending 
providence  makes  a  mean  of  over-ruling  the  bad  passions  of 
human  nature.  The  immediate  reference,, is  not  either  to 
particular  forms  of  government,  or  to  the  personal  rights  of 
rulers ;  all  of  which  may  be  traced,  either  to  deliberation  and 
choice,  or  to  usurpation  and  violence.  This  sentiment  is 
happily  expressed  by  Bishop  Sherlock,  in  his  sermon  on 
Rom.   xiii,  1.    After  discussing  the  subject  with  great 


ability,  he  conclude*  as  follows : — "  The  Scriptures  stead, 
clear  of  all  disputes  about  the  rights  of  princes  and  subjects. : 
so  that  such  disputes  must  be  left  to  be  decided  by  princi- 
ples of  natural  equity  and  the  constitutions  of  the  country." 

Not  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Christ — bis  church,  whose, 
properties,  in  this  respect,  are  foretold  in  the  prophecy  of 
Daniel,  under  the  image  of  "  a  stone  from  the  mountains} 
cut  out  without  hands :"  that  is,  being  not  the  effect  of  hu- 
man skill  or  force.  In  the  frequent  mention  of  the  king- 
dom of  Christ  in  the  New  Testament;  although,  in  some 
places,  it  may  have  a  remote  prospect  to  a  state  of  glory 
hereafter  j  yet,  the  more  immediate,  and  in  general  the  only 
meaning,  is  the  pale  of  the  covenant  of  grace  on  earth : 
emphatically  called  "  the  kingdom  of  God ;"  because  it  was 
of  his  especial  appointment,  and  established  by  a  miraculous 
display  of  his  Almighty  arm. 

As  its  origin  was  thus  peculiar,  so  are  the  means  of  main* 
taining  and  extending  it  which  were  not  to  be  by  penal  sane* 
tions,  or  by  war ;  but  by  argument,  by  example,  and  by- 
persuasion.  These  are  the  only  instruments  of  success, 
which  its  diviqe  author  has  either  appointed  or  allowed  : 
and  it  has  always  been  prosperous  when  resting  on  these, 
under  divine  blessing ;  while  the  course  of  violence  has 
hindered  the  cause  which  it  was  exerted  to  advance.  This 
effect  must  have  been  within  the  contemplation  of  the 
Saviour ;  whpo,  to  guard  against  such  abuse  of  hi$  name 
and  of  his  doctrine,  he  uttered  the  memorable  injunction-*- 
11  put  up  again  thy  sword  into  its  place."  « 

In  their  ends,  also,  they  differ ;  being,  indeed,  both  of 
them,  for  righteous  ends,  but  varying  in  degree  of  importance 
and  in  duration^  One  of  them  is  for  the  accommodation  of 
our  mortaf  nature 4  while  the  other  is  for  the  improvement 
of  our  immortal  spirits:  and  the  former  extends  no -further 
than  the  present  short  life,  while  the  latter,  is* a  state  of  dis- 
cipline for  eternity. 

From  these  two  points  the  ndqi:eat?onable  influence  of 


Christianity  over  divil  policy  on  the  one  hand,  and  its  being 
m  fts  principal  properties,  distinct  from  it  on  the  other, 
there  arises  a  question  of  considerable  delicacy  and  difficulty. 
The  question  is,  whether  it  be  useful,  or  reasonable,  or  al- 
lowable, in  rulers  of  states  or  of  kingdoms,  to  give  legal  sup- 
port to  this  religion,  because  of  its  beneficent  influence  over 
the  minds  and  the  morals  of  the  community.  On  one  side, 
there  are  alleged  the  many  flagrant  abuses  of  the  union  of 
the  ecclesiastical  power  with  the  civil,  to  the  greatest  ex- 
tremities of  oppression.  On  the  other  side,  it  is  said,  that 
the  abuses  are  not  necessary  to  the  thing  itself;  that  religion 
may  be  applied  to  its  instructive  and  persuasive  uses,  with* 
out  violation  of  the  consciences  of  any :  that  the  sanctions  of 
future  reward  and  punishment,  are  necessary  for  the  secur- 
ing of  the  great  object  of  the  care  of  the  roagistate— the  ad* 
ministration  of  justice  between  man  and  man,  and  the  pro- 
tection of  their  persons ;  and  therefore  that  be  may,  and  that 
he  ought  to,  and  that,  in  every  constitution  destined  to  be 
permanent,  he  must,  employ  these  sanctions,  for  the  strength- 
ening of  the  best  pillars  of  bis  authority,  over  the  consciences 
and  the  affections  of  the  multitude.* 

Although  the  question  has  been  stated,  on  account  of  its 
being  forced  into  view  by  the  subject ;  there  is  avoided  the 
passing  of  a  decision  on  it,  because  of  its  being  rather  of  a 
civil  than  of  a  religious  nature.  The  church  of  Christ,  rests 
on  the  rock  of  his  unchangeable  promises,  and  will  survive 
the  revolutions  of  empires.  But,  whether  these  can  have 
their  stability  assured  to  them,  without  a  direct  application 
of  the  influence  of  religion,  with  the  armour  of  its  hopes  and 
its  fears,  and  under  the  weight  of  constitutional  and  legal  en- 
couragement, is,  in  this  country  a  subject  of  speculation  and 
of  experiment.  ^  Although,  like  other  subjects,  it  is  open  to 
free  and  temperate  discussion;  yet,  the  holy  genius  of  our 

*  The  subject  as  here  contemplated  without  reference  to  a  question  a* 
to  the  preference  of  one  form  of  profession  above  another. 
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religion  requires  the  restraining  of  such  discussion  to  suita- 
ble times  and  places;  and  the  avoiding  of  even  the  appear-r 
ance  of  bending  her  sacred  cause  to  secular  prospects  and 
attachments.* 

Having  disengaged  ourselves  from  the  embarrassments  of 
this  question,  we  may  recur  to  the  original  subject ;  in  re- 
ference'to  which,  it  will  be  to  the  purpose  to  demonstrate 
the  difference  between  the  two  departments  under  conside- 
ration ;  and  to  notice  the  most  prominent  of  the  particulars 
in  which  it  consists :  the  selection  to  be  confined  to  such  as 
are  opposed  to  ambition  in  those  its  more  secret  workings, 
by  which  it  seduces  the  heart  and  imposes  on  the  world, 
under  the  specious  appearance  of  interest  taken  in  the  cause 
of  religion,  and  for  the  extending  of  truth  and  of  righteous- 
ness. 

In  opposition  to  every  perversion  of  this  sort,  let  it  be  re- 
marked in  the  first  place,  that  our  Saviour  and  his  apostles 
enjoined  respect  to  foe  persons,  and  obedience  to  the  au- 
thority of  civil  rutere;  Had  they  delivered  precepts  in  con- 
trariety to  the  dictates  of  a  relation,  which  is  constituted,  as 
much  as  ariy  other,  by  the  course  of  divine  Providence, 

*  When  it  is  said,  that  in  this  country  the  question  is  a  matter  of  specu- 
lation and  experiment,  the  position  should  be  understood  with  some  ex- 
ceptions. Our  numerous  charters  of  incorporation  are  presumptive, 
that  our  legislatures  contemplated  the  professed  objects  to  be  useful. 
The  laws  for  the  observance  of  "  the  Lord's  day,"  however  short  the 
provisions  of  them  of  what  is  to  be  wished,  and  however  imperfect  the 
execution  of  them,  are  a  recognizing  of  the  religious  character  of  all 
who  profess  the  regarding  of  that  day.  The  dispensing  with  certain 
taxes,  and  with  certain  labours  in  the  persons  of  the  ministers  of  the 
gospel,  are  an  acknowledgment  of  them  in  their  professions!  character. 
The  appointments  of  days  of  humiliation  and  thanksgiving,  may  be 
mentioned  to  the  people.  Perhaps  more  instances  might  be  mentioned. 
Every  thing  of  this  sort,  has  been  compared  by  some  to  Uzzab's  touch- 
ing of  the  ark,  and  is  certainly  inconsistent  with  the  broad  principle  of 
the  severance  of  civil  policy  from  the  concerns  of  religion.  If  the  princi- 
ple should  ever  be  acted  on  consistently,  it  would  put  a  stop  to  the  axk 
ministering  of  oaths. 


lbeir  religious  theory  must  have  been  accommodated  to 
worldly  ends :  because,  government  being  essential  to  the 
social  state,  the  pulling  down  of  some,  must  have  been  for 
the  putting  up  of  others.     But,  far  from  this,  there  are  the 
precepts  of  giving  "  honour  to  whom  honour  is  due,"  and  of 
being  "  subject  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience 
sake ;"  and  many  to  the  same  effect.     Some  of  these  pre- 
eepts,   have   evident  reference  to  the  danger  into  which 
christians  might  fall,  of  imagining  that  as  "servants  of  God," 
they  were  released  from  the  obligation  of  obedience  to  the 
ordinances  of  men.     St.  Peter  plainly  alludes|to  a  slander, 
under  which  christians  were  persecuted  on  that  account; 
and  gives  us  an  additional  reason  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  civil  duties,  that  whereas  his  brethren  were  spokqn 
of  as  "  evil  doers/'  in  this  respect,  among  the  Gentiles,  they 
might,  by  the  contrary  "  good  works"  which  they  should 
behold,  "  glorify  God  in  the  day  of  visitation." 

Another  such  property  of  the  scriptures,  is  their  not  pre- 
scribing of  any  particular  form  of  civil  government.    Had 
they  done  this,  there  would  have  been,  "in  their  first  efforts 
for  the  spreading  of  the  christian  faith,  an  interference 
with  the  policy  of  the  world ;  since  it  would  have  been  a 
lessening  of  the  rights  of  some  persons,  for  the  purpose  of         ' 
enlarging  die  prerogatives  of  others ;  and  have  affected  the 
question  of  obedieo.ce  in  many  respects,  by  alterations  in 
laws  and  customs.     They  who,  being  subjects  of  free  states, 
so  interpret  the  scriptural  sanctions  of  civil  duties,  as  to  de- 
stroy the  constitutional  balances  of  different  powers,  act 
contrary  to  what  was  done  by  Christ  and  bis  apostles*  wljo 
left  prerogative  and  freedom  as  they  found  them,  in  con- 
stitution and  compact.     Hence  the  variety  of  expression 
used  ;  such  as  that  of  "  honouring  the  king"  in  one  place, 
and  the  being  subject  to  "  the  powers  tbftt  be,"  in  another; 
applying,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  Asiatic  christians  among, 
whom  the  kingly  office  was  constitutional;  and  in  the  second, 
tp  the  christian  converts  in  the  city  of  Rome,  where  ti?f 
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jwbority  wae  partly  in  an  emperor,  and  partly  in  a  senate, 
with  their  respective  authorities  not  exactly  defined. 

The  third  property  which  shall  be  mentioned,  is  the  giving 
of  no  right,  on  the  ground  of  sanctity,  to  interfere  in  public 
counsels :  the  expressions  of  being  "  subject  for  conscience 
&ke"  of  yielding  obedience  "  unto  men  as  iinto  the  Lord," 
end  of  submission  to  the  ordinance  of  man  "for  the  Lord's 
sake,"  being  sufficiently  demonstrative,  that  what  is  insisted 
on  as  the  principal  motive  to  obedience,  can  never,  without 
manifest  perversion,  be  made  a  plea  for  the  assuming  of  a 
share  of  the  commend.  Opposed  to  the  conduct  of  the  first 
preachers  of  the  gospel  on  this  point,  is  that  of  certain  en» 
tirasiastic  persons,  who,  in  different  times  and  places,  have 
gone  beyond  their  proper  spheres ;  intermeddling  in  the  civil 
policy  pf  their  respective  countries,  on  the  pretence  of  pro*? 
noting  godliness.  .  The  most  mischievous  of  these,  have 
been  the  zealots  who  pretended  that  dominion  is  founded  on 
grace,  and  that  the  saints,  meaning  themselves,  are  to  rule 
the  earth.  More  or  less  allied  to  them,  are  those  sons  -.of 
Action,  who,  in  unsettled  tiqfe,  make  religion  the  mean 
of  their  influence  over  rulers'  or  over  the  people.  Every 
thing  of  this  sort,  is  ambition  under  an  imposing  form ;  and 
as,  on  the  one  hand,  the  persons  operated  on  by  it  are  bod 
citizens  of  any  earthly  commonwealth;  so,  on  the  other,  they 
cannot  be  good  subjects  of  a  heavenly  kingdom ;  the  wea- 
pons t>f  which  "  are  not  carnal,  but  spiritual ;"  and  "  mighty" 
indeed,  but  to  "  the  pulling  down  of  the  strong  holds'9  of 
our  corruptions ;  a  kingdom,  which  the  blessed  founder  of 
it  did  not  set  up  as  a  rival  of  even  ai}tichristi*n  sovereign? 
ties;  and  the  properties  of  which  he  strongly  expressed* 
when  on  occasion  of  a  demand  made  by  two  of  his  diseiT 
pies,  for  temporal  destruction  in  vindication  of  the  cause  of 
God,  made  answer  to  them—"  ye  know  not  what  manner 
of  spirit  ye  are  of:  for  the  Son  of  Man  is  come,  not  to  de- 
stiny men's  lives,  but  fp  save  them/9    Another  property  tp 
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tbe  purpose,  is,  that  wm  gospel  docs  not  sot  up  of  ngpteea 
conscience,  against  legal  reqiasftioDS*    The  littler  term  is  to 
be  comrdered  as  confined  to  objects  within  she  sphere  of 
temporal  authority  \  which  are  distinct  from  tbe  beKef  and 
tbe  profession  of  opinions  pure)/  religious.      Under  the 
error  contemplated,  is  the  refusing  to  pay  taxes,  from  disftp* 
probation  of  tbe  purposes  to  which  they  are  to  be  applied. 
In  relation  to  this  point*  our  Saviour  carefully  and  clearly 
showed,  that  what  he  taught  was  not  unfriendly  to  tbe  exist- 
ing policy  of  a  heathen  and  military  prince,  by  working  a 
miracle  for  the  payment  of  the  sum  exacted  by  him.    To 
^tbe  same  point,  is  his  decision  founded  on  the  image  and 
tbe  superscription  of  the  current  coin—"  render  unto  Cfesar 
the  things  which  are  Cesar's."    St  Paul,  following  the  ex- 

*  ample,  says — u  for  this  cause,  pay  ye  tribute  also;99  and  in 
another  place,  he  enjoins  the  "  yielding  of  tribute  to  whom 
tribute  is  due99  no  less  than  "  fear  to  whom  fear,  and  honour 
to  whom  honour:"  and  these  things  are  said,  without  re- 
serve as  to  the  uses  to  which  the  tribute  is  to  be  applied. 

-  Precepts  of  this  sort  do  nof  priminete  those,  who  urge  legal 
pleas  against  arbitrary  exactions;  in  like  manner  aa  St 
Paul  pleaded  the  privileges  of  a  Roman  citizen,  in  a  ease 
of  another  nature-  But,  there  is  a  difference  between  the 
setting  up  of  private  conscience  against  public  authority, 
and  the  bounding  of  tbe  authority  by  constitution  and  public 
law.*  • 

It  is  to  the  purpose  to  remark  further,  that  however  ex- 
tensive the  christian  church,  in  the  contemptatifott  of  ka 
divine  founder  in  bis  prospect  into  futurity ;  he  accommo- 

•fttf  tvmfltoaeaelrfseftf  power,  when  on  rewrite  pay  a  taa,  ee» 
canto  of  the  parnoM  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied,  and  from  person* 
whose  characters  are  presumptive  evidence  of  conscientious  persuasion, 
there  takes  place  legal  exaction,  beyond  what  the  necessity  of  the  case 
requires ;  much  more,  when  law  it  made  the  cover  of  tbe  ematinaent  of 
.public  onsets*  than  which  there  can  nafdrr  be  say  abase,  more  direeu> 
fending  tothe  ceweptiooof  the  minds  m&  the  sktib  of  they- 
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dated  its  construction  to  the  constitutions  of  the  various 
countries  in  which  it  was  to  be  planted,  by  not  Taying  a 
foundation  for  foreign  attachments,  unfavourable  to  local 
allegiance ;  and  by  not  producing  a  bias,  which  may  some- 
times be  in  opposition  to  its  duties.  This  is  evident,  in  there 
not  being  laid  on  the  church  any  other  bond  of  union  and 
communion  among  its  members,  than  that  of  faith  and  chari- 
ty. Id  contrast  with  this  liberal  policy,  is  a  pretended  pri- 
macy set  up  over  the  whole  christian  church;  and  claiming 
the  spiritual  subjection  of  its  members  of  whatever  nation. 
The  same  remark  would  have  been  applicable  to  our  church; 
if  a  former  spiritual  subjection  had  been  continued,  after 
the  temporal  jurisdiction  had  ceased;  an  evil,  which  has  % 
been  prevented  under  the  control  of  the  good  providence  of 
God ;  not  more  by  the  decided  course  of  ecclesiastical  regu- 
lations among  ourselves,  than  by  the  moderation  and  the  chris- 
tian prudence  of  the  prelates  of  the  church  of  England;  who 
were  as  far  from  claiming,  as  we  were  from  acknowledging, 
what  might  have  proved  an  entanglement  on  one  side,  and 
an  engine  of  foreign  policy  on  the  other.* 

To  the  particulars  recited  let  it  be  added,  that  Christ  and 
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his  apostles  did  not  establish  or  extend  their  religion  by  vio- 
lence. Of  this,  their  whole  history  is  too  conspicuous  evi- 
dence to  be  misunderstood  ;  while  all  their  doctrines  and 
all  their  precepts  breathe  the  spirit  of  peace  and  of  persua- 

*  If  is- the  opinion  of  the  author,  that  under  such  a  constitution  as  that 
of  the  United  State*  subjection-  to  a-  foreign  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction, 
may  safely  be  left  to  its  own  operation.  Although  very  important  occa- 
sions occur,  when  the  spiritual  character  may  be  called  into  action,  in 
order  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  civil  character ;  yet,  the  verging  of  this 
in  the  other,  will  be  a  signal  against  public  trust,  as  to  the  individual 
persons,  in  whose  conduct  the  bias  shall  be  manifest  In  regard  to 
questions  of  property  which  may  come  before  oar  courts,  it  may  be  pre- 
sumed, that  whatever  respect  may  be  shown  to  the  decisions  of  ecclesi- 
astical men,  or  bodies  of  men,  among  ourselves,  in  cases  of  their  respec- 
tive jurisdiction ;  k  wiU  never  be  permitted,  to  produce  in  evidence  the 
judgment  of  a  foreign  prince  or  prelate.' 
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tion,  In  opposition  to  the  blessed  tendency  of  the  gospel, 
in  this  respect,  were  the  wars  carried  on  under  the  banner 
of  the  cross,  to  recover  from  infidel  princes  what  bad  been 
formerly  christian  countries,  but  were  under  a  subjection 
legitimated  by  a  long  tract  of  time ;  and  much  more  those 
other  wars,  which  were  waged  for  the  propogating  of  the  chris- 
tian faith,  by  wresting  from  their  ancient  and  rightful  owners 
countries,  which  no  christian  nations  bad  ever  held.  Al- 
though, among  ourselves,  there  is  too  much  light  of  know- 
ledge to  admit  of  wars  defended  by  this  erroneous  plea;  yet, 
under  the  same  censure,  may  be  included  those  persons  in 
this  land— they  are  now  few,  but  were  jnany,  and  of  a  high 
grade  of  profession  of  religion,  within  the  memory  of  some 
now  living — who  think  the  heathenism  of  our  western  neigh- 
bours, a  reason  for  driving  them  from  their  possessions  and 
even  for  taking  away  their  Jives.  Of  the  same  antichristian 
cast  have  been  those  means  so  much  used,  of  inflicting  tem- 
poral penalties  for  errors  in  religion,  real  or  supposed.  If  the 
pretence  be  the  security  of  the  government,  it  exceeds  its 
reasonable  powers,  which  do  not  extend  to  the  punishment 
of  what  may  be  judged  to  be  dangerous  error,  wheq  net 
.  carried  to  mischievous  act  If  it  be  the  glory  of  God,  let 
that  rest  on  the  means  by  himself  dictated  for  the  sustaining 
of  it ;  which  are  not  fire  and  faggot,  nor  any  other  expedi- 
ent by  -which  men  may  gratify  their  injurious  passions. 

In  reference  to  all  the  particulars  which  have  been  stated, 
there  is  needed  no  other  confirmation  of  the  views  which 
.  have  been  taken  of  them,  than  the  declaration  of  our  blessed 
Saviour  immediately  before  his  passion,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Roman  governor,  Pontius  Pilate  :  the  time  and  the  oc- 
casion having  been  doubtless  chosen,  that,  in  all  future  ages, 
there  might  be  the  stronger  protest  against  the  enormities 
'Which- have  been  since  committed,  in  contrariety  to  a  law 
thus  left  for  the  government  of  the  church,  and  never  to  be 
departed  from.  Our  Lord  had  been  accused  of  setting  him- 
self up,  as  a  pretender  to  the  vacant  throne  of  David  *  and, 
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of  course,  a  rebel  again*  the  then  acknowledged  sovereignty 
of  the  Roman  emperor.  As,  tin  the  one  hand,  it  has  .been 
an  expedient  of  intemperate  zealots,  to  make  religion  a  pre* 
tence  for  (action ;  so,  on  the  other,  it  has-been  the  nay  .of 
tyrannical  and  cruel  men,  to  bear  down  the  truth  and  to  op- 
press the  advocates  of  it,  on  the  pretence  of  its  being  a  cover 
of  designs  against  the  state.  Our  Saviour  bad  often  -spoken 
of  his  church,  under  the  metaphor  of  a  kingdom :  as  be  had 
also  described  it  under  the  other  metaphors  of  a  sheepfold, 
a  field,  and  a  vineyard.  The  first  of  these  figures,  gave  a 
plausible  pound  of  the  charge,  which  was  to  be  dented. 
The  denial  is  the  more  remarkable,  as  he  had  kept  silence 
on  all  other  points,  before  the  governor*  At  that  crisis,  al- 
though there  was  a  substantial  accomplishment  of  the  pro- 
phecy—" be  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  as 
a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he  opened*  not  his 
mouth  f  yet,  on  the  intimatibo  given  that  his  gospel  was  an 
engine  of  temporal  policy,  and  on  the  demand  accom- 
modated to  that  sentiment—"  art  thoo  the  king  of  the  Jews?1' 
he  repelled  the  suggestion  in  these  few  hot  comprehensive 
words—"  My  kingdom  ie  not  of  this  world.  If  my  king- 
dom were  of  this  world,  then  would  my  servants  fight,  that 
I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews  >  but  now,  is  my  king* 
dom  not  from  hence," 

In  passing  from  these  statements  to  the  practical  instate* 
"lions  suggested  by  them }  and,  it  may  be  supposed,  princi- 
pally expected  by  the  reverend  brethren  who  have  engaged 
me  in  the  present  exercise,  it  may  be  proper  to  begin  with 
tbe  remark,  that  the  state  of  society  in  oar  day  and  country, 
does  not  bold  out  an  extraordinary  allurement  to  ecclesiasti- 
cal ambition  ;  nor  yet  threaten  any  violent  shock  to  religious 
constancy. 

In  respect  to  the  first  of  these  subjects ;  the  sanctity  of  the 
clerical  character  would  be  an  unsuccessful  engine,  for  the 
elevating  of  the  wearer  of  it  to  civil  pre-eminence.  It  has 
nto  been  used  as  such,  except  perhaps  in  a  few  instances,  in 
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whtah  the  tide  of  popular  mfiuenee  bee  carried  ministers  of 
lbs  gospel  from  their  pastoral  occupations*  into  the  sea  Of 
public  easts ;  ami  sometimes,  ioto  the  vertex  of  cabal  and 
tattoo :  an' evil*  from  which  we  shall  probably  be  more  and 
more  secured,  by  the  increasing  circumspecttpn  of  the  pub* 
Jic  mind ;  and,  k  is  to  be  hoped,  fay  out  own  moderation  and 
devotion  to  our  proper  defies* 

It  was  further  remarked,  thai  neither  are  wo  threatened 
with  any  shock  to  religious  constancy:  meaning  by  the 
interference,  end  much  less  by  the  oppression  of  the  civil 
policy.  The  government,  as  it  does  not  establish,  so  neither 
does  it  persecute:  which  is  not  only  a  cause  of  gratitude  to 
God,  but  opens  a  prospect  of  the  progress  of  the  gospel,  to 
those  who  have  confidence  in  the  soundness  of  their  fiufth; 
believing  that  ii  standi  in  the  counsels  of  God,  and  not  in 
the  strength  of  mao> 

But  Although  we  are  secured  against  any  signal  tempta* 
ikro  pn  the  one  hand,  and  against  signal  danger  on  the  other ; 
yet,  worldly  passions,  seated  in  the  heart,  will  find  their  op* 
portunitiea  of  exertion,  whether  in  a  larger  or  in  a  smaller 
sphere.  Accordingly,  ambition  may  saake  religion  its  rostra* 
ment  within  a  parish,  when  it  cannot  extend  its  arm  over  a 
state :  and  We  may  he  guilty  of  compliances  contrary  to  faith 
and  morals,  by  flatteries  to  the  persons,  and  by  acoommoda* 
lion  to  the  corruptions  of  men,  without  the  apprehension  of 
injury  from  their  power*  In  either  of  these  cases,  the  king- 
dom of  Christ,  as  far  as  wo  can  make  it,  is  of  this  world. 

Even  if  there  should  be  no  prostitution  of  either  sort ;  it  is 
not  enough,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  hindered  by 
Worldly  passions*  It  should  be  promoted,  by  opposite  af« 
lections  suited  in  itself;  especially  by  humility,  by  self* 
government,  by  devotion,  and  by  an  earnest  seeking  of  the 
everlasting  happiness  of  mankind*  Wherever  there  is  de* 
fieiency  in  these,  let  the  minister  of  the  gospel  ask— bow 
far  it  consists  with  the  promises  by  which  be  has  bound 
himself  in  the  solemn  service  of  ordination,  to  be  devof-J- 
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Ike  extending  of*  a  kingdom  not  of  this  world :"  a  kingdom 
of  righteousness  and  peace;  the  founder  of  which,  although 
deriving  from  the  Almighty  Father**  all  power  in  heaven  and 
earth,'9  did  not  make  that  the  mean  of  its  success ;  but  reeled 
it,  in  addition  to  the  suasive  operation  of  its  own  excellency, 
6n  the  piety,  the  zeal,  and  the  consistent  rectitude,  of  those 
who  are  admitted  to  an  agency  in  its  concerns.  It  is  an 
honourable  station,  in  respect  to  its  design ;  but  dangerous 
also,  lest  there  should  be  the  want  of  the  virtues  which 
adorn  it ;  and  made  more  dangerous*  in  the  event  of  the  in- 
terference of  any  mischievous  passion;  perverting  it  to  the 
aggravation  of  {hose  temporal  ills,  which  should  be  pre* 
vented  or  moderated  by  its  establishment. 

In  order  to  make  a  more  definite  application  of  the  sub- 
ject, the  most  prominent  point,  is  its  bearing  on  the  agency 
of  a  clergyman  in  the  civil  concerns  of  his  country;  in 
reference  to  which,  it  appears  from  his  possessing  the  rights 
of  a  citizen,  that  his  temporal  character  ought  not  to  be  lost 
in  the  spiritual ;  while  yet,  the  bad  feelings  which  he  must 
perceive  to  be  excited  in  many  by  the  latter,  and  the  un- 
righteous actions  which  be  must  observe  to  be  the  result, 
ought  to  guard  him  against  a  snare,  wherein  he  cannot  be- 
come entangled  consistently  with  ministerial  fidelity. 

What  has  beet)  said,  was  with  the  reservation  of  the  exer- 
cise of  constitutional  privilege ;  because  where  this  exists, 
there  must  be  a  correspondent  responsibility;  so  that  if  the 
commonwealth  should  sustain  damage  from  the  neglect  of  a 
minister  of  the  gospel,  in  any  case  in  which  public  happi- 
ness is  seriously  affected,  he  will  have  cause  to  charge  him- 
self with  a  share  of  the  calamities  which  may  ensue.  The 
going  to  this  extent,  may  be  made  consistent  with  the  ut- 
most moderation  to  opposite  opinion ;  and  will  never  be 
censured,  or  rather  will  be  respected,  by  those  who  ap- 
preciate the  integrity,  that  cannot  condescend  to  merge  the 
conviction  of  right  in  indifference  to  the  success  of  it, 
whether  real  or  affected^  - 
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There  is  a  manifest  diftrence,  between  ibis  and  the 
taking  of  a  zealous  concern,  much  more  a  leading  agency, 
in  the  consultations  and  the  doings  of  one  of  the  parties,  by 
which  the  commonwealth  may  be  divided  :  a  circumstance 
existing  in  every  state  of  society ;  except  perhaps  in  that,  in 
which  the  people  are  under  the  iron  reign  of  despotism.  In 
the  consequent  collisions,  it  will  be  difficult  for  a  clergyman 
to  escape  the  being  involved  in  that  vortex  of  wrath,  of 
malice,  of  opprobrious  language,  and  of  ill  offices,  which 
characterize  political  squabbles;  and  even. if  he  should  avoid 
them,  he  will  be  identified  with  those,  who  condescend  to 
the  most  unjustifiable  expedients  for  the  carrying  of  their 
designs  into  effect.  This  itself,  cannot  fail  to  be  prejudicial 
to  his  official  character  with  the  community :  not  excepting 
those  persons  with  whom  be  may  act;  who  will  avail  them* 
selves  of  his  influence,  with  a  very  low  estimation  of  bis 
person. 

How  much  more  agreeable  than  this  to  the  holy  genius  of 
the  christian  ministry,  is  the  applying  of  its  influence  to  the 
moderating  of  the  feuds  which  are  generated  by  the  oppos- 
ing theories  and  by  the  clashing  interests  of  political  con- 
tenders; to  the  persuading  of  them  to  make  mutual  allow* 
ance  for  the  different  views  taken  of  the  same  subject,  with- 
out intended  wrong  on  either  side ;  to  show  them,  that  in 
the  case  of  apparent  wrong,  it  were  better  met  by  forbear- 
ance and  friendly  remonstrance,  than  by  a  return  in  kind  *r 
and  to  restrain  them  from  venting  Jbose  elusions  of  passion, 
which  can  never  contribute  to  the  prosperity  of  a  state ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  are  often  the  causes  of  its  calamities,  and 
sometimes  eventuate  in  its  ruin!  In  this  way,  however 
diverse  from  civil  concerns  the  proper  calling  of  a  pastor,  he 
may  apply  it  to  the  exercising  of.  a  healing  control  over 
them ;  but,  not  without  being  as  remote  as  possible  from 
the  giving  of  countenance  to  the  disorders,  which  be  under- 
tttkes  to  remedy. 

As  the  bearing  of  civil  policy  on  the  concerns  of  religjo a 
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is  instructive ;  96,  are  the  latter  on  the  other :  and  here  it 
will  be  necessary  to  presume,  in  consideration  of  our  being 
in  circumstances  which  do  not  permit  where  the  will  may 
be,  the  making  of  the  secular  power  the  mean  of  the  ad- 
vancement of  religion,  or  of  peculiar  views  entertained  of  it; 
yet,  if  there  be  manifested  the  disposition  suited  to  such  an 
dgency,  with  the  passions  which  give  their  aid  to  the  ac- 
complishing of  the  object ;  the  church  proportionably  ex* 
changes  ber  character  for  that  of  a  kingdom  of  the  world. 
This  consideration  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the 
management  of  our  religious  polity ;  as  well  on  the  large 
Scale  of  our  ecclesiastical  system,  as  on  the  more  limited 
one  of  our  respective  pastoral  connexions.  The  church 
being  a  social  body ;  and,  as  such,  requiring  subjection  to 
maxims  of  legislative  and  of  executive  government,  analo- 
gous to  those  which  govern  in  the  affairs  of  state ;  it  is  evi- 
dent, that  in  the  former  department,  the  same  bad. passions 
may  display  themselves,  and  with  the  like  effect,  as  in  the 
latter*  It  is  the  same  character,  developed  within  a  sphere, 
in  which  it  is  the  most  conspicuously  sinful :  and  what  adds 
immensely  to  the  mischievous  operation  of  the  intrusion,  is, 
that  the  consciences  of  men  become  blind  to  the  nature  of 
excitements  of  this  description,  by  identifying  them  with 
the  cause  of  God ;  however  opposed  to  such  an  association, 
the  frequent  and  express  declarations  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. • 

It  is  sufficiently  painful,  to  be  habitually  witnesses  of  the 
ravages  of  corrupt  passion,  on  the  temporal  concerns  of  the 
commonwealth :  but  to  a  religious  mind,  it  ought  to  be 
much  more  painful,  if,  in  the  concerns  of  the  church,  in  any 
instance,  there  be  the  same  ambition  directed  to  self-exalta- 
tion; the  same  jealousy  in  the  rival  claims  of  competitors; 
the  same  envy  of  merits  and  of  successes ;  and  the  same 
mortification,  on  the  defeat  of  endeavours  for  celebrity  or 
t  advancement.  When  inconsistencies  of  this  magnitude 
ve  diffused  themselves  over  the  inas?  of  a  religious  com- 
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taunion ;  it  may  be  pertinently  asked — is  this  &  branch  of 
the  body  of  the  faithful,  called  in  Scripture  "  the  kingdom 
of  God,"  his  "  husbandry"  and  his  "  building,"  "  the  body 
and  the  spouse  of  Christ,"  "  the  city  of  the  living  God," 
"  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,"  "  the  general  assembly  of  the 
church  of  the  first-born  whose  names  are  written  in  hea- 
ven ;"  concerning  which  body,  there  is  the  pledge  of  the 
promise,  that  it  win  be  at  last  said — "  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  world  have  become  the  kingdoms  of  the  Lord  and  of 
his  Christ,"  and  who  are  affirmed  to  have  even  now  in  hea- 
ven their  representatives,  casting  their  crowns  before  the 
throne,  with  the  song — "  thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord,  to  re- 
ceive glory,  and  honour,  and  power :  for  thou  hast  created 
all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure,  they  are,  and  were  created." 
When  we  contrast  all  this,  with  what  sometimes  passes  un- 
der our  observation;  we  might  reasonably  stagger  with 
doubt,  were  it  not,  that  to  guard  against  such  an  issue,  we 
have  been  forewarned,  that  in  "  the  field,"  there  should  be 
cs  tares"  growing  with  "  the  wheat ;"  that  in  "  the  net,"  there 
should  be  the  difference  "  of  fishes  good  and  bad ;"  and  that 
the  time  should  come,  when,  in  alliance  with  many  dark 
shades  of  character,  detailed  in  a  long  list  for  our  greater 
caution,  there  should  be  "  the  form,  that  is  the  outward 
show  "of  godliness,"  severed  from  "the  power"  of  it; 
meaning  over  the  heart  and  the  life.  The  profiting  by  these 
premonitions,  must  constitute  a  part  of  uthe  faith  and 
patience  of  the  saints,"  spoken  of,  although  intended  of  a 
particular  enormity,  in  the  book  of  Revelation. 

If,  in  such  feuds  as  may  originate  from  questions  of  order; 
and  whhin  spheres  subjected  to  christian  prudence  and 
discretion,  there  is  so  much  of  danger  from  our  frailties  ; 
they  may  be  more  mischievously  operative  in  opposition  of 
opinion,  when,  in  one  or  in  both  of  the  opposing  parties,  it 
may  be  thought  to  involve  the  essentials  of  christian  verity. 

Let  it  not  be  thought,  -that  the  importance  of  such  dis- 
crepancy is  here  lightly  estimated;  or,  that  under  any  cir- 
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i,  then  is  supposed  to  be  a  dispensation  from  the 
duty  of  "  contending  earnestly  for  the  faith  which  was  once 
delivered  to  the  saints ;"  whatever  may  be  the  shade  or  the 
weight  of  character,,  of  any  who  may  be  impliedly  censured 
by  such  a  discharge  of  duty.  But  it  cannot  reasonably  be 
denied,  that  to  justify  the  being  an  accuser  in  this  respect, 
the  party  ought  at  least  to  hare  a  perfect  understanding  of 
his  subject,  a  correct  apprehension  of  the  meaning  of  those 
to  whom  be  preseots  himself  as  an  adversary ;  and  above 
all,  be  satisfied,  that  there  are  no  personal  feelings,  operating 
to  their  disadvantage.  When  we  consider,  how  much  of 
controversy  has  arisen  from  different  understanding  of  the 
terms  made  use  of;  and  hew  much  more  of  it;  instead  of 
having  any  direct  authority  of  Scripture,  is  metaphysical 
inference ;  supposed,  perhaps  erroneously,  to  be  correctly 
drawn;  we  ought,  surely,  to  be  guarded  in  the  charge  of 
injury  to  the  foundation  of  the  ecclesiastical  building ;  lest, 
what  we  are  ourselves  raising  on  it,  should  prove  the  wood, 
the  hay,  and  the  stubble,  under  which  the  foundation  may  be 
scarcely  visible. 

As  was  intimated,  not  only  in  the  general,  but  in  the 
parochial  concerns  of  the  church,  there  may  be  prevalence 
of  the  worldly  passions,  which  must  have  been  within  the 
contemplation  of  St.  James,  when  he  said — "  where  envy- 
ing and  strife  is,  there   is  cenfusion  and  every  evil  work." 
In  rival  endeavours  for  ministerial  settlement ;  in  interfer- 
ences, real  or  supposed,  of  ministerial  administration ;  in 
questions  of  reasonable  provision  for  ministerial  support ;  in 
some  cases,  of  offence  unintentionally  given ;  and,  in  other 
cases,  of  offence  supposed   to  be  undeservedly  received} 
there  are  sources  of  litigation,  in  reference  to  which  a 
should  be  prepared — it  shall  not  be  said  raa- 
acrifice  his  rights,  or  at  all  to  suppress  his  opi- 
in  the  sustaining  of  either  of  them,  to  exercise 
tion  which  should  be  the  result  of  his  knowledge 
ea;  and  of  the  respect  and  courtesy  to  others, 
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which  is  due  to  the  apostolic  admonition,  always  obligatory, 
although  in  different  degrees  to*tJifferent  persons—"  honour 
all  men ;"  and  to  that  other  precept,  of  the  need  of  which 
we  may  be  too  partial  to  ourselves  to  be  sensible — "  in 
lowliness  of  mind,  let  each  esteem  other  better  than  them- 
selves." 

From  the  concerns  oP  our  own  communion,  it  wiltaot  be 
irrelevant  to  transfer  our  attention  to  the  relation  iff  which 
we  stand  to  other  denominations  of  professing  christians ; 
and  to  remark,  that  when,  in  sustaining  the  integrity  of  our 
system,  it  is  done  by  the  calling  in  of  worldly  passions  to 
its  aid,  we  lose  sight  of  the  distinctive  properties  of  the 
christian  church :  manifesting  a  disposition,  which,  with  the 
possession  of  commensurate  power,  would  exert  our  in- 
fluence in  the  means  supplied  by  it.  If  the  distinction  were 
duly  regarded,  there  would  be  prevented  much  of  mutual 
denunciation,  much  of  mutual  misrepresentation,  much  of 
crafty  expedients  for  the  extension  of  our  respective  pales ; 
and  in  short,  much  of  every  thing  interdicted  by  St.  Paul, 
under  the  terms  of  "  doing  evil,  that  good  may  come." 

Let  not  this  be  understood,  as  countenancing  the  setting 
loose  to  any  material  requisition,  in  faith,  or  in  discipline, 
or  in  worship :  much  less  the  relinquishing  of  it,  from  com- 
pliance with  the  spurious  liberality,  which  would  draw  us 
into  a  course  of  conduct,  that  must  end  in  prostrating  *  our 
communion  to  the  domination  of  some  other,  now  conceived 
of  by  us  as  less  rational  and  less  evangelical  than  our  own. 
No ;  let  us  retain  our  own  in  its  integrity;  let  us  defend  it 
by  argument ;  and  let  us  endeavour  to  adorn  it,  by  suitable 
life  and  conversation ;  but  let  us  not  aid  it,  by  any  means 
which  come  not  under  St.  Paul's  distinction  between  carnal 
weapons  and  the  spiritual:  for  where  the  former  are  not 
seen  in  our  hands,  the  disposition  to  use  them  may  be  made 
manifest,  in  language  indicative  of  the  will  without  the 
power. 

•In  this  country  in  particular!  our  respective  situations 
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Should  restrain  as  from  mutual  injuries  and  reviling*.  In 
any  state  or  kingdom,  in  which  there  is  the  establishment 
of  a  form  of  profession,  considered  as  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  the  government;  they  who  enjoy  the  benefit, 
consider  dissent  as  not  bottomed  on  sufficient  causes ;  and 
therefore,  an  irreligious  breach  of  ecclesiastical  unity  :  while 
on  the  other  hand,  the  favourers  of  this  dissent  accuse  the 
establishment  of  requiring  what  is  contrary  to  a  good  con- 
science. Bat  with  us,  whatever  we  may  lament  in  those 
who  differ  from  us,  as  at  a  distance  from  scriptural  truth  or 
order ;  no  party  alleges,  either  that  their  theory  is  identi- 
fied with  the  safety  of  the  state,  or,  that  it  is  subjected  to 
privations,  by  die  predominant  pressure  of  an  opposing  theo- 
ry. So  long  as  there  is  neither  preference  on  one  side,  nor 
suffering  on  the  other ;  it  ought  to  be,  with  both,  an  argu- 
ment for  a  state  of  peace ;  with  the  reserve,  that  there  be 
no  bar  to  free  expression  of  opinion,  and  free  use  of  argu- 
ment 

But  this  Js  a  consideration  of  minor  importance;  and, 
what  should  principally  weigh  with  us,  is,  that  our  holy  re- 
ligion disdains  to  derive  aid  from  any  means,  not  in  agree- 
ment with  our  Lord's  summary  of  the  law  and  the  prophets, 
of  u  loving  God  with  all  our  heart,  and  our  neighbour  as 
ourselves :"  and  if  there  should  be  any  narrowing  of  the 
duty  on  the  plea,  that  people  of  some  of  the  denominations 
of  professing  christians  take  grounds,  which,  in  their  conse- 
quences, exclude  us  from  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ ;  it 
should  be  recollected,  that  if  they  possess  erroneous  views 
of  the  will  of  God,  their  theory  has  been  adopted  inde- 
pendently on  any  malice  to  us ;  toward  whom  they  may  be 
benevolently  disposed,  notwithstanding  their  unfavourable 
judgment  of  our  condition.  Even  when  this  is  contradicted 
by  a  severity  of  censure  which  may  be  painful ;  we  should 
show  the  superiority  of  our  creed  by  the  superiority  of  our 
charity.     We  should  be  aware  of  our  incompetency  to  as- 

tain,  by  what  process  of  thought  they  may  have  been 
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drawn  to  their  errors ;  and  we  should  lean  on  that  demand 
of  St.  Paul—"  who  art  thou,  that  judgest  another  man's 
servant  ?  to  his  own  master,  he  standeth  or  falleth." 

After  noticing  so  many  ways  in  which  there  may  be  con- 
trariety to  the  spiritual  character  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ, 
we  might  revert  to  the  motives  to  moderation  urged  under 
the  former  head  :  but  it  will  be  preferable  to  bring  additional 
aid  to  those  motives,  in  the  promise  made  by  us  in  ordina- 
tion, in  answer  to  the  demand—"  will  you  maintain  and  set 
forward,  as  much  as  in  you  lieth,  quietness,  peace,  and 
love,  among  all  christian  people j  and  especially,  among 
them  that  are  or  shall  be  committed  to  your  charge  ?"  What 
an  interdiction  is  here,  of  all  the  passions  which  disturb 
churches  and  states ;  and  what  an  incentive  to  all  the  heal- 
ing counsels,  and  all  the  good  offices  by  which  tbey  may  be 
upheld,  for  the  religious  and  the  civil  interests  of  mankind ! 
Doubtless  it  will  be  a  test,  to  which  our  actions  will  be 
brought  in  the  great  day  of  judgment ;  and  should  now  be 
often  present  to  us,  in  order  to  bend  our  spirits  under  the 
injunction  to  "  follow  peace  with  all  men ;"  and  to  cause  us 
to  take  care,  that  whenever  the  master  of  the  house  shall 
eome,  we  may  be  "  found  of  him  in  peace,  without  spot  and 
blameless." 

The  contemplated  ground  of  this  address  having  been 
gone  over ;  the  thought  occurs,  that  there  has  not  been  in  it 
any  excitement  of  my  reverend  brethren  and  myself,  to 
zeal,  to  diligence  and  to  perseverance  in  the  important 
duties  of  our  ministry — any  display  of  the  great  extent  of 
labour  set  before  us :  great,  if  our  pastoral  duties  only  were 
in  question  ;  but  much  increased  and  continuing  to  increase, 
in  consequence  of  that  great  proportion  of  the  population 
of  our  country,  whose  loud  calls  are  heard  by  us  for  the 
supplying  of  them  with  the  means  of  grace,  and  for  the  ex- 
citing of  a  spirit  to  that  effect,  within  the  circles  oP  our  re- 
spective ministerial  and  social  intercourse.  If  the  present 
charge  hpve  been  defective  in  this  particular ;  it  is  a  const*- 
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httion  to  reflect,  that  the  subjects  hare  been  constantly  pre- 
sented, although  with  brevity,  in  the  addresses  made  on  the 
annual  occasions  of  oar  being  asrembfecL 

Defective  as  the  address  may  have  been,  the  length  of  h 
connected  with  the  remaining  doty  of  ordaining  to  the  holy 
office  of  priesthood,  will  allow  very  little,  to  be  intended 
especially  for  the  candidates.  The  whole  of  the  Charge, 
however,  may  be  considered  as  interesting  to  their  case ; 
and,  if  there  be  any  duties  devolving  on  them,  on  which 
there  may  seem  to  have  been  no  bearing,  it  may  be  hoped 
to  have  been  supplied  by  communications  in  previous  inter- 
course. Perhaps  there  are  none  of  them,  however,  which 
have  not  more  or  less  of  a  relation  to  the  subject  which  has 
been  before  us— the  spiritual  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer,  con- 
nected with  its  influence  extended  to  and  received  from  the 
civil  policy  of  the  world.* 

It  would  be  an  omission,  to  conclude  without  an  intima- 
tion to  the  lay  representatives  of  our  churches  now  present, 
that  it  is  much  in  their  power,  to  give  weight  to  the  instruc- 
tions which  have  been  drawn  from  the  subject.  Sometimes, 
unfriendly  feelings  between  ministers  of  the  gospel  are  ex- 
cited by  that  unamiabk  cast  of  character  in  a  proportion 
ef  their  hearers,  which  will  not  permit  them  to  cherish  es- 
pecial regard  for  one  member  of  the  ministry,  without  an 
undervaluing,  and  perhaps  a  throwing  of  unmerited  censure 
no  others  of  them.  Sometimes  there  are  personal  offences, 
producing  alienations  of  miod  between  members  of  a  con- 
gregation, in  which  all  influence  of  the  minister  is  prevented, 
by  his  being  expected  by  one  or  by  both  of  the  litigants,  to 
bo  of  a  party  in  the  quarrel  Sometimes,  he  is  condemned 
for  not  bending  in  blind  submission  to  advice,  which  may 
be  contrary  to  his  conscience  or  to  bis  discretion.    And

sometimes  there  arises  a  species  pf  influence,  which  maket 
a  despot  of  an  individual  layman,  as  much  as  it  marks  persons 
of  the  same  cast  of  character,  in  the  highest  stations  of  a 
kingdom  or  a  state.    In  all  these  instances,  a  mind  seasoned 
by  the  genuine  graces  of  the  gospel,  and  possessed  of  an 
ordinary  measure  of  discretion,  may  aid  a  minister  to  main- 
tain "  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,"  with 
and  among  his  flock ;  and  to  sustain  him  in  his  rights,  if 
they  should  be  put  to  hazard :  and  this,  without  enlisting  a 
party  for  him,  or  forwarding  any  unreasonable  expectations 
which  he  may  entertain,  or  submission  to  his  arbitrary  con- 
trol. In  the  event  of  the  assumption  of  this,  it  will  be  no 
offence  against  the  respectability  of  the  clerical  character,  or 
rather  it  will  be  a  vindication  of  it;  if  there  should  be  a 
counteracting  independency  of  spirit,  displaying  our  eccte* 
siasting  system  as  a  government  of  law ;  which  will   not 
endure  arbitrary  rule,  either  in  a  Bishop  or  in  the  pastor  of  a 
parish. 

Also,  in  the  more  extended  concerns  of  our  communionj 
such  as  those  on  which  we  are  assembled,  the  same  spirit 
may  occasionally  find  a  field  of  exercise.  The  reverend, 
brethren  present  will  not  dissent  from  their  Bishop,  when  he 
acknowledges  before  so  many  witnesses,  that  called  as  we 
are,  in  various  ways,  to  exchange  sentiments  on  subjects 
Vitally  interesting  to  religious  truth  and  duty,  we  cannot  as- 
sure ourselves  of  being  so  far  above  the  frailties  of  nature, 
as  not  to  be  in  danger  of  unguardedly  giving  offence,  or  of 
being  too  hasty  in  supposing  it  intended.  Hitherto,  nothing 
material  of  this  sort  has  happened  within  the  diocese ;  and 
to  him  who  presides  in  it,  there  is  great  cause  of  thankful- 
ness, for  bis  having  been  so  long  in  his  station,  without  an 
alienation  of  bis  affection  from  any  of  his  brethren ;  or 
knowing,  that  the  affections  of  any  of  them  have  been  alie- 
nated from  him.  His  remarks  are  grounded  on  human  nature, 
and  the  course  of  human  conduct;  and  are  made  merely 
/or  the  purpose  of  impressing  the  importance  of  there  being 
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sncha tendency  tononcauanou  in  oar  Wy  taethicnj ts ctn* 
sot  but  command  die  respect  of  the  clergy,  tod  promote 
tibe  prosperity  of  the  church. 

With  these  sentiments,  and  with  the  assurance  of  my 
prayers  and  ay  endeavours  far  the  stability  and  the  ex- 
tension of  oar  Zion,  untfl  die  time,  which  cannot  be  distant, 
when  any  voice  will  be  beard  io  it  oo  more,  I  commend  yoaf 
retertnd  and  lay  brethren,  to  God  and  to  the  guidance  of 
his  grace*

Brethren,  the  C&rild a*d Lay  Member, «/«**  Condon.- 

My  annual  Report,  agreeably  to  the  45th  Canon,  is  as  fol- 
lows:— 

I  set  off  on  the  SOth  May  last,  on  a  journey  contemplated 
for  a  long  time,  to  tfie  western  parts  of  the  diocese;  the  Rev. 
Jackson  Kemper  being  with  me,  and  considered  as  in  the  service 
of  the  Committee  of  Missions. 

On  the  evening  of  the  31st,  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers,  and 
preached  in  the  city  of  Lancaster;  and  on  the  evening  of  the 
1st  of  June,  he  did  the  same  in  Harrisburg.  In  this  town, 
there  are  a  few  families  of  our  Church,  much  attached  to  our 
services.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  of  Yorktown,  gave  them  a 

Krtion  of  his  labours  for  awhile;  but  this  was  put  an  end  to, 
•  his  removal  to  Baltimore. .  For  some  time  past,  the  Rev. 
Jacob  ZJe  Pui,  ordained  a  Deacon  by  me  in  the  course  of  the 
last  summer,  began  his  ministry «n  this  place;  but,  as  I  hear, 
now  officiates  in  Bloomsburg;  being  succeeded,  as  I  also  hear, 
by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  ordained  by  me  a  Deacon,  in  the 
course  of  the  last  autumn.  Harrisburg  being  the  seat  of  Go- 
vernment, it  is  the  more  desirable,  on  that  account,  that  there 
should  be  in  it  a  settled  minister :  and  I  lately  heard  with 
great  satisfaction,  of  a  subscription  for  the  building  of  a 
Church. 

On  the  evening  of  the  next  day,  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers, 
and  preached  in  Millerstown. 

On  the  3d,  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers  and  I  preached  in 
Thomsontown.  It  was  a  gratification  to  us,  to  find  the  Episco- 
palians of  that  place,  entirely  satisfied  with  my  conduct,  and 
that  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  our  not  having  complied 
with  an  application  made  by  them  some  months  before,  in  fa- 
vour of  a  person  who  had  acted  among  them  in  the  ministerial 
character,  in  defiance  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority. 

On  the  same  day  we  reached  Lewistown,  where  in  the  even- 
ing, Mr.  Kemper  preached;  on  which  occasion,  an  adult  female 
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was  baptized  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pigot,  and  confirm- 
ed by  me. 

The  next  day,  we  reached  Huntington;  where,  on  the  day 
following,  being  Sunday,  in  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Kemper  reading 
prayers,1 1  preached,  and  confirmed  ten  persons,  and  adminis- 
tered  the  communion,  in  a  house  occupied  by  different  religious 
societies.  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  after- 
noon, and  again  in  the  evening  The  few  members  of  our 
Church  in  this  place,  have  sustained  various  disappointments 
from  causes  over  which  they  had  no  control;  ana  ye  think, 
that  there  should  therefore  be  extended  to  then^  all  die  atten- 
tion and  the  aid,  which  circumstances  may  nermit. 

On  the  following  morning,  we  left  Huntmgton;  and  in  the 
evening  came  to  Holydaysburg,  where,  being  accommodated 
in  the  house  of  a  member  of  our  Church  who  had  congregated 
a  considerable  number  of  hearers,  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers 
and  preached,  and  I  administered  continuation  to  two  persons. 

The  next  two  days  we  spent  in  travelling  over  the  Alleghe- 
ny and  other  ridges  to  Pittsburgh,  which  we  reached  on  the 
evening  of  Thursday.  On  the  evening  of  Friday,  I  preached, 
Mr.  Kemper  reading  prayers.  I  also  held  a  coufirtnation ;  it 
being  thought^esiraMe,  that  the  candidates  for  the  rite  should 
be  divided  into  two  bodies;  one  for  this  occasion,  and  the  other 
for  the  approaching  Sunday. 

On  that  day,  in  the  forenoon,  I  consecrated  the  newly 
erected  Church  in  this  city,  which  had  been  called  by  the 
name  of  the  holy  and  undivided  "Trinity.  I  also  preached,  con- 
firmed, and  administered  the  holy  communion  ;  the  morning 
service  and  that  of  the  ante-<&mmunion,  having  been  read  by 
Mr.  Kemper.  The  whole  number  confirmed  in  Pittsburgh,  were 
135.  Mr.  Kemper  preached  in  the  afternoon  and  in  the  even- 
ing. We  could  not  but  be  gratified  in  witnessing  the  effects 
of  the  exertions  of  our  fellow-members  of  the  Church;  and  the 
judicious  direction  given  to  them  by  their  present  pastor,  the 
Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins:  especially  visible  in  the  increased 
number  of  communicants,  and  in  the  lately  erected  Church  ; 
which  we  considered  as  a  work  of  correct  taste,  and  an  orna- 
ment to  the  state. 

On  Monday  afternoon,  we  set  off  for  the  town  of  Beaver, 
which  we  reached  in  the  morning  of  the  next  day ;  when  Mr. 
Kemper  read  prayers,  and  I  preached.  The  Rev.  Francis  Reno 
met  us ;  but  there  were  none  prepared  for  confirmation,  nor 
had  we  reason  to  expect  any  in  any  other  districts.  Our 
Church  on  the  west  01  the  Allegheny  nver,  has  been  for  many 
years  in  a  state  of  decline.  We  left  Beaver  in  the  afternoon, 
and  returned  to  Pittsburgh  in  the  afternoon  of  the  following 
day.  Mr.  Kemper  preached  in  the  evening,  and  I  again  con- 
firmed. 
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Ob  the  next  day,  we  set  off  for  Wheeling,  which  we  reached 
on  Friday.  Although  this  is  beyond  the  limits  of  the  diocese,  I 
was  induced  by  the  earnest  wishes  of  the  congregation,  backed 
by  those  of  Bishop  Moore,  to  extend  my  journey  to  that  town, 
for  the  consecration  of  8t  Matthew's  Church,  lately  erected 
there.  I  had  in  some  measure,  pledged  myself  to  this  service, 
in  the  preceding  year,  but  was  prevented  by  the  providential 
event,  which  frustrated  almost  the  whole  design  of  my  journey, 
at  that  time.  Here,  we  renewed  our  acquaintance  with  the 
Rev.  John  Armstrong,  formerly  of  this  diocese*  but  now  Pastor 
of  the  Church  in  Wheeling.  On  Sunday  the  13th,  I  consecrated 
it,  and  preached,  Mr.  Kemper  reading  prayers,  and  held  a  con- 
firmation of  19  persons.  Mr.  Kemper  preached  tn  the  afternoon 
and  evening.  Having  left  Wheeling  on  Monday,  we  arrived 
at  Brownsville  in  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day.  In  the  even- 
ing, Mr..  Kemper  read  prayers  and  preached.  The  next  day, 
I  consecrated  Christ-church,  preached,  administered  the  holy 
communion,  and  confirmed  11  persons  :  there  having  been  a 
preparation  for  this  solemnity,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  who 
is  the  Pastor  of  this  Church,  and  who  read  prayers  on  the  occa- 
sion. In  the  evening,  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers  and  preached. 

The  next  day,  we  proceeded  to  Connelsville.  We  have  no 
Church  in  this  small,  but  flourishing  settlement  $  but  there  are 
a  few  families,  who  are  very  desirous  of  having  among  them 
the  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  agreeably  to  the  services  of  our 
Church;  which  they  have  occasionally  from  the  ministry  of  Mr. 
Btuuman.  I  preacned  in  this  place,  and  confirmed  6  persons, 
Mr.  Kemper  reading  prayers.  He  also  preached  in  the  even- 
ing- 

The  next  day,  we  travelled  to  Oreensburg ;  where  the  con- 
gregation, at  an  expense  very  considerable,  when  considered 
in  relation  to  their  numbers,  and  their  means,  had  erected  a 
convenient  building  and  called  it  Christ-church,  in  which  I 
preached  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  which  I  consecrated  the 
next  day  ;  preaching  on  the  occasion,  and  Mr.  Kemper  read- 
ing prayers ;  who  also  preached  in  the  afternoon  and  in  the 
evening.  In  the  forenoon,  I  also  confirmed  60  persons.  The 
congregation  being  without  a  Pastor,  they  had  been  prepared 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  who  had  made  a  previous  visit  to 
Greensburg,  with  a  view  to  this  object ;  and  who  met  us  on 
this  occasion,  agreeably  to  a  promise,  made  by  him  in  Pitts- 
burgh. 

'Die  next  two  days,  were  spent  by  us  in  crossing  the  Alle- 
gheny Mountain  and  other  rough  ridges,  in  the  way  to  Bedford; 
and  in  our  course,  we  had  no  opportunity  of  officiating,  ex- 
cept, that  in  Stoystown,  a  member  of  our  Church  having  ga- 
thered a  congregation  in  a  house  occupied  by  different  religion* 
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societies,  Mr.  Kemper  read  prayers  and  preached.  We  sptat 
a  day  in  Bedford,  during  which,  I  preached,  by  consent,  in  a 
house  belonging  to  another  religious  society,  Mr.  Kemper  read- 
ing prayers. 

The  remainder  of  the  week,  was  spent  in  our  journey  to 
Carlisle.  Here,  on  the  next  day,  Sunday,  July  the  3d*  I 
preached  in  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Kemper  #eading  prayers,  and 
confirmed  nine  persons.  Mr.  Kemper  preached  in  the  after- 
noon. 

The  next  morning,  we  crossed  the  mountain  between  Car- 
lisle and  Christ-church,    AdamB  county,  and  reached   that 
Slfece  in  time  for  me  to  preach,  and  confirm  9  persons,  Mr. 
lemper  reading  prayers. 

In  the  forenoon  of  next  day,  we  arrived  at  Yorktown,  which 
was  then  without  a  Pastor.  I  preached;  and  confirmed  11  per* 
sons,  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  before  his  late  re- 
moval to  Baltimore ;  Mr.  Kemper  preached,  in  the  evening. 
in  this  town,  we  were  met  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  CforJwon,  in  order 
to  his  accompanying  of  us  to  Marietta  and  Pequea.  To  the  for- 
mer place,  he  extends  his  labours  from  Lancaster ;  officiating 
to  a  small  body  of  Episcopalians,  in  a  house  occupied  by 
preachers  of  different  denominations.  Here  I  preached, 
administered  the  holy  communion,  and  confirmed  SO  persons. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  we  reached  Lancaster;  and 
on  the  afternoon  of  next  day  arrived  at  the  house  of  a  member 
of  our  Church,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Church  of  Pequea. 
Here,  on  the  forenoon  of  the  next  day,  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed 9,7  persons.  ♦ 

The  next  day  we  crossed  the  Welsh  mountain,  aud  came  to 
Churchtown ;  where,  on  the  next  forenoon,  Mr.  Kemper 
preached.  Here,  the  Rev.  Levi  BvU  joined  us,  and  we  rode 
in  the  afternoon  to  Morgantown  ;  where,  Mr.  Kemper  reading 
prayers,  I  preached,  and  administered  the  right  of  confirma- 
tion to  44  persons. 

The  last  of  my  appointments,  had  for  its  principal  object, 
the  consecrating  or  St.  Thomas's  church,  lately  erected  in 
this  place.  I  had  been  enabled,  under  die  protection  of  a 
gracious  providence,  to  keep  all  my  appointments  with  punctu- 
ality ; .  which,  in  regard  to  the  intended  consecration,  was  with- 
out effect ;  owing  to  an  unexpected  delay  of  my  letter  on  the 
road.  It  had  been  written  to  Mr.  Bull,  about  a  fortnight  be- 
fore, from  Wheeling  ;  but  was  not  received  by  him,  until  the 
evening  before  my  arrival.  It  was  now  too  late,  to  give  no- 
tice to  many  distant  members  of  our  communion,  who  had 
taken  an  interest  in  the  building  of  the  Church.  On  this  ac- 
count, I  was  earnestly  pressed,  and  consented  to  make  ano- 
ther journey  in  the  ensuing  August,  for  the  accomplishing  of 
the  object 
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The  next  morning  we  set  off  for  our  home,  which  we  reach- 
ed in  the  evening j  and,  as  we  trusted,  with  gratitude  for  our 
preservation,  during  a  journey  of  about  8S0  mile*,  finished  in 
the  space  of  precisely  five  weeks  ;  and  for  being  sustained  in 
the  duties  to  which  it  was  devoted. 

Oh  Sunday,  the  24th  of  July,  in  St  John's  church,  in  the 
Northern  Liberties,  of  Philadelphia,  I  ordained  to  the  holy 
office  of  Deacons,  Jamee  De  Put,  of  this  diocese. 

On  the  25th  of  July,  I  went  to  New  Yort,  to  be  present  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  the  examination,  and  the  graduation  of  students.  It 
is  but  justice  to  express  the  opinion,  which  seemed  to  be  that 
of  all  present  on  the  occasion,  that  the  exercises  were  demon- 
strative of  the  talents  and  the  industry  of  the  professors,  and  of 
the  proficiency  of  the  students.  There  was  a  graduation  of 
three  of  them.  During  my  star,  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  lay- 
ing the  corner  stone  of  the  building  designed  for  the  permanent 
seat  of  the  Institution,  and  to  be  erected  oa  the  ground 
generously  given  for  that  purpose,  by  Clement  C.  Moore,  Esq. 
On  the  30th  of  the  month,  I  preached  in  the  new  Church,  in 
Brooklyn,  on  the  occasion  of  its  being  consecrated  by  Bishop 
Croes,  acting  for  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  New  York,  in 
his  absence.  On  the  next  day,  I  supplied  the  -place  of  'the 
same  Right  Rev.  Brother,  by  the  ordination  of  two  young 
men,  to  the  holy  office  of  Deacons,  in  Christ-church,  An- 
thony street  5  on  which  occasion,  I  preached  $  as  also  in  St. 
Georges  church,  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  21st  of  August,  having  again  repaired  to  Morgan- 
town,  the  Rev.-  Mr.  Kemper  acoompanying  me,  I  consecrated 
St.  Thomas's  church  in  that  place,  and  preached,  Mr.  Kem- 
per reading  prayers.  I  again  administered  there  the  right  of 
confirmation,  and  the  number  confirmed  was  Jive. 

The  same  day,  we  went  on  to  Churchtown,  where  Mr. 
Kemper  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  afternoon* 

The  next  day  we  proceeded  to  Christ-church,  in  the 
township  of  Leacock,  where  I  preached,  Mr.  Kemper  reading 
prayers.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Clarkaon  had  joined  us,  and  I  con- 
firmed 28  persons. 

On  the  25th  of  September,  I  held  an  ordination  of  Deacons, 
in  St  Stephen's  church,  Philadelphia.  The  persons  ordained, 
were  Hfwid  C.  Page,  Caleb  L  Good,  and  John  B.  Cletnson,  all 
of  this  diocese. 

On  the  13th  of  October,  in  St  Andrew's  church,"Philadel- 
phia,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons,  Greensbury 
W.  Ridgley,  and  preached  on  the  occasion. 

On  the  23d  of  December,  in  St  Stephen's  church,  Phila- 
delphia I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  Deacons.  John  Davis. 
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and  James  C.  Ward;  the  latter  being  a  coloured  man.  On  the ' 
same  day,  I  held  a  confirmation  of .12  persons. 

On  the  19th  of  March,  I  held  a  confirmation  and  preached 
in  St.  Andrew's  church,  Philadelphia.  The  number  con- 
finned  was  29- 

The  only  confirmation  held  by  me,  in  the  Churches,  under 
my  parochial  care,  was  in  St.  Peter's  church,  on  the  25th  of 
March,  when  51  were  confirmed. 

<  Having  this  day,«in  the  presence  of  the  Convention,  conse- 
crated the  church  in  which  we  are  assembled,  and  held,  a  con- 
firmation of  14  persons,  tljese  are  facts  which  properly  come 
within  the  compass  of  this  report.  -  The  same  may  be  remark- 
ed, of  the  intended  ordination  of  the  Rev.  William  Eldred,  dea- 
con, to  the  holy  office  of  Priests,  and  of  William  R.  Bowman,  to 
the  holy  office  of  Deacons,  if  carried  into  effect,  during  the 
session  uf  the  convention.  To-morrow  is  appointed  for  the 
ordination. 

The  whole  number  confirmed  by  me,  is  503. 

I  proceed,  as  on  former  occasions  like  the  present,  to  give 
an  account  of  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  our 
ministry. 

The  most  prominent  event  'under  this  head,  is  the  decease 
of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Pilmore,  D.  D  so  long  known  among  us,  as 
a  successful  labourer  in  the  Gospel ;  but  who,  in  consequence 
of  great  age  and  increasing  infirmities,  was  under  the  neces- 
sity of  reluctantly  ending  his  labours  before  the  ending  of  his 
life.  His  decease,  was  on  the  25th  of  July,  and  he  has  been 
removed  from  his  works,  as  we  trust,  and  believe,  to  his  re- 
ward. In  his  last  will,  he  has  manifested  his  affection  for  the 
Church,  by  devising,  after  the  payment  of  certain  legacies,, 
one  half  of  what  he  had  possessed,  to  the  fund  for  the  support 
of  a  future  Bishop.  Some,  difficulties  have  arisen,  as  to  the 
legal  construction  of  this  part  of  his  will.  Strong  hopes  are 
entertained,  that  the}  will  be  removed ;  especially  as  there 
can  be  no  doubt,  as  to  the  intention  of  the  testator. 

The  only  changes  of  parochial  cure,  are  that  of  the  Rev. 
John  Rodney,  being  transferred  from  Easton  to  Germantown, 
his  being  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  from  Pe- 

Suea  ;  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Edward  R.  Lippitt,  and  of  the 
^  Lev.  Albert  A.  Mullery  from  the  diocese,  and  the  accession  to 
U  of  the  Rev.  George  Weller,  from  the  diocese  of  Maryland  ; 
also  of  the  Rev.  Richard  D.  Hall,  and  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Smith, 
fcom  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

I5:ederick  Clement  Jones,  formerly  notified  as  a  candidate, 
has  been  tranferred,  at  his  desire,  to  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  Vermont. 
There  have  been  admitted  as  candidates,  John  Paterson, 
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John  Campbell,  William  Bryant ',  Henry  Hood,  John  H.  Marsden, 
and  Darin*  Wffliam%>  Jr. 

It  remaius,  to  give  an  account  of  the  various  Institutions, 
connected  with  our  Church. 

Th*  Bible  Society  of  Philadelphia  is  not  exactly  of  this 
description ;  various  religious  societies  having  an  interest  in  its 
concern,  and  being  associated  in  the  government  of  it ;  yet  I 
cannot  but  present  it  as  meriting  the  regard  and  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  members  of  our  church,  so  long  as  it  continues 
agreeably  to  its  professed  principle,  to  distribute  the  Bible 
without  note  or  comment,  not  from  disapprobation  of  aid  of 
this  description,  but  leaving  to  every  religious  denomination 
the  giving  of  explanations  agreeable  to  their  peculiar  views  ; 
and  further,  so  long  as  it  is  not  made  an  engine  of  inroads  on 
our  ecclesiastical  system — the  course  of  conduct  hitherto  pur- 
sued by  it. 

The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  still  labours 
under  the  want  of  adequate  aid  *  from  our  church  throughout 
the  union.  So.  far  as  this  is  owing  to  the  recent  formation  of 
societies  for  diocesan  missions,  it  is  a  portion^iot  improperly 
assumed,  of  what  would  else  be  a  part  of  the  labour  in  the 
other  line.  But,  as  the  Society  was  instituted  by  the  General 
Convention ;  as  it  was  designed  to  carry  its  operations  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  United  States ;  and,  as  even  within  them, 
there  are  frequent  claims  from  districts  as  destitute  of  Chris- 
tian preaching,  and  the  administration  of  religious  services,  as 
even^ur  western  wilds,  there  are  expectations  from- the  bene- 
ficence of  our  church  throughout  the  union  which  have  not 
been  realized.  Under  these  disadvantages,  however,  the 
Society  has  not  been  inefficient  The  most  considerable  effect 
oT  their  agency,  through  their  executive  committee,  has  been 
the  establishment  of  a  mission  at  Green  Bay,  in  the  Michigan 
Territory.  They  have  also  supported  missionaries  at  Detroit, 
at  St.  Louis,  and  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Little  needs  to  be  said  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  as  copies  of  its  printed  report 
will  be  presented  to  the  members  of  this  body.  I  know  of  no 
institution  that  might  be  made  so  effective  as  this,  for  the  ex- 
tension of  our  church  within  the  diocese.  There  is,  however, 
the  embarrassing  circumstance  attached  to  their  existence, 
that  it  raises  expectations  beyond  what  can  be  met  by  the 
scanty  means  possessed  \  a  consideration  which  ought  to  ex- 
cite to  more  extensive  exertions  than«have  as  yet  been  put 
forth. 

Our  Sunday  schools,  so  far  as  my  observation  extends,  are 
sedulously  attended  to.  Of  the  most  of  them,  as  they  are  be- 
yond the  sphere  of  my  personal  intercourse,  I  cannot  have 


much  knowledge.  The  body  instituted  in  Philadelphia,  under 
the  name  of  the  Sunday  School  Society,  was  deigned  to  be  in 
connexion  with  every  one  of  them,  and  in  aid  oitheir  opera- ' 
tions.  The  spue  was  contemplated,  aa  a  desroabU  effect,  of 
the  Tract  Society  $  the  work  cif  which  ia  coincident  with  that 
of  die  other.  J  am  restrained,  by  conscientious  ceoeideraAiea*, 
from  countenancing  the  association  of  person*  of  difiar*ut 
religious  denominations,  for  the  objects  of  these  institutions. 
One  of  my  objections  is,  that  in  providing  for  religious  instruc- 
tion within  our  parochial  cures;,  if  any  of  the  truths  of  our  holy 
religion,  as  professed  by  our  church,  and  conceived  of  by  us  to 
be  founded  on  the  word  of  God,  am  intentionally  to  be  kept 
out  of  view,  it  is  contrary  to  ray  ideas  vf  ministerial  fidelity. 
Another  objection  is,  thai  the  expedients  tare  alluded  to*  (may 
be  made  an  engine  for  the  invading  of  the  seK^overnnient  of 
our  ecclesiastical  communion ;  and  have,  in  many  instances, 
been  put  in  operation  to  that  effect ;  the  profession  of  confine- 
ment to  points,  in  which  all  Christians  are  agreql,  being  never, 
so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  acted  on  consistently. 

The  Sunda/  School  Society,  although  not  directing  the  in- 
struction given  in  the  different  Sunday  Schools  connected  with 
their  respective  congregations,  which  are  left  to  their  several 
teachers  under  the  superintendence  ctf  the  clergy,  have  umtar 
their  immediate  superintendence  an  Adult  School,  compre- 
hending 9  teachers  and  25  scholars. . 

2  have  still  reason  to  lament,  that  the  greater  naihber  of  my 
brethren  of  the  clergy,  are  so  indifferent  to  the  advantages 
-which  their  families  may  derive  from  the  fund  for  widows  and 
children.  For  some  time  past,  the  few  annuitants,  who  have 
been  on  it,  have  been  in  the  receipt  of  a  hundred  per  cent,*  on 
what  had  been  purchased  by  annual  payments.  The  know- 
ledge of  this,  has  induced  solicitations  of  aid  from  families 
who- have  not  become  entitled  to  it,  by  the  contributions  of 
their  husbands  or  their  fathers.  There  have  been  also  devised, 
expedients  for  the  applying  of  the  proceeds  of  the  fond,  after 
payment  of  the  annuities  strictly  due,  to  purposes  very  useful, 
but  wide  of  the  original  design.  The  proposals  of  each  sort, 
have  been  rejected,  as  was  required  by  justice  to  those  for 
whoui  an  interest  in  the  fond  had  been  purchased,  and  im 
whose  favour  it  had  been  stipulated,  that  in  the  event  of  the 
increase  of  the  stock  to  any  amount,  they  should  be  propor- 
tionably  benefited.  If  the  increase  should  be  such  as  to  en- 
title them  or  future  dependants  on  it,  to  an  increase  of  an- 
nuities to  any  extent  which  may  be  imagined,  good  faith  will 
require  the  Society  to  limit  their  grants  to  persons  of  that 
description,    There  have  lately  ceased  to  be  annuitants  on 
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this  fund*  Aftd  the  number  at  clergymen  now  annual  contribu- 
tors to  it,  are  only  four. 

The  fund  for  the  support  of  a  future  Bishop*  increases  very 
slowly*  If  the  bequest  designed  for  it  by  Dr.  PUmore  should 
be  obtained,  although  far  from  rendering  the  fund  adequate  to 
the  objects*  it  will  be  a  considerable  addition  to  this  desirable 
mean  ofdetachin^  the  Bishop  from  the  charge  of  a  parish,  and 
of  rendering  episcopal  superintendence  more  useful  than  at 
present. 

In  my  last  annual  communication*  there  was  intimated  the 
design  of  an  education  society  for  the  gratuitous  support  of 
young  men  in  their  collegiate  studies,  with  a  view  to  the  minis- 
try. The  Society  is  now  little  more  than  in  an  incipient  state, 
and  almost  the  whole  of  their  stock  has  been  the  fruit  of  "ex- 
ertions of  female  associations,  formed  for  the  aid  of  the  design. 
There  are  two  beneficiaries  on  the  fond. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  annual  convention,  there  was  de- 
volved on  me  a  duty,  in  reference  to  the  parochial  statements, 
which  had  been  delivered  in.  That  duty  was  discharged  to 
the  best  of  my  judgment,  and  the  statements,  in  the  form  of 
reports,  went  from  my  hands  to  the  press.  I  now  announce  to 
my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  in  regard  to  any  statement  pre- 
pared for  my  hands,  that  it  will  be  expedient  to  deliver  them 
in  time  for  my  perusal  before  the  rising  of  this  body. 

It  is  known  to  many  of  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  in  re- 
ference to  possible  deviations  from  the  Articles,  or  from  the 
Rubrics  or  from  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  that,  in  my  opinion, 
*  Jhey  are  n<*  officially  cognizable  until  brought  forward  by  pre* 
sentnaent.  \Vkat  may  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  in  the  way 
of  private  expostulation,  is  put  out  of  view,  as  a  matter  that 
should  be  in  confidence,  «nd  accommodated  to  the  characters 
and  the  circumstances  of  different  individuals.  There  are  two 
points,  however,  in  which  my  responsibility  is  as  much  com- 
mitted as  in  regard  to  presentment.  The  points  alluded  to, 
concern  candidates  for  deacons'  orders,  ana  deacons  looking 
forward  to  the  priesthood. 

Of  the  former,  some  have  been  encouraged  to  take  on  them- 
selves the  offices  of  the  ministry,  covering  the  exercises  of 
public  prayer  and  public  preaching  by  some  other  names ; 
under  which  it  has  been  thought,  that  the  provisions  of  our 
church  may  be  evaded.  I  wish  it  to  be  understood,  that  in  the 
case  of  such  a  candidate, -his  irregularities  being  known,  I 
hold  it  inconsistent  with  the  solemn  engagements  lying  on  me 
to  ordain  him. 

In  sundry  dioceses,  some  of  the  clergy  have  thought  them- 
selves warranted  in  the  omission  of  what  is  called  the  "Ante- 
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communion  Service."  Ih  the  General  Convention  of  1821,  in 
disapprobation  of  this  license,  the  Bishops  were  unanimous  in 
a  declaration  which  shall  be  annexed  as  a  note  to  this  part  of 
the  report.*  It  is  not  intended  to  affirm  any  thing  in  reference 

•  Concerning  the  tart  Ruhric  in  the  Communion  Service. 
The  house  of  Bishops  being  informed*  of  what  they  consider**  a  neat 
misunderstanding,  in  various  places,  of  the  rubric  at  the  end  of  the  com* 
munion  service,  think  it  their  duty  to  declare  their  sense  of  the  same*  and 
to  communicate  it  to  the  house  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

In  the  Common  Prayer  Book  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  words  in 
the  parenthesis  sre— "  if  there  be  no  communion.*9  In  the  review  of  1789, 
it  was  put—"  if  there  be  no  sermon  or  communion"— and  this  has  been 
interpreted  to  mean,  that  if  there  be  a  sermon,  what  has  been  called  the 
ante-communion  service  is  to  be  omitted— against  this  construction  the 
Bishops  object  as  follows  :— 

1st.  The  construction  rests  on  inference;  deduced  in  contrariety  to 
the  positive  direction—"  Then  shall  follow  the  sermon."  Had  an  excep- 
tion been  intended,  it  would  doubtless  have  been  expressed  positively,  as 
in  other  rubrics.  Further ;  the  rubric  in  question  prescribes,  that "  when 
there  is  a  communion,  the  minister  shall  return  to  the  Lord's  Table  :** 
which  presumes  him  to  have  been  there  before,  in  the  ante.communion 
service,  unless  in  the  permitted  alternative  of  some  other  place: 

2d.  The  argument  on  the  other  aide  proves  too  much,  and  therefore 
nothing.  It  is  said  of  those  who  urge  it,  that  they  conceive  themselves 
bound  to  use  the  whole  service  on  a  communion  day  :  whereas  it  should 
be  dispensed  with,  on  the  same  principle  on  which  it  is  s  .pposcd  to  be 
superseded  by  the  sermon.  On  the  other  hand,  if  there  being  either  a 
sermon  or  the  communion  should  be  thought  to  warrant  the  omission  3 
can  it  be,  that  the  Convention  designed  to  leave  in  the  book  the  ante* 
communion  service,  with  all  the  collects,  the  gospels,  and  the  epistles 
attached  to  them,  to  be  little  more  than  dead  letter ;  never  to  be  used, 
except  on  the  few  occasions,  when  the  said  service  is  unconnected  wit V 
either  of  the  said  provisions  I  For,  it  is  not  required  to  be  used,  eitoer 
with  the  morning  or  with  the  evening  prayer. 

3d.  There  is  a  rubric,  prescribing  the  pl««e  in  the  service,  at  which 
notice*shall  be  given  of  holydays,  &c.  can  it  be  supposed,  that  a  provi- 
sion of  this  sort,  was  intended  to  be  <*one  away,  not  professedly,  but  in- 
directly ?  and  that  even  there  slwuld  be  no  provision  for  notifying  the 
communion  ? 

4th.  It  is  understood,  that  the  morning  prayer,  and  the  administration 
of  the  communion,  were  designed  to  be  distinct  services,  to  be  used  at 
different  times  of  the  day.  Probably,  at  the  time  of  the  reformation,  the 
practice  was .  generally  conformable  to  the  provision ;  and  it  is  said  to 
prevail  at  present  in  some  places  in  England.  Now,  although  there  is 
probably  no  church  in  the  United  Slates  of  which  the  same  can  be  affirm- 
ed ;  yet,  why  raise  a  bar  against  so  reasonable  and  so  godly  a  practice  ? 
an  enbrt  for  which,  would  reduce  Hie  whole  to  the  sermon-;  except,  when 
the  communion  were  to  be  administered:  and  then,  there  would  be  the 
latter  part  of  the  service  only. 

5th.  The  construction  casts  a  blemish  on  the  observance  of  every  festi- 
val of  our  church.  To  speak  in  particular  of  Easter  Sunday,  Whitsunday, 
and  Christmas  day :  can  it  be  supposed,  that  the  Convention  intended  to 
abrogate  the  reading  of  the  portions  of  Scripture,  the  mont  pertinent  of 
any  in  the  Bible  i  or  that  the  members  of  the  body  were  so  careless*  as 
not  to  perceive  the  effect  of  the  word  introduced  by  them  into  the  pa- 
renthesis ?  Neither  of  these  was  the  case ;  although  they  had  not  the 
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to  the  motives  and  the  ulterior  views  of  those  who  have  made 
this  invasion  on  our  system  $  but  the  consequences  of  it, 
whether  intended  or  not,  are  very  extensive.  The  principle 
on  which  it  is  grounded,  and  which  may  hereafter  be  acted  on 


:ity  to  forsee  the  use  which  would  be  made  of  their  super-addition : 
a  use,  which  may  be  applied  hereafter  to  the  abandoning  of  the  observ- 
ance of  those  festival*  For  why  should  the  church  retain  them,  after 
dispensing  with  whatever  is  attached  to  them  in  the  respective  services. 
The  remark  applies  equally  to  the  two  days  <of  fasting  or  abstinence— 
Good  Friday  and  Ash  Wednesday.  It  is  here  supposed,  that  on  the  for- 
mer, there  are  the  service  and  sermons  in  all  our  churches  furnished 
with  the  ministry.  But  according  to  the  opposite  opinion,  the  sermon 
dispenses  with  the  recital  of  the  consummation  of  our  Saviour's  sufferings, 
and. not  only  on  Good  Friday,  but  on  every  day  of  passion  week,  if  there 
be  sermons.    Could  this  have  been  intended  ? 

6th.  There  is  the  magnitude  of  the  change  thus  made  in  the  liturgy, 
without  the  subjecting  of  the  resulting  consequences  to  the  consideration  of 
any  General  Convention :  for  this  is  here  affirmed,  without  the  apprehen- 
sion of  contradiction  from  any  of  the  surviving  members.  The  most  ob- 
vious of  the  consequences,  and  such  as  could  not  have  escaped  the  notice 
of  the  least  attentive,  were,  the  dispensing  with  the  reading  of  the  Ten 
Commandments;  the  weekly  return  of  which  may  well  be  thought  to 
bare  a  beneficial  effect  on  morals ;  and  the  deranging  of  a  selection  of 
passages  of  Scripture,  always  supposed  to  have  been  made  with  great 
judgment,  and  suited  to  the  different  seasons  of  the  year.  They  were  of 
like  use  in  the  church,  before  the  prevalence  of  the  corruptions  of  the 
Papacy ;  have  withstood,  in  some  measure,  its  systematic  hostility  to  a 
genera) knowledge  of  the  Scriptures;  and,  probably,  have  prevented  a 

S eater  enormity  of  unevangehcal  error,  than  what  we  now  find :  for  al- 
obgh  the  selections  were  in  Latin,  they  were  at  least  instructive  to 
the  many  who  understood  the  language,  at  a  time  when  even  among  that 
description  of  people,  the  possession  of  a  Bible  was  rare.  To  the,  present 
day,  they  are  held  in  high  esteem,  not  only  by  our  parent  church,  but  by 
the  Lutheran  churches  of  Sweden,  of  Denmark,  of  sundry  German  prin- 
cipalities, and  of  this  country.  In  some  of  the  European  states,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  sermon  is  expected  to  be  taken  from  the  epistle,  or  from  the 
Gospel  for  the  Sunday.  There  seems  no  reasonable  objection,  in  any 
future  review  of  the  Liturgy,  to  the  making  of  some  abbreviation,  suited 
to  the  joining  of  services  designed  to  be  distinct :  but  there  may  be 
doubted  the  expediency  of  making  so  great  an  inroad  as  that  projected 
on  the  service  now  in  question. 

7th.  The  ante-communion  service  continued  to  be  used  as  before,  by 
the  clergy  who  were  present  in  the  Convention,  in  which  it  is  now  ima- 
gined to  have  been  dispensed  with.  It  is  confidently  believed,  that  there 
was  not  an  exception  of  an  individual ;  although,  on  tiie  other  side,  the 
major  number  must  be  supposed  to  have  been  desirous  of  the  innovation. 
In  the  interpretation  of  a  law,  immediate  practice  under  it  has  been  held 
to  be  a  gooa  expositor :  especially  when,  as  in  the  present  case,  a  contra- 
ry sense  had  not  been  heard  of  for  a  long  course  of  years. 

The  question,  may  occur-^why  did  the  Convention  introduce  the  words, 
41  Sermon  or,"  into  the  parenthesis  ?  It  was  to  reconcile  the  other  rubric 
referred  to,  with  frequent  and  allowable  practice.  The  said  rubric  say* 
— •  then  shall  follow  the  sermon."  Perhaps,  when  the  service  was  com- 
piled there'was  a  sermon  on  every  Saint's  day.  as  well  as  on  every  prin- 
cipal festival.  In  modern  usage,  it  has  been  otherwise :  which  made  it 
convenient  to  provide  for  the  ministers  proceeding  to  the  blessing.    The 
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consistently,  although  at  present  it  is  not,  will  render  Useless 
a  considerable  portion  of  oar  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  Thus, 
it  will  be  got  rid  of  without  a  conventional  review,  although 
perhaps  remaining  for  awhile  as  an  incumbrance  on  the  volume. 

Brethren  of  the  Convention. — It  is  a  subject  of  thanksgiving 
to  Almighty  God,  which  ought  to  be  habitually  offered  by  your 
Bishop,  that  at  this  late  penod  of  his  life,  he  can  join  with  you 
in  sustaining  and  extending  the  knowledge  of  the  truths  of  the 
gospel,  and  their  end  and  aim  in  the  holy  morality  connected 
with  diem ;  neither  of  which  have  considerable  effect  or  per- 
manency but  in  alliance  with  the  other. 
-  As  his  exertions,  directed  to  this  object,  must  have  a  visible 
shape,  he  knows  of  no  other  that  he  can  conform  to  and  en* 
courage,  than  the  provisions  of  our  church,  under  the  heads  of 
doctrine,  worship,  and  ecclesiastical  constitution  and  govern- 
ment On  this  subject  his  feelings  are  so  far  from  being  as- 
sociated with  hostility  to  religious  denominations,  differing 
from  us,  that  he  knows  of  no  other  way  in  which  charity  to- 
wards them  can  be  maintained,  consistently  with  the  integrity 
of  principle. 

Id  relation  to  any  efforts  which  may  be  made,  for  what  he 
considers  as  a  deterioration  of  our  system,  it  is  from  deliberate 
design,  that  he  occasionally  raises  his  warning  voice  in  the 
convention  ;  and  he  now  availa  himself  of  his  right  to  record 
his  sense  of  the  subject  on  your  journal,  that  it  may  there  sur- 
vive him,  and  perhaps  serve  as  a  caution  after  his  decease.    *

minutes  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  Council  of  Advice  for 
the  past  year  j  with  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  *he  Epis- 
copal Fund,  and  that  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  St  John's  church,  Frank- 
lin, Venango  county,  (the  certificate  required  by  the  Canon 
having  been  exhibiteli)  was  admitted  into  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Clemsoti  offered  the  following  resolution,  Re- 
solved, that  St  Stephen's  church,  in  the  Borough  of  Harris- 
burg,  be  admitted  into  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
8tate  of  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Meredith  moved  that  the  foregoing  resolution  be  com- 
mitted to  a  committee  to  examine  whether  the  requisitions  of 

parenthesis  means,  that  although  there  be  no  sermon,  or  although  there 
he  no  communion,  the  minister  shall  act  as  directed  by  the  rubric. 

The  Bishops  therefore  deem  it  their  duty  to  express  the  decided  opi- 
nion, that  the  rubrics  of  the  communion  service,  as  well  as  other  genera) 
considerations  enjoin  the  use  of  that  part  which  precedes  the  sermon*  on 
occasions  of  sermon  or  communion,  as  well  as  on  those  festivals  and 
s,  when  neither  sermon  nor  communion  occurs. 
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the  Canon  had  been  complied  with  in  this  case,  and  to  report 
to  this  Convention;  which  motion  was  negatived. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  S.  J.  Bobbins  offered  the  following  resolution,  Resolved, 
That  the  alteration  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  by  Rev  Mr. 
Butt  at  the  last  Convention  and  entered  on  its  Journal,  be  now 
adopted. 

The  alteration  referred  to  is  a  substitute  for  the  second  ar- 
ticle of  the  Constitution,  and  is  as  follows  :— 

44  There  shall  be  a  stated  convention  of  the  Church  in  this- 
state,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Wednesday  in 
May  in  every  year,  unless  a  different  time  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention,  alternately  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  at  such  other  place  as  may  be  so  fixed  on." 

After  debate  the  foregoing  resolution  was,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Pawling,  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  S.  J  Rabbins,  Resolved,  That  the  ac- 
count and  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  be  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  three  members,  for  the  purpose  of 
submitting  some  other  plan  than  the  one  now  in  existence  for 
the  distribution  of  the  funds. 

Mr.  8.  J.  Fobbing,  Mr.  Wayne,  and  Mr,.  Clark,  were  appoint- 
ed the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Butt,  Resolved,  That  when  this 
Convention  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet,  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  at  8  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

The  Convention  adjourned. 

Thursday,  11th  May,  8  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  The  roll 
tons  called,  and  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  and  Mr.  J.  Schatt  Lay  Deputy  from 
St  John's  church,  York,  asked,  and  had  leave  of  absence. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clemson,  offered  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  that  St  Stephen's  church,  Thompsontown,  Mif- 
flin county,  be  admitted  into  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania :  which  resolution,  on  motion  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Sheets,  was  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Sheets,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clay  and  Mr.  Matthews. 

Mr.  Read  suhmitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution, 
which  were  adopted : — 

Whereas,  it  appears  by  the  minutes  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  under  a  residuary  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Pilmore,  in  favour  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  that  that  fund 
is  likely  to  receive  a  considerable  benefit  by  the  said  will;  and 
whereas  it  appears,  that  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  obtain  this 
benefit,  that  security  in  the  form  of  a  refunding  bond  should 
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to  giten,  and  in  order  to  provide  such  bond,  that  the  Conven- 
tion approve  and  confirm  tne  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee in  reference  to  this  measure;  Be  it  therefore  Resolved, 
that  the  property  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  pledged  to  procure  and  protect  such  persons,  and  body 
corporate  as  may  become  sureties  in  the  refunding  bond  re- 
quired to  be  executed  and  tendered  previously  to  demanding 
payment  of  the  said  legacy,  from  the  executors  of  the  late  Dr. 
Tilmore* 

Mr.  Read  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution, 
which  were  adopted: — 

Whereas,  by  the  regulations  adopted  by  this  Convention,  a 
plan  was  agreed  upon  to  establish  a  fund  for  the  support  of  a 
Bishop  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  considerable  progress 
tias  been  made  therein;  and  whereas  it  is  probable,  that  devises 
and  bequests,  as  well  as  donations  may  oe  made  to  the  fund, 
and  as  some  difficulties  have  arisen  from  the  present  situation 
of  the  fund,  as  to  the  validity  of  a  bequest  already  made;  Be 
it  therefore  Resolved,  that  the  Standing  Committe  be  request- 
ed to  take  such  measures,  io  obtain  a  charter  of  incorporation, 
as  will  more  effectually  promote  the  original  design  of  the 
Convention,  in  the  formation  and  the  establishment  of  the  said 
fund. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clay,  Resolved,  That  a  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  report  the  number  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to  which,  agreeably  to  the 
constitution  of  the  same,  this  Diocese  is  entitled. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clay,  and  Mr.  Lowber,  were  appointed  the 
Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery,  the  Rev.  "Mr.  Kem- 
per read  the  minutes  of  the  Missionary  Committee.  * 

Dr.  Coxe  moved  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  the 
consideration  of  which  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.'  Lowber,  post- 
poned to  the  first  day  of  next  June  >— 

Whereas,  by  the  report  of  a  committee  made  to  the  Conven- 
tion on  the  13th  May,  1824,  it  appeared  that  die  receipts  from 
the  different  churches  of  this  diocese,  under  the  ISA  article 
of  its  regulations,  far  exceed  its  expenditures;  and  whereas  it 
is  therefore  unnecessary  to  tax  the  churches  to  the  present  ex- 
tent; therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  contribution  of  the  churches  of  this 
diocese  be  diminished  in  future,  one  half 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  negatived,  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  de- 
vising some  mode  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  delegates  to  the 
Convention. 
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The  Bey.  Mr.  Hopkins  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  negatived  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  direct- 
ad  to  pav  out  of  such  sum  as  may  remaip  unappropriated  out 
of  the  Convention  fund,  the  travelling  and  maintenance  ex- 
penses of  the  deputies  of  the  Convention,  in  a  rateable  pro- 
portion, so  far  as  the  same  may  extend*  v 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper,  the  Convention  sus- 
pended business  in  order  to  attend  divine  service. 

Morning  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wellery  and 
the  usual  Convention  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Clay,  Rector  of  St  John's  church,  STorristown,  and  St  James's 
church,  Perkiomen,  after  which  the  Bishop  admitted  the  Eev^ 
William  Eldred,  deacon,  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests,  and 
Mr.  WilMam  R.  Bowman  to  tie  holy  order  of  Deacons.  The 
holy  communion  was  administered. 

Divine  service  being  concluded,  th&  Convention  resumed 
its  business,  when— 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  JlUen,  the  Convention  adjourned  to 
meet  again  at  S  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Thursday,  11th  May,  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 
The  minutes  were  read  and  approved.    The  Bishop  pre* 
seated  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  re- 
ceived by  him,  which  were  read  to  the  Convention. 

The  Parochial  Reports  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clarkton,  the  $ev. 
Mr.  Muhlenberg,  ana  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mark*)  were  not  presented  ; 
whereupon,  on  motion,  the  Bishop  was  authorized  to  insert 
snch  reports,  when  received,  on  the  printed  journal  with  the 
others.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  AUen,  Rector  of  St.  PauPe  church, 

Philadelphia.

The  late  Rector  of  the  church,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pilmore,  closed 
his  laborious  and  useful  life,  in  July  last,  and  his  interment  is 
numbered  amour  those  just  reported.  Though  he  had  for  some 
time  ceased  to  discharge  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry,  his 
venerable  presence  in  the  assemblies  of  the  church,  and  his 
prayers,  both  public  and  private  for-  its  prosperity,  were  highly 
prized,  lie  has  by  his  will  expressed  the  lively  interest  he  felt 
ib  the  various  plans  cherished  by  tins  Convention  for  the  good

of  the  diocese ;  to  one  of  them  he  devised  a  large  portion  of 
his  property. 

During  the  past  year  collections  have  been  made  for  the 
Bishop's  Fund,  and  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Sunday  schools  connected  with  St  Paul's  church,  are 
4—2  of  which  are  for  children  of  colour— Bible  school  1— - 
adult  school  1. 

The  Pi  [more  Society  continues  to  assist  two  young  men  who 
arepreparing  for  the  ministry. 

The  Tract  Society,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Homily  Socie- 
ty, has  within  the  last  year  published  10,000  tracts 

The  different  Bible  Class  Libraries  having  been  united,  and 
thrown  open  to  the  congregation,  a  Parochial  Library  of  about 
300  volumes,  has  been  formed.  The  Ladies'  Bible  Class  still 
continues. 

The  instruction  of  the  children  is  attended  to  on  the  after- 
noon of  every  Sunday  after  service,  and  of  every  other  Satur- 
day. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell,  Rector  of  St  Andrew's 

churchy  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms  28— marriages  14— funerals  17 — confirmed  32— 
communicants  added  since  last  Convention,  S6— died  6— mak- 
ingthe  whole  116. 

The  Rector  has  reason  to  be  thankful  to  God  for  the  ira- 

1  proving  state  of  religion  in  St  Andrew's  church.  Within  the 
ast  few  months  particularly  there  has  been  great  seriousness 
manifested,  and  several  have  been  added  to  the  church  of  such 
as  shall  be  saved.  The  attention  at  church  on  Sundays  is 
uniformly  good,  and  our  evening  meetings  are  always  crowded 
during  the  week.  The  Sunday  schools  are  in  a  very  flourish- 
ing condition,  numbering  more  than  200  scholars,  under  the 
care  of  about  25  teachers.  The  vestry  of  the  church  have 
lately  erected  a  commodious  gallery  for  the  exclusive  accom- 
modation of  the  scholars,  ana  a  lecture  room  is  also  in  pro- 
gress. The  Bible  Class  has  been  continued  with  great  advan- 
tage. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Moses  P.  Bennet,  officiating  in  the  churches  in* 
the  boroughs  of  Kittanning  and  Butler*    . 

Baptisms,  adults  8,  children  S7— communicants  in  Kittan- 
ning 10— in  Butler  12 — funeral  1— marriages  1. 

In  the  course  of  my  labours  for  the  past  year,  I  have  admin- 
istered the  eucharist  in  Kittanning  twice,  in  Butler  once.    I 
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have  officiated  once  in  Meadville,  once  in  Franklin,  once  in 
Preeport,  once  in  Indiana,  and  occasionally  in  private  fami- 
lies. Though  our  labours  are  attended  with  many  difficulties, 
yet,  with  the  arm  of  the  Lord  on  our  side,  great  things  may 
yet  be  done ;  and  though  our  congregations  are  small,  they  are 
increasing;  and  with  these  prospects,  trusting  to  the  divine 
aid,  1  hope  that  my  labours  will  not  be  in  vain. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John'*  churchy 
fa  the  Northern  Liberties,  Philadelphia. 

The  spiritual  interests  of  this  church,  in  the  opipion  of  the 
present  Rector,  have  continued  to  prosper  during  the  past  year. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  communicants  appear  to  be  growing 
in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  During  the  past  year,  the  Lord,  we  trust,  has  added 
to  this  church  of  such  as  shall  be  saved  13  souls,  all  of  whom 
have  been  added  to  the  communion..  Of  the  communicants  re- 
ported the  last  year,  9  have  been  removed  by  death  or  ether- 
wise.    The  present  number  is  123. 

A*meetin£  of  the  communicants  has  been  commenced  on  the 
Friday  evening  before  each  administration  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, This  meeting  has  been  well  attended,  and  promises,  we 
think,  to  be  useful  in  promoting  a  better  acquaintance  among 
the  members,  and  an  increase  of  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love.  It 
is  a  gratifying  circumstance  to  be  able  to  say,  that  there  are 
no  divisions  among  us. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  services  of  the  Lord's  day,  there 
is  a  weekly  lecture  held  at  the  Commissioners'  Hall  in  Third 
street  on  Thursday  evenings  ;  and  a  meeting  for  social  worship 
in  different  private  houses  on  Tuesday  evenings :  both  of 
which  have  been  well  attended. 

The  Sunday  schools  belonging  to  the  church,  are  subject  to 
the  visitation  of  a  committee  of  the  vestry,  and  under  the 
care  of  a  number  of  piously  disposed  persons  of  both  sexes 
belonging  to  the  congregation.  There  is  no  want  of  teachers 
either  in  the  boys'  or  in  the  girls'  school.  The  number  of 
scholars  in  attendance  is  about  one  hundred  and  twenty* ' 

The  sacrament  of  baptism  has  been  administered  to  forty 
three  persons,  three  of  them  adults.  The  Lord's  supper  is 
administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month,  and  on  the 
principal  festivals.  On  these  occasions,  an  average  number 
of  about  seventy  attend.     Five  couple  have  been  married. 
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Here  nothing  especially  deserving  of  notice  has  occurred, 
except  that  a  gradual  and  growing  attention  to  their  eternal 
concerns  is  evinced  by  a  few  j  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  little 
leaven  will  ere  long  leaven  the  whole  mass.  All  which  is 
respectfully  submitted. 


Report  of  the  Rev*  Joseph  Clarkson,  Associate  Sector  of  St. 
Jameses  church,  Lancaster,  and  St.  John's  church,  Pequea,  and 
rector  of  Christ  church,  Leacock,  Lancaster  county. 

St.  John's  church,  Pequea. 

Baptisms,  6  adults,  17  minors,  total  23 — confirmed  in  July 
last,  27— communicants  45 — funerals  not  known. 

Christ-churchy  Leacock. 

Baptisms  6  adults,  Id  minors,  total  19 — confirmed  in  August 
last  28 — communicants  10 — funerals  not  known. 

St.  James's  church,  Lancaster. 

Baptisms  1  adult,  19  minors — marriages  in  the  three  con- 
gregations 16. 

In  addition  to  my  many  arduous  parochial  duties,  now,  for 
many  years,  at  the  particular  request  of  two  or  three  members 
of  our  church,  in*  Marietta,  twelve  miles  north-west  from 
Lancaster,  I  visited  them,  baptised  several  children,  and  one 
adult,  as  reported  to  a  former  convention.  Since  that  time,  I 
have  visited  them  frequently,  and  although  no  organization  of 
a  congregation  has  jet  taken  place,  there  is  a  pleasing  pros- 
pect. In  July  last  the  Bishop  confirmed  twenty  persons,  and 
administered  the  holy  communion  to  ten.  Baptisms,  since 
last  report,  six.  Surely,  after  all  this,  it  .may  be  considered 
a  beginning  o£  no  small  promise.  The  Bishop's  visil  last  sum- 
mer so  voluntarily  made  on  At*  return  from  a  long  and  fa- 
tiguing journey  over  the  mountains,  and  through  the  diocese, 
more  especially  as  we  had  no  right  to  expect  it,  not  being  or- 
ganised, or,  as  yet,  associated  with  "  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,"  has  had  a  happy  effect. 
It  has  given  life  and  vigour,  and,  consequently,  a  still  greater 
prospect  of  success,  under  God,  to  rov  very  weak  and  feeble 
labours*  It  has  shown  the  church  in  her  full form~-conftrma* 
tion  being  in  that  neighbourhood,  and,  indeed,  wherever  there 
are  German  settlements,  throughout  our  state,  one  of  the  po- 
sitive proofs,  I  had  almost  said,  the  most  positive  proof,  cer- 
tainly the  most  prominent  proof  of  probable  systematic  organi* 
nation.  •

county. 

St.  John's  church*  Norristoum, 

Baptisms,  adults  2,  children  9— communicants  42— mar- 
riages 4 — funerals  4. 

The  Sundaj  school  attached  to  this  church  continues  to 
flourish.  It  numbers  about  eighty  scholars,  and  has  fourteen 
teachers. 

St.  James's  church,  Perkiomen. 

Communicants  31 — baptisms,  adults  6,  children  18— mar- 
riages lfl — funerals  6. 

There  is  a  flourishing  Sunday  school  connected  with  this 
church,  numbering  about  fifty  scholars,  the  interests  of  which 
are  well  attended  to  by  several  ladies  of  the  congregation. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  deacon,  officiating  in  Har- 
risburg,  Dauphin  county,  in  Thompsontown,  Mifflin  county  i 
and  in  MiUerstown,  Perry  county. 

From  the  period  of  my  taking  orders  in  September,  until  the 
month  of  February,  I  was  not  engaged  in  labouring  in  any  par- 
ticular situation.  The  principal  part  of  my  time  was  occupied 
in  travelling  through  different  sections  of  the  state,  preaching 
the  gospel  as  I  went  along,  and  discovering  the  true  condition 
and  wants  of  the  church,  that  I  might  better  judge  where  to 
locate  myself,  and  conduct  mj  ministry.  Thrice,  generally, 
and  sometimes  oftener,  I  officiated  weekly.  Endeavouring  to 
trust  in  the  Lord,  and  tp  look  to  him  for  direction,  after  much 
consideration,  it  appeared  to  be  my  duty  to  labour  at  Harris- 
burg  and  adjacent  places.*  Accordingly,  I  entered  upon  my 
duties  at  Harrisburg  about  the  middle  of  February.  Here  I 
have  been  employed  three-fourths  of  my  time.  In  outward 
things,  much  success  has  attended  my  labours.  A  congrega-* 
tion  nas  been  organized,  which  is  very  respectable,  which  fast 
increases,  and  which  promises  in  a  little  while  to  be  inferior  to 
none  in  the  place. .  Subscriptions,  to  a  considerable  amount 
have  been  raised  for  the  erection  of  \  house  of  .worship ;  a 
suitable  lot  has  been  procured ;  a  Gothic  building  78  by  45  has 
been  contracted  for,  and  such  preparations  are  making  as  will 
enable  the  corner  stone  to  be  laid  the  present  month.  As  to 
the  internal  spiritual  concerns  of  the  people,  my  residence 
among  them  has  been  almost  too  short  to  determine  any  thing. 
But  from  what  I  have  witnessed,  I  would  persuade  myself  that 
the  spirit  has  borne  testimony  to  the  declarations  of  his  truth, 
and  that  stfme  have  been  awakened  from  the  sleep  of  death, 
and  led  to  inquire  anxiously  what  thev  must  do  to  be  saved. 

K 
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Time  will  only  determine  whether  they  will  bring  forth  the 
fruits  of  righteousness.  Two  Sunday  schools  have  within  a 
few  weeks  been  established.  They  each  number  about  fifty, 
and  flourish  exceedingly.  The  sacrament  has  never  been 
administered,  but  I  judge  the  number  who  desire  to  receive  it 
to  be  about  fifteen.  Baptisms  have  been  18 — marriages  3 — 
funeral  1.  < 

4To  Thoinnsontown  and  Millerstown  is  devoted  one-fourth  of 
my  time.  Owing  to  their  distance  from  my  residence  (Harris- 
burg)  the  former  being  thirty-five  and  the  latter  thirty  miles, 
I  cannot  give  them '  that  attention  which  they  demand*  I  di- 
vide a  week  between  them  at  every  visit  I  preach  twice  at 
each  town,  and  as  much  as  possible  become  acquainted  with 
the  people,  and  wait  upon  them  from  house  to  house.  The 
congregation  at  Thompsontown  is  fast  rising  above  the  repeated 
and  severe  injuries  it  has  received,  and  promises,  with  due 
attention,  great  things.  A  spirit  of  love  to  the  church  and 
solicitude  for  her  welfare,  pervades  the  people.  It  is  now  in 
agitation  and  expectation  with  them  to  attempt  the  raising  of  a 
sanctuary  the  present  season.  An  individual  has  generously 
presented  them  with  an  advantageous  building  lot,  and  sub- 
scriptions are  taking  to  carry  on  the  work  to  be  erected  there- 
on. As  they  prosper  externally,  so  I  hope  they  will  spiritually. 
More  than  nope  I  cannot,  for  nothing  more  do  I  see.  Between 
fifteen  and  twenty  would  receive  the  sacrament  if  it  were  ad- 
ministered.   Baptisms,  1  adult,  1  infant. 

I  would  remark  that  very  striking  effects  have  resulted  from 
an  effort  to  introduce  the  liturgy  into  the  Sunday  schools  at 
Harrisburg.  The  children,  generally,  have  been  furnished 
with  prayer  books,  and  they  respond  so  generally  and  in  so 
audible  a  manner  as  to  afford  a  powerful  example  to  the  con- 
gregation. A  part  of  the  service  is  used  in  opening  the  schools, 
put  the  most  satisfactory  results  have  been  produced  by  accus- 
toming the  children  to  the  use  of  the  whole  service  in  church. 
Indeed  a  new  impetus  has  thus  been  given  to  the  school,  and 
a  much  stronger  interest  than  was  before  known  has  been  ex- 
cited among  the  Scholars.

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  Be  Pui,  deacon,  officiating  in  Bloom* - 
burg,  Columbia  county,  Sunbury,  Northumberland  county,  and 
Jersey  town,  Lycoming  county. 

Since  my  ordination  I  have  bestowed  my  ministerial  labours 
in  Harrisburg  and  Bloomsburg,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  sur- 
rounding the  latter  place.  I  am  now  stationed  in  Bloomsburg, 
where  I  shall  for  the  future  employ  half  of  my  time,  and  the 
other  half  at  Sunbury,  and  the  neighbourhood  of  Jerseytown. 
Since  my  taking  upon  me  the  charge  of  these  congregations,  I 
have  had  funerals  3— baptisms  8. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  Rector  of  8t.  John's 
churchy  Concord,  Delaware  county,  and  St  John's  church,  Nem 
London,  Chester  county.

Baptisms,  infants  16,  adult  1— communicants  IS, 

Report  of  the  Rev.  WiUiam  Eldred,  missionary,  officiating  in  Co- 
tumbia  and  Lycoming  counties,  in  the  service  of  the  Society  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  James's  church,  Muncy,  Lycoming  county. 

An  improved  attention  is  visible  not  only  in  the  congregation 
but  generally  through  the  neighbourhood,  to  the  ministry  of 
die  word.  In  the  village  of  Psnnsborough,  when  public  worship 
is  conducted  there,  (which  occasionally  takes  place)  several 
have  recently  commenced  in  uniting  audibly  in  the  responses, 
and  in  an  evident  endeavour  to  conform  their  lives  to  their 
profession.  Among  this  number  are  two  adults,  w)io  have  been 
recently  baptised.  «  Applications  have  been  made  from  several 
small  neighbourhoods  in  the  vicinity  to  have  a  portion  of  the 
missionary's  time  devoted  to  them,  which  he  regrets  he  is  un- 
able at  present  to  comply  with.  One  half  the  missionary's 
time  is  devoted  to  this  church.  He  preaches  in  the  German 
church  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  some  neigh- 
bourhood where  people  are  desirous  of  assembling :  of  these, 
there  are  at  present  five,  distant  from  the  church  from  five  to 
#ten  miles,  which  he  attends  in  rotation.  The  usual  attendance 
at  the  church  is  about  sixty  or  seventy j  and  on  an  average  in 
each  of  those  neighbourhoods  about  naif  that  number.  But 
two  Sunday  schools  at  present  exist  containing  about  seventy 
scholars  ;  there  is  a  prospect  that  their  numbers  will  be  in- 
creased. 

Baptisms,  1  aduH  male,  1  adult  female,  9  infant  male,  5 
male,  total  16— funeral  1 — marriages  2.     Removed,  1  family. 

St.  GabricPs  church,  Sugar-Loaf  Columbia  county. 

Considerable  attention  continues.  The  hearers  amount  io 
from  about  100 to  150.  The  missionary  preaches  in  three' 
meighbourhoods  alternately,  four  or  five  miles  distant  from  the 
church,  where,  on  an  average,  thirty  or  forty  people  assemble. 
One  fourth  of  his  time  is  devoted  here.  Three  Sunday  schools 
are  in  operation,  containing  about  170  scholars,  children  fend 
adults.  Preparations  are  making  to  erect  a  gallery  in  the 
church.  Baptisms,  infant  male  13,  female  6,  total  19— mar- 
riages 2. 
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Milton. 

The  remaining  fourth  of  the  missionary's  time  is  devoted  to 
a  small  congregation  of  about  fifty  persons  in  this  important 
village.    Baptism,  1  infant  female — funeral  1. 

The  missionary  has  occasionally  visited  Bloomsburg,  Sun- 
bury,  and  Jerseytowr*  and  Mount  Pleasant  on.  Pine  Creek 
once,  a  journey  of  150  miles.  On  these  occasions  he  has  bap- 
tised 2  female  infants  at  Jerseytown,  3  female  infants  in 
Bloomsburg,  a  adult  females,  8  children,  male  and  female,  at 
Mount  Pleasant ;  total  15. 

The  missionary  begs  to  add,  that  there  is  abundant  encour- 
agement on  all  sides  to  labour  in  rearing  our  venerable  church. 
Faithful  labourers  sent  forth  by  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  are 
only  wanting.  v 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Davis,  Rector  of  Christ-church,  in  the 

borough  of  Reading. 

Baptisms,  2  infants,  1  adul1>— confirmed  11— communi- 
cants 23 — marriages  5— funerals  6.  • 

Owing  to  indisposition  during  a  part  of  the  spring,  and  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  part  of  the  fall,  the  prospects  of  our  church 
have  been  various  $  but  by  the  blessing  of  God  they  are  more 
flattering  at  present  than  at  any  former  period,  and  there  ap- 
pears to  be  good  reason  to  believe  that  our  expectations  will 
be  fully  realized.  The  house  of  worship,  the  dimensions  of 
which  were  given  in  my  last  report,  has,  during  this  conven- 
tion, been  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God  by 
our  venerable  Diocesan.  The  building  is  now,  with  a  few  tri- 
fling exceptions,  completed.  The  cost  of  our  church,  and  the1 
sum  which  we  shall  be  in  debt,  are  not  yet  precisely  known, 
but  it  is  confidently  beUeved,  that  we  shall  be  able  so  to  man- 
age our  concerns  as  not  only  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of 
debt  but  to  diminish  it  annually  until  the  whole  shall  have 
been  paid.  *  . 

The  completion  of  the  room  under  the  church  intended  for 
a  lecture  room,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  our  Sunday 
school,  will  be  deferred  until  the  vestry  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  encounter  the  expense. 

Our  Sunday  school  has  increased  very  much  during  the  last 
year,  and  is  now  in  a  flourishing  state ;  the  average  number  of 
pupils  is  from  ninety  to  an  hundred  $  the  highest  number  of 
attendants  133.  There  are  about  ninety  who  can  read,  and 
fifty  who  have  attended  more  or  less,  to  our  catechism.  The 
whole  is  managed  by  the  nine  male  and  eleven  female  teachers* 
under  the  superintendance  of  the  rector. 
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Owing  to  the  extensive  calls  upon  our  congregation  for  mo- 
nej  to  build  our  church,  the  usual  collections  required  by  the 
convention  have  not  been  made,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  cir- 
cumstance will  excuse  the  neglect :  we  flatter  ourselves  that 
in  future  we  shall  be  prepared  to  attend  punctually  to  these 
matters. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Caleb  I.  Goody  deacon,  officiating  in  St.  Ga- 
briels church,  Morlattin,  Berks  county,  and  at  Pottstoum, 
Montgomery  county. 

Baptism  1— marriages  3 — communicants  not  known. 

From  the  time  of  my  ordination  in  September  until  about  the 
middle  of  winter,  I  was  not  engaged  in  preaching  at  any  par- 
ticular place.  Since  that  time  I  nave  been  officiating;  at  Mor- 
lattin  twice  a  month.  This  congregation  was  once  nourishing 
and  much  engaged  in  religion  ;  but  from  the  want  of  regular 
preaching  for  three  years  past,  and  from  other  causes,  has 
been  much  weakened.  Many,  however,  still  feel  an  interest 
both  in  the  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  church  ;  and 
the  number  of  those  who  attend  the  public  ministrations  of 
the  sanctuary  is  increasing. 

-  I  have  also  preached  at  Pottstown  a  number  of  times ;  and 
expect  to  officiate  there  and  at  Moriattin  alternately  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  D.  Halt,  Rector  of  St.  John's  church, 
York,  Yowk  county,  and  Chriss^church,  Huntington,  ^Adorns 
county.

The  rector  of  St.  John's,  borough  of  York,  and  Christ-church, 
Adams  county,  reports  to  this  convention,  that  having  so  re- 
cently as  the  16th  of  April,  yssumed  the  aforesaid  cures,  he 
has  it  not  in  his  power  to  say  any  thing  of  their  particular  con- 
dition. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins,  Rector  of  Trinity  church, 

Pittsburgh,  Allegheny  county. 

The  rector  of  Trinity  church,  Pittsburgh,  respectfully  re- 
ports as  follows :  viz.  Number  of  baptisms  in  his  parish  since 
the  last  report,  68 — of  communicants  (died  3,  removed  3, 
added  14)  128 — marriages  7 — funerals  15. 
.  The  general  state  of  this  congregation  is  improving  in  num- 
bers, and,  it  is  believed,  in  piety.  The  state  of  the  Sunday 
school  is  better  than  it  was  at  the  period  of  the  last  report.  It 
has  since  then  been  united  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday 
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and  Adult  School  Society  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  likely  to  be- 
come much  more  extensively  useful  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years  past  The  rector  has  established  a  junior  Bible  class  con- 
sisting of  members  between  12  and  18  years  of  age,  and  a  senior 
Bible  class  comprising  persons  above  eighteen,  which,  together 
with  the  catechetical  class  composed  of  children  below  twelve 
years  of  age,  are  all  flourishing  greatly  beyond  the  expectations 
of  the  rector,  and  to  a  degree  which  encourages  him  to  look  to 
them  as  nurseries  of  sound  Christian  knowledge  and  zeal. 
The  temporal  condition  of  the  corporation  in  reference  to  the 
debt  remaining  after  the  erection  of  their  new  church,  is  such 
'that  it  is  confidently  expected  another  year  will  free  them 
altogether.  On  the  whole,  therefore,  we  have  ground  for 
lively  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  in  the  view  of  the  progress 
and  prospects  of  this  congregation,  among  the  visible  causes  of 
which  we  ha\e  to  place  the  highly  gratifying  visit  and  impor- 
tant services  of  our  Diocesan  during  the  month  of  June  last. 

The  missionary  services  of  the  rector  during  the  past  year 
comprise  the  following  details :  viz.  At  Greensburg  he  preach- 
ed 12  times,  and  baptised  26 ;  at  Youngstown  he  preached 
twice,  and  baptised  1 1 ;  at  Lawrenceville,  a  village  near  Pitts- 
burgh, preached  twice,  baptised  4 ;  at  Meadville,  he  preached 
4  times,  baptised  7 ;  at  Brie  he  preached  once,  baptised  8. 

The  above  places  were  not  supplied  with  any  Episcopal  ser- 
vices at  the  times  when  the  rector  officiated.  Since  then, 
Meadville  has  been  favoured  with  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  Smith,  and  the  congregation  of  Greensburg  has  called 
the  Rev.  David  C.  Page  to  the  charge  of  ministering  to  them, 
which  call,  it  is  believed,  hetias  accepted.  All  which  is  res- 
pectfully submitted.

Baptisms  8 — marriages  3 — burials  5— communicants  37. 

A  Sunday  school,  consisting  of  about  100  scholars,  hajbeen 
^ept  up  during  the  year  in  Wilks-Barre.  At  a  settlement  about 
five  miles  below,  1  organized  another  Sunday  school  of  about 
100  scholars,  which  was  kept  up  during  the  last  summer  by 
some  young  people  of  the  place,  who  had  become  recently 
attached  to  our  church.  Weekly  lectures  on  the  Scriptures 
have  been  continued  through  the  year.  I  have  held  a  third 
service  on  Sunday  evening  at  Plymouth,  a  neighbouring  town- 
ship, where  a  number  have  recently  become  acquainted  with. 

By 
on,  a  good  congregation  may  be  collected  in  this  place,

The  rector  of  Trinity  church,  Soilthwark,  Philadelphia,  re- 
spectfully  reports,  that  the  number  of  baptisms  for  the  last  year 
in  his  congregation,  is,  adults  4,  infants  27,  total  31— commu- 
nicants, 117 — marriages  9. 

It  is  with  sincere  pleasure,  and  much  gratitude  to  the  au- 
thor of  all  good,  that  the  rector  notices  in  addition  the  very 
flourishing  state  of  the  Sunday  schools  attached  to  his  con- 
gregation. The  male  school  consists  of  125  scholars,  and 
eight  teachers,  with  four  assistants;  the  female  school  of  151 
scholars,  and  twenty-three  teachers.

'Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  missionary,  officiating  in  Sus- 
quehanna and  Bradford  counties,  in  the  service  of  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Since  my  last  conventional  report,  I  have  baptized  at  Spring- 
ville,  three  children  and  two  adults,  and  attended  two  fune- 
rals $  one  of  the  persons  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  church 
at  Springville  $  his  death  is  lamented  by  me  and  others  who 
have  the  temporal,  as  well  as  the  spiritual,  interests  of  the 
church  in  view.  Number  of  marriages  2 ;  communicants  19. 
We  keep  a  Sunday  school  in  existence.  We  have  also  a  Bible 
class,  which- promises  usefulness.  The  attention  of  the  people 
is  still,  thank  God,  kept  up,  and  we  have  no  doubt,  but  that 
he  who  has  begun  a  good  work  in  this  part  of  the  diocese,  will 
carry  it  on  to  perfection.  This,  not  long  since  wilderness- 
place,  is  beginning  to  bud  and  blossom,  and  we  entertain  a 
small  hope,  that  it  will  bear  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God.  Spring- 
ville asks  your  prayers,  brethren. 

The  church  on  the  Wyal using  creek  is  still  stretching  forth 
her  hands  to  God.  In  this  place  we  are  somewhat  circum- 
scribed, but  (blessed  be  God)  we  are  not  now  beheld  as  for- 
merly, as  a  church,  having  the  form  of  godliness,  but  denying 
the  power*  The  members  of  other  communions  have  sub- 
scribed, and  are  subscribing,  towards  my  support ;  this  I  deem 
a  circumstance  worthy  of  particular  notice.  The  communi- 
cants number  20 — baptisms  one — funerals  eight.  Here,  again, 
I  have  to  express  my  feelings  upon  the  subject  of  death  ;  one 
of  the  eight  deceased,  was  one  of  our  oldest  members,  and  the 
church's  avowed  and  warmest  friend  :  may  God  make  up  his 
loss  to  our  church.  We  have  connected  with  the  St.  Mat- 
thew's church  a  small  but  interesting  Sunday  school,  also  a 
Bible  class,  which  offers  fair  to  be  beneficial  to  the  young  peo- 
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pie  of  our  parish.  We  are  constantly  looking  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  church  for  his  blessing.  We  add  to  the  number  of 
the  faithful  but  slowly,  but  we  trust  that  those  who  are  truly 
of  us,  will  not  go  from  us,  until  they  are  called  to  join  the 
"general  assembly  of  the  church  of  the  first  born."  Pray* 
brethren,  that  God  will  give  us  such  as  *'  shall  be  saved.9'

Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  U.  Morgan,  Rector  of  St.  Martin's 
church9  Marcus  Hooky  and  St.  PauPs,  Chester,  Delaware 
county. 

Communicants,  deceased  3,  removed  2,  added-  4,  present 
number  54 — baptisms,  1  adult,  16  infants— burials  about  20 — 
marriages  9. 

During  the'  past  year  these  churches  have  been  deprived 
by  death  of  two  very  valuable  members  :  the  former,  of  David 
Marshall,  Esq-  whose  piety,  zeal,  and  munificence,  greatl}- 
promoted  its  temporal  and  spiritual  interests :  the  latter  of 
an  eminently  pious  female,  whose  pecuniary  aid,  p ravers,  and 
'example,  contributed  much  towards  its  support.  Notwith- 
standing, however,  these  afflictive  bereavements  of  divine 
providence,  we  have  reason  to  bless  the  Lord  for  mercies  be- 
stowed :*we  have  not  been  without  some  encouragement  and 
success  in  our  labours*;  and .  though  nothing  special  has  oc- 
curred amongst  us,  yet  on  the  whole  we  have  prospered.  The 
church  of  Chester  particularly  has  experienced  an  increased 
attention  to  its  services  and  concerns.  Through  the  liberality 
of  a  lady  of  the  Marcus  Hook  congregation,  the  rector  has  been 
constituted  a  patron  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  PiggntyRector  of  St.  Mark's  churchy 

Lewistown,  Mifflin  county. 

The  rector,  although  his*success  in  his  ministry  has  not  been 
equal  to  what  he  had 'just  grounds  to  expect  on  his  settlement

here,  has  great  reason  to  adore  and  bless  the  Qod  of  all  grace, 
that  he  has  not  altogether  run  in  vain  nor  laboured  in  vain.  He 
desires  to  be  thankful  for  the  day  of  small  things,  while  he 
earnestly  prays,  and  anxiously  looksTor  those  showers  of  bless- 
ings which  the  Most  High  is  more  ready  to  give  than  we  are 
to  ask. 

The  increasing  respect  to  the  institutions  of  our  church  by 
those  not  within  her  pale,  is  a  pleasing  evidence  that  old  ana 
deep  prejudices  against  her  are  rapidly  giving  way ;  and  that 
it  is  only  necessary  to  present  her  to  view  in  all  her  liturgical 
and  doctrinal  beauties,  to  rivet  t}ie  attention,  and  secure  the 
affection,  of  all  who  are  capable  of  appreciating  moral  and 
scriptural  excellence. 

Those  who  have  joined  the  communion  during  the  past  year 
are  in  all  24 — baptisms,  adult  1,  children  7*  total  8— marriage 
1— -funerals  3.  There  is  a  flourishing  Sunday  school  attached 
to  the  church  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the  rector.  It 
now  consists  of  50  scholars,  15  of  whom  are  coloured  children- 

By  the  invitation  of  the  Episcopalians  residing  in  Thomp- 
sontown,  I  visited  that  place  on  the  Slst  July  font,  held  three 
services,  and  baptised  4  adults  and  9  children,  in  all  13.  More 
bad  been  expected  from  Tuscarora  Valley,  but  the  weather 
feeing;  inclement,  it  is  presumed  they  were  hindered  from  at- 
tending on  thftt  account.  Before  I  close,  I  would  urge,  if 
there  is  power  in  this  convention,  the  sending  of  a  few 
jealous  and  active  missionaries  into  the  interesting  region 
wherein  1  am  located ;  for  I  can  truly  say  for  us  as  a  deno- 
mination, "  The  harvest  is  great  indeed,  but  the  labourers  are 
very,  very  few.'*  And,  while  I  supplicate  the  Lord  of  the  har- 
vest to  send  more  labourers  into  the  harvest,  in  the  language 
ef  the  man  of  Macedonia,  L  say  to  my  Reverend  brethren,  not 
otherwise  engaged,  "Come  over  and  help  us."  With  God  • 
and  them  I  leave  the  interests  of  the  church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Rodney,  JK  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  church, 

Germantown,  Philadelphia  county,  and  St.  Thomas's  church, 

WhUemarsk,  Montgomery  county. 

Present  number  of  communicants  about  20 — funerals  7 — 
tbaptism  1. 

There  is  attached  to  this  church  a  very  flourishing  Sunday 
school  comprising  about  160  pupils  under  the  instruction  of  # 
16  or  18  teachers;  also,  a  female  missionary  society,  whose

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The  reports  from  both  the  churches  above  mentioned,  are  ne- 
cessarily imperfect  for  the  year,  the  present  rector  having  as- 
sumed the  cnarge  of  them  but  a  few  months  past,  and  no  regis- 
ters having  been  hitherto  kept,  and  transmitted  down  to  him. 
The  present  condition  of  both  the  congregations  will,  however, 
warrant  the  general  remark,  that  they  are  comparatively  flour- 
ishing ;  and  the  prospects  for  improvement  in  true  religion  and 
piety,  as  well  as  their  funds,  is  favourable  and  encouraging.

Report  of  the  Jfr**  Charles  Smith,  missionary,  officiating  in. 
Meadville,  Crawford  county,  and  Franklin,  Venango  county, 
in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christian- 
ity in  Pennsylvania. 

The  principal  details  of  my  proceedings  in  this  diocese  have; 
already  been  transmitted  to  the  directors  of  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity.  At  the  desire,  and 
by  the  direction  of  that  society,  about  the  first  of  November 
last,  I  commenced  a  tour  to  the  western  parts  of  this  diocese, 
directing  my  attention  particularly  to  places  unsupplied  with 
the  ministrations  of  the  gospel,  with  directions  to  employ  my 
time  in  such  manner  as  should  be  deemed  most  expedient- 
Continuing  my  route,  toward  the  close  of  that  month  I  arrived 
at  Pittsburgh,  after  passing  through  York>Bedford,-and  Greens- 
burg,  at  each  of  which  places  1  remained  several  days,  and 
the  particulars  of  my  duties  in  each  have  been  already  laid 
before  the  society.  On  arriving  at  Pittsburgh,  I  did  not  at  first 
intend  to  proceed  farther,  but  to  return  to  Bedford  and  devote 
my  time  to  that  place  and  vicinity.  Failing,  however,  of  ob- 
taining the  desired  information  respecting  the  remaining  west- 
ern  section  of  the  diocese,  except  some  unfavourable  rumours 
concerning  the  state  of  our  church  in  that  quarter,  I  concluded 
to  proceed  farther,  and  ascertain  its  true  situation.  I  accord- 
ingly continued  my  tour,  and  about  the  first  of  December 
arrived  at  Meadville,  Crawford  county.  Here  I  discovered, 
that  through  the  zeal  and  exertion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins, 
aided  by  several  gentlemen  of  that  town,  a  congregation  had. 
been  organized  about  a  year  previous ;  but  that  in  consequence 
of  their  limited  numbers  and  means,  they  entertained  not  the 
least  idea  of  soon  being  supplied  any  portion  of  the  time  with 
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the  regular  services  of  our  church.  So  disheartened  were  they 
that  a  portion  had  already  engaged  their  assistance  to  another 
denomination,  and  the  remainder  were  generally  on  the  eve  of 
following  the  example.  They,  however,  manifested  much  sa- 
tisfaction for  my  visit,  though  they  frankly  acknowledged  that 
the  gloominess  of  their  prospects  precluded  the  least  encour- 
agement for  exertion.  I  could  not,  but  with  the  deepest  re- 
gret, contemplate  their  present,  and  for  some  time  apparent, 
future  prospects.  I  could  not  with  indifference,  behold  the 
door  for  exertion  closing  upon  them,  at  least  for  some  time  to 
•come.  After  remaining  several  days,  and  suggesting  various 
expedients,  one  was  so  fortunate  as  to  excite  encouragement 
and  which  determined  me,  setting  all  other  considerations  aside, 
to  remain  with  them  for  a  time.  I  am  happy  to  add,  that  there 
is  now  much  interest  respecting  the  church  among  them  ;  that} 
in  numbers,  the  congregation  which  assembles  for  worship  is 
respectable,  that  the  friends  of,  and  those  favourable  to,  our 
church,  are  gradually  increasing.    . 

A  portion  of  my  time  has  also  been  devoted  to  Franklin, 
Venango  county,  and  I  have  also  officiated  several  times  in 
various  other  sections  of  that  county.  On  the  30th  of  January 
last,  a  church  was  duly  organized  at  Franklin  by  the  name  of 
St.  John's,  and  the  charter  prescribed  by  the  convention  of  this 
diocese  adopted.  Here,  in  a  village  of  about  100  household- 
ers, there  is  no  house  of  worship  of  any  kind  :  a  plurality  are 
attached  and  friendly  to  our  church,  and  many  others  scattered 
over  various  parts  of  this  county. 

Measures  are  taking  here  for  erecting  a  house  of  worship, 
which,  with  aid  from  abroad,  may  be  effected.  Throughout 
this  whole  western  section,  however,  tlie  scarcity  of  the  cir- 
culating medium  to  one  on  this  side  the  Alleghenies,  cannot 
be  adequately  conceived.  In  this  respect  the  ultimate  fate  of 
the  churches  both  at  Meadville  and  Franklin  must  depend -on 
the  aid  of  those,  who,  unless  by  personal  observation,  cannot 
fully  realize  their  necessities.  An  invaluable  friend  of  the 
church  in  Philadelphia,  whose  name,  through  delicacy  to  him- 
self, is  omitted,  has,  for  Franklin,  already  set  a  noble  example, 
which,  if  followed  by  a  few  others,  will  place  that  infant  con- 
Vgregationin  a  situation  which  will  render  its  future  safety  and 
prosperity  little  to  be  feared.  Both  at  Meadville  and  Frank- 
lin no  possible  exertion  will  be  omitted,  but  as  these  alone  will 
not  prove  effectual,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  encoura°je  them 
to-hope  that  their  interesting  *\nd  needful  condition  will  not  be 
regarded  by  the  friends  of  Zion  east  of  the  mountains  with 
apathy  and  indifference.  .  For  the  extension  of  my  remarks, 
the  interest  excited  in  their  welfare  from  personal  observation, 
is  the  only  apology  I  can  offer.    On  my  way  to  convention,  I 
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stopped  at  the  flourishing  village  of  Phillipsburg,  where  I  oftV 
ciated,  and  administered  the  Lord's  supper  to  about  17  l»r- 
t  sons,  a  part  of  whom  only  belong  to  our  communion.  This 
was  the  first  time  a  clergyman  of  our  church  had  performed 
any  services  in  that  place.  I  also  officiated  at  Bellefonte, 
where,  likewise,  for  the  first  time,  the  services  of  our  church 
were  regularly  performed.

Carlisle,  Cumberland  county.

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  WiUbant,  Rector  of  St.  Matthew's 
churchy  FrancisviUe,  Philadelphia  county. 

The  rector  begs  leave  to  report,  that  although  this  church 
has  been  located  m  a  place  unfavourable  to  the  formation  of  an 
Episcopal  congregation,  he  has,  through  the  aid  of  Providence, 
succeeded  in  collecting  a  Sunday  school  of  110  scholars,  on 
which  he  founds  hopes  of  rearing  a  permanent  church. 

The  communion  was  administered  on  the  7th  instant  tor  die 
first  time  to  18  persons  >— there  have  been  burials  4-^mar- 
riages  2 — baptisms  2. 

The  prospects  of  this  church  are  flattering ;  a  plan  is  in  ope* 
ration  to  purchase  a  burying  ground,  and  to  erect  a  few  pews, 
and  we  hope,  with  the  divine  blessing,  to  see  both  an  increase 
of  members,  and  of  vital  piety. 

Report  of  the  Ri&ht  Rev,  William  White,  D.D.  Rector  of  the 
united  churches  of  Christ-church,  St.  Peter's,  and  St.  James'*, 
Philadelphia. 

The  assistant  ministers  are,  the  Rev.  James  Abercrombie* 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  and  the  Rev.  William  H.  De 
Lancey. 

Baptisms  94— -burials  121— marriages  8a— communicants 
about  325. 

There  are  prayers  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  agreeably 
to  the  usage  of  the  church  of  England,  in  imitation  of  the  sta- 
tionary days  of  the  primitive  church. 

As  in  former  years,  there  have  been  lectures  on  the  cate- 
chism during  Passion  Week,  and  in  the  two  preceding  weeks*; 
and  on  the.  doctrines  of  grace  in  Easter  Week,  principally 
having  a  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  Confirmation,  which  is 
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always  celebrated  in  that  season  in  one  of  those  churches. 
Also,  during  the  said  term,  beginning  early  in  Lent,  and  to 
continue  to  Whitsunday,  children  have  been  heard  in  the  cate- 
chism after  divine  service  on  the  afternoons  of  Sundays  ;  and 
there  have  been,  on  the  afternoons  of  Saturdays,  questions  pro- 
posed and  answered  for  the  improvement  oi  young  persons  of 
the  female  sex,  more  advanced  in  years. 

There  have,  likewise,  during  the  winter  and  the  spring, 
been  delivered  on  the  afternoons  of  Fridays,  weekly  lectures 
on  some  of  the  books  of  the  Bible,  and  on  the  leading  princi- 
ples of  the  Gospel. 

To  each  of  the  churches  there  is  attached  a  female  S  unday 
'school ;  and  to  St.  Peter's,  there  is  a  male  Sunday  school ;  the 
male  schools  for  Christ-church  and  St,  James's,  being  for  a 
time  suspended.  St  Peter's  church  male  school  8  teachers 
and  70  scholars  ;  Christ-church  female  school  17  teachers  and 
63  scholars;  St.  Peter's  church  female  school  10  teachers  and 
130  scholars ;  St.  James's  church,  IS  teachers  and  40  scholars. 
There  has  been  in  these  churches  a  collection  for  the  funds  of 
the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsyl- 
vania ;  and  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  and  Adult 
School  Society.  The  collections  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  de- 
layed until  after  the  convention  of  the  last  year,  were  made 
soon  after  the  rising  of  that- body  ;  and  there  have  been  lately 
collections  for  the  same  object. 

Mr.  8.  J.  Robbins,  from  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  the 
funds  of  the  convention,  presented  the  following  report  :— 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  yesterday  referred  the  report 
and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  convention,  beg  leave  to 
report,  That  under  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  adopted  in 
1824,  three-fourths  of  the  amount  of  the  contributions  of  the 
churches  within  the  diocese  have  been  appropriated  by  the 
treasurer  to  a  missionary  fund,  the  effect  of  which  has  been 
that  instead  of  a  sufficient  sum  being  left  in  the  treasury  to 
defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  convention,  that  account 
has  been  overdrawn  to  the  amount  of  eighty-seven  dollars  and 
forty-nine  cents,  whilst  there  remains  an  unexpended  balance 
to  the  credit  of  the  "  missionary  fund"  of  one  hundred  dollars 
and  forty-three  cents,  evidently  showing  that  the  appropriation 
for  missions  is  larger  than  the  committee  on  missions  have 
found  occasion  for,  whilst  the  expenses  of  the  convention  re- 
main Improvided  for,  and  could.be  met  only  by  paying  monies 
appropriated  for  another  object  With  this  view  of  the  subject, 
your  committee  respectfully  submit,  for  the  consideration  of 
the  convention,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions :— 
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R&sotVEn,  that  the  treasurer  6f  the  convention  be  author- 
ized and  required  to  transfer  from  the  "  missionary  rand"  to 
the  u  expense  rand,"  the  sum  of  eighty-seven  dollars  and  forty- 
nine  cents. 

Resoived,  that  hereafter  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
be  annually  applied  "  to  the  supplying  of  the  vacant  congre- 
gations ff  the  diocese,  with  occasional  services;"  and  that  so 
much  of  the  28th  regulation  as  appropriates  three-fourths  of 
the  contribution  of  the  churches  to  this  object,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  rescinded.

The  committee  appointed  to  inquire  and  report  the  number 
of  trustees  which  this  convention  is  entitled  to  nominate  for 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  agreeably  to  the  constitu- 
tion thereof,  report,  "That  this  convention  is  entitled, ^as  a 
convention  to  one  trustee,  as  having  fifty  clergymen  within  its 
bounds  to  six,  and  as  having  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the 
seminary  between  five  and  six  thousands  dollars,  to  two ;  that 
this  convention  is  therefore  entitled  to  elect,  in  the  whole,  nine 
trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary."  All  which  is 
respectfully  submitted.  v

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  the  Laj  Deputies  of  this  Con- 
vention; 

My  report,  at  this  my  forty -third  attendance  on  an  annual 
Meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  is  as  follows  :-- 

In  the  last  week  of  July,  I  attended  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York;  when  besides  the  being  again  gratified  by  the  display 
of  the  abilities  of  the  professors,  and  the  proficiency  of  the 
pupils,  I  became  a  witness  of  the  progress  of  the  building, 
which  is  to  be  the  future  seat  of  instruction. 

On  the  1st  of  August,  in  the  city  of  Newcastle,  and  State 
of  Delaware,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  Office  of  Deacons,  Hen- 
ry F.  D.  Johns,  in  Emanuel  church  in  that  city.  On  the  same 
day  and  in  the  same  church,  I  held  a  confirmation  and  preach- 
ed twice. 

On  the  27th  day  of  August,  in  Trinity  church,  Southwark, 
Philadelphia,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  deacons  William 
Bryant  and  William  Henry  Rees,  and  preached  on  that  occa- 
sion. On  the  24th  of  September,  in  St.  James's  church,  Phi- 
ladelphia, I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  deacons,  Benjamin 
Hutchms  of  this  State. 

On  the  25th  of  September,  I  set  off  for  Wilkesbarre  and  for 
the  beech  woods ;  being  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Jackson 
Kemper.  On  the  28th,  I  preached  in  the  borough  of  Wilkes- 
barre, as  did  Mr.  Kemper  on  the  27th,  who,  on  both  of  these 
occasions  performed  divine  service. 

On  the  next  day  we  entered  the  beech  woods,  being  accom- 
panied by  the  Hon.  Judge  Scott,  who  accommodated  us  by  the 
furnishing  of  his  carriage  and  his  horses  on  this  tour.  On  the 
first  evening,  we  were  at  Springville;  where  Mr.  Kemper 
read  prayers  and  preached. 

On  the  next  day,  we  reached  the  farthest  point  of  our  des- 
tination, the  neighbourhood  of  the  church  lately  built  near 
Wyalusing  creek,  where,  in  the  evening,  Mr.  Kemper  read 
prayers  and  preacheu. 

On  the  next  day,  being  Sunday  the  1st  of  October,  I  con- 
secrated the  church.    I  also  preached,  confirmed,  and  admi- 
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frittered  the  Communion  in  it, Mr.  Kemptr  assisting.  lathe 
afternoon,  the  Rev.  Enoch  Huntington,  who  had  joined  us 
from  Wilkesbarre,  delivered  a  discourse,  Mr.  Kemper  reading 
prayers;  who  preached  in  the  evening;  prayers  being  read  by 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  the  minister  of  the  place. 

On  the  next  day,  in  returning,  we  departed  from  the  direct 
road,  crossing  to  New  Milford,  in  which  there  is  a  small  bo- 
dy of  Episcopalians,  who  had  been  accustomed  to  assemble  on 
the  Lord's  day  for  divine  worship ;  a  discreet  and  respectable 
layman  reading  the  service.  Here,  Mr.  Kemper  preached  in 
the  evening ;  Mr.  Marks9  who  bad  accompanied  us,  reading 
prayers.  On  the  next  day,  I  preached,  confirmed,  and  admi- 
nistered the  Communion,  Mr.  Marks  reading  prayers :  after 
which,  towards  the  evening,  we  reached  Montrose,  the  county 
town  of  Susquebannah  county.  There  is  not  here  the  sem- 
blance of  an  Episcopal  congregation ;  but  i  preached  in  the 
Court  House  to  an  attentive. gathering  of  the  inhabitants,  Mr. 
Marks  reading  prayers.  After  the  finishing  of  the  exercises, 
we  were  most  agreeably  surprised,  on  finding  ourselves  ap- 
proached by  my  Rt.  Rev.  Brother,  Bishop  Hebart;  who,  after 
a  visit  to  a  distant  part  of  his  diocese,  was  on  his  return 
through  the  northern  part  of  Pennsylvania.  On  hearing  of 
our  engagement  in  the  Court  House,  he  repaired  to  it ;  and  we 
had  the  satisfaction  of  a  conversation  of  an  hour  or  two  with 
him,  before  our  retiring  to  rest 

In  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  we  reached  Springville,  in 
which  there  is  a  congregation  recognised  by  our  Convention. 
They  are  not  possessed,  of  a  church,  but  worship  in  a  commo- 
dious school-house  belonging  to  them.  Here  I  preached,  con- 
firmed, and  administered  the  Communion;  prayers  being 
read  by  Mr.  Kemper.  In  the  evening  Mr.  Kemper  preached, 
Mr.  Marks  reading  prayers.  Under  his  ministry,  this  place 
is  united  with  YVyalusing, 

The  next  day,  we  set  off  for  Wilkesbarre,  at  which  we  ar- 
rived in  the  evening.  Here  Mr.  Kemper  preached  on  the 
evenings  of  the  5th  and  the  7th,  Mr.  Huntington  reading 
prayers ;  and  on  Sunday  the  8th,  I  preached,  confirmed,  and 
administered  the  Communion,  Mr.  Kemper  reading  prayers : 
who  also  preached  in  the  afternoon  and  in  the  evening ;  Mr. 
Huntington  tending  prayers.  On  the  next  day,  we  set  off  for 
home ;  where  we  arrived  on  the  1 1th  of  the  month.  Our  jour- 
ney, reckoning  our  deviations  from  the  roads,  extended  to 
about  400  miles. 

On  the  12th  day  of  November  in  St  Peter's  church  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  priests, 
David  C.  Page  of  this  State. 

On  Sunday  the  34th  of  December,  in  Christ-church,  Phila- 
delphia, I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  deacons,  Pierce  Con- 
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nelly  and  James  May;  the  former  of  whom  was  soon  after 
transferred  to  the  State  of  Delaware.  In  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  I  held  a  confirmation  in  St.  Paul's  church,  of  the 
same  city.  ■ 

On  Friday  the  6th  of  April,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of 
priests,  the  Rev.  William  Bryant;  who,  not  long  before,  had 
been,  at  his  request,  transferred  from  this  diocese  to  that  of 
New  Jersey :  in  ordaining  him,  I  acted  for  Bishop  Croes9  and 
at  his  desire. 

On  Sunday  the  8th  of  April,  I  administered  the  rite  of  con- 
firmation in  St  Stephen's  church,  Philadelphia. 

On  Sunday  the  22d  of  the  same  month,  I  held  a  confirma- 
tion, preached,  and  administered  the  communion  in  St.  John's 
church,  Norristown. 

The  last  particulars  of  my  report  for  the  year  just  now  end- 
ed, are  the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Jame$  Be  Put,  to  the  priest- 
hood, and  the  administration  of  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation, 
which  have  taken  place  on  this  day,  in  the  presence  of  the 
body  now  assembled. 

The  occasions  of  my  holding  confirmations  in  the  churches 
under  my  parochial  care,  have  not  been  noticed.  The  num- 
ber of  my  confirmations  is  two  hundred  and  five. 

The  changes  in  our  ministry  are  as  follows:— 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Muhlenberg  has  been  transferred 
from  this  diocese  to  that  of  New  York.  It  was  an  omission 
in  my  last  annual  report  not  to  mention,  that  in  the  borough 
in  which  we  are  assembled,  he  had  given  a  beginning  to  the 
organizing  of  a  congregation,  which  has  resulted  in  the  build* 
ing  of  the  church  this  day-  consecrated. 

The  Rev.  Levi  S.  lues,  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity 
church,  Southwark,  Philadelphia,  and  has  accepted  of  the 
co-rectorship  of  St.  James's  church,  Lancaster.  In  the  former 
charge,  he  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  William  G.  Mpd 
from  New  York,  who,  soon  after  the  last  Convention*  was' 
chosen  to  Christ-church,  Reading,  his  place  there  being;  now^v 
supplied  by  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  WhiUhousc9  from  the  diocese 
of  New  York.  » 

The  Rev.JoAn  P.  E.  Thorn,  from  the  same  diocese,  is  now 
settled  in  the  church  of  9t;  James's  the  -greater,  in  Bristol. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Chaderton,  having  removed  from  Mantua,  is 
resident  in  the  same  borough,  without  a  cure.  The  Rev. 
Enoch  Huntington  has  been  transferred  from  the  diocese.  The 
Rev.  James  May,  a  deacon,  not  long  since  ordained,  has  been 
chosen  to  the  church  in  Wilkesbarre*  The  Rev.  Benjamin 
Hutchins,  also  recently  ordained  a  deacon,  has  been  made  a 
missionary,  beyond  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  in  the  service 
of  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania.   The  Rev.  George  Kirk,  lately  ordained  a  deacon, 
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by  Bishop  Moort  of  Virginia,  has  bean  transferred  by  him  to 
this  diocese. 

John  T.  Jiddtrly,  Nathan  Stem,  Georgt  E.  Hart,  and 
Christian  TPUtberger,  have  been  admitted  candidates  for  hoi y 
orders.    The  present  number  of  candidates  is  nine. 

My  account  of  the  various  institutions  of  our  church  is  as 
follows  :— 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  have  still  reason  to  complain,  that  the 
members  of  our  communion  in  the  other  States,  have  not  sus- 
tained them  by  supplies  adequate  to  what  might  reasonably 
have  been  expected,  in  favour  of  an  institution  established  by 
the  authority  of  the  whole  church.  We  have  lately  the  satis- 
faction of  an  improvement  of  our  prospects;  and  there  is  the 
greater  call  of  attention  to  the  subject,  not  only  with  a  view 
to  more  extensive  usefulness,  but  because  a  disproportionate 
share  of  the  burthen  has  hitherto  fallen  on  the  Episcopalians 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  who,  with  very  little  aid  beyond 
its  vicinity,  have  also  to  support  a  similar  society  for  churches 
and  missions  within  the  limits  of  the  commonwealth.  The 
8ociety  last  alluded  to,  entitled — "  For  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,9'  has  had  the  satis- 
faction of  causing  its  energies  to  be  felt  in  most  of  the  dis- 
tricts of  country  within  the  contemplated  limits.  They  are, 
however,  embarrassed  occasionally  by  the  circumstance,  that 
the  notoriety  of  their  existence  continues  to  increase  the 
claims  on  them,  which  they  will  not  be  able  to  ineet,  to  the 
desirable  extent,,  unless  by  the  obtaining  of  more  ample  sup- 
plies, as  well  by  congregational  collections,  as  by  annual  con- 
tributions 'of  individuals. 

Our  Sunday  School  Society  continues  its  course « to  consi- 
derable advantage.  The  circumstance  ought  to  be  generally 
know,  that  it  has  no  control  over  the  parochial  schools,  but 
'is' intended  to  foster  institutions  of  that  description  generally 
through  the  stat;,  chiefly  by  supplying  them  with  bdoks,  on 
easy  terms*  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  state,  that  the 
subject  has  taken  a  new  shape,  in  consequence  of  an  act  of 
the  late  General  Convention.  They  hays  given  a  beginning 
to  a  Sunday  School  Society  for  the  whokr  union.  That  of 
Philadelphia  has  become  auxiliary  to.it,  and  have  invited 
the  schools  in  their  connexion  to  90  the  same. 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  so  beneficial  an  improvement  as 
that  of  Sunday  schools,  should  be  made  an  engine  for  the  in- 
vading of  the  warship  and  the  ministry  of  any  religious  com- 
munion :  but  such  have  been  repeated  endeavours  in  regard 
to  ours,  under  the  specious  pretence  of  liberality. 

Having  been  uniform,  not  only  in  the  instance  of  such 
schools,  but, in  regard  to  some  other  institutions,  to  decline  the 
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giving  of  encouragement  to  them,  when  a  part  of  the  profess- 
ed design  is  to  be  silent  in  the  instructions  given,  ana  in  the 
books  distributed,  on  any  points  coming  under  the  head  of 
gospel  truth,  it  is  my  design  to  record  the  same,  as  being,  in 
my  view  of  the  subject,  essential  to  ministerial  fidelity.  The 
principle  is  not  the  dictate  of  hostility  to  any  denomination 
of  professed  Christians,  but  conduces  to  the  living  in  amity 
with  them,  both  congregational ly  and  individually,  as  is  at- 
tested to  me  by  the  experience  of  more  than  half  a  century. 
But  I  cannot  concur  in  a  profession  to  explain  the  word  of 
truth,  under  a  stipulated  silence  as  to  any  part  of  its  contents. 
This  would  be  the  state  of  my  mind  on  the  subject,  were  I 
sure  that  there  would  be  nothing  in  disparagement  of  the 
principles  of  our  communion.  But,  whatever  stipulations 
there  may  have  been  to  this  effect,  they  have  not  been  punc- 
tually regarded  by  any  institutions  of  that  description,  com- 
ing under  my  observation. 

The  fund  for  the  support  of  a  future  bishop,  is  still  slowly 
on  the  increase ;  much  too  slowly,  since,  in  the  event  of  the 
next  choice  of  a  bishop,  whether  in  the  character  of  a  diocesan, 
or  in  that  of  an  assistant,  considering  the  extent  in  which  his 
administrations  will  be  looked  for,  there  is  little  probability, 
that  any  particular  parish  will,  as  hitherto,  consent  to  the 
support  ot  an  officer,  who  must  be  occupied  in  services,  which 
will  be  so  great  and  so  increasing  a  withdrawing  of  him  from 
their  pastoral  concerns.  It  ought  to  be  known  generally,  that 
all  the  additions  to  this  fund,  and  all  the  proceeds  from  it, 
have  been  added  to  the  capital;  it  having  been  understood 
all  along,  that  no  benefit  from  it  was  to  accrue  to  the  present 
bishop.  The  generous  bequest  of  Dr.  Pilmore,  is  still  at  issue 
in  our  courts  of  law. 

In  the  Society  for  the  Support  of  the  Widows  and  Children 
of  deceased  Clergymen,  there  is  still  an  increasing  treasury. 
If  our  clergy  generally  do  not  see  or  tlo  not  choose  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantage  of  this  fund,  for  the  benefit  of 
their  families  in  the  event  of  their  decease,  still  it  is  a  satis- 
faction to  know,  in  reference  to  the  few  who  feel  an  interest 
in  this  matter,  that  in  the  event  supposed,  their  families  will 
be  benefitted  much  beyond  a  proportion  to  their  contribu- 
tions. 

The  Education  Society  is  still  in  the  struggle  of  its  infancy. 
Probably  the  favourers  of  the  scheme  have  been  the  more  slow, 
because  of  the  many  annual  demands  on  the  means  of  the 
members  of  our  communion  in  the  city,  in  favour  of  objects 
uninteresting  to  the  church  at  large.  We  trust,  however,  that 
it  will  increase  in  efficiency.  The  present  number  of  its 
beneficiaries  is  two. 

The  Bible  Society  consists  of  members  of  various  religious 
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denomination* ;  but  as  our  clergy  in  general  feci  an  interest 
in  it,  and  as  some  of  us  have  seats  at  its  Board  of  Managers, 
there  may  be  propriety  in  noticing  it,  as  in  former  years.  It 
is  matter  of  concern  to  your  bishop,  that  the  frequency  of 

Eecuniary  calls  on  the  congregations  under  his  parochial  care, 
ave  hitherto  prevented  compliance  with  a  late  pressing  call 
of  the  societv  now  named  on  the  various  religious  societies 
represented  in  it ;  but  he  hopes,  that  he  shall  find  an  oppor- 
tunity of  compliance  with  this  additional  demand.   If  it  should 
seem  to  any,  that  his  countenancing  of  this  society  is  incon- 
sistent with  the  dissent  which  he  has  declared  from  the  ob- 
jects of  certain  other  associations,  instituted  for  the  dissemi- 
nation of  religious  truth,  with  the  pledge  of  silence  on  differ- 
ences between  different  systems  of  faitn,  his  defence  is,  that 
in  this  circumstance  is  to  be  found  the  distinction  between 
the  two  cases.    In  the  latter,  there  is  the  disparagement  of 
some  points,  held  by  him  to  be  important,  and  involved  in 
the  obligation  of  declaring  the  whole  counsel  of  God.    In  that 
of  the  Bible  Society  there  is  the  limit  of  distributing  the  Bi- 
ble without  note  or  comment,  leaving  to  every  body  of  men, 
and  to  every  individual,  the  explaining  of  the  sacred  volume, 
as  may  be  dictated  by  judgment  and  by  conscience,  but  with- 
out professing  to  interpret,  or  otherwise  to  improve. 
.  At  the  Special  Convention  in  the  last  autumn,  I  thought  it 
my  duty  to  present  to  that  body  certain  objects,  which  ap- 
peared to  me  proper  to  be  kept  in  view,  in  the  choice  of  an 
Assistant  Bishop.    Those  objects  will  remain  on  the  printed 
journal;  and  whenever  such  a  choice  shall  take  place,  whe- 
ther now  or  at  any  future  time,  will  be  accessible  to  any 
member,  who  may  be  disposed  to  give  so  much  weight  to  my 
opinions,  as  to  w;sh  to  know  them,  with  the  reasons  on  which 
they  are  grounded  :  still  resting  on  my  mind  with  their  full 
weight. 

Before  the  rising  of  the  body,  I  was  asked  publicly,  whe- 
ther I  would  again  recommend  the  measure  to  the  Convention, 
which  would  be  assembled  in  May.  My  answer,  made  pub- 
licly also,  was,  that  I  would  not;  although  I  should  naturally 
be  fed  to  mention  the  subject,  as  that,  for  which  the  Special 
Convention  had  been  called,  to  no  purpose.  My  reason  for 
the  limitation,  arose  from  the  excitement  of  feelings  which  I 
had  perceived  to  be  produced ;  and  out  of  occurrences,  which 
my  mind  could  not  reconcile  to  the  integrity  of  ecclesiastical 
proceedings ;  such  as  I  had  never  before  witnessed  in  our 
church;  and  concerning  which  I  was  resolved, that  if  there 
should  be  a  continuance  of  them,  no  act  of  mine  should  con- 
tribute to  it. 

Soon  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  it  was  proposed 
to  me  by  one  of  the  two  Rev  Brethren  who  had  been  ballot* 
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ted  for  as  Assistant  Bishop,  and  who  had  been  a  deputy  from 
Virginia  to  the  succeeding  General  Convention,  that  ne  shoahl 
invite  to  a  meeting,  to  be  held  at  my  house  and  in  my  pre- 
sence, some  of  the  members  who  had  taken  opposite  sides  in 
the  election,  with  the  view  of  inducing  them  to  dropf  for  the 
present,  all  measures  tending  to  that  issue.  I  consented  to 
the  meeting,  not  considering  myself  as  &  party  <o  it ;  and 
leaving  to  the  proposer  the  choice  of  the  persons  to  be  invited. 
It  was  held ;  ana  the  Rev.  Brother  alluded  to,  opened  his 
mind  on  the  subject*  in  the  persuasive  manner  natural  to  him. 
No  objection  was  made ;  the  company  appeared  to  me  to  ap- 
prove, and  they  separated,  under  promises  of  writing  to  their 
respective  friends,  for  an  expression  of  their  sentiments.  Ac- 
cording to  arrangement,  a  second  meeting  of  some  of  these  gen- 
tlemen on  both  sides  was  held  in  my  study  in  my  presence, 
after  the  interval  of  a  month',  when  it  appeared  that  the  gen- 
tlemen who  represented  the  friends  of  the  Rev.  Brother  who 
had  suggested  the  measure,  were  not  prepared  to  stipulate, 
in  behalf  of  those  whom  they  had  undertaken  to  consult,  a 
postponement  of  the  election  of  an  assistant  Bishop.  If  it 
should  be  the  will  of  the  Convention  to  proceed  to  a  choice, 
1  hope  and  pray  that  it  may  be  such  as  shall  redound  to  the 
glory  jof  God,  and  the  good  of  the  church.  On  the  contrary, 
if  the  determination  should  be  conformed  to  the  counsel  which 
has  been  referred  to,  I  wish  it  to  be  understood,  that  I  should 
disapprove  of  a  determination  to  delay  the  choice  to  the  end 
of  my  life,  without  the  qualifying  circumstance  attached  to  it  s* 
because,  having  entered  ott* my  80th  year,  I  ought  to  be  aware 
of  the  uncertainty,  how  soon  even  in  the  event  of  a  longer 
continuance  of  my  days,  I  may  be  disqualified  for  duty,  by 
the  decay  either  of  my  bodily,  or  of  my  mental  powers,  or 
perhaps  of  both.  Hitherto,  under  the  protection  of  a  gra- 
cious providence,  I  have  complied  with  every  call  which  nas 
been  made  on  me,  for  the  discharge  of  any  duty  of  the  epis- 
copacy :  but  how  long  my  ability  tor  this  shall  continue,  must 
be  uncertain. 

In  consequence  of  late  occurrences,  there  are  some  mat- 
ters which  press  on  my  mind  as  worthy  of  the  considera- 
tion, if  not  of  this,  of  some  future  Convention.  In  pro- 
posing; them,  while  I  avail  myself  of  the  right  possessed  by 
me  of  committing  them  to  your  Journal,  I  trust  that  the 
right  will  be  construed  as  exercised  not  wantonly,  nor  indeli- 
cately, but  with  a  justifiable  view  to  the  prosperity  of  an  or- 
ganization, to  which,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  I  gave  a  be- 
ginning, and  which  has  been  with  me  ever  since,  a  subject 
of  deep  concern. 

The  shape  into  which  the  Constitution  has  been  for  some 

♦  The  circumstance  referred  to,  was  a  previous  notice  of  six  months. 
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years  moulded,  bat  in  which  it  was  not  exhibited  in  the  be- 
ginning, has  seemed  to  me  an  unnecessary  extent  of  tax,  either 
on  the* individual  deputies,  or  on  the  congregational  funds; 
besides,  that  in  consequence  of  the  increase  of  business,  it 
renders  the  body  too  numerous  for  the  despatch  of  business. 
If  it  should  not  be  thought  proper  to  revert  to  the  original 
idea  of  voting  by  churches,  I  think  that  necessity  will  at  last 
dictate  the  expedient,  of  restricting  the  delegation  to  one 
deputy  from  each  church.  Neither  the  weight  of  the  laity  as 
an  order,  nor  that  of  amy  individual  congregation  will  be  les- 
sened by  such  an  expedient. 

There  may  be  perceived  the  influence  of  these  sentiments 
on  the  constitution,  as  it  was  originally  established :  and,  in- 
deed, however  disposed  I  may  be  to  acquiesce  in  the  general 
opinion,  when  no  truth  of  our  holy  religion  is  concerned,  it 
has  been  a  question  in  my  mind,  whether  the  voting  by  church- 
es when  called  for,  or  the  allowing  of  representation  by  a  sin- 
gle deputy,  be  to  this  day  constitutionally  abolished.  This 
was  my  understanding  of  the  subject,  when  the. constitution 
was  modelled  into  its  present  shape,  in  1814,  and  is  th.e  reason 
why  I  did  not,  on  that  occasion,  call  the  attention  to  the  act 
of  association  in  1785,  binding  together  the  few  churches  then 
in  the  state ;  the  authority  of  which  is  still  recognized  in  the 
act  of  1814 ;  which  is,  therefore,  the  paramount  law  of  the 
church,  if  my  views  of  the  subject  be  correct. 

It  may  be  well  for  some  future  Convention  to  consider, 
whether  it  will  not  be  wise  to  require,  as  is  done  in  a  contigu- 
ous diocese,  a  majority  of  two-thirds  for  the  election  of  a 
Bishop.  Although,  even  with  such  a  provision,  there  may  oc- 
cur some  plausible  ground  for  disputing  the  fairness  of  an 
election ;  yet  the  Bishop,  when  the  election  shall  have  been 
established,  will  have  a  better  prospect  of  confidence  and  sup- 
port. 

The  constitution  gives  to  every  clergyman  resident  in  the 
commonwealth,  the  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention.  To  the 
term  residence,  there  is  annexed  great  laxity  of  interpreta- 
tion by  our  civil  institutions,  which  will  of  course  govern  in 
the  exposition  of  the  word.  This  may  give  occasion  to  great 
abuse ;  it  bei^g  not  too  much  to  be  expected  from  party  zeal, 
that  it  may  make  a  fictitious  residence  the  mean  of  accom- 
plishing its  designs.  At  the  late  General  Convention,  a  canon 
was  unanimously  proposed  by  the  Bishops,  requiring  resi- 
dence of  one  year.  It  came  before  the*  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  when  they  were  solicitous  to  adjourn ;  and  was 
therefore  referred  to  a  committee  that  had  been  previously 
appointed  on  the  canons  generally  to  report  to  the  next  Gene- 
ral Convention.  Whether,  in  this  diocese,  the  subject  shall 
be  laid  over  to  that  occasion,  or  it  shall  be  thought  necessary 
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to  make  an  intermediate  provision,  because  of  the  enormity 
of  the  possible  abuse,  must  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  this 
Convention,  and  of  the  two  Conventions  which  wili  succeed. 
I  have  always  advocated  the  principle,  of  having  in  our  Con- 
vention a  representation  of  every  description  of  men  who  are 
to  be  governed  by  its  laws.  But,  as  in  civil  concerns,  there 
is  exacted  not  mere  residence,  real  or  pretended,  but  a  term 
of  time,  to  confer  the  privilege  of  voting;  it  would  seem  that 
•there  should  be  some  such  requisition  in  the  legislation  of  our 
church. 

Brethren,— During  the  long  course  of  my  presiding  in  the 
counsels  of  this  diocese,  I  have  witnessed  the  church  within 
it,  brought  from  a  state  bordering  on  annihilation*  and  extend- 
ed as  we  perceive  it  to  be  at  present.  Within  all  that  time, 
until  lately,  there  has  been  felt  generally,  and  especially 
among  the  clergy,  the  influence  01  the  spirit  of  that  peace 
which  our  Saviour  left  as  a  legacy  to  his  disciples,  in  his  in- 
terview with  them  immediately  before  his  passion.  This  state 
of  amity  has  been  always  considered  as  one  of  the  best  of 
the  blessings  which  a  gracious  providence  has  bestowed  on 
me.  From  present  appearances,  I  perceive  reason  to  fear, 
that  trials,  hitherto  unknown,  are  reserved  for  the  small  re- 
mainder of  my  days.  I  have  painfully  witnessed  the  pro- 
gress of  ecclesiastical  transactions,  in  contrariety  to  the  clear- 
est dictates  of  religious  and  moral  obligation — not  without 
the  accompaniment  of  indignities  personally  wounding  to  my 
feelings — such  as  I  think  unmerited,  and  certainly  such  as  I 
have  been  a  stranger  to  in  my  earlier  years.  The  subject  is 
mentioned  with  the  view  of  pledging  my  assurance  to  those 
who  seek  the  integrity  of  our  Zion,  that  during  my  continu- 
ance in  life,  and  looking  to  divine  aid  for  support,  I  will  bear 
my  testimony  in  favour  of  the  truths  of  our  holy  religion,  as 
exhibited  by  the  institutions  of  our  church,  and  against  all 
endeavours  directed  to  their  destruction,  or  to  their  deteriora- 
tion. While,  in  respect  to  what  concerns  me  personally,  I 
do  not  affect  insensibility  to  the  circumstance,  it  will  be  my 
prayer,  that  through  the  grace  of  God,  I  may  be  preserved 
from  every  grade  of  hostility  to  any  individual  in  return,  and 
from  its  being  felt  in  the  intercourses  and  the  duties  attached 
to  my  official  character.  1 

I  conclude  with  the  expression  of  the  hope,  thai  the  pre- 
sent session  will  eventuate  in  the  sustaining  of  the  integrity 
of  the  church,  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  extension  of  the 
kingdom  of  his  dear  Son.  WILLIAM  WHITE.

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On  motion  it  was  Ordered,  that  the  consideration  oKhe  revo- 
lutions from  the  General  Convention  be  postponed  to  the  next 
stated  Convention,  and  that  the  communication  be  printed  on 
the  journal  of  this  Convention.

New  York,  December  20, 1826. 
Sir, 

We  have  the  honour  of  transmitting  to  you,  to  be  commu- 
nicated to  your  Convention,  the  following  extracts  from  the 
Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  late  General  Convention  of 
our  Church. 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

"On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Hobart,  resolved, 
that  the  House  of  Bishops  propose  the  following  preambles 
aud  resolutions  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  : — 

"  The  House  of  Bishops,  deeply  solicitous  to  preserve  un- 
impaired the  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  and  yet  desirous  to  re- 
move the  reasons  alleged,  from  the  supposed  length  of  the 
service,  for  the  omission  of  some  of  its  parts,  and  particularly 
for  the  omission  of  that  part  of  the  communion  office,  which 
is  comnlonly  called  the  cm/e-cominunion,  do  unanimously  pro- 
pose to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  to  t>e  submitted  to  the  several  State  Conven- 
tions, in  order  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  General  Conven- 
tion, agreeably  to  the  eighth  article  of  the  Constitution. 

Ml.  Resolved,  that  in  'The  order  how  the  Psalter  is  ap- 
pointed to  be  read,9  the  following  be  added  to  the  fourth  para- 
graph— •  or  any  other  psalm  or  psalnis,  except  on  those  days 
on  which  proper  psalms  are  appointed  :' — so  that  the  whole 
paragraph  will  read  as  follows: — *  The  minister,  instead  of 
reading  from  the  Psalter  as  divided  for  daily  morning  and 
eveuing  prayer,  may  read  one  of  the  selections  set  out  by  thia 
Church,  or  any  other  psalm  or  psalms,  except  on  those  days 
on  which  *  proper  psalms'  are  appointed.' 

"2.  Resolved^  that  in  '  The  order  how  the  rest  of  the  holy 
Scripture  is  appointed  to  be  read,'  the  following  be  inserted 
after  the  fifth  paragraph : — '  The  minister  may,  at  his  discre- 
tion, instead  of  the  entire  lessons,  read  suitable  portions 
thereof,  not  less  than  fifteen  verses.  And  on  other  days  than 
Sundays  and  holy  days,  in  those  places  where  morning  and 
evening  prayer  is  not  daily  used,  he  may  read  other  portions 
of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  instead  of  the  prescribed 
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lessons  {fit  being  recommended  that,  unless  circumstances 
render  it  inexpedient,  on  the  stated  prayer  days  of  Wednes- 
days and  Fridays,  tlie  lessons  for  those  days,  or  for  one  of  the 
intervening  days,  be  read.9 

"  The  Bishops,  in  the  use  of  the  office  of  Confirmation, 
finding  that  the  preface  is  frequently  not  well  suited  to  the 
age  and  character  of  those  who  are  presented  for  this  holy 
ordinance,  unanimously  propose  the  following  resolution  :— 

"  3.  Resolved,  that  after  the  present  preface  in  the  office  of 
Confirmation,  the  following  be  inserted,  to  be  used  instead  of 
the  former,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop : — *  It  appears  from 
holy  Scripture,  that  the  apostles  laid  their  hands  on  those  who 
were  baptized  ;  and  this  ordinance,  styled  by  the  apostle  Paul, 
the  '  laying  on  of  hands,'  and  ranked  by  him  among  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  has  been  retained  in  the 
Church,  under  the  name  of  Confirmation;  and  is  very  con- 
venient, and  proper  to  be  observed,  to  the  end  that  persons 
being  sufficiently  instructed  in  what  they  promised,  or  what 
was  promised  for  them  in  their  baptism,  and  being,  in  other 
respect*,  duly  qualified,  may  themselves,  with  their  own  mouth 
ana  consent,  openly  before  the  Church,  ratify  and  confirm 
the  same,  and  also  promise,  that  by  the  grace  of  God,  they 
will  evermore  endeavour  themselves  faithfully  to  observe  such 
things  as  they,  by  their  own  confession,  have  assented  unto.9 

"  And  to  correct  the  injurious  misapprehension,  as  to  the 
meaning  of  certain  terms,  in  the  first  collect  in  the  office  of 
Confirmation,  the  Bishops  unanimously  propose  the  following 
resolution : — 

v  "  4.  Resolved,  that  after  the  first  collect  in  the  office  of  con- 
firmation, the  following  be  inserted,  to  be  used  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  instead  of  the  first  collect, '  Almighty  and 
everliving  God,  who  hast  vouchsafed,  in  baptism,  to  regene- 
rate these  thy  servants,- by  water  and  the  Holy  Ghost ;  thus 
giving  them  a  title  to  all  the  blessings  of  thy  covenant  of 
grace  and  mercy,  in  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  now  dost  gra- 
ciously confirm  unto  them,  ratifying  the  promises  then  made, 
all  their  holy  privileges ;  grant  unto  them,  we  beseech  thee, 
O  Lord,  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  strengthen  them 
with  the  power  of  this  divine  Comforter;  and  daily  increase 
in  them  thy  manifold  gifts  of  grace,  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and 
understanding,  the  spirit  of  counsel  and  ghostly  strength,  the 
,  spirit  of  knowledge  and  true  godliness;  and  fill  them,  O  Lord, 
with  the  spirit  of  thy  holy  fear,  now  and  for  ever.  Amen.9 

"And  whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishops,  there  is  no 
doubt  as  to  the  obligation  of  ministers  to  say,  on  all  Sundays 
and  other  holy  days,  that  part  of  the  communion  office  which 
is  commonly  called  the  ante  communion,  yet  as  the  practice 
of  some  of  the  clergy  is  not  conformable  to  this  construction 
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of  the  robric  on  this  point,  the  House  of  Bishops  propose 
the  following  resolution  :— 

"  5.  Resolved,  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  a  substitute 
for  the  first  sentence  in  the  rubric,  immediately  after  the 
communion  office : — 

" '  On  all  Sundays  and  other  holy  days  shall  be  said  all  that 
is  appointed  at  the  communion,  unto  the  end  of  the  Gospel, 
concluding  divine  service,  in  all  cases  when  there  is  a  sermon 
or  communion,  and  when  there  is  not,  with  the  Blessing.' " 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 

Deputies. 

"The  resolutions  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  on  the 
subject  of  the  Psalter,  &c.  being  under  consideration  it  was 
resolved,  that  this  House  concur  in  the  resolutions  of  the 
House  of  Bishops."

Deputies. 

"  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the 
House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  it  be  made  known  to  the 
several  State  Conventions  of  this  Church,  that  it  is  propose4 
to  consider  of,  and  determine  on,  at  the  next  General  Con- 
vention, the  propriety  of  altering  the  second  clause  of  the 
eighth  article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Church,  by  adding 
the  words,  or  tht  articles  of  religion,  after  the  words,  l  other 
offices  of  the  Church."9 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

"  A  resolution  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  proposing  to  make  known  to  the  several  State 
Conventions,  a  proposition  to  consider  of,  and  determine  on, 
the  expediency  of  altering  the  second  clause  of  the  eighth 
article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Church ;  which  was  con- 
curred in  by  this  house."

Philadelphia.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew9 a 

churchy  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults  6 — infants  21 — total  27 — marriages  12 — 
funerals  10— communicants,  removed  3 — died  2 — added  28 — 
whole  number  139. 

There  are  attached  to  this  church  two  very  flourishing  Sun- 
day Schools,  consisting  of  about  120  scholars  each,  and  the 
regular  attendance  in  both  schools  is  about  220.  These  schools 
are  under  the  care  of  about  20  most  competent  and  faithful 
teachers,  the  most  of  whom  have  united  themselves  with  the 
church  of  Christ,  and  are  able  by  their  personal  experience 
of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  to  bring  up  the  children  in  a 
proper  manner. 

There  are  also  two  Bible  classes  of  the  children  principally 
of  the  congregation,  a  male  and  female  class,  under  the  care 
of  two  pious  members  of  the  congregation. 

For  die  last  seven  months  the  Rector  has  conducted  on  its 
third  annual  session  a  female  Bible  class,  of  about  100  regu- 
lar members. 

The  public  service  of  the  church  has  been  uniformly  well 
attended,  as  also  the  Friday  evening  lectures. 

In  the  course  of  the  summer  by  the  liberality  of  the  con- 
gregation, a  commodious  Lecture  and  Sunday  School  room 
has  been  built,  30  feet  by  40,  with  a  gallery. 

The  Rector  has  great  cause  of  thankfulness  for  the  harmony 
which  exists  in  St.  Andrew's  church,  and  for  the  spirit  of 
prayer  and  supplication  which  appears  to  prevail. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Moses  P.  Bennet,  missionary,  officiating  in 
St.  Peter's  church,  Butler,  and  in  Kittanning,  Armstrong 
county. 

Communicants  16— baptisms  20— baptisms  in  Mercer  town- 
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ship  6— baptisms  in  Kittanning  3 — funeral  1— communicants 
in  Kittanning  8. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman*  associate  Rector  of  Christ- 
church,  Leacock,  Lancaster  county,  and  St.  John'*  church, 
Pequea,  Chester  county. 

In  October  last,  I  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  churcb9 
Easton,  and  resumed  the  associate  Rectorship  of  Christ's 
church,  Lancaster  county,  and  St.  John's,  Chester  county.  Be- 
fore my  removal,  I  performed  three  infant  baptisms,  and  at- 
tended the  same  number  of  funerals.  Since  my  return  to  my 
present  parish,  except  the  ordinary  pulpit  services,  the  paro- 
chial duties  have  generally  been  discharged  by  the  senior  as- 
sociate Rector.  I  have,  however,  attended  two  funerals,  and 
solemnized  one  marriage. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John's  church, 

N.  L.,  Philadelphia  county. 

The  concerns  of  this  church  have  not  been  marked  by  any 
extraordinary  circumstances  since  the  last  report.  The  num- 
ber of  communicants  then  reported  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  eight  persons.  Seven  have  removed,  leaving  the 
present  number  one  hundred  and  twenty  four.  There  nave 
been  twenty-eight  baptisms,  and  nine  marriages. 

The  Sunday  Schools  are  continued  and  are  much  in  the 
same  state  in  which  they  were.  A  Bible  class  has  been  form- 
ed during;  the  past  year,  which  consists  of  about  100  mem- 
bers. The  Thursday  evening  weekly  lecture,  the  Tuesday 
evening  weekly  meeting  from  house  to  house,  and  the  Friday 
evening  monthly  meetings  of  the  communicants  have  been 
continued.

Communicants  about  70— baptisms,  the  clerk  has  neglect- 
ed to  enter  them — funerals  not  known.

As  many  persons  not  connected  with  the  church  art  inter- 
red in  all  the  burial  places  belonging  to  the  above  named 
churches,  the  Rector  hesitates  concerning  the  propriety  of 
returning  them.  In  such  cases  they  are  often  interred  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  Rector,  and  consequently,  he  can- 
not be  expected  to  make  an  accurate  report  on  this  subject. 
There  is  a  Sunday  school  conducted  chiefly  by  the  member* 
of  the  church  at  or  near  each  of  the  above  mentioned  churches.

St.  John's  church,  Norristown. 

Baptisms,  adults  2,  children  14,  total  16— communicants, 
deceased  1,  added  9,  present  number  50— .marriages  11— con* 
firmed  44 — funerals  4. 

The  congregation  is  in  a  flourishing  state.  The  interests 
of  the  Sunday  school,  which  numbers  about  eighty  children, 
continue  to  be  well  attended  to  by  the  ladies  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

Collections  have  been  made  for  the  Episcopal  fund,  and 
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for  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

St.  James* 8  church,  Perkiomen. 

Baptisms,  adult  1,  children  3,  total  4 — communicants  31 — 
marriages  14— funeral  1. 

The  Sunday  school  connected  with  this  church,  is  still  car- 
ried on,  under  circumstances  which  promise  much  benefit  to 
the  children  belonging  to  it.    It  numbers  about  50  scholars. 

A  collection  has  been  made  for  the  General  Missionary 
Society,  and  a  small  sum  applied  to  the  use  of  the  Episcopal 
fund. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  Deacon,  Minister  of  St. 
Stephen9 8  church,  Harrisburgh,  Dauphin  county. 

The  Lord  has  favoured  our  Zion  in  this  place.  This  con- 
gregation which  was  organized  at  the  last  Annual  Conven- 
tion, has  since  been  growing  in  numbers,  and  increasing  in 
knowledge  and  attachment  to  the  church.  The  anticipations 
which  they  indulged,  that  against  this  returning  season,  they 
should  have  erected  a  sanctuary  which  they  could  claim  as 
their  own,  have  been  realized.  Some  little  assurance  has 
been  given,  that  my  ministry  has  not  been  exercised  in  vain. 

Souls  once  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  profess  and  prove 
that  they  have  been  made  alive  in  Christ  The  two  Sunday 
schools  continue  to  flourish,  and  the  most  blessed  effects  on 
teachers  and  scholars  have  visibly  resulted  from  them. 

My  labours  were  bestowed  upon  the  congregation  at  Thom- 
son town  until  November,  when  they  were  discontinued  on 
account  of  my  inability  properly  to  afford  the  required  ser- 
vices, and  after  the  settlement  of  the  Rev.  William  H.  Rees. 

In  connexion  with  Harrisburgh,  my  attention  and  labours 
have  been  given  to  the  towns  ofEstherton  and  Middletown, 
and  to  the  Poor  House  of  Dauphin  county. 

Baptisms  at  Harrisburgh  have  been  17— marriages  3— bu- 
rials 6— -communicants  25. 

Baptisms  at  Thomsontown  13. 


Report  of  the  ReO.  James  De  Put,  Missionary,  officiating  in 
Bloomsburgh,  Columbia  county,  Sunbury,  Northumberland 
county,  and  Madison,  Lycoming  county. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  state  of  the  congregations  under 
my  charge  present  a  better  appearance.  Not  only  has  there 
been  an  increase  of  the  number  of  those  who  attend  the  ser- 
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vices  of  our  church,  but  the  professed  members  of  the  church 
have  taken  greater  interest  in  endeavouring  to  promote  the 
prosperity  of  the  congregations  to  which  they  respectively 
belong. 

The  congregation  near  Jersevtown  on  account  of  the  great 
decay  and  inconvenient  situation  of  the  building  in  which 
they  have  long  worshipped,  are  using  their  eiertions  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  one  at  a  more  convenient  situation.  The 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  was  administered  in  this 
congregation  in  September  last,  by  the  Rev.  W.  Kldred.  The 
number  of  communicants  is  25 ;  there  have  been  1  baptism, 
infant ;  2  burials,  adults ;  2  marriages.  The  congregation  at 
Sunbury  have  it  also  in  contemplation  to  erect  a  house  of 
worship.  In  this  place  a  congregation  has  been  organized, 
and  a  vestry  appointed.  A  request  will  be  made  at  the  pre- 
sent Convention  for  its  admission  in  the  Protestant  Episco-. 
pal  church  of  this  state.  The  Sunday  school  still  flourishes, 
there  has  been  1  baptism,  infant:  there  are  90  Sunday  scho- 
lars, 18  teachers. 

St.  Paul's  church,  Bloomsburgh,  receives  the  most  of  my 
labours.  There  is  here  a  class  of  25  to  30  children,  whom  I 
instruct  in  the  catechism  and  in  the  use  of  the  liturgy.  Here 
is  also  a  flourishing  Sunday  school.  The  liturgy  for  the  use 
of  Sunday  schools  is  well  received  and  is  constantly  used  in 
opening  the  school. 

Here  have'been  1 1  baptisms,  infants ;  9  burials,  7  adults  and 
2  children;  2  marriages — 100  Sunday  scholars,  18  teachers. 
The  Rev.-  W.  Eldred  administered  in  July  last  the  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  supper— there  were  44  communicants. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  Rector  of  St.  John's 
church,  Concord,  Delaware  County. 

Baptisms,  infants  3— adult  1— total  4— marriage  1— com- 
municants removed  since  last  Convention,  2— added  1— total 
number  12. 

The  Rector,  although  he  has  reason  to  humble  himself  be- 
fore the  Most  High  for  the  slow  progress  of  his  flock  in  the 
divine  life,  has  abundant  cause  for  thankfulness  and  gratitude. 
When  he  reflects  on  the  dealings  of  the  Lord  with  his  peo- 
ple, he  can  "  thank  God  and  take  courage."  Their  progress, 
though  slow,  is  far  from  being  unsure.  They  demonstrate 
their  love  to  the  Redeemer  by  a  consistent  life,  a  humble  and 
holy  conversation  and  walk.  The  Rector  frequently  preaches 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  church,  where  his  labours  are  more 
blessed  than  those  which  are  performed  in  the  church.  Many, 
particularly  among  the  young,  are  under  serious  and  hopeful 
impressions,  and  with  anxiety  "  ask  the  way  to  Zion,  with 
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their  faces  thitherward."  Indeed,  with  some  assistance  from 
eer  brethren  whose  worldly  store  is  more  blessed,  a  church 
might  be  erected  in  the  district  of  country  between  Concord 
and  Marcus  Hook.  But  the  Rector  would  be  reluctant  to 
add  one  to  the  number  of  our  country  churches,  unless  there 
were  greater  probabilities  of  a  more  efficient  and  permanent 
support  to  the  preaching  of  the  word. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  William  Eldred,  Missionary,  officiating  in 
Lycoming  and  Columbia  counties,  in  ike  service  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  James's  church,  Muncy9  Lycoming  county. 

Baptisms,  adult  female  1— infant  males  7— females  2— ■ 
total  10 — marriages  in  the  congregation  S — out  3— total  6— 
burials  2 — communicants  35— (7  added  in  the  course  of  the 
past  year.) 

One  half  my  time  is  still  employed  among  this  congrega- 
tion. As  the  attention  to  my  ministry  in  Pennsborough  (an 
improving  town  and  recently  incorporated)  has  evidently  in* 
Creased,  I  now  preach  there  once  on  the  day  on  which  1  offi- 
ciate. I  have  at  length  succeeded  in  establishing  an  Episcopal 
Sunday  School,  about  eight  months  since,  in  the  borough,  that 
has  exceeded  my  most  sanguine  hopes.  It  has  now  a  Super- 
intendent, 10  teachers,  and  117  scholars,  and  is  conducted  in 
every  respect  conformably  to  our  established  mode.  Two  other 
schools  also  exist  in  the  neighbourhood,  one  conducted  simi- 
larly to  the  one  above  mentioned,  containing  3  teachers  and 
30  scholars.  The  other  containing  about  40  scholars,  is  at 
present  suspended  for  want  of  teachers. 

St.  QabriePS)  Sugar  Loaff  Columbia  county. 

Baptisms,  adult  males  2 — female  1 — infant  males  15— fe- 
males 12 — total  30— -marriage  1 — communicants  12. 

This  congregation  continues  its  wonted  attention.  The 
punctual  attendance  in  the  sanctuary,  and  the  readiness  to 
dedicate  children  to  God  in  baptism,  who  are  mostly  brought 
to  the  sanctuary  for  that  purpose  at  an  early  opportunity  after 
their  birth,  is  encouraging.  The  Sunday  Schools  containing 
about  200  scholars  are  in  operation. 

Christ-churchy  Milton. 

Died  2— removed  1  family. 

The  circumstance  that  those  who  have  died  and  have  re- 
moved, were  most  decidedly  attached  to  us,  appears  to  have 
operated  nearly  to  disperse  the  remains  of  our  congregation, 
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especially  as  dne  of  the  deceased  attended  to  such  concerns 
as.were  necessary  for  the  conducting  of  worship,  and  in  which 
no  other  person  appears  disposed  to  interfere.  The  church 
being  so  decayed  as  to  be  unfit  for  occupation  during  the  win- 
ter, and  no  ether  place  haying  been  provided,  (although  urged 
by  me)  I  have  not,  in  consequence,  attended  during  mat 
period.  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  record  that  the  scite  of  the 
church  beautifully  and  conveniently  situated  is  the  property 
of  our  Zion. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  D.  Bail,  Rector  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist? 8  c&ifrch,  York,  Fork  county,  and  Christ-church, 
Huntingdon,  Adams  county. 

St.  John  the  Baptist's  churchy  Fork,  York  county. 

Baptisms,  adult  1 — children  17 — total  18— burials,  adults 
2 — children  2 — total  4 — communicants,  deceased  6 — removed 
5— added  4— total  remaining  16— marriage  1. 

The  Rector  also  offers  to  the  Convention  a  supplementary 
report  from  the  Register  of  the  Rev.  George  B.  Schceffer,  a 
former  Rector,  and  not  before  presented,  to  wit : 

Baptisms,  of  children  7— burials,  1  adult  and  2  children. 
Also,  one  infant  baptism  performed  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Smith. 

The  Rector  of  St.  John's  is  sorry  to  find,  from  his  inter- 
course with  his  flock,  and  on  examination  of  the  Parish  Re- 
cord, that  the  Parochialia  has  been  so  much  neglected.    He 
has  discovered  that  in  many  instances  baptisms  have  not  been 
noted  down,  and  thus  church -membership,  according  to  the 
40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  could  not  be  recog- 
nised, except  where  evidence  could  be  brought  by  parents 
and  sponsors,  of  the  due  administration  of  that  holy  sacra-  , 
ment.    He  would  also  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  the  prospect 
of  the  reviving  of  this  ancient  branch  of  our  Episcopal  Zion, 
is  encouraging.    An  interesting  catechetical  class  of  about 
34  children  and  young  persons  has  been  formed,  and  the  Rec- 
tor devotes  two  Lord's  day  afternoons  out  of  three,  to  their 
instruction  in  the  liturgy,  which  they  perform  with  him  in  full. 
The  catechism  is  recited,  and  lectures  from  it,  as  well  as  the 
articles  and  homilies  of  the  church,  are  delivered  in  a  familiar 
manner.     An  account  of  the  morning  sermon  is  also  a  part 
of  the  exercises,  and  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  discover,  in 
some  of  the  class,  proofs  of  great  strength  of  mind  and  of 
memory.     The  Rector  indulges  the  hope  that  his  labours  in 
this  department  of  parochial  duty  will  lay  the  foundation  for 
the  increase  and  more  permanent  prosperity  of  St.  John's; 
and  his  success  in  this  matter,  the  harmony  prevailing  in  the 
parish,  the  present  great  attention  paid  to  the  rules  of  the 
church,  the  excitement  to  *'  the  things  of  the  Spirit"  laJLely 
manifested,  encourage  him  to  go  on  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 
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Ckru£ckurthj  Huntington  township,  Adams  county. 

Baptising,  adults  9— children  7— total  16 — deaths,  child  1— 
marriages,  none — communicants,  lidded  5 — total  16. 

'  This  congregation,  like  some  others  in  our  diooese9  has 
suffered  much  for  the  want  of  the  constant  and  regular  ad* 
ministration  of  the  word  and  sacraments.  There  was,  in  by- 
gone  years,  a  very  large  number  of  families  attached  to  tbjs 
church ;  but  some  are  removed  by  death  and  otherwise,  and 
most  of  their  descendants  are  united  with  other  denomina.- 
tions.  However,  although  this  is  some  cause  of  discourage- 
ment, yet  present  appearances  justify,  the  bopr;  that  a  seed  is 
left  from  which  a  future  harvest  of  faithful  church  members 
may  be  raised  up.  Much,  and  a  growing  attention,  is  mani- 
fested to  the  word  preached,  and  the  holy  sacraments  are  in 
requisition.  The  church  edifice  is  much  too  small  to  accom- 
modate the  audience  generally  in  attendance,  and  we  hope  in 
time  that  Providence  will  send  us  the  means  of  enlarging  our 
borders.  An  interesting\Sunday  School  has  been  formed  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  in  which  the  catechism  of  the  church  is 
taught,  and  some  remarkable  proofs  of  memory  have  been 
exhibited.  The  congregation  is  improving  in  attention  to  the 
use  of  the  service,  and  the  rules  of  the  church  are  well  ob- 
served. All  which  is  humbly  submitted,  with  the  remark 
that  no  collections  have  been  made  for  the  Episcopal  fund, 
on  account  of  the  depression  of  the  times  and  the  scarcity  of 
money.  It.  is  with-  great  exertion,  that  these  parishes  are 
enabled  to  meet  their  engagements  with  the  Rector.  They 
assure  the  Convention  that  it  is  not  indifference  to  the  object 
of  the  Episcopal  fund  that  has  occasioned  their  deficiency ; 
and  they  hope  to  be  able  to  add  their  mite  to  it  hereafter. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  H  Hopkins,  Rector  of  Trinity  church, 

Pittsburgh,  Allegheny  county. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Convention,  the  number  of  baptisms 
have  been,  of  adults  7 — of  infants  58— -total  65— the  number 
of  communicants  added,  have  been  22 — number  lost  by  re- 
movals 19 — number  of  names  regularly  registered,  females 
9(V— males  30— of  persons  not  registered,  estimated  at  11— 
present  total  131— the  number  of  marriages  4— of  funerals  6. 

The  state  of  the  congregation,  on  the  whole,  is  encouraging. 
The  number  of  the  regular  hearers  has  considerably  increased, 
and  the  prospects  before  us  are  such  as  to  call  forth  much 
grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  good  Spirit  of  God  for  the 
prosperity  which  has  thus  far  attended  us.  A  sinking  fund 
has  been  created,  which  will  more  than  provide  for  the  pecuni- 
arv  responsibilities  of  the  church  within  three  years,  besides 
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which  some  considerable  additions  have  been  made  towards 
the  completion  of  the  interior  of  the  building.  The  Sunday 
School  continues  as  usual,  scholars  about  60  females,  under  6 
female  teachers,  55  to  40  males* under  5  male  teachers,  besides 
the  superintendent.  Total  95  to  100  children  under  11  teach- 
ers. The  usual  collection*  for  the  Bishop's  fund,  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  the  Domestic  and  Fo- 
reign Missionary  Society,  and  the  Episcopal  Sunday  School 
Society  have  been  made,  ta  an  amount,  however,  which  is  not 
so  much  proportioned  to  the  size  of  the  congregation  as  to  their 
other  pecuniary  burdens  in  relation  to  their  building:  all 
whieh  is  respectfully  submitted. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  L.  S.  Ives,  eo  -rector  of  St:  James  church, 

Lancaster,  Lancaster  county. 

Communicants  57— -since  the  Jast  report  8  have  removed 
and  3  deceased. 

Baptisms,  adults  2— -infants  9,  total  11 — marriages  2. 

The  Sunday  school  attached  to  this  church  is  in  a  highly 
prosperous  condition.  The  female  department  consists  of 
about  200  scholars,  with  20  teachers,  including  2  directresses. 
The  male  department  has  aboi|t  60  scholars,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  2  directors  and  4  teachers.  The  fewness  of 
scholars  in  this  department,  re  principally  owing  to  want  of 
teachers. 

There  are  now  in  this  congregation  27can  dtdates  in  readi- 
ness for  confirmation.  It  should  not  be  omitted,  that  in 
this  congregation  there  is  a  very  flourishing  Juvenile  Bible 
Class,  consisting  of  35  members. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  Missionary  ,  officiating  in 
Susquehanna  and  Bradford  counties^  in  the  service  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Jude>8  church,  Springville,  continues  to  progress  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  and  is  yearly  adding  to  her  number  of 
such,  we  hope,  "as  shall  be  saved." 

Baptisms  of  the  last  year  6— funerals  2 — marriage  I— 
communicants  29. 

The  exercises  of  our  Sunday  school  have  not  yet  commenc- 
ed, but  will  immediately.    The  existence  of  our  school  is 
very  gratifying  .to  the  people  in  general.    The  members  of 
the  Bible  Class  have  made  good  proficiency  in  the  study  of 
the  holy  volume. 
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St.  Matthew*  $  church,  Pike. 

To  this  church  .several  have  been  added  since  my  resi- 
dence here.  God's  name  be  praised,  for  the  stability  or  those 
connected  with  her.  The  churplj  being  occupied  a  part  of 
the  time  by  ministers  of  another  communion,  is  no  doubt  one 
cause  why  our  number  of  communicants  is  not  larger.  The 
congregation  is  generally  large  and  very  respectable.  Our 
prayer  to  God  is,  "  enlarge  our  borders,  and  bring  all  the 
people  to  see  that  thy  Son  has  founded  a  church,  and  given 
to  her  a  succession  of  bishops,  priests,  and  deacons,  to  pre- 
side over  her  in  thy  fear,  and  to  feed  her  with  the  sincere 
milk  of  the  wprd." 

Baptisms  of  the  past  year  & — marriAges  6— funerals  5— 
communicants  18. 

We  continue  our  Sunday  school ;  it  is  small,  but  promising. 
The  Bible  class  continues  to  delight  in  the  study  of  the  word 
of  God.  Both  of  the  churches,  with  further  assistance  from 
the  Missionary  Society,  could  have  the  stated  services  of  a 
clergyman.    All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  William  C.  Mead,  Rector  of  Trinity  church, 

Southwarkj  Philadelphia. 

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  in  this  church, 
on  the  14th  of  January,  1827.  Baptisms  1  adult— -infants  15. 
— burials  9 — marriages  5.  Attached  to  the  church  there  are 
a  male  and  female  Sunday  school,  the  first  composed  of  a  su- 
perintendent, 14  teachers  and  110  pupils,  the  second  of  2  direc- 
tresses, 22  teachers  and  140  pupils,  both  in  a  very  flourishing 
condition.  The  Female  Missionary  Society,  which  is  auxili- 
ary to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  still 
continues  to  act  with  untiring  zeal.  Its  members  are  94— 
the  amount  collected  during  the  past  year  is  50  dollars* 

Communicants,  added  8 — died  3 — total  105. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  Montgomery,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's 

church,  Philadelphia. 

The  Rector  of  this  church  reports,  that  since  the  last  an- 
nual Convention,  there  have  been  baptisms,  infants  27,  adults 
4 — total  31 — marriages  3-— communicants,  (added  10,  remov- 
ed 5,)  present '  number  69. 

The  prescribed  collections  have  been  made  in  behalf  of  the 
Episcopal,  Fund  the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
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and  the  Protestant  Episcopal  6unday  and  Adult  school  So- 
ciety of  Philadelphia. 

The  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young  has  been  attend- 
ed V>«  The  Sunday  school  continues  to  be  faithfully  con- 
ducted, and  has,  it  is  hoped,  been  a  source  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  subjects  of  its  care. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  James  May,  Deacon,  officiating  in  St.  Ste- 
phen^ church,  WUkesbarre,  Luzerne  county. 

I  commenced  my  ministrations  in  this  church,  in  February 
of  the  present  year,  since  which  time  there  have  been  1  bap- 
tism and  I  marriage,  present  number  of  communicants  32. 

I  have  reason  to  "  glorify  God  on  the  behalf  oP?  some  in  this 

Karish  who  give  evidence  in  their  lives  and  conversation  of 
eing  children  of  God  by  the  adoption  of  his  Spirit,  and  am 
not  without  encouragement  in  the  hope  that  the. Great  Head  of 
the  church  may  continue  to  make  himself  known  by  the  gos- 
pel as  "  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,  to  every  one  that 
nelieveth." 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  U.  Morgan,  Rector  of  St.  PauFs 
church,  Chester,  and  St.  Martin's,  Marcus  Hook,  Delaware 
county. 

Communicants,  deceased  3,  added  2,  present  number  33. 
Baptisms  4  adults,  11  infants,  total  15— -marriages  18 — bu- 
rials about  18. 

Efforts  are  making  to  revive  the  Sundayschool  of  St.  Mar- 
tin's church,  which  it  is  hoped  will  prove  successful. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  David  C.  Page,  Missionary,  officiating  in 
Christ-church,  Greensburgh,  Westmoreland  county,  in  the 
service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Rector  of  this  parish  has  the  satisfaction  of  stating, 
that  the  interests  of  piety  have  been  emphatically  promoted 
within  the  congregations  over  which  he  presides.  During  the 
last  year,  he  divided  his  labours  between  the  villages  of  Greens- 
burgh, Murraysville,  and  Youngstown.  In  Greensburgh, 
which  used  to  be  a  strong-hold  of  sectarians,  the  prejudices 
against  the  church  are  daily  subsiding,  and  the  wrapt  atten- 
tion of  comparatively  numerous  and  indiscriminate  audiences, 
afford  a  striking  proof  that  prepossession  itself  must  yield  to 
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a  consistent  exhibition  of  gospel  truth.  Measures  have  been 
taken  which  will  no  doubt  result  in  the  complete  extrication 
of  the  parish  from  the  load  of  pecuniary  embarrassment  which 
has  so  long  clogged  its  energies.  The  prospects  of  the  Sun- 
day school  are  not  so  flattering  as  formerly,  but  it  is  hoped, 
that  it  will  be  much  revived  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  sum- 
mer. 

The  congregation  at  Murraysville  is  now  organized,  and 
the  people  evince  deep  interest  in  the  exercises  of  public 
worship.  The  station  at  Youngstown  has  been  abandoned,  at 
least  to  a  partial  extent,  from  circumstances  which  shall  be 
developed  to  the  "  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christi- 
anity." 

Baptisms  24,  one  of  which  was  the  case  of  an  adult;  mar- 
riages 3-<-communicants  30. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Piggot,  Rector  of  St.  Mark* 8  churchy 

fawistoum,  Mifflin  county. 

Baptisms  3  adults*  9  children,  total  12— marriages  3— fu- 
nerals 4 — communicants  22.  The  number  has  been  diminished 
from  the  last  report  by  3  deaths  and  one  removal,  added  1. 

The  Sunday  school  is  still  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
number  may  be  stated  about  60  regular  attendants. 

The  Rector  has  been  invited  to  officiate  one  fourth  of  his 
time  at  Bellefonte  for  the  congregation  of  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gelist, which  he  has  obligated  himself  to  do  for  an  indefinite 
period,  but  has  been  hindered  through  ill  health  from  com- 
plying strictly  with  his  obligation  hitherto. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  H.  William  Ree$9  Missionary,  officiating  in  St. 
Stephen's  church,  Thompsontoum  and  Tuscarora  Valley, 
Mifflin  county ,  and  Millerstoum,  Perry  county,  in  the  service 
of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Shortly  after  my  ordination,  being  called  by  the  vestry  of 
St.  Stephen's  church,  Thompsontown,  to  the  charge  of  the 
congregation  established  at  that  place,  I  immediately  pro- 
ceeded there  and  entered  upon  my  several  duties.  The  pros- 
pects of  the  church,  both  in  spiritual  and  temporal  things, 
have  been,  and  still  continue  very  flattering ;  many  feel 
deeply  interested  in  her  welfare,  and  the  number  of  those 
who  attend  the  public  ministrations  of  the  sanctuary  is  rapid- 
ly increasing.  The  encouragement  which  has  been  afforded 
us  Is  such  as  to  justify  us  in  an  immediate  attempt  to  erect 
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a  convenient  building  for  public  worship.  During  the  very 
short  period  of  my  labours  at  this  place,  there  hare  been  7, 
infant  and  S  adnlt  baptism*,  total  10,  and  2  funerals.  The 
number  of  communicants  not  certainly  known.  A  Bible  class 
has  been  formed  which  consists  of  18  members. 

A  portion  of  my  time  is  devoted  td  Millerstown,  and 
Tuscarora  Valley.  The  prospects  which  these  places  present 
are  very  encouraging.  The  prejudices  which  formerly  exist- 
ed against  the  church  are  gradually  diminishing,  and  strong 
hopes  are  entertained  that,  ere  Ions,  regular  congregations 
will  be  established  at  both  these  places.  At.  Millerstown 
there  is  a  Bible  class  consisting  of  24  members. 


Report  qfthe  Rev.  John  Rodney,  jr.  Rector  of  St.  Luke's 
churchy  Germantown,.  Philadelphia  county,  and  St* 
Thomas's,  Whitemarsh,  Montgomery  county. 

St.  Luke's,  Germantown. 

The  Rector  is  enabled  through  the  Divine  blessing,  to  re- 
port the  obviously  improved  condition  of  this  parish,  since  he 
has  had  the  charge  of  it,  which  has  been  a  little  more  than  one 
year.  Those  unfortunate  divisions  which  had  previously  ex- 
isted for  many  years ;  which  had  rent  the  peace  of  the  church, 
and  had  separated  from  the  holy  altar  some  of  its  ardent 
friends,  have  happily  been  healed ;  and  those  who  were  "  some 
time  afar  off,"  now  meet  together  in  harmonious  communion. 
Under  these  auspicious  circumstances,  the  revenue  of  the 
church  has  been  augmented,  the  numbers  in  attendance  upon 
its  services  multiplied,  and  its  outward  courts  have  been  im- 
proved and  beautified.  The  Rector  moreover  cherishes  the 
humble  hope,  that  He,  who  hath  hitherto  helped  us  with  his 
Divine  favour  by  promoting  external  prosperity,  will  shine 
also  into  the  hearts  of  the  people  by  the  sacred  influences  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  until  they  shall  grow  up  into  a  spiritual 
building  of  immortal  beauty,  and  imperishable  harmony  and 
glory. 

The  number  of  communicants  (some  having  removed  and 
some  having  been  added  during  the  year)  is  21— baptisms 
performed  5 — funerals  3— marriage  1. 

The  Sunday  schools  attached  to  St  Luke's  are  at  present 
in  a  flourishing  state,  embracing  about  150  scholars,  and  14 
teachers.  The  Sunday  school  library  of  about  four  hundred 
volumes,  adapted  to  every  capacity,  besides  being  particularly 
advantageous  to  the  school,  disseminates  more  generally  to 
♦he  people  its  religious  advantages. 
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St.  Thomas'1*  church,  Whitemarsh. 

•  .  the  remoteness  of  this  congregation  from  the  principal 
charge  of  the  Rector,  precludes  that  intimate  connexion  which 
it  is  desirable  should  subsist  between  him  and  his  flock.  The 
state  of  the  churcVis,  however,  deemed  prosperous.  Hopes 
are  entertained  that  the  remains  of  a  large  debt  upon  the 
church,  which  has  long  encutobered  and  paralyzed  the  exer- 
tions of  the  members;  will  soon  be  discharged,  and  a  fresh  zeal 
infused  into  the  hearts*  of  those  who  are  connected  with  this 
venerable  institution. 

The  number  of  communicants  (several  having  been  added 
during  the  Year)  is  14— baptisms  3 — funerals  S. 

The  Sunday  schools  conducted  during  a  part  of  the  year  are  3, 
and  afford  instruction  to  90  or  lt)6  scholars.  The  devoted - 
ness  of  the  teachers,  and  their  personal  sacrifices  to  the  cause, 
are  eminently  praiseworthy. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Sheets,  Rector  of  Trinity 
church,  Oxford,  and  All  Saints  church,  Lower  Dublin, 
Philadelphia  county. 

Baptisms  3— communicants  50— marriages  11— interments 
43. 

Collections  for  the  Bishop's  fund,  and  for  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania, 
are  punctually  made  in  these  churches;  and  henceforth  it  is 
contemplated  making  an  annual  collection  for  the  parish  li- 
brary, which  has  been  commenced,  and  promises  usefulness. 
Public  service  is  performed  regularly  in  each  of  the  churches 
on  every  Sunday  during  the  favourable  part  of  the  year,  and 
alternately  the  remainder.  The  congregations  are  respectable 
both  for  number  and  character.  Trinity  church  has. un- 
dergone a  handsome  internal  repair.  The  Sunday  schools 
which  have  been  suspended  during  the  inclement  season,  are 
about  to  be  opened  for  the  ensuing  season.  Harmony  exists 
among  our  members  generally :  and  the  discord  which  has 
been  so  abundantly  manifested  in  the  diocese,  with  the  party 
names  and  distinctions  which  we  fear  are  cherished  by  some, 
are  much  deplored  bv  us.  a  For  the  divisions  of  Reuben 
there  are  great  searchings  of  heart" 
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Beport  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Smith,  Bettor  of  Christ- 
church,  Meadville,  Crawford  county;  and  St.  PauPs 
church,  Erie ,  Erie  county;  and  Missionary  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity 
in  Pennsylvania  for  the  north-west  section  of  the 
state. 

Christ-churchy  Meadville,  Crautfbrd  county. 

Families  S9— communicants  22 — funerals  2. 

Daring  the  pastyear  the  attendants  on  our  worship  hare 
nearly  doubled.  The  corner  stone  of  the  church  in  this  bo- 
rough was  laid  on  Wednesday,  April  11th.  This  is  the  first 
attempt  to  erect  a  church  in  this  diocese  west  of  the  Alle- 
gheny river.  With  almost  unparalleled  exertions  something 
more,  than  one  half  the  sum  necessary  for  this  church  has 
been  subscribed  by  the  members  of  this  infant  congregation. 

St.  PauPs  church,  borough  of  Erie,  Erie  county. 

Families  and  contributors  about  30— communicants  not 
ascertained. 

This  congregation  hat  been  organized  during  the  pastyear. 
The  standard  of  our%  Zion  is  now  planted  on  the  extreme 
north-western  borders  of  our  diocese.  In  August  last  our 
service  was,  for  the  second  time,  ever  performed  in  this  place ; 
then,  there  was  but  a  solitary  respondent ;  now,  about  thirty 
join  in  its  devotions. 

St.  John's  church,  Franklin,  Venango  county. 

This  congregation  has  not  materially  varied  since  the  last 
report.  The  inhabitants  are  general  ly  far  from  being  wealthy. 
Notwithstanding,  more  than  half  the  sum  necessary  for  erect- 
ing a  house  of  worship  has  been  subscribed  during  the  past 
year,  and  measures  nave  been  taken  for  commencing  its 
erection  the  present  season.  It  ought  not  here  be  omitted 
noticing  the  recent  valuable  donation  of  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Dowell, 
of  a  bunding  lot  for  this  purpose ;  it  was  a  gift  evidently  de- 
signed to  promote  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  village. 

St.  James's  church,  Venango  Furnace,  Venango  county* 

Families  and  contributors  about  25. 

This  congregation  has  been  organized  during  the  pastyear. 
Through  the  patronage  and  zeal  of  a  few  individuals,  there 
is  a  prospect  that  this  congregation  will  ere  long  become  very 
numerous. 

St.  John's  church,  Mercer,  Mercer  county. 
Families  and  contributors  about  20. 
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This  congregation  has  been  organized  during  the  last  year. 
The  future  prospects  of  this  congregation  are  favourable. 

St.  Peter's  churchy  Waterford,  Erie  county. 

Families  and  contributors,  about  25. 

This  congregation  has  also  been  organized  during  the  past 
year.  Our  services  here  are  well  attended,  and  the  future 
prospects  flattering.  Indeed  throughout  this  section,  the 
more  our  church  is  known,  the  greater  is  the  number  of  its 
adherents  from  the  most  respectable  portion  of  the  community. 

Baptisms  in  the  north-western  section  during  the  last 
year,  adults  5 — infants  19. 

I  have  also  visited  and  officiated  at  the  flourishing  village 
of  Philipsburgh  three  times  during;  the  past  year,  and  have  or- 
ganized a  congregation  whose  future  prospects  are  highly 
promising. 

Trinity  churchy  Centre  county. 

Communicants  7 — families  about  15. 

Our  worship  here  is  generally  attended  by  all  the  inhabi- 
tants. 

For  four  months  past,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Hutchins  has 
been  associated  with  me  as  assistant  missionary  in  this  sec- 
tion. It  is  due  to  him  to  state,  that  in  the  discharge  of  duty 
he  has  manifested  much  zeal  and  arduous  exertion. 

To  the  aidfafforded'by  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  is  this  section  particularly  indebted  for  its  pre- 
fent  favourable  aspect. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Spencer,  Rector  of  St.  John's 
churchy  Carlisle,  Cumberland  county.  • 

Communicants  40— baptisms  IT — marriages  2 — death  1. 

The  Sunday  School  contains  about  forty- five  children. 

It  gives  the  Rector  of  St.  John's  church  pleasure  to  be  able 
to  inform  the  Convention,  that  during  the  last  year  a  new 
place  of  worship  has  been  erected  by  the  congregation.  It 
will  be  a  neat  edifice  when  completed,  and  is  much  more  com- 
modious than  the  old  one.  In  consequence  of  this  measure, 
a  large  increase  is  expected  in  the  number  of  pew  holders. 
Much  credit  is  due,  not  only  to  the  officers  of  the  church,  but 
to  the  congregation  generally,  for  their  liberality,  and  the 
zeal  with  which  the  work  hasbeen  conducted. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John   V.  E.  Thorn,  Rector  of  St. 
James  the  Greater *s  church,  Bristol,  Bucks  county. 

The  present  Rector  took  the  charge  of  this  church  in  Sep- 
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tember  last,  it  which  time  it  was,  in  consequence  of  several 
unfavourable  event*,  in  a  very  depressed  and  unsettled  state. 
It  is  not,  however,  without  lively  feelings  of  gratitude  to  that 
Being,  who  alone  can  give  tye  increase,  thatne  is  enabled  to 
report  that  his  most  sanguine  expectations  have  been  realised. 
Those  families  which  had  left  the  church  have  returned  ; 
others  have  been  added  ;  the  utmost  unanimity  prevails,  with 
increasing  indications  of  seriousness ;  and  there  is  now  everj 
reason  to  believe  that  this  congregation  is  once  more  esta- 
blished upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  with  very  encouraging 
prospects  of  future  usefulness. 

,Ue  thinks  it  would  be  ungenerous  in  him  not  to  avail  him* 
self  of  this  opportunity  of  evincing  his  gratitude  for  the  so- 
licitude the  congregation  have  manifested  in  rendering  to  bis 
comfort,  and  for  the  very  liberal  support,  which,  according  to 
their  means,  they  have  so  freely  bestowed,  and  have  pledged 
themselves  to  continue. 

The  number  of  stated  worshippers  about  S00— Sunday 
scholars,  from  70  to  80— baptisms,  adults  3 — children  10— 
marriage  1— funerals,  including  several  from  Philadelphia,  14 
—communicants,  died  1— added  5 — total  40.

Matthew's  church,  Francisville,  Philadelphia  county  f 
in  the  service  qf  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  qf 
Christianity. 

The  prospects  of  the  church  are  gratifying,  both  to  the 
members  of  the  congregation,  and  to  the  minister. 

There. has,  during  the  present  year,  been  an  accession  of 
members,  and  an  apparent  increase  of  vital  piety.  The  vestry 
have  lately  purchased  a  lot  for  a  burying  ground,  and  in  con- 
formity with  an  application  of  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
vicinity,  a  resolution  has  been  lately  passed,  for  the  erection 
of  pews  in  the  church,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  be  completed 
in  a  few  weeks. 

The  Sunday  Schools  have  continued  to  flourish  and  in- 
crease, in  a  manner  highly  interesting;  to  the  neighbourhood. 
The  attention  of  the  children  is  regular,  their  morals  exem- 
plary, and  their  attention  to  the  services  of  the  church  truly 
encouraging.  The  schools  contain  one  hundred  and  fifty 
scholars,  ninety  males  and  sixty  females;  nine  teachers,  six 
male  and  three  female.

Baptisms  91 — burials  1 1 3— marriages  65— communicants, 
about  325. 

In  these  churches,  there  is  divine  service  throughout  the 
year,  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  in  every  week,  on  every  day 
in  Passion  Week,  and  on  various  weekday  festivals. 

For  the  winter  season,  and  until  lately  in  the  spring,  be- 
sides the  usual  services  of  every  Sunday  in  each  church,  there 
was  at  night  divine  service  and  sermon  in  St.  James's,  in 
the  same  church,  in  the  two  test  weeks  of  Lent,  and  iu  Easter 
week,  there  were  lectures  on  the  Catechism,  on  the  Ministry, 
and  the  service  of  the  church,  and  on  the  doctrines  of  Grace. 

During  the  greater  portion  of  the  winter,  in  St.  Peter's 
church,  there  were  delivered  weekly,  by  one  of  the  assistant 
ministers,  lectures  on  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  to  a  class  of 
upwards  of  100  persons. 

The  collections  in  these  churches,  besides  those  for  their 
own  poor,  are  as  follows. 

Soon  after  the  last  annual  Convention,  there  were  collec- 
tions in  aid  of  the  fund  for  the  support  of  a  future  Bishop. 
This  was  in  compliance  with  the  call  for  the  last  year :  and 
for  this  year,  there  have  been  already  a  collection  in  aid  of 
the  same  fund. 

There  have  also  been  collections  for  the  fund  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  others  for  our  Sunday  School  Society,  and  for  the  Paro- 
chial Schools. 

In  the  three  churches,  there  is  the  same  number  of  female 
Sunday  Schools,  conducted  with  great  judgment  and  efficien- 
cy. There  is  at  present  only  one  male  school :  the  other  two 
schools  being  suspended  by  causes  which  are  expected  to  be 
temporary.

There  is  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  attached  to  this  church 
containing  about  200  children,  under  the  able  superintendence 
of  an  active  vestryman  ;  and  the  directress  of  the  female  de- 
partment, aided  by  a  faithful  board  of  male  and  female  teach- 
ers, also  two  Bible  classes  of  about  thirty  members  each, 
which  meet  weekly. 
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The  Bishop  presented  the  reports  from  the  treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  and  from  the  treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  fund; 
which  were  read.* 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ives,  was 
unanimously  adopted : —

given  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburgh  for 
their  politeness  and  hospitality  to  the  members  of  the  same. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  it  was  unanimously  Be- 
rthed, that  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  given  to  the  Rey. 
Or.  Wilson  for  his  sermon  preached  at  the  opening  of  this 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Binney,  Resolved,  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  Constitution,  Canons 
and  Regulations  of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  and  to  report 
to  the  next  stated  Convention  such  alterations  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient  to  be  made  therein. 

Mr.  Binney,  Mr.  Ingersoll,  Mr.  Meredith,  Dr.  Beasley,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  were  appointed  a  committee  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Be  Lancey,  Ordered,  that  750 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kemper,  seconded  by  Mr.  Sheets,  it  was 
Resolved,  that  the  next  Annual  Convention  will  meet  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  May,  18 £8,  at  6  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  then  united  in  singing  the  last  four  verses 
of  the  122d  Psalm,  when  after  a  short  address  and  the  bene- 
diction, from  the  Rt.  Rev.  President,  the  Convention  adjourn- 
ed sine  die.

I  beg  you  to  Uy  before  the  Convention,  my  accounts  for  the  past  year, 
accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  examination  by  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee. 

It  has  occurred  to  me,  as  proper  also,  to  present  a  list  of  the  Churches, 
from  which  the  annual  assessment  for  the  Convention  Fund  has  not  been 
received.     Such  a  list  vou  will  find  enclosed. 

It  was  remarked,  I  think,  by  my  predecessor,  in  his  report  to  the  last 
Annual  Convention,  that  the  proportion  of  this  Fund  allotted  for  defray- 
ing the  expenses  of  the  Convention,  was  inadequate.  The  allotment, 
during  the  last  year,  has  fallen  still  further  short  of  the  expenses,  owing 
perhaps,  principally,  to  the  occurrence  of  a  Special  Convention.  It  was, 
therefore,  found  necessary  to  dispose  of  the  stock  which  had  been  pur- 
chased by  the  late  treasurer.  A  part  of  that  stock  would  have  been  suf- 
ficient to  answer  the  calls  which  were  made  on  the  treasury,  but  it  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  to  dispose  of  a  part  of  it,  without  inconvenient 
delay.  As  soon  as  the  proceeds  of  this  stock  shall  be  exhausted,  it  will 
be  found  impossible  to  defray  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Convention, 
out  of  the  contributions  at  present  allotted  for  that  purpose;  unless,  in- 
deed, which  is  scarcely  to  be  anticipated,  those  expenses  shall  be  dimin- 
ished in  a  very  great  degree.

The  following  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  and  not  present 
yesterday,  appeared  -and  took  their  seats,  viz.  Rev.  James  May* 
the  Rev.  Caleb  /.  Gooa\  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  and  the  Rex.  John 
B.  Clemson. 

The  following  lay  deputies,  not  present  yesterday,  answered 
to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats:  John  Plumbe,  John  Ikrr9 
Cornelius  Stevenson,  John  Sheqff,  John  Shannon,  J.  R.  IngersoiL 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  White  delivered  his  annual  address. 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren-,  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion; 

Immediately  after  the  last  Convention,  held  in  Harrisburgh,I  re- 
paired to  the  city  of  Lancaster,  where,  on  the  13th  of  May,  I  held 
a  confirmation,  and  preached;  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ives,  read- 
ing prayers. 

On  Saturday,  the  19th  of  the  same  month,  I  consecrated  St 
Mary's  church,  in  Hamiltonville,  Philadelphia  county. 

On  the  30th  of  the  same  montli,  I  ordained  ffllliam  R.  Bow- 
man to  the  priesthood. 

From  Tuesday,  the  26th  of  June,  to  Friday,  the  29th  of  the 
same  month,  I  was  engaged  in  New  York,  on  the  concerns  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  presiding  at  the  meetings  of  the 
trustees,  and  at  the  commencement,  attending  to  the  examina- 
tions, and  delivering  an  address.  In  the  minds  of  the  bishops,  and 
of  the  other  clerical  and  the  lay  trustees  present,  there  was  re- 
newed satisfaction  on  witnessing  the  talents  of  the  professors,  with 
the  attainments  of  the  graduates,  and  of  the  other  students. 

During  my  stay,  there  was  held  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
Episcopal  Sunday  School  Society,  instituted  by  deputies  to  the 
last  General  Convention,  and  others,  in  the  year  1836.  At 
their  meeting  in  New  York,  measures  were  adopted  to  render 
the  design  efficient;  and  I  embrace  the  present  opportunity  of  re- 
commending it  to  the  patronage  of  the  diocese,  as  fruitful  of  many 
advantages;  among  which  it  is  not  the  least,  that  a  check  may  be 
expected  to  be  thus  provided,  against  endeavour*  perseveringly  put 
forth,  to  introduce  into  our  Sunday  schools  an  influence  alien  from 
that  of  the  church.  There  is  now  in  this  city  an  agent  of  the  So- 
ciety, a  very  respectable  deacon  of  our  churcfv,  sent  for  the  special 
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purpose  of  raising  contributions;  and  I  cannot  but  wish  that  his 
endeavours  may  be  successful. 

On  Sunday,  the  8th  of  July,  I  consecrated  St.  John's  church,  in 
the  borough  of  Carlisle,  administering  the  rite  of  confirmation,  and 
preaching  forenoon  and  afternoon;  the  Rev.  Joseph  Spencer,  the 
rector,  reading  prayers. 

On  Sunday,  the  26th  of  August,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of 
priests,  Henry  J.  Wkitehouee  and  John  B.  Clemson;  both  being  of 
this  diocese.  On  Thursday,  the  25th  of  October,  in  Christ  church 
•f  this  city,  I  consecrated  to  the  episcopacy  the  Rev.  Henry 
Uetick  Onderdonky  D.  D.,  elected  by  the  last  Convention  to  be 
Assistant  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  and  to  be  my  successor  in  the 
event  of  my  decease,  there  having  been  previously  presented  to 
me  the  testimonials  required  by  the  canons.  The  bishops  present, 
and  assisting,  were  Bishop  Hobart,  of  New  York,  Bishop  Kemp, 
of  Maryland,  Bishop  Croes,  of  New  Jersey,  and  Bishop  Bowen*  of 
South  Carolina.  Bishop  Htoart  preached  on  this  occasion.  The 
sermon  having  been  demanded  by  the  consecration  service,  and 
the  preacher  having  been  designated  by  me,  I  hold  myself  bound 
to  declare  my  abhorrence  of  the  calumnies  to  which  he  became 
subject,  by  his  compliance  with  my  request. 

Early  in  the  year  181 1,  within  a  short  time  of  the  election  of  Dr. 
Hobart  to  the  episcopacy  of  New  York,  and  with  the  view  of  de- 
feating that  object,  there  appeared,  in  a  printed  pamphlet,  sundry 
statements  injurious  to  his  character.  Before  the  publishing  of 
any  counter  statements,  he  was  elected  to  the  episcopacy  by  a 
large  majority  of  the  clergy,  and  of  the  lay  deputies  of  the  dio- 
cese, under  knowledge  of  the  charges,  and  with  conviction  of  the 
untruth  of  them.  1  hat  very  respectable  corporation,  the  vestry 
of  Trinity  church,  indignant  at  the  treatment  of  one  of  their  pas- 
tors, took  measures  which  affected  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the 
accuser,  and  his  standing  within  their  parochial  connexion.  The 
case  came,  in  canonical  form,  before  Bishop  Benjamin  Moore,  and ' 
the  other  clergy  of  the  diocese.  Their  decision  was  unequivocally 
in  favour  of  the  vestry,  with  whose  cause  the  character  of  Bishop 
Hobart  had  become  identified.  The  defeated  party  brought  the 
matter  before  the  supreme  court  of  the  state,  the  judges  of  which, 
with  the  consent  of  the  parties,  condescended  to  act  in  the  charac- 
ter of  referees;  and  by  their  decision,  the  act  of  the  bishop  and 
clergy,  comprehending  a  justification  of  Bishop  Hobart,  was  con- 
firmed. But  after  the  lapse  of  16  years,  the  statements  have  been 
revived,  without  the  least  reference  to  the  decision  of  the  bishop 
and  clergy,  or  to  the  award  of  the  judges,  or  to  the  counter  state- 
ments, to  which,  to  this  day,  there  has  not  been  a  reply.  The 
present  notice  of  the  calumnies  is  not  the  suggestion  of  private 
friendship,  however  felt  and  cherished  for  a  right  reverend  brother, 
but  an  act  of  justice  to  him,  and  an  imperious  duty  on  my  part, 
because  of  injury  sustained  by  him  in  consequence  of  a  service

performed  for  this  diocese,  at  my  request,  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  rubric. 

As  a  part  of  this  address,  I  deliver  the  instrument  of  the  con- 
secration of  Bishop  Onderdonk  to  be  entered  on  your  Journal. 

SENTENCE  OF  CONSECRATION. 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  we,  WiMiam  WhUt*  D. 
D.,  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Presiding  Bishop ;  John  Henry  Hobart,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
/  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York ;  James 
'  Kemp,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  Maryland ;  John  Croes,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey;  and  Nathaniel 
Bowen,  D.  Dn  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  under  the  protection  of  Almighty  God, 
in  Christ  Church,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  Thursday,  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  in  the  vAr  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  did  then,  and  there,  rightly  and 
canonically,  consecrate  our  beloved  in  Christ,  Henry  Usiick  On- 
derdonk, D.  D.,  rector  of  St.  Ann's  Church,  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  of  whose  sufficiency  in  good  learning,  soundness  in  the 
faith,  and  purity  of  manners,  we  were  fully  ascertained,  into  the 
office  of  Bishopy  to  which  he  hath  been  elected  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  assist  the  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  the  said  State,  in  the  duties  of 
the  Episcopal  office,  and  to  succeed  him  in  case  of  survivership. 
Given  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  Oc- 
tober, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-seven.

On  the  30th  December,  I  ordained  John  P.  Robinson,  of  the 
•diocese  of  Delaware,  to  the  office  of  a  deacon. 

On  the  23d  of  March,  in  the  African  church  of  St.  Thomas,  in 
this  city,  at  the  desire  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  diocese  of 
Maryland,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  priests,  Wm.  Leving- 
ion,  a  coloured  man,  settled  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  In  record- 
ing this  act,  induced  by  the  lamentable  death  of  a  right  reverend 
brother,  I  trust,  that  as  the  event  was  the  result  of  his  having  been 
one  of  the  agents  in  the  consecration  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for 
this  diocese,  1  shall  be  indulged  in  the  expression  of  the  poignant 
grief  excited  in  me  by  the  melancholy  occasion.  My  know- 
ledge of  Bishop  Kemp,  and  my  friendly  regards  for  him,  were  of 
a  duration  not  far  short  of  forty  years.  By  the  imposition  of  my 
hands,  at  an  early  period  of  his  life,  he  was  ordained  deacon  and 
priest;  and  by  the  same,  nearly  fourteen  years  ago, he  was  conse- 
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crated  a  bishop.  These  circumstances,  and  others,  gave  occasion 
to  considerable  intercourse  between  us:  during  the  whole  of  which, 
such  were  the  evidences  in  him  of  unostentatious  piety,  with  a 
disposition  eminently  friendly,  and  without  the  least  mixture  of 
guile;  so  happily  was  this  part  of  his  character  united  with  solid 
learning,  under  the  direction  of  a  discriminating  judgment;  and 
so  efficiently  were  these,  and  other  endowments,  applied  by  him 
to  the  good  of  the  church,  by  a  steady  but  temperate  zeal ;  that, 
having  formerly  esteemed  his  election  to  the  episcopacy  a  blessing, 
to  the  communion,  I  now  mourn  its  being  deprived  of  him  as  a 
heavy  loss.  In  consideration  of  the  circumstances  under  which 
the  event  took  place,  I  trust  that  it  will  be  held  the  duty  of  every 
one  of  us  to  put  up  his  petitions  to  the  throne  of  grace,  that  our 
sister  diocese  may  be  provided  with  a  successor  worthy  of  replacing 
a  bishop  whose  services  they  duly  estimate,  and  whose  memory 
they  will  affectionately  cherish. 

The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsyl- 
vania has  lately  been  favoured  with  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  annual  subscribers.  At  present  it  employs  four  mis- 
sionaries, and  will  add  to  the  number  as  soon  as  the  services  of 
suitable  persons  can  be  obtained.  My  confirmations  have  been  of 
fifty-seven  persons.  The  number  confirmed  by  Bishop  Onder- 
donk  will  be  reported  by  him. 

The  changes  in  our  ministry  have  been  as  follows.  The  Rev; 
Joab  2?.  Cooper,  reported  in  my  last  address  as  principal  of  an  aca- 
demy in  Germantown,  has  resigned  that  station,  and  is  a  resi- 
dent teacher  in  this  city.  The  Rev.  Henry  H.  Pfeiffer  is  credibly 
reported  to  be  the  rector  of  Christ  church,  Brownsville,  in  place 
of  the  Rev.  John  P.  Bailsman,  who  is  removed  to  the  diocese  of 
Ohio.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Chaderton  has  removed  to  the  diocese  of 
New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Levi  S.  Ives  has  removed  to  that  of  New 
York.  The  Rev.  Moses  P.  Bennet  is  credibly  reported  to  have  left 
this  diocese.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman  has  removed  from  Pe- 
quea,  and  accepted  the  co-rectorship  of  St.  James's  church,. Lan- 
caster, and  his  place  in  Pequea,  according  to  credible  report,  has 
been  supplied  by  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  for- 
merly or  Harrisburg.  To  the  church  in  that  borough,  the  Rev.  John 
W.  Curtis,  transferred  to  this  diocese  from  that  of  New  York,  has 
been  elected.  The  Rev.  Benjamin  P.  Jfydelott  has  removed  to 
the  diocese  of  Ohio.  The  Rev.  John  V.  E.  Thorn  has  resigned  his 
church  in  Bristol, 'and  is  resident  in  Carlisle,  and  his  place  is  sup- 
plied by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Bees.  The  Rev.  Boberi  Piggot  has 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  the  church  in  Lewistown.  The  Rev. 
Wm.  Eldred  is  deceased.  The  Rev.  Norman  Nash  has  discon- 
tinued the  connexion  reported  in  the  last  address;  but  is  still  re- 
sident in  the  diocese.  Of  the  Rev.  Bobert  Davis  I  have  not 
sufficient  information  to  report,  whether  his  absence  be  temporary, 
or  a  final  removal.  The  Rev.  Benjamin  Hutehins,  in  the  service 
of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  has  been  trans- 
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ferred  from  the  north-west  to  the  north-east  section  of  the  state* 
The  Rev.  Wm.  Bryant  has  been  transferred  to  this  diocese  front 
that  of  New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Peter  Van  Pelt,  transferred  to 
this  diocese  from  that  of  South  Carolina,  is  ministering  to  the 
African  church  of  St.  Thomas,  in  this  citj.  The  Rev.  Richard 
S.  Mason  has  been  transferred  to  this  diocese,  from  that  of  North 
Carolina ;  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Jilien  from  that  of  Maryland* 
The  following  deacons  have  been  transferred  to  this  diocese  front 
the  dioceses  to  be  respectively  named.  The  Rev.  George  Mintzer, 
from  Ohio,  settled  at  Morlattin ;  the  Rev./oAn  A*  Hicks,  from  New 
York,  settled  at  Easton ;  and  the  Rev.  Bermet  Glover,  from  Con- 
necticut, engaged  as  a  missionary  bv  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.  The  Rev.  Ralph  JVxtliston 
has  been  transferred  to  this  diocese  from  that  of  Delaware.  He 
became  and  continues  a  Missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  The  case  of  the  Rev.  Wm,  It- 
Bowman  is  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Convention.  If 
he  should  appearand  claim  a  seat,  they  will,  of  course,  be  judges  of  a 
membership  of  their  body.  But  if  I  am  correct  in  the  supposition, 
that  as  well  his  residence,  as  his  cure,  is  at  Francis ville,  in  Loui- 
siana, I  ought  not,  at  present,  to  consider  him  as  a  clergyman  of 
this  diocese,  and  therefore  have  not  delivered  his  name  to  your 
secretary.  To  the  opinion  expressed,  it  may  be  objected,  that 
a  clergyman,  situated  as  Mr.  Bowman,  in  the  case  of  evil  living, 
would  not  be  responsible  to  any  ecclesiastical  tribunal.  To  my 
mind,  this  only  proves  that  there  is  a  possible  evil,  not  provided 
against  by  our  General  Convention,  although  unquestionably  com- 
petent to  it. 

Since  preparing  this  address,  I  was  credibly  informed  yester- 
day, that  Mr.  George  Kirk,  whom,  in  the  last  year,  I  reported  as 
residing  at  Downing's  town,  is  now  officiating  at  St.  John's  church* 
New  London. 

The  candidates  for  orders,  since  the  last  address,  are  George  P. 
Giddinge,  John  W.  James,  Wm.  Hilton,  David  Dick,  Francis  H, 
L.  Laird,  Matthew  H.  Henderson,  Frederick  Beasley,  and  i?.  A. 
Henderson;  the  last  named  being  transferred  from  Delaware. 

Nathan  Stem,  reported  last  year,  has  been  transferred  to  Ohio. 
The  number  of  those  who  may  now  be  considered  candidates  is 
fifteen. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  instituting  of  the  Episcopal  Sunday 
School  Society,  seated  in  New  York,  but  co-extensive  with  the 
United  States,  will  not  be  thought  to  supersede  the  necessity  of 
our  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Society,  now  become  auxiliary  to  the 
other.  That  of  the  diocese  has  still  before  it  a  considerable  and 
permanent  work  in  providing  our  Sunday  schools  with  tracts  and 
books, and  in  guarding  against  extraneous  agencies. 

The  Female  Tract  society  continue  their  exertions.  They  have 
published  within  the  last  year  nine  valuable  tracts,  for  which  their 
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expenditure  has  been  8464  16;  and  they  respectfully  inquire,  why 
this  useful  institution,  which  has  been  deemed  by  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  an  important  coadjutor,  is  not 
more  encouraged. 

The  Education  Society  is  still  in  its  beginnings.  It  has,  how- 
ever, gathered  the  small  funded  stock  of  81028  44,  the  interest  of 
which,  with  the  annual  subscriptions,  supports  three  beneficiaries. 
This  Society  has  been  materially  aided  by  female  associations  in 
four  of  the  churches  in  the  city. 

The  fund  for  the  support  of  the  widows  and  the  children  of 
deceased  clergymen,  who,  during  their  lives,  had  contributed  to 
it— for  none  others  can  transmit  claims  to  their  families — has  in- 
creased to  040,595  33.  The  few  contributors  are  providing  re- 
turns for  such  of  their  families  as  may  survive  them,  far  beyond 
proportion  to  what  will  have  been  contributed  by  the  deceased  hus- 
bands and  fathers.  That  the  benefit  will  not  be  more  extensive, 
will  not  be  ascribed  to  your  bishop,  in  his  not  proposing  of  it  to 
his  reverend  brethren  in  his  annual  addresses.  He  is  apprehen- 
sive, that  the  fewness  of  the  contributors  will  always  endanger 
there  being  efforts  for  the  diverting  of  the  produce  of  this  fund, 
to  the  gratifying  of  the  impulses  of  a  mistaken  charity.  He  had 
no  hand  in  the  formation  of  the  society,  it  having  been  formed 
when  he  was  a  youth,  and  a  few  years  before  his  entrance  on  the 
ministry;  but,  at  the  time,  he  had  opportunities  of  knowing  the 
pains  bestowed  on  it,  especially  in  the  obtaining  of  correct  princi- 
ples of  calculation,  warranted  by  extensive  observation  of  duration 
of  lives.  After  the  shock  received  by  the  fund  from  the  cur- 
rency of  the  revolutionary  war,  he  became  much  occupied,  jointly  ' 
with  a  reverend  brother*  now  present,  not  only  in  re-organizing  the 
society,  but  also  in  rescuing  the  remnant  of  the  fund  from  the  fur- 
ther danger  into  which  it  had  fallen.  In  consequence,  he  holds 
himself  entitled  to  record  on  your  minutes  his  caution,  against  what- 
ever may  deprive  any  clergyman  of  this  diocese  of  the  right  to  pur- 
chase for  his  family  an  interest  in  this  fund,  not  only  proportionable 
to  his  contributions,  according  to  the  calculations  ot  what  are 
called  the  chances  of  life,  but  also  admitting  addition  proportioned 
to  the  increase  of  the  fund. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  after  having  laboured  under  much  discouragement, 
perceive  a  brightening  of  their  prospects.  While  they  were  en- 
tertaining the  opinion,  that  their  efficiency  was  in  full  proportion 
to  their  means,  they  were  labouring  under  the  imputation  of  the 
want  of  zeal  and  of  exertion.  For  the  amount  of  what  they  have 
performed,  they  are  not  backward  to  appeal  to  a  comparison  of  it 
with  their  supplies.  The  suspension  of  the  Green  Bay  mission  is  a 
subject  of  deep  regret  with  them,  but  was  the  result  of  causes  which

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the  committee  sought  in  vain  to  obviate.  There  will  moo  be  a 
revival  of  the  mission,  under  the  encouragement  of  expected  aid 
from  the  federal  government.  This,  with  supplies  lately  received, 
beyond  any  within  the  same  space  of  time,  encourages  the  com- 
mittee  to  a  renewal,  and  to  an  increase  of  their  exertions. 

Of  societies  not  known  in  our  institutions,  the  only  one  that  can 
properly  be  noticed  in  this  address,  on  principles  heretofore  de- 
tailed, is  the  Bible  Society  of  Philadelphia.  It  continues  to  be 
deservedly  cherished  by  the  members  of  our  church  generally, 
who,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  appreciate  and  aid  in  the  great  work 
now  in  progress,  of  providing  every  destitute  family  in  the  state 
with  a  Bible ;  to  be  received  as  they  may  choose,  either  gratuitously, 
or  at  a  reduced  price. 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  your  bishop,  that  he  can  present  an 
encouraging  account  of  the  fund  provided  for  the  support  of  the 
right  reverend  his  assistant  and  successor.  The  amountof  what  has 
been  raised  in  the  few  congregations  in  which  there  has  been 
compliaqce  with  recommendations  to  the  effect,  according  to  the 
last  statement  of  the  account  of  the  treasurer,  is  $12,064  57.  It 
is  in  the  United  States  6  per  cent,  stock,  and  in  the  management 
of  three  trustees,  under  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  generous  bequest  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Pilmore,  was  men- 
tioned in  the  last  annual  address,  as  pending  in  law.  The  su- 
preme court  of  the  commonwealth  have  adjudged  it,  in  trust,  for 
the  use  declared  by  the  testator,  to  our  incorporated  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania;  a  result  to  which 
no  hinderance  was  interposed  by  the  executors  of  the  deceased 
further  than  was  necessary  for  their  security.  The  entire  pro* 
ceeds  of  the  bequest  are,  in  5  per  cent,  stock  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, 87,969  12.  These  two  funds  are  to  be  permanently 
applied  to  the  support  of  the  episcopacy,  and  amount  to  somewhat 
upwards  of  820,000.  The  part  of  the  fund,  purchased  by  the  lega- 
cy of  Dr.  Pilmore,  will  necessarily  be  in  the  custody  of  the  said 
Society,  and  to  be  governed  by  the  will  of  the  reverend  donor.  . 

In  addition  to  what^uts  been  stated,  it  has  been  the  effect  of  the 
public  spirit  of  sundry  members  of  our  church,  that  they  have 
raised  among  themselves,  on  loan  without  interest,  a  sum  which 
has  purchased,  in  public  funds,  to  the  amount  of  030,851  85.  The 
loan  is  to  be  repaid  by  the  collections  to  be  fathered  in  the  churches. 
Any  further  than  as  it  may  be  so  repaid,  it  will  cease  with  the 
episcopacy  of  Bishop  Onderdonk.  In  the  mean  time,  the  stock 
is  under  management  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  lenders. 

While  this  subject  is  before  the  Convention, it  may  be  proper  to 
mention,  that  the  property  purchased  with  the  legacy  of  Mr.  Do*, 
and  the  receipt  of  the  proceeds  of  it,  are  continued,  under  the 
circumstances  detailed  in  former  addresses. 

Your  bishop  finds  himself  under  considerable  difficulty,  in  mak- 
ing out  a  correct  list  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  and  of  the  cures  to 
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which  thej  are  respectively  attached,  owing,  in  sundry  instances 
to  the  neglect  of  sending  to  him  official  information  of  the  periods 
of  the  commencements  and  of  the  dissolutions  of  pastoral  connex- 
ions. It  is  one  of  the  evils  resulting  from  the  neglect,  that  a  cler- 
gyman, for  the  accomplishment  of  an  improper  object,  may  be 
entered  as  occupying  a  station  in  one  of  our  churches,  when  his 
relation  to  it  has  ceased,  and  he  has  accepted  a  charge  in  another 
-diocese,  [f  there  should  be  any  inaccuracy  in  the  detail  which 
has  been  made  of  the  changes  in  our  ministry,  it  will  probably  be 
found  owing  to  the  neglect  now  complained  of.   - 

This  address  will  be  followed  by  a  supplementary  statement 
from  my  right  reverend  brother,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  dio- 
cese, specifying  his  official  acts  from  the  date  of  his  consecration; 
which  will  be  perceived  to  manifest  the  wisdom  of  there  having 
been  made  such  a  provision  for  the  episcopacy,  as  to  detach  it  from 
the  cares  and  the  labours  of  a  parochial  connexion.  To  these,  the 
small  remainder  of  my  days  will  be  principally  devoted;  although 
not  without  such  a  measure  of  episcopal  concern  and  agency,  as 
shall  be  permitted  by  an^  share  of  health  and  of  strength,  to  be 
continued  to  me  by  a  gracious  Providence.  That  measure  of  epis- 
copal superintendence  is  essential  to  my  being  governed  by  those 
views  of  our  holy  religion,  on  which  I  have  always  acted,  and  on 
which  it  is  my  expectation  to  continue  to  act,  during  the  small 
remainder  of  my  days,  so  far  as  I  shall  be  permitted  by  a  suffi- 
ciency of  body  and  of  mind;  and  I  humbly  implore  the  guidance  of 
the  grace  of  God,  and  the  directing  to  his  glory,  and  to  the  increase 
and  stability  of  the  church,  of  any  feeble  endeavours  which  I  may 
vet  put  form,  with  a  reference  to  those  ends.

In  the  course  of  these  visitations.  I  have  administered  the  rite 
of  confirmation  at  thirteen  places,  and  to  about  two  hundred  and 
fifty -two  persons,  viz.— 

At  Trinity  church,  Philadelphia,  to  thirty-six  persons.  At  Christ 
church,  Reading,  thirty-six.  At  St.  John's,  Pequea,  seventeen. 
At  Christ  church,  Leacock,  fifteen.  At  St.  John's,  Carlisle,  five. 
At  Christ  church,  Greensburgh,  thirty-one.  At  Trinity  church, 
Pittsburgh,  about  eighty.  At  Kittanning,  seven.  At  Butler,  four. 
At  St.  Stephen's,  Wifkesbarre,  four.  At  Springville,  four.  At 
New  Milford,  seven.    At  Trinity  church,  Easton,  six. 

I  have  also,  in  the  course  of  these  visitations,  administered 
the  holy  communion  eight  times,  and  baptized  twenty  children. 

Within  the  portion  of  the  diocese  thus  visited,  I  have  the  plea- 
sure of  reporting,  that  churches  are  erecting  at  Thompson  town 
and  New  Milford,  and  that  measures  are  in  progress  for  the  like 
purpose,  which,  it  is  devoutly  hoped,  may  be  successful,  at  Bed- 
ford, Pottsville,  and  Springville,  and  also  at  Manalen,  where  the 
present  church,  constructed  of  logs  more  than  half  a  century  ago, 
is  greatly  out  of  repair. 

In  many  of  the  parishes,  the  Sunday  schools  are  in  a  highly 
flourishing  state.  And  I  would  gladly  record  here  an  honourable 
notice  of  several  of  them;  but,  in  so  doing,  I  might  be  unjust  in 
omitting  those  of  other  congregations  visited  on  week  days,  or 
during  the  rainy  weather,  so  prevalent  through  the  winter  and 
spring.  These  institutions,  conducted  with  a  view  to  religious 
education,  and  particularly  to  the  establishing  of  the  young  in  a 
preference  for  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  our  holy  church,  can- 
not be  too  highly  commended ;  their  benefits  being  probably  not 
unlike  those  produced  by  the  systematic  instruction  of  catechu- 
mens in  the  primitive  age.  Such  schools  are  worthy  of  all  the  at- 
tention and  labour  that  can  be  devoted  to  them  by  an  enlightened 
christian  zeal.  And  allow  me  to  add,  that  it  will  greatly  conduce 
to  their  general  and  several  prosperity,  and  render  them  more 
effective  in  producing  the  results  desired,  to  have  them  all  con- 
nected with  our  own  General  Sunday  School  Union. 

On  the  particular  state  of  the  churches  visited,  it  would  be 
scarcely  proper  for  me  to  express  an  opinion,  as  my  acquaintance 
with  their  affairs  is  so  recent.  For  a  like  reason,  I  withhold  re- 
marks having  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  diocese  at  large.  It 
becomes  me,  however,  to  mention,  that  I  have  been  every  where 
treated  with  the  kindest  hospitality;  for  which,  and  for  the  provi- 
sion made  in  many  places  for  forwarding  me  on  my  several  jour- 
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nies,  I  take  this  opportunity  of  offering  my  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments.

Strike  out  Art.  IV.  in  the  present  constitution,  and  insert  the  following: 

Abticls  IV.  The  convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  by- 
men.  The  bishop,  and  assistant  bishop,  if  there  be  one,  snail  have  a  seat 
and  vote  in  convention.  Every  clergyman  of  the  church,  of  whatever 
order,  being  a  settled  minister  of  some  parish  within  this  state,  or  being 
a  president,  professor,  tutor,  or  instructer  in  some  college,  academy,  or 
seminary  of  learning,  incorporated  by  law,  or  being  a  missionary  under  the 
direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  diocese,  or  a  chaplain  in  the 
navy  or  army  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in 
convention,  if  he  has  been  actually  and  personally,  as  well  as  canonically, 
resident  within  this  state,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next 
before  the  meeting  of  the  convention,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been 
employed jin  performing  the  duties  of  his  station:  Provided  that  any  tem- 
porary absence  from  the  state  by  reason  of  sickness,  and  any  such  absence 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  two  calendar  months  in  any  one  year,  and  any 
such  absence  with  the  written  permission  of  the  bishop. of  this  diocese,  or 
of  the  standing  committee  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopal  chair,  shall 
be  taken  into  account  in  computing  the  said  residence:  And  Provided  also, 
that  no  clergyman  of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health,  who  has  been  once 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  convention,  shall  lose  his  right  to  a  seat  therein,  by  rea- 
son of  his  having  ceased  to  have  charge  of  a  parish,  or  to  be  in  the  ser- 
vice of  a  seminary  of  learning,  or  to  be  a  missionary  as  aforesaid. 

No  church  shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  convention,  which  does 
not,  by  its  charter  or  articles  of  association,  expressly  accede  to  the  con- 
stitution, canons,  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship,  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  constitution  and  canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese. 

Each  regularly  established  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  this  state,  now 
a  member,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  the  conven- 
tion, may  send  to  the  convention  a  lay  deputy  or  deputies,  not  exceeding 
three  in  number,  to  be  elected  by  the  vestry  of  the  said  church:  Provided 
that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  deputy,  unless  he  has  been  a 
worshipper  in  the  church  he  represents,  six  calendar  months  next  before 
Jiis  election. 

When  two  or  more  churches  are  united  under  one  vestry,  deputies  may 
be  sent  from  each  church,  subject  to  the  proviso  aforesaid. 

The  deputation  from  each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  no 
more.  v 

No  deputation  from  any  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  same  con- 
vention at  which  the  church  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member. 

Add  the  following  clause  at  the  close  of  Art.  VI. 

All  officers  and  committees  appointed  by  ballot  must,  in  order  to  theit 
election,  receive  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  clerical  members,  and  of  the 
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lay  representations.  And  in  all  cases  of  a  failure  or  omission  to  elect  any 
officer  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  then  in  office,  or  belonging  to  the 
committee,  shall  continue  in  their  station  until  others  shall  be  chosen."

Large  libraries  are  attached  to  the  Schools. 

Of  12  male  teachers,  11  are  communicants,  and  all  the  female 
teachers. 

The  Sunday  Schools  having  increased  beyond  the  present  ca- 
pacity of  the  accommodations  provided  in  the  church,  the  larger 
scholars  have  regularly  attended  divine  service  in  the  morning  of 
every  Sunday,  and  during  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year,  the 
whole  number  have  been  assembled  in  the  lecture  room,  on  the 
afternoon  of  Sunday,  and  had  the  benefit  of  the  service,  and  a 
sermon  by  a  missionary,  provided  by  the  exertions  of  the  teachers 
at  a  salary  of  8400  per  annum.  The*  Rev.  George  Minister  \&- 
boured  faithfully  in  tnis  department,  as  also  performing  regular 
visitations  to  the  parents  of  the  Sunday  School  children  until  his 
removal  to  his  present  parish.  Efforts  are  making  to  obtain  a 
suitable  supply  for  this  interesting  and  important  department. 

The  schools  tire  supported  by  the  liberality  of  the  congregation, 
and  every  appeal  has  been  promptly  and  fully  met. 

In  consequence  of  impaired  health  the  Rector  has  not  assem- 
bled the  congregational  Bible  class  this  season. 

The  services  of  the  church,  and  the  lectures,  have  been  uni- 
formly well  attended,  and  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  evenings 
about  100  meet "  with  one  accord,  for  prayer  and  supplication." 

During  the  last  two  months  there  has  been  a  deeper  attention 
to  the  things  of  religion,  and  the. word  preached  appears  to  have 
been  particularly  blessed.

Report  of  the  Rev.   Samuel  Bowman,  associate  Rector  qf  St. 
Janus9  church,  Lancaster,  Lancaster  County. 
In  October  last,  I  resigned  my  charge  in  the  parish  composed  of 


42 

Christ  church,  Lancaster  county,  and  St.  John's,  Chester  county, 
and  accepted  the  Assistant  Rectorship  of  St.  James's  church  in  the 
city  of  Lancaster.  Previous  to  my  removal  I  performed  one  infant 
baptism,  and  attended  Jive  funerals.  Since  that  event,  I  have  bap- 
tized Jive  infants — solemnized  six  marriages — and  attended  Jour 
funerals.  The  number  of  communicants  is  about  forty-Jive.  The 
Sunday  School,  from  which  the  reports  have  usually  been  so  flat- 
tering, still  continues,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  and  the  zeal  of 
its  teachers,  substantially  to  prosper.  Its  numbers  have  been 
somewhat  affected  by  the  recent  opening  of  another  large  school; 
but  are  believed  to  rail  little  short  of  two  hundred.  A  juvetfile 
Bible  class,  instituted  by  one  of  the  former  Rectors  of  this  church, 
still  continues  to  assemble  weekly  for  instruction.  Its  number 
is  about  thirty.

L.y  Philadelphia. 

The  number  of  communicants  in  this  churcli  has  been  increased 
from  one  hundred  and  twenty  Jour  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-two. 
Two  adults,  and  twenty-two  infants  have  been  baptized  during 
the  past  year,  and  there  have  been  Jour  marriages.

Collections  have  been  made,  as  usual,  in  both  churches,  for  the 
Episcopal  fund.    Bible  classes  still  conducted.

With  much  cause  for  humiliation,  the  Rector  desires  yet  to 
♦glorify  God  for  the  measure  of  his  grace  and  presence  experi- 
enced in  the  past  year.  The  spiritual  interests  of  the  congrega- 
tions under  his  charge,  it  is  believed,  are  progressing.  Some,  not 
heretofore  alive  to  the  importance  of  spiritual  things,  are  now 
occupied  with  the  anxious  inquiry;  and,  in  general,  a  deeper  se- 
riousness is  beginning  to  prevail. 

The  Rector  nas  the  pleasure  of  reporting,  that  within  a  few 
months,  a  new  congregation  has  been  organized  in  the /Valley, 
with  flatte/ing  prospects.  The  first  of  the  present  month  they 
laid  the  corner-stone  of  their  church,  to  be  called  St.  Paul's. 
Dimensions,  48  feet  by  60.\  A  sum  nearly  adequate  to  the  proba- 
ble expense  of  the  building,  proposed  to  be  erected,  has  been 
subscribed;  and  from  the  zeal  and  enterprise  of  those  engaged, 
no  doubts  are  entertained  as  to  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 
The  location  of  th'e  church  in  &  populous  and  fine  country,  where 
a  place  of  worship  is  much  needed,  would  seem,  with  the  divine 
blessing,  to  offer  facilities  for  forming  a  flourishing  congregation. 
At  the  place  temporarily  used  for  worship,  many  attend,  and 
evince  considerable  seriousness  and  interest  in  the  services. 
May  they,  while  erecting  a  material  edifice  to  His  name,  "also 
as  lively* stones  be  built  up  a  spiritual  house,  an  holy  priesthood, 
to  offer  up  spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus  Christ" 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull,  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  church,  Ches- 
ter county;  Bangor  church,  Churchtown,  Lancaster  county;  and 
St.  Thomases  church,  Morgantown,  Berks  county. 

Bangor  church,  Lancaster  county. 

Baptisms  12,  two  of  whom  were  adults — marriages  3-<— com- 
municants, about  25 — funerals  unascertained. 
The  Sunday  school  here  is  still  flourishing. 
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St.  Ihoma^s  churdi,  Morgantown,  Berks  coiqity. 
Baptisms  6 — marriage  1— communicants  50 — funerals  8. 

St.  Mary's  church,  Chester  county. 

Baptisms  16,  three  of  whom  were  adults— communicants, 
about  70 — funerils  unascertained. 

Here  is  a  Sunday  school.  As  the  preaching  engagements  of  the 
pastor  render  it  impracticable  for  him  to  bestow  on  it  that  atten- 
tion which  its  importance  requires,  it  is  not  *in  so  flourishing  a 
condition  as  is  wished. 

In  all  the  above  named  congregations,  there  are  religious  ser- 
vices held  frequently  on  week  days,  and  on  Sundays;  at  school 
houses,  and  at  private  dwellings;  the  benefit  of  which  is  visible 
among  many  of  those  who  attend  them,  and  which  is  also  felt  by 
the  rector,  in  warming  and  invigorating  his  heart  for  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  spiritual  office.  These  assemblies  had  a  be- 
ginning at  St.  Mary's,  about  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  have 
never  been  intermitted;  and  the  pastor  must  state  it  as  a  fact, 
that  they  have  assisted,  together  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
and  the  administration  of  the  sacraments  of  Christ's  appointment, 
to  fix  the  attention  of  those,  who  seriously  and  soberly  attended 
them,  to  the  great  business  of  their  salvation;  and  to  keep  alive 
that  divine  fire  on  the  altar  of  their  hearts,  which  in  so  many  in- 
stances burns  so  feebly  and  so  faintly  that  it  is  in  imminent 
peril  of  utter  extinguishment. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  visited  St  John's  church,  New 
London  Cross  Roads,  of  which  the  Rev.  George  Kirk  is  pastor. 
Here  I  read  prayers,  preached  the  gospel,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  There  is  a  manifestly  growing  attention  not 
only  to  the  forms  of  worship  as  prescribed  by  the  church,  but  (what 
is  of  incomparably  greater  moment,  .and  which,  indeed,  is  the  end 
the  church  intended  to  promote  in  adopting  them,)  to  the  internal 
experience  of  religion,  or  to  the  power  of  godliness,  felt  sensibly 
in  the  heart,  and  evinced  by  a  walk  and  conversation  in  accord- 
ance with  the  precepts  of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

I  also  visited  Morlattin,  now  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Rev.  George  Mintzer,  where  I  also  read  prayers,  preached,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  once  and  again.  This  church 
appears  to  be  improving  in  its  spiritual  concerns,  and  they  have 
recently  exerted  themselves  in  contributing  more  to  the  support 
of  their  minister,  than  they  have  done  for  many  years. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jehu  C.  Clay,  Rector  of  SL  James's  church, 
Perkiomen,  and  SL  John's  church,  Norristown,  Montgomery 
county. 

,  St.  James's  church,  Perkiomen. 

Communicants  33— baptisms  13— marriages  10— funerals  2. 
The  rector  trusts  his  ministrations  in  this  church  have  been 
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productive  of  good.  Siuce  he  took  charge  of  the  congregation, 
the  number  ot  professing  members  has  considerably  increased, 
of  whom  he  is  pleased  to  think  that  they  walk  consistently  with 
their  holy  vocation.  The  church  is  generally  well  filled,  and 
the  people  attentive.  The  Sunday  school  eontinues  to  prosper. 
I  record  here  with  pleasure  the  visit  of  our  Assistant  Bishop 
to  this  church,  and  that  at  Norristown,  in  December  Last,  and  the 
high  gratification  afforded  by  his  services  to  three  numerous  con- 
gregations. 

St.  John's  church,  Norristown.  • 

Communicants,  about  50— baptisms,  adults  9,  children  13— 
total  22 — marriages  8-— funerals  ft. 

The  Rector  of  this  church  reports  but  little  change  in  its  cha- 
racter since  the  last  Convention.  He  trusts  its  interests  are 
slowly  adyancing.  There  has  been  a  more  than  usual  demand 
for  pews  within  the  last  six  months;  and  while  some  valuable 
members  have  been  lost  by  removal,  others  have  been  added  to 
the  church.  The  Sunday  school  is  in.  a  flourishing  condition, 
and  has  belonging  to  it  nearly  one  hundred  children.

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Ctemson,  Associate  Rector  of  St. 
John's  church,  Pequea,  Chester  county;  and  of  Christ-church, 
Leacock,  Lancaster  county. 

I  have  too  recently  taken  charge  of  the  churches  in  Pequea, 
to  make  a  report  concerning  them.  It  will  be  attended  to  by  my 
colleague,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ciarkson. 

Up  to  the  period  of  my  leaving  Harrisburgh,  which  was  on 
Easter,  there  had  been  in  that  congregation,  baptisms  7$  deaths 
7;  marriages  2;  communicants  were  27. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  Be  Pxd,  Rector  of  St.  PauPs  church, 
Bbomsburg;  Christ-church,  Madison  township;  and  St.  Ga- 
briel?* church,  Sugartoaf  township,  Columbia  county. 

St.  Pout's  church,  Btoomsburg. 
There  have  been  45  baptisms,  5  adults,  40  infants — 6  funerals, 
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3  adults,  3  infants — and  5  marriages.     The  number  of  commu- 
nicants amounts  to  about  40. 

Christ-church,  Madison  township,  Columbia  county. 

There  have  been  7  baptisms*  infants;  3  funerals,  adults — 
and  3  marriages.    Communicants  amount  to  about  30. 

St.  GabriePs  church,  Sugarloqf  toumship,  Columbia  county. 

Agreeably  to  the  request  of  the  Vestry,  I  commenced  to  offi- 
ciate in  tfcis  church  every  fourth  Sunday  since  March  last. 
Since  which  time  there  have  been  11  baptisms,  1  adult,  10  in- 
fants. The  congregation  is  now  erecting  a  gallery  in  this  church. 
The  number  of  communicants  12.  • 

Since  March  last,  I  have  officiated  every  alternate  Sunday  in 
Danville,  which  is  ten  miles  distant  from  Bloomsbiirg.  Successful 
exertions  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  an  Episcopal  church 
in  this  town.  82000  have  been  subscribed  for  this  object.  It 
is  intended  to  put  the  building  under  roof.this  fall. 

The  Rev.  Lucius  Carter  now  teaches  a  school  at  Sunbury, 
and  preaches  every  alternate  Lord's  day.  I  have  therefore  ceased 
to  officiate  at  this  place  for  some  time.  While  I  was  with  then*, 
there  were  2  baptisms,  1  adult,  1  infant.

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins,  Rector  of  Trinity  church, 

Pittsburgh. 

The  Rector  of  Trinity  church,  Pittsburgh,  rc$pectfully  re- 
ports as  follows*,  viz. 
That  since  his  last  annual  report,  the  Church  has  been  com 
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pletely  finished  according  to  the  plan;  and  through  a  very  zeal- 
ous  and  praiseworthy  effort,  additional  .means  have  been  secured 
for  a  clock,  and  a  large  bell  for  the  tower.  The  congregation  has 
continued  to  increase  to  such  a  degree,  that  pews  cannot  be  now 

•  obtained  without  difficulty,  and  on  the  whole  it  may  be  said  that 
few  congregations  in  the  state  can  claim  a  higher  measure  of  ex- 
ternal prosperity.  It  is  trusted  and  believed  that  a  serious  pro- 
gress has  been  also  attained  in  the  far  more  important  point  of 
true  and  vital  piety,  that  blessed  attainment  whose  praise  is  not 
of  men,  but  of  God.  / 

During  the  year,  there  have  been  85  baptisms;  of  which,  12 
were  adults.  Of  these  12,  two  were  baptized  b^  immersion,  for 
which  purpose,  a  font  was  constructed  in  the  floor  of  the  Vestry 
room;  and  the  ceremony  was  conducted  in  presence  of  a  small 
and  select  congregation,  without  any  possibility  of  interruption 
from  an  idle  multitude,  and  with  decent  solemnity  and  order, 
according  to  the  office  of  the  Church. 

Communicants  added  during  the  present  year,  were  5%  mak- 
ing the  whole  number  now  registered,  187.  The  actual  number, 
however,  is  probably  somewhat  less  than  this;  but  the  number  of 
removals  in  so  fluctuating  a  population  is  so  difficult  to  ascertain, 
that  perfect  accuracy  in  this  part  of  the  report  is  not  at  present 

{iracticable.     It  can,  however,  as  we  trust,  for  the  future,  be  fui- 
y  ascertained. 

Having  received  about  six  weeks9  notice  of  the  visit  of  Bishop 
Onderdonk)  arrangements  were  made  for  confirmation.  The 
Rector  was  not  altogether  satisfied  with  his  former  efforts  on  this 
subject,  and  adopted  a  different  plan  of  preparation  in  the  pre- 
sent case,  which  he  would  respectfully  recommend  for  conside- 
ration to'such  as  have  not  yet  tried  it.  He  divided  the  whole 
number  of  applicants,  which  were  81,  into  small  classes,  and  at- 
tended each  class  in  private  houses,  so  as  to  lecture  to  one  of 
them  every  evening  in  the  week.  In  these  lectures,  full  ex-: 
planation  was  given  on  the  baptismal  service,  the  catechism, 
confirmation  office,  and  the  articles,  in  a  free  conversational  man- 

*  ner,  questions  being  put  to  and  from  the  class  at  pleasure.-  The 
exercise  being  closed  with  prayer— at  the  concluding  lecture, 
each  person  was  reminded  of  the  more  fundamental  heads  of  doc- 
trine, and  asked  whether  they  designed  to  make  the  promise  in 
the  sense  of  its  meaning  which  had  been  thus  explained,  and  with 
a  full  resolution  to  keep  it  in  dependence  upon  the  strength  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  few  who  hesitated  at  this  question,  were 
deferred  until  a  future  occasion.  Out  of  the  81  applicants,  78 
were  confirmed;  and  the  Rector  has  good  reason  to  believe  that 
no  part  of  his  ministerial  labours  have  been  equally  favoured 
with  this,  considering  the  time  employed.  Of  those  confirmed, 
several  had  been  communicants;  20  were  admitted  at  the  en&u- 
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\s  a  general  hint  of  effects,  it  may  be  added,  that  there  is  some 

ason  to  hope,  that  the  Great  Compassionate  Physician  of  im- 

iortal  souls,  has  made  it  as  a  probe  to  some,  and  a  balm  to  others. 

The  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  at  St.  John's,  on  Sunday, 
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e  30th  of  September,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull  Several  persons, 
•  ho  had  formerly  communed,  were  absent;  but  six  or  seven,  be- 
'onging  to  the  Church,  voluntarily  came  forward  and  received  the 
ordinance,  for  the  first  time.  The  present  number  of  communi- 
cants belonging  to  the  Church,  has  not  yet  been  accurately  ascer- 
tained. During  the  year,  I  have  baptized  the  following  number 
of  children:  at  Wagontown  1;  Cochranville  2;  near  Cochranville 
r,  and  6  in  the  congregation  of  St.  John's.  It  is  hoped,  that  a 
Sunday  school  will  soon  be  established  in  this  congregation,  and 
that  they  will  succeed,  in  an  effort  which  they  are  now  making, 
to  enlarge  the  Church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  Missionary ,  Recto  r>  of  St.  Jude's 
church,  Springville,  Susquehannah  county,  and  St.  Matthew's 
church,  Pike,  Bradford  county,  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Matthew's  church,  Pike. 

Communicants  18 — baptism  1 — marriages  4 — funerals  3. 
The  Bible  Class  will  immediately  commence  its  recitations. 
Owing  to  disadvantageous  circumstances,  we  are  unable  to 
have  a  Sunday  school. 

St.  Jude's  church,  Springville. 

Communicants  34 — baptisms  2 — marriages  3 — funeral  1. 

Since  my  last  report,  four  have  been  added  to  our  communion; 
two  from  Connecticut,  and  two  from  other  denominations. 

Our  Bible  Class  and  Sunday  School,  will  go  into  immediate 
operation. 

St.  Mark's  church,  New  MVford. 

Previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hut  chins,  I  visited  St. 
Mark's  church,  and  preached,  and  baptized  five  children,  and 
attended  one  funeral. 

In  conclusion,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  report,  that  Bishop  Onder- 
donk  was  warmly  received,  and  his  services  much  admired;  and 
that  the  parishes  I  have  charge  of,  together  with  myself,  desire, 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  to  return  the  Bishop, 
our  thanks;  and  pray  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  make  him 
extensively  useful  in  the  Diocese  over  which  he  has  been  placed. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  May,  Minuter  of  St.  Stephen's  church, 

Witkesbarre,  Luzerne  county. 

Baptisms  since  last  report,  2  adults,  and  4  children— commu- 
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meant*  by  last  report,  32 — since  which,  5  have  removed  from 
the  parish,  and  10  have  been  added — present  number  37.  The 
Sunday  school  is  attended  by  65  scholars. 


Report  of  the  Rev.   Flllliam   Cooper  Meqd,  Rector  of  Trinity 

Church,  Southward,  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  9  adult?,  and  37  infants,  total  46 — confirmed  by 
Bishop  Onderdonk  36— marriages  7 — burials  in  the  ground  of 
Trinity  church  23— communicants,  2  dead,  1  removed,  and  38 
added— total  140. 
,  In  the  past  year  the  ladies  of  the  Female  Sunday  School  So- 
ciety of  this  church  have,  with  exemplary  zeal,  established  a 
branch  of  their  school  in  a  destitute  part  of  the  district.  Their 
Society  now  consists  of  2  directresses,  and  30  teachers,  who  have 
under  their  charge  260  scholars.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
commendation  of  their  zealous  and  untiring  exertions  in  this  la- 
bour of  love. 

The  male  Sunday  School  contains  about  140  scholars,  under 
the  direction  of  2  superintendents,  and  taught  by  6  teachers,  and  5 
assistants.  Its  present  condition  is  flourishing.  Arrangements 
are  making  to  introduce  into  these  schools  the  books  published  by 
the  General  P.  E.  S.  S.  Union,  to  which  society  they  are  auxi- 
liaries. 

The  Female  Missionary  Association,  auxiliary  to  the  D.  and 
F.  Missionary  Society  of  the  P.  E.  Church,  is  assiduously  prose- 
cuting its  duties,  with  the  prospect  of  increasing  success.  It  haa 
recently  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Parent  Society  850,  to  con- 
stitute the  officiating  minister*  of  St.  Thomas's  church  in  this  city 
a  patron;  and  has  now  a  considerable  balance  in  the  treasury. 

By  the  exertions  of  2  active  members  of  our  communion,  sub- 
scriptions have  been  procured  sufficient  to  purchase  10,000  pages 
of  tracts  from  the  Female  Episcopal  Tract  Society,  which  have 
been  circulated  in  the  district. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increasing  attention  to 
the  duties  of  religion  in  this  congregation,  and  particularly  among 
its  younger  members. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Mintzer,  deacon,  officiating  in  St.  Ga- 
DriePs  Church,  Morlattvn,  Berks  County,  and  at  Poltstoum, 
Montgomery  County. 

Baptism  1 — marriages  2 — funerals  2— number  of  communi- 
cants not  known. 

•  The  Rev.  Peter  Van  Pelt, 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Janus  Montgomery,  D.  J9.,  Rector  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's church,  Philadelphia. 

The  Rector  of  this  church  reports  that,  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion, there  have  been — 

Baptisms,  infants,  33— adult  1 — total  34— marriages  10— com- 
municants, added,  9 — removed  5— present  number  73. 

The  stated  annual  collections  have  been  made  in  behalf  of 
the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania;  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Sunday  and  Adult  School  Society  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  the 
Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  this  state— the  latter 
having  been  made  subsequently  to  the  closing  of  the  Treasurer's 
account  for  the  past  year,  is  not  credited  therein,  but  will  appear* 
in  that  of  the  present  year. 

The  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young  has  been  attended 
to,  and  increased  benefit  is  anticipated  therefrom,  on  account  of 
the  introduction  of  the  3d  catechism  of  the  General  Protestant 
Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union,  which  has  been  found  admirably 
calculated  to  explain  religious  truth  and  duty,  and  to  impress 
them  upon  the  mind  of  the  youth. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  be  an  object  of  attention  and  of 
solicitude.  The  experience  of  another  year  has  added  to  the  evi- 
dence of  the  utility  of  these  institutions,  and  of  their  tendency  to 
improve  the  temporal  and  spiritual  condition  of  their  beneficiaries. 
Extensive  improvement  is  anticipated  from  the  entire  adoption  of 
the  system  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  8chool  Union, 
which,  from  the  trial  already  macle,  is  believed  to  be  better  adapt- 
ed than  any  other,  to  accomplish  the  design  of  these  institutions, 
and  to  furnish  an  invaluable  auxiliary  to  the  Rector,  in  bringing 
up  the  youth  of  his  charge  "  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord." 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  U.  Morgan,  Rector  of  St.  Martin* s 
church,  Marcus  Hook,  and  St.  PauVs  church,  Chester  ^  Dela- 
ware county. 

Communicants,  removed  2,  deceased  1, added  2;  present  num- 
ber 30— baptisms,  1  adult,  11  infants,  total  12 — marriages  16 — 
burials  9. 

Attached  to  St.  Martin's  church,  there  is  a  Sunday  School, 
which  was  formed  in  May,  1827.  Soon  after  its  commencement, 
the  names  of  about  eighty  children  were  entered  upon  the  roll, 
between  sixty  and  seventy  of  whom  regularly  attended  through 
the  summer,  and  a  greater  part  of  the  fall.  The  school  was  con- 
tinued during  the  last  winter.  Owing,  however,  to  the  unfavour- 
able state  of  the  weather,  and  the  distance  at  which  many  of  the 
children  reside,  but  few  attended.     The  average  number  did  not 
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exceed  fifteen.  The  present  Dumber  in  attendance  is  about /or/y, 
but  it  is  confidently  expected,  that  the  school  will  shortly  be 
much  enlarged. 

It  is  designed  to  form  a  Bible  class,  composed  of  the  older  and 
more  advanced  scholars. 

There  are  5  male  and  4  female  teachers,  besides  two  directors 
and  directresses. 

Though  the  Rector  has  nothing  specially  interesting  to  report 
concerning  the  churches  under  his  care,  yet  he  deems  it  proper 
to  say  that  there  is  a  gradual  and  visible"  improvement  both  in 
their  temporal  and  spiritual  concerns. 

The  congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  Chester,  has  considerably  in- 
creased in  number  and  attention,  and  that  of  Marcus  Hook  has 
also  shared  in  the  divine  blessing. 

Upon  the  whole,  whilst  there  is  great  reason  for  humiliation 
and  self  abasement,  on  account  of  the  little  which  comparatively 
has  been  done  in  advancing  the  declarative  glory  of  the  Redeemer, 
and  the  eternal  welfare  of  souls,  yet,  at  the  same  time,  there  is 
much  cause  for  thankfulness  to  the  author  of  every  good  and  per- 
fect gift,  for  the  degree  of  favour  which  is  enjoyed. 

Report  of  the  -Rev.  Norman  Nash,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Churchy 

Pottsville^  Schuylkill  County, 

This  church  is  yet  in  its  infancy. 

The  Rev.  N.  Nash  commenced  4iis  labours  there  on  the  20th  of 
July  last,  and  continued  them  until  the  26th  of  October. 

On  the  3d  of  September  a  meeting  was  held  by  appointment,  in 
which  it  was  resolved  to  organize  an  Episcopal  congregation, 
and  erect  a  house  for  public  worship  in  Pottsville. 

A  vestry  of  9  persons  was  elected,  and  a  building  committee 
appointed.  Measures  were  taken*  subsequently  to* complete  the 
organization  of  the  church,  and  advance  the  work  in  which  they 
were  engaged.  About  81,500  were  subscribed  for  the  building; 
contracts  were  entered  into  with  the  workmen;  various  arrange- 
ments and  preparations  made;  and  on  the  13th  of  October  the 
corner-stone  of  St.  Luke's  church,  Pottsville,  was  laid  with  pub- 
lic ceremonials. 

Shortly  after,  Mr.  Nash  left  the  country  with  a  view  of  being 
absent  during  the  winter,  and  has  not  since  visited  the  congrega- 
tion. 

There  is  a  fair  prospect  that  Pottsville  will  continue  a  fruitful, 
as  it  is  a  highly  important  field  of  labour;  and  that  the  congrega- 
tion of  St.  Luke's  will,  with  the  promised  blessing  upon  faithful 
exertions,  increase  rapidly  in  numbers,  and  in  the  saving  know- 
~  *     of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

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Report  of  the  Rev.  David  C.  Page,  Missionary,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Greensburgh,  Westmoreland  County,  in  the  service  of 
the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

An  account  of  the  state  of  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Greens- 
burgh,  having  been  exhibited  in  the  late  report  of  the  Society  for 
the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  it  is  deemed 
unnecessary  again  to  detail  the  operations  of  the  last  year. 

Communicants  24 — baptisms  10 — adults  4 — infants  G — bu- 
rials 4. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Tfflliam  Henry  Rees,  Deacon,  Minister  of  St. 
James  the  Greater' s  church,  in  the  Borough  of  Bristol,  Bucks 
county. 

The  state  of  this  church  during  the  greater  part  of  the  last 
year,  it  is  presumed,  will  be  given  in  the  report  of  its  late  Rec- 
tor, the  Rev.  J.  V.  E.  Thorn. 

The  present  Rector  of  St.  James's  having  so  recently  assumed 
his  charge,  that  it  is  not  in  his  power  to  say  much  of  its  particular 
condition. 

On  Easter  Sunday  last,  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
was  administered  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jaquett,  to  upwards  of  60 
persons. 

The  Sunday  school  attached  to  the  Church  is  respectable  for 
numbers,  and  may  be  considered  prosperous.  One  or  two  other 
schools  are  about  to  be  established  in  the  neighbourhood,  by 
members  of  the  congregation;  besides  an  adult  and  infant  school 
in  the  borough. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  services  of  the  Lord's  day,  there  is 
a  weekly  lecture  held  on  Wednesday  evenings,  and  a  meeting 
for  social  worship,  both  of  which  have  been  well  attended. 

There  have  been  3  funerals,  and  1  marriage. 

• 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Rodney,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  church, 
Germantoum,  Philadelphia  county,  and  St.  Thomas's  church, 
Whilemarsh,  Montgomery  county. 

The  aggregate  number  of  communicants  in  these  churches,  is 
47— of  which,  there  have  been  added  during  the  past  year  16 — 
The  number  of  baptisms,  (8  of  them  adults,)  18 — number  of 
burials  8 — marriages  13. 

The  Rector  has  to  regret  the  loss  to  these  churches,  of  several 
aged  and  efficient  supporters  and  members  by  death;  but,  at  the 
same  time,  hopes  their  decease  is  compensated  by  the  acquisition 
of  some  new  and  valuable  members.  The  number  of  families 
attached  to  these  two  churches,  is  now  about  70.  The  Sunday 
schools  have,  through  most  of  the  year  past,  been  as  flourishing 
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as  usual.  The  assiduous  attention  of  about  £0  young  persons 
has  continued  the  schools,  in  which  are  enrolled  about  160  names 
of  children,  the  subjects  of  stated  religious  instructions. 

The  collections  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  made  in  compliance 
with  a  standing  rule  of  the  Convention,  amounted  to  gSO  £5, 
viz.  from  St  Luke's  church,  g!7  50;  St  Thomas's,  812  75. 

The  missionary  association  of  St.  Luke's  church,  contributes 
to  the  funds  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  an  amount 
of  about  830  per  annum. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Sheets,  Rector  of  Trinity  church,  Ox- 
ford, and  All  Saints*   church,  Lower  Dublin,  Philadelphia 
county. 

Baptisms,  adults  2,  infants  10— com  muni  cants  50 — marriages 
7 — burials  36. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Smith,  Rector  of  Christ -churchy  Mead- 
ville%  and  Missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Christ-church,  Meadville. 

Families,  about  30 — baptisms  3 — funerals  3— communicants, 
added  12 — removed  and  died  4;  total  31. 

In  consequence  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  the  Church 
was  not  finished  the  last  season.  Its  completion  may  be  expect- 
ed in  July.  The  Rector  is  happy  to  be  able  to  repeat  the  remark 
in  the  report  of  the  last  year,  viz.  that  this  congregation  conti- 
nues to  flourish,  and  though  labouring  under  some  disparagements, 
its  gradual  increase  and  prosperity  is  apparent.  The  Sunday 
school  attached  to  this  congregation  is  flourishing;  and  the  diffi- 
culties under  which  it  laboured  the  past  season,  are  much  obvi- 
ated. Its  list  of  scholars  exceeds  80,  more  than  60  of  whom  are 
regular  attendants.  Its  teachers  consist  of  several  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  occasionally  aided  by  the  older  members  of  the 
congregation.  It  is  regularly  visited  and  opened  by  the  Rector 
when  in  town. 

With  regard  to  St.  Jolirfs  church,  Franklin,  and  St.  James's 
church,  Venango  Furnace,  in  Venango  county,  their  state  is  not 
materially  d liferent  since  last  reported.  During  the  winter  past, 
they  have  not  been  regularly  visited,  in  consequence  of  the  state 
of  the  roads  and  indisposition.  A  plain  wooden  building  for  wor- 
ship, has  been  completed  at  Venango  Furnace;  also  the  corner- 
stone of  St.  John's  church,  Franklin,  has  been  laid,  and  the 
walls  partially  carried  up  during  the  past  season.  There  are  suf- 
ficient funds  prepared  for  completing  the  exterior  of  the  building, 
which  will  be  effected  the  ensuing  summer. 
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Si.  John's  church,  Mercer,  Mercer  county,  has  not  been  visited 
during  the  winter;  by  a  letter  from  one  of  the  vestry,  its  situa- 
tion is  similar  to  the  fast  report.  The  distance  of  the  above  congre- 
gations, viz.  Mercer  30,  Franklin  25,  and  Venango  Furnace  40 
miles  from  Meadville,  and  the  slender  means  of  support,  are  the 
principal  difficulties  to  be  contended.  In  all  this  section  of  coun- 
try, churches  must  first  be  erected  before  much  support  can  be  ren- 
dered by  the  people.  For  six  months  past,  more  regular  atten- 
tion* has  been  paid  to  Meadville  by  the  Rector,  than  at  any  time 
previous;  and  the  result  has  evinced,  that  where  exertion  is  con- 
stant, the  fruits  are  far  more  abundant.  Its  spiritual  prosperity 
has  increased  more  than  at  any  former  period. 

Trinity  church,  Philipsburg,  Centre  county. 

The  prospects  of  this  infant  congregation  are  by  no  means 
discouraging.  Although  visited  but  once  in  twelve  months  past, 
and  our  worship  haviug  never  been  performed  there  previous  to 
April,  1826,  the  communion  was  administered  to  nearly  30  per- 
sons, on  the  second  Sunday  of  the  present  month;  a  part  of  whom 
were  avowedly  attached  to  our  principles  and  worship. 

On  my  way  to  Convention,  I  also  officiated  at  Bellefonte,  to  a 
large  and  attentive  congregation. 

In  October  last,  I  resigned  the  charge  of  the  churches  at 
Waterford  and  Erie,  at  which  time,  the  future  prospects  of  the 
latter,  especially,  were  peculiarly  flattering. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Spencer,  Rector  of  St.  John's  church, 

Carlisle,  Cumberland  county. 

Baptisms  4— communicants,  from  40  to  45 — marriage  1— 
deaths  3. 

The  Sunday  school  belonging  to  this  Church,  is  in  a  very 
flourishing  state.  It  contains  about  70  children.  Much  praise 
is  due  to  the  directresses  and  teachers,  for  their  zeal  and  atten- 
tion to  its  interests. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  a  Female  Tract.  Society  has  been 
organized  by  the  ladies  of  this  congregation,  auxiliary  to  the 
Female  Episcopal  Tract  Society  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Missionary  Association,  which  was  organized  five  years 
ago,  is  still  in  being,  but  not  very  flourishing.  Measures  will 
shortly  be  adopted,  however,  for  reviving  it,  and  placing  it  on  a 
more  substantial  footing. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  V.  E.  Thorn,  late  Rector  of  St.  James 

the  Greater' s  church,  Bristol. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  St.  James's  church,  Bristol,  during 
the  last  year,  until  the  1st  of  March,  the  period  of  my  resigna- 
tion. 
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Baptisms,  adults  14,  children   12;  total  26 — marriages 
funerals  9— communicants,  about  70. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Van  Pelt,  officiating  in  St.  Thomas'* 

(African)  church,  Philadelphia. 

The  officiating  minister  of  St.  Thomas's  church,  Philadelphia, 
respectfully  reports,  that  he  assumed  the  charge  of  this  church, 
on  the  1st  day  of  July  last.  During  this  period,  "he  has  had  cause 
to  be  grateful  for  the  success  which  has  attended  his  labours. 
Twelve  persons  have  been  admitted  to  their  first  participation 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Several  of  the  communicants,  who  were 
resting  in  the  "  form  of  godliness,"  have  been  aroused  from  their 
delusion,  and  incited  to  seek  after  that  faith  which  is  effectual  to 
salvation.  A  spirit  of  religious  inquiry  has  been  manifested  bj 
some  of  the  young;  and  there  is  abundant  reason  to  believe,  that 
others  among  the  more  advanced  in  life,  are  beginning  to  be  con- 
cerned about  their  eternal  welfare. 

The  efforts  hitherto  made  to  establish  a  Sunday  school,  have 
proved  abortive.  Other  measures,  however,  are  about  to  be  per- 
sued,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  result  in  the  accomplishment  of 
this  important  object. 

The  internal  appearance  of  this  Church  has  been  improved, 
and  through  the  divine  blessing,  its  congregation  increased.  By 
the  introduction  of  an  organ,  additional  effect  has  also  been  give  a 
to  its  services. 

Communicants  65 — baptisms,  adults  5,  children  8 — marriages 
6 — burials  17. 

Report  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.  Rector  of  the  United 
Churches  of  Christ-church,  St.  Peter's,  and  St.  James's,  Phila- 
delphia. 

Baptisms  54 — burials  77 — marriages  61  —communicants  about 
525. 

In  these  churches,  (lie re  is  divine  service  and  sermon  twice  on 
every  Sunday  throughout  the  year,  and  on  Christmas  Day  and 
Good  Friday;  also  divine  service  on  Wednesday  and  Friday,  in 
every  week;  on  every  day  in  Passion  week,  and  on  various  week- 
day festivals. 

In  the  two  last  weeks  of  Lent,  there  were  lectures  on  the  Ca- 
techism, on  the  Ministry,  and  on  the  Service  of  the  Church;  and 
on  four  days  in  Easter  week,  there  was  that  number  of  lectures 
on  the  Iioctrines  of  Grace.  Young  persons  were  heard  in  the 
catechism,  from  the  second  Sunday  before  Easter;  that  exercise 
to  be  discontinued  on  Whitsunday. 

There  have  been  collections  for  the  Fund  of  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  8225  76;  also 
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for  the  Sunday  and  Adult  School  Society,  and  the  Parochial 
Sunday  Schools  8249  88}  and  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  8203  24) 
in  addition  to  the  collections  for  the  poor. 

In  the  three  churches,  there  is  the  same  number  of  female

The  Bible  classes  attached  to  this  parish,  have  been  continued 
through  the  year.  During  the  summer  recess  of  the  senior  class, 
a  course  of  weekly  lectures  was  delivered  on  the  evidences  of 
Christianity,  the  nature,  ministry,  and  worship  of  the  Church, 
&c.  Weekly  catechetical  instruction  has  been  afforded  through 
the  whole  year,  occasionally  illustrated  by  public  lectures.  The 
Sunday  school  continues  to  flourish,  and  by  the  statement  of  the 
superintendent  to  the  Philadelphia  Sunday  School  Society,  em- 
braced 36  teachers,  and  289  scholars.  A  library  has  been  esta- 
blished, now  containing  135  volumes.  The  rite  of  confirmation 
was  administered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Ch\derdonk,  to  S6  per- 
sons, on  the  9th  day  of  December  last.  The  following  collections 
have  been  made: — For  the  Philadelphia  Bible  Society,  823;  for 
the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  824;  for  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  812  50. 

In  addition  to  which,  the  Rector  has  been  constituted  by  the 
liberality  of  the  ladies  of  the  Senior  Bible  Class,  a  life  member 
of  die  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsyl- 
vania.

Although  the  establishment  of  a  regular  congregation  at  this 
place  has  required,  and  still  requires  peculiar  exertions,  we  trust 
that,  through  the  aid  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  we  have 
made  considerable  progress.  At  the  last  Convention,  we  reported 
the  purchase  and  enclosure  of  a  burial  ground;  we  now  have  the 
pleasure  to  state,  that  we  have  since  erected  pews  in  the  church, 
and  that  all  are  rented  save  one.  All  contributions  for  the  two 
last  years,  together  with  the  pew  rents,  have  been  appropriated 
to  the  payment  of  the  debts  incurred  by  these  measures.  The 
rents  now  due,  and  about  to  be  collected,  will  leave  only  a  balance 
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List  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.

Sir — We  have  the  honour  of  transmitting  to  you,  to  be  com- 
municated to  your  Convention,  the  following  extracts  from  the 
Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  late  General  Convention  of  our 
Church. 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

"On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Hobart,  resolved,  that 
the  House  of  Bishops  propose  the  following  preambles  and  reso- 
lutions to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies:— 

44  The  House  of  Bishops,  deeply  solicitous  to  preserve  unim- 
paired the  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  and  yet  desirous  to  remove 
the  reasons  alleged,  from  the  supposed  length  of  the  service,  for 
the  omission  of  some  of  its  parts,  and  particularly  for  the  omis- 
sion of  that  part  cf  the  communion  office,  which  is  commonly 
called  the  anre-communion,  do  unanimously  propose  to  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  following  resolutions,  to  be 
submitted  to  the  several  State  Conventions,  in  order  to  be  acted 
upon  at  the  next  General  Convention,  agreeably  to  the  eighth 
article  of  the  Constitution. 

44 1.  Resolved^  that  in  4  The  order  how  the  Psalter  is  appointed 
to  be  read,'  the  following  be  added  to  the  fourth  paragraph — 
*  or  any  other  psalm  or  psalms,  except  on  those  days  on  which 
proper  psalms  are  appointed:9 — so  that  the  whole  paragraph  will 
read  as  folio ws:— *  The  minister,  instead  of  reading  from  the 
Psalter  as  divided  for  daily  morning  and  evening  prayer,  may 
read  one  of  the  selections  set  out  by  this  Church,  or  any  other 
psalm  or  psalms,  except  on  those  days  on  which  4  proper  psalm*' 
are  appointed.9 

M  2.  Resolved,  that  in  *  The  order  how  the  rest  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
ture is  appointed  to  be  read,'  the  following  be  inserted  after  the 
fifth  paragraph:— 4  The  minister  may,  at  his  discretion,  instead 
of  the  entire  lessons,  read  suitable  portions  thereof,  not  less  than 
fifteen  verses.  And  on  other  days  than  Supdays  and  holy  days, 
in  those  places  where  morning  and  evening  prayer  is  not  daily 
used,  he  may  read  other  portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
instead  of  the  prescribed  lessons;  it  being  recommended  that, 
unless  circumstances  render  it  inexpedient,  on  the  stated  prayer 
days  of  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  the  lessons  for  those  days,  or 
for  one  of  the  intervening  days,  be  read.' 

41  The  Bishops,  in  the  use  of  the  office  of  Confirmation,  finding 
that  the  preface  is  frequently  not  well  suited  to  the  age  and  cha* 
racter  of  those  who  are  presented  for  this  holy  ordinance,  unani- 
mously propose  the  following  resolution: — 
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■  M  S.  Resolved,  that  after  the  present  preface  in  the  office  of 
Conformation,  the  following  be  inserted,  to  be  used  instead  of 
the  former,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop: — '  It  appears'  from 
Holy  Scripture,  that  the  apostles  laid  their  hands  on  those  .who 
were  baptized;  and  this  ordinance,  styled  by  the  apostle  Paul, 
the  4  laying  on  of  hands/  auL  ranked  by  him  among  the  princi- 
ples of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  has  been  retained  in  the  Cnurch, 
under  the  name  of  Confirmation;  and  is  very  convenient,  and 
proper  to  be  observed,  to  the  end  that  persons  being  sufficiently 
instructed  in  what  they  promised,  or  what  was  promised  for  them 
in  their  baptism,  and  being,  in  other  respects,  duly  qualified, 
may  themselves,  with  their  own  mouth  and  consent,  openly  be- 
fore the  Church,  ratify  and  confirm  the  same,  and  also  promise, 
that  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  will  evermore  endeavour  them- 
selves faithfully  to  observe  such  things  as  they,  by  their  own  con- 
fession, have  assented  unto.' 

*•  And  to  correct  the  injurious  misapprehension,  as  to  the 
meaning  of  certain  terms,  in  the  first  collect  in  the  office  of  Con- 
firmation, the  Bishops  unanimously  propose  the  following  reso- 
lutions:— 

•*  4.  Resolved,  that  after  the  first  collect  in  the  office  of  con- 
firmation, the  following  be  inserted,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Bishop,  instead  of  the  first  collect:  '  Almighty  and  ever- 
living  God,  who  hast  vouchsafed,  in  baptism,  to  regenerate  these 
thy  servants,  by  water  and  the  Holy  Ghost;  thus  giving  them  a 
title  to  all  the  blessings  of  thy  covenant  of  grace  and  mercy,  in 
thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  now  dost  graciously  confirm  unto  them, 
ratifying  the  promises  then  made,  all  their  holy  privileges;  grant 
unto  them,  we  beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  the  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;strengthen  them  with  the  power  of  this  divine  Comforter; 
and  daily  increase  in  them  thy  manifold  gifts  of  grace,  the  spirit 
of  wisdom  and  understanding  the  spirit  of  counsel  and  ghostly 
strength,  the  spirit  of  knowledge  and  true  godliness;  and  fill 
them,  0  Lord,  with  the  spirit  of  thy  holy  fear,  now  and  for  ever. 
Amen.* 

•'  And  whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishops,  there  is  no  doubt 
as  to  the  obligation  of  ministers  to  say,  on  all  Sundays  and  other 
holy  days,  that  part  of  the  communion  office  which  is  commonly 
c,i  I  led  the  ante-communion,  yet  as  the  practice  of  some  of  the 
clergy  is  not  conformable  to  this  construction  of  the  rubric  mi 
this  point,  tlte  House  of  Bishops  propose  the  following  resolu- 
tion:— 

fc*  5.  Resolved*  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  a  substitute 
for  the  first  sentence  in  the  rubric,  immediately  after  the  com- 
munion office:  — 

*4i  On  all  Sundays  and  other  holy  days  shall  be  said  all  that  is 
appointed  at  the  communion,  unto  the  end  of  the  Gospel,  con- 
cluding divine  service,  in  all  cases  when  there  is  a  sermon  *:r 
-oinmumon,  and  when  there  is  not,  with  the  Blessing."  v 
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Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  I<ay  Depu- 
ties. 

"The  resolutions  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  on  the 
aubject  of  the  Psalter,  &c  being  under  consideration,  it  was  re- 
solved that  this  House  concur  in  the  resolutions  of  the  House  of 
Bishops." 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties. 

"Resolved  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the 
House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  it  be  made  known  to  the  se- 
veral State  Conventions  of  this  Church,  that  it  is  proposed  to 
consider  of,  and  determine  on,  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
the  propriety  of  altering  the  second  clause  of  the  eighth  article 
of  the  Constitution  of  this  Church,  by  adding  the  words,  or  the 
articles  of  religion^  after  the  words,  « other  offices  of  the  Church.' " 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

"  A  resolution  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  proposing  to  make  known  to  the  several  State 
Conventions,  a  proposition  to  consider  of,  and  determine  on,  the 
expediency  of  altering  the  second  clause  of  the  eighth  article  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  Church;  which  was  concurred  in  by  this 
House."

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk  reports,  that  he  is  uncon- 
nected with  any  parish — that  since  his  consecration  in  October, 
1827,  he  has  attended  the  funeral  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
Kemp,  at  Baltimore— minted  50  congregations,  and  12  places 
where  congregations  are  not  fully  organized— held  13  confirma- 
tions (number  confirmed  252)— baptized  20  infants— administered 
the  holy  communion  8  times— preached  107  times,  and  that  6  new 
churches  are  begun  to  be  erected  in  the  Diocese.

On  motion,  the  Convention  went  into  an  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary; and  the  Rev.  William  H.  Dt  Lancey,  D.  D.  was  chosen. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  Nathaniel  P.  Hobart,  Lay  Depu- 
ty, from  Christ  church,  Reading,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Secretary. 

A  list  of  the  Clergymen  absent  from  the  last  Annual  Con- 
vention, was  called  over  according  to  the  15th  Regulation  of 
the  church  in  this  diocese. 

The  following  rules  of  order  were  adopted  by  this  Conven- 
tion, and  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a  form 
t>f  prayer  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  ad- 
dress the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  with- 
out advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
president,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 
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5*  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, without  leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 

Judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  de- 
late, during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  house* 

7.  While  the  president  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across 
the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

8*  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  un- 
less it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  for  adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

1 2.  When  the  house  is  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  president  leave  the  chair. 

1 3.  The  house  shall  hold  two  sessions  every  day:  viz.  from 
9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  4  o'clock, 
P.  M.  to  7  o'clock,  P.  M.;  provided  that  the  house  will  not 
meet  on  Wednesday  morning  until  10  o'clock.

The  Convention  met  and  attended  divine  service.

A  charge  was  delivered  by 
the  Right  Rev.  Henry  U.  Onderdonk,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop 
of  the  diocese:  and  the  holy  communion  was  administered. 

The  service  being  concluded,  the  Convention  was  called  to 
order.

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  White  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clerical  and  the  Lay  Members  of  this  Convention— 

Agreeably  to  the  45th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  I 
make  the  following  report:— 

Shortly  after  the  session  of  the  last  convention,  I  repaired 
to  the  city  of  New  York,  to  be  present  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  On  that  occa- 
sion, I  delivered  an  address  to  the  students,  assisted  in  the 
examinations,  and  presided  in  the  deliberations  of  the  trus- 
tees, from  Tuesday  the  24th,  to  Friday  the  27th  of  June,  inclu- 
sive* With  satisfaction  felt,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
education,  it  could  not  but  be  a  subject  of  regret,  that  al- 
though in  the  organizing  of  the  institution,  this  diocese  alone 
declared  a  preference  of  such  institutions  as  would  be  local; 
and  although  it  has  subsequently  sustained  the  plan,  which 
seemed  to  have  the  sanction  of  the  general  sense  of  the  church; 
little  has  been  done  for  the  carrying  of  the  latter  opinion  into 
effect,  by  some  of  the  dioceses  which  had  been  decisive  in  the 
preference  given  to  it. 

On  the  9th  day  of  July,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  dea-

cons,  William  Lucas;  he  is  the  second  beneficiary  from  the 
Theological  Seminary,  furnished  by  the  scholarship  instituted 
by  some  ladies  of  this  city. 

On  the*  30th  of  November  I  consecrated  Grace  church,  in 
Penn  Township,  adjacent  to  this  city,  preaching  and  adminis- 
tering the  communion  on  the  occasion. 

On  the  5th  of  October,  in  the  Swedish  church  of  St*  James's, 
Kingsessing,  Philadelphia  county,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  of- 
fice of  priests,  the  Rev.  Pierce  Connelly.  On  the  same  occa- 
sion, I  preached  and  administered  the  holy  communion. 

On  the  14th  day  of  December  ,1  held  a  confirmation,  and 
preached,  and  administered  the  holy  communion,  iu  St.  An- 
drew's church,  in  this  city. 

On  the  21st  day  of  the  same  month,  I  held  an  ordination, 
and  preached,  and  administered  the  holy  communion,  in 
Trinity  church,  Southwark,  Philadelphia  county.  On  the 
12th  day  of  April,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church  in  this  city. 

On  the  10th  day  of  the  present  month,  I  preached  again  in 
St*  Andrew's  church  in  this  city.  The  number  of  my  confir- 
mations is  127.  Those  of  Bishop  Onderdonk  will  be  reported 
by  him. 

My  several  confirmations,  held  in  the  churches  of  which  I 
am  the  rector,  are  not  here  noticed}  although  the  number  con- 
firmed is  comprehended  in  the  aggregate  given  in.  Neither 
is  there  notice  taken  of  my  preaching,  and  of  my  otherwise 
officiating  in  said  churches. 

The  changes  in  our  ministry  are  as  follows: — The  Rev. 
Greensbury  W.^Ridgely,  the  Rev.  Caleb  Good,  the  Rev.  Rich- 
ard S.  Mason,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Curtis,  the  Rev.  William 
Lucas,  the  Rev.  Ralph  Williston,  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Hall, 
have  left  the  diocese.  The  Rev.  John  Reynolds  has  been 
transferred  to  it  from  Maryland,  and  the  Rev.  Pierce  Conuelly 
from  Delaware.  The  Rev.  Edward  Rutledge  has  been  trans- 
ferred from  Connecticut;  the  Rev.  Benjamin  B.  Smith  from 
Vermont,  and  the  Rev.  Lucius  Carter  from  Maryland. 

John  W.  James,  John  T.  Adderly,  William  Hilton,  and  F. 
H.  L.  Laird  have  been  ordained  deacons  by  the  Right  Reve- 
rend the  Assistant  Bishop,  as  will  be  reported  by  him,  and  are 
now  mentioned  as  added  to  the  ministry  of  our  church,  in  this 
state;  with  the  exception  of  the  first  named,  who  has  been 
transferred  to  the  diocese  of  Maryland.  The  Rev.  Benjamin 
Allen  has  departed  this  life. 

The  Rev.  Correy  Chambers,  an  emigrant  from  Ireland,  iu 
deacons'  orders,  has  resided  nearly  a  year  within  the  state, 
and  has  officiated  for  some  time  in  Pottsville,  Schuylkill 
county;  where  the  building  of  a  church  is  in  progress.    He 
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brought  with  him  respectable  testimonials  to  his  character 
and  literary  education. 

The  Rev.  Raymond  Alphonso  Henderson,  having  been  or-  - 
dained  a  deacon  in  this  diocese,  and  having  since  engaged  in 
the  service  of  the  Missionary  Society,  is  to  be  considered  as  a 
member  of  our  ministry. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass  has  resigned  his  pastoral 
charge  of  the  church  in  Concord,  and  is  now  assisting  the 
rector  of  the  church  in  which  we  are  assembled. 

In  my  last  annual  address,  I  stated  the  case  of  the  Rev. 
William  R.  Bowman  as  involving  circumstances,  in  relation 
to  which,  in  the  event  of  his  appearance,  it  would  rest  with 
the  convention  to  determine,  whether  he  were  entitled  to  a  seat 
in  their  body.  The  case  still  rests  on  the  same  grounds.  He 
has  not  taken  a  letter  of  dismission  from  the  diocese,  and  con- 
tinues to  reside  in  Louisiana. 

■ 

The  candidates  admitted  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  to 
be  added  to  those  on  the  last  Journal,  are  Samuel  W.  Sel- 
den,  Sansom  K.  Brunot,  Lyman  N.  Freeman,  Charles  Shaler, 
and  Richard  Collier. 

The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  CRristianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania, may  be  considered  to  have  increased  in  usefulness. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  increase  will  "be*  still  advanced,  by 
measures  lately  adopted  for  the  organizing  of  auxiliaries  to  it 
throughout  the  diocese.  'Hitherto,  there  has  been  but  little 
aid  to  its  funds  beyond  the  city  and  its  suburbs.  -Its  efficiency, 
while  sustained  by  so  slender  a  provision,  may  be  considered 
as  the  promise  of  much  greater  good,  to  result  from  the  pos- 
session of  more  ample  means. 

The  Female  Tract  Society  are.persevering  in  their  exertions, 
for  the  extending  of  the  knowledge  and  principles  of  our  holy 
religion,  as  held  within  our  church.  This  is  effected  by  the 
means  of  an  instrument,  unostentatious  in  its  appearance,  but 
powerful  in  its  effect. 

The  General  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union  has  an  in- 
creasing patronage  in  this  diocese,  and  throughout  the  United 
States.  It  will  help  to  protect  our  Sunday  schools  from  en- 
deavours perseveringly  put  in  operation,  for  the  subjecting 
of  them  to  an  authority  exterior  to  that  of  our  church. 

The  Education  Society,  noticed  in  my  last  ttro  addresses, 
has  become  merged  in  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.  In  consequence,  the  small  fund 
of  the  former  has  been  transferred:  but  there  will  be  kept  a 
separate  account  of  this,  and  of  any  additions  which  may  be 
made.     The  present  number  of  beneficiaries  is  three. 

The  fund  for  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergy- 
men, who  have  been  annual  contributors  to  it— for  the  families

In  proportion  as  these  collections 
shall  be  efficient,  the  issue  will  be  honourable  to  our  church; 
and  will  contribute  to  the  securing  of  the  Episcopacy,  in 
severance  from  parochial  labours. 

Brethren — In  proportion  as  your  bishop  approaches  the 
termination  of  his  mortal  course,  he  derives  consolation  from 
the  promising  beginnings  of  the  labours  of  the  Right  Rev.  his 
assistant  and  successor;  and  from  the  manifest  evidences  ex- 
hibited of  the  increasing  acceptableness  of  his  services,  and 
of  confidence  in  his  judgment,  and  in  the  integrity  of  his 
ecclesiastical  views.  It  is  with  great  satisfaction,  that  his 
senior  commits  to  him  so  great  a  proportion  of  the  concerns 
of  the  diocese;  considering  himself  as  relieved  from  them, 
partly  by  his  weight  of  years,  and  partly  by  there  still  resting 
on  him  a  share  of  the  duties  of  the  three  churches,  with  which 
he  has  been,  during  the  whole  of  his  ministry,  parochially 
connected.  These  considerations  will  not  prevent  him,  so 
long  as  he  shall  retain  the  use  of  his  faculties,  from  the  taking 
of  a  deep  interest  in  the  cause  of  our  holy  religion;  and  on  that 
account,  in  the  proceedings  of  our  church  in  this  state,  and 
throughout  the  Union.  In  pursuance  of  this  design,  it  will 
continue  to  be  an  object  with  him,  to  sustain  the  principles  on 
which  he  has  acted  during  the  whole  course  of  his  ministry: 
believing  them  to  be  agreeable  to  Holy  Scripture;  and  to  have 
descended  to  us  through  the  channel  of  the  primitive  church; 
and  of  the  church  with  which  we  have  professed  to  identify 
ourselves,  in  all  the  leading  properties  of  doctrine,  of  worship, 
and  of  discipline. 

Having  been  occupied,  during  so  long  a  ministry,  in  sus- 
taining the  standards  now  referred  to,  he  would  have  found  a 
dark  cloud  induced  over  the  remainder  of  his  days,  had  he 
contemplated  in  a  successor  a  disposition  to  a  deterioration  of 
the  system,  by  the  introduction  of  opinions  and  of  practices 
inconsistent  with  it.

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  Deputies  of  this  Convention, 

In  compliance  with  the  45th  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, I  beg  leave  to  state  to  you  those  affairs  of  the  diocese 
which  have  occurred  through  my  agency,  or  been  under  my 
especial  observation  or  direction,  since  our  last  meeting. 

My  visitations  have  now  extended  to  the  whole  diocese;  and 
many  of  the  congregations  have  been  visited  twice,  and  a  few 
of  them  three  times.  The  ordinary  sacred  duties  performed

l»y  me  in  the  churches  of  this  city  are  not  connected  with  a 
visitation;  but,  for  the  reason  assigned  last  year,  I  shall  in-

In  all  the  journeys  by  which  the  above  visitations  were  ac- 
complished, I  have  been  favoured  with  the  most  kind  and 
acceptable  hospitality;  for  which  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  grateful  acknowledgments. 

Marietta  and  the  church  on  Chartier's  creek,  were  included 
in  the  list  of  appointments  issued  before  my  last  journey;  but 
particular  local  circumstances  rendered  ineffectual  these  parts 
of  my  arrangements. 

From  May  28th,  to  June  16th,  1828,  I  was  engaged  in  a 
visitation  of  the  diocese  of  Delaware,  by  request  of  bishop 
White,  who  has  charge  of  that  diocese  under  the  20th  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention.  From  December  5th,  to  23d, 
1828,  and  from  February  5th  to  March  16th,  1829,  I  was 
engaged  in  visitations  of  the  diocese  of  Maryland,  under  a 
special  invitation  from  its  Standing  Committee;  my  connexion 
with  that  diocese  under  that  invitation  expired  on  the  1st  day 
of  the  present  month.  From  March  16th,  to  24th,  1829,  I 
was  again  engaged  in  a  visitation  of  part  of  Delaware. 

On  three  Sundays  I  have  omitted  preaching;  having  been 
once  confined  by  sickness,  and  once  not  sufficiently  recovered 
for  that  duty. 

Six  adults  and  six  children,  exclusive  of  a  few  to  be  other- 
wise reported,  have  been  baptized  by  me.  And  I  have  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion  fourteen  times  in  public,  and 
twice  in  private  to  the  sick. 
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The  confirmations  held  by  me  have  been  as  follows:

The  consecrations  of  churches  in  the  course  of  the  above  visi- 
tations have  been  two  in  number,  viz:  St.  Gabriel's  church, 
Sugarloaf,  on  the  15th  of  July— and  Christ  church,  Meadville, 
on  the  16th  of  August; 

Churches  are  erecting  at  Franklin,  Blairsville  and  Danville. 
St*  Paul's  church,  Chester  county,  is  ready  for  consecration* 
In  several  parishes  measures  are  in  progress  preparatory  to 
the  erection  of  houses  of  worship.  The  churches  at  Thomp- 
sontown  and  Pottsville,  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year,  arc 
enclosed. 

The  missionaries  employed  within  the  past  year  under  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese,  were  1 1  in  number,  and 
stationed  as  follows:

1 1.  The  Rev.  Correy  Chambers,  at  Pottsville,  and  at  various 
places  among  the  miners  in  its  vicinity.  This  gentleman 
brought  letters  of  Deacons'  orders  from  the  Bishop  of  Meath, 
in  Ireland.  Not  having  yet  resided  a  year  in  this  country,  he 
is  debarred  (by  Canon  35th  of  the  General  Convention)  a  set- 
tlement in  any  parish.  His  ministrations  however  at  and  near 
Pottsville,  rendered  in  pursuance  of  a  temporary  arrangement 
with  the  vestry,  have  been  so  satisfactory  as  to  induce  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  to 
vote  him  a  donation;  his  services  being,  in  effect,  those  of  a 
missionary. 

In  behalf  of  this  excellent  society,  our  venerable  diocesan 
and  myself  united  last  fall  in  a  communication  to  the  several 
parishes  of  the  diocese.  And,  at  its  last  anniversary,  held  on 
the  evening  of  the  Epiphany,  I  gladly  availed  myself  of  an 
opportunity  of  urging  the  Domestic  Missionary  claims,  to 
which  the  resources  of  that  society  are  chiefly  devoted.  I  beg 
leave  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  diocese  to  that  subject. 
There  is  no  way  to  extend  and  invigorate  the  growth  of  our 
church,  but  the  unwearied  prosecution  of  missions  of  this 
sort.  The  more  I  see  of  the  interior  and  distant  parts  of  the 
state,  and  the  more  I  hear  of  similar  portions  of  our  country 
at  large,  the  more  deeply  am  I  convinced  of  their  paramount 
claims  to  this  department  of  our  sacred  liberality.  Every 
journey  I  make,  I  become  the  more  thoroughly  persuaded, 
that  no  public  duty  of  the  members  of  this  diocese  can  .com- 
pare in  importance  with  that  of  aiding,  with  the  most  ardent 
zeal,  and  with  unstinted  generosity,  the  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.

and  the  Rev.  Francis  Rutledge,  of  the  diocese  of  South  Caro- 
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Una;  and  Mr.  Christian  WUtberger,  a  candidate  for  orders,  in 
this  diocese.

The  following  gentlemen  entitled  by  certificates  presented, 
to  seats,  did  not  answer  to  their  names.

Bradon,  and  Thomas  H.  B.  Jacobs. 

Mr.  Thomas  Foster  presented  a  certificate  of  his  appoint- 
ment, as  a  lay  deputy  from  the  church  above  Georgetown, 
Beaver  county,  which  certificate  was,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr. 
De  Lancty,  committed  to  Messrs.  Meredith,  Reed,  and  S.  J. 
Bobbins. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  presented  two  memorials*  from  inhabit- 
ants of  Pittsburg,  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  to  be  located  in,  or  near  that  city ; 
which  were  referred  to  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey, 
Rev.  Mr.  Rutledge,  Mr.  Binney,  and  Judge  Reed. 

Mr.  Petriken  presented  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of 
lay  deputies,  from  Christ  church,  Danville,  which  was,  on 
motion,  referred  to  Mr.  Jjowber,  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper,  and  Mr. 
IngersoU. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey,  ordered,  that  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hopkins  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rodney  be  a  com- 
mittee to  examine  if  there  be  any  business  on  the  Journal  of 
the  last  Convention,  to  be  acted  on  by  this  Convention. 

Mr.  Meredith,  from  the  Committee  to  which  were  referred 
the  certificates  of  the  deputies  from  St.  Thomas's  church, 
Morgantown,  and  St.  Paul's  church,  Chester<  made  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

"The  Committee  to  which  the  certificates  of  St.  Paul's, 

*  For  these  memorials,  see  Appendix. 
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Chester,  Delaware  county,  and  from  St.  Thomas's  church* 
Morgantown,  Berks  county,  were  referred,  report  the  follow- 
ing facts  of  the  cases  respectively,  as  they  appear  on  the  cer- 
tificates, and  the  statements  of  the  parties* 

By  the  former  certificate  it  appears  that  five  gentlemen  are 
named  by  the  vestry  of  the  church,  "  any  three  of  whom  were 
duly  chosen  delegates"  to  attend  this  Convention;  and  that,  after 
the  certificate  was  handed  to  the  Secretary,  and  read,  one  of 
the  gentlemen  nominated,  without  authority  from  the  others, 
or  the  vestry,  but  doubtless  from  motives  which  may  not  be 
questioned,  erased  two  of  the  five  names  from  the  certificate, 
and  so  it  now  stands  with  this  alteration  and  erasure. 

By  the  latter  certificate,  three  gentlemen  were  regularly  ap- 
pointed, and  one  of  them,  stated  to  be  a  warden  of  the  church, 
(but  not  certifying  in  that  character,)  by  a  writing  endorsed 
on  the  certificate,  appoints  Mr.  Thomas  Welsh,  to  supply  his 
place  in  this  Convention,  "  agreeably  to  a  resolve  of  the  con- 
gregation of  the  church  relating  to  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
said  delegation/'  What  the  resolve  is,  or  when  and  where  it 
was  passed,  is  not  shown  further  than  by  the  certificate. 

The  Constitution,  Article  IV.,  provides  that u  the  churches 
may  send  to  the  Convention  a  deputy  or  deputies,  worshippers 
in  the  said  church,  not  more  than  three ;  to  be  elected  by  the 
vestry  of  such  church."  It  is  believed  that  a  loose  practice 
has  in  some  instances  occurred,  and  passed  sub  silentio,  by 
which,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulation  with  re- 
spect to  the  delegation  to  the  General  Convention,  members 
of  the  delegation  of  the  same  order,  on  notice  given,  may  ap- 
point for  the  time  being,  a  substitute  or  substitutes  in  the  place 
of  others  unable  to  attend.  But  the  Committee  do  not  find  any 
similar  regulations  concerning  deputies  to  the  State  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Committee  find  it  difficult  to  reconcile  such  a  practice 
with  the  Constitution,  which  expressly  requires  an  election 
by  the  vestry  of  the  church.  But  if  the  practice  is  to  have  weight, 
still  it  does  not  seem  to  embrace  either  of  the  cases  under  con- 
sideration. 

At  St.  Paul's,  five  were  nominated,  and  three  of  them  are 
said  to  be  duly  chosen.  The  vestry  have  not  chosen  three ; 
and  this  Convention  has  no  power  to  select  or  appoint.  Can 
one  of  the  five  appoint  the  three  ?  There  is  no  such  power 
given  by  the  Constitution,  nor  yet  by  the  practice  referred  to. 
Suppose  the  five  should  claim  their  seats,  or  that  although  but 
three  should  appear  in  the  first  instance,  a  fourth  or  fifth 
should  afterward  claim  to  sit,  the  Convention  has  no  power  to 
decide  on  their  pretensions. 

As  regards  the  church  of  St.  Thomas,  the  case  in  the  opi- 
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nion  of  the  Committee  is  not  less  clear.  Three  arc  regularly 
appointed,  and  one  M  agreeably  to  a  resolve  of  the  congrega- 
tion," which,  by  the  Constitution,  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
transaction,  of  himself,  by  an  endorsement  on  the  certificate, 
appoints  a  substitute  for  himself!  This  would  be  giving  a  ne- 
gotiable character  to  certificates  of  appointment  altogether  dif- 
ferent from  what  was  intended  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Committee,  on  the  whole, conceiving  that  these  appoint- 
ments are  not  to  be  reconciled  either  with  the  Constitution  or 
the  alleged  practice,  is  constrained  to  regard  them  as  unau- 
thorized, and  that  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  a  proper 
execution  of  the  power  of  appointment  by  the  vestries,  or 
either  of  them,  nor  yet  by  any  person  or  persons  to  whom  they 
have  delegated  the  power,  even  if  it  admits  of  delegation. 

They  therefore,  regretting  the  necessity  of  excluding  from 
this  Convention,  the  respectable  persons  who  may  appear  ready 
to  represent  the  churches,  or  any  of  them,  offer  the  following 
resolution: 

Resohcd,  That  the  certificates  offered  to  entitle  Messrs. 
Price,  ZeUin,  and  Bobbins,  from  St  Paul's  church,  and  Mr. 
Welsh,  from  St  Thomas's  church,  are  not  sufficient  to  entitle 
them  to  seats  in  this  Convention.

Mr.  Binney,  from  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, made  the  following  report  relative  to  the  Canons, 
stating  that  the  Committee  had,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions 
of  the  last  Convention,  caused  to  be  distributed  copies  of  the 
report  among  the  clergymen  and  vestries  of  the  churches  of 
the  diocese. 

RESOLUTION  OP  CONVENTION.    MAY  S3,  188B. 

Resohed,  That  the  consideration  of  so  much  of  the  report  and  resolution 
as  relates  to  the  amoru  and  regulations,  be  postponed,  and  that  it  be  re- 
committed to  the  committee,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  nest  stated 
annual  convention.

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PROPOSED  CANONS  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 

STATE  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

Canon  1. 
O/ihe  trial  of  a  clergyman,  not  being  a  Bishop. 

1  Sec.  I.     The  trial  of  a  clergyman,  not  being  a  bishop,  shall  be,  on 

2  a  presentment  in  writing,  specifying  with  clearness  and  certainty,  as 

3  to  time,  place,  and  circumstance,  the  crime,  or  misdemeanor,  by  viola- 

4  tion  of  the  canons  or  otherwise,  charged;  the  said  presentment  to  be 

5  made  to  the  bishop,  either  by  the  convention,  or  by  the  vestry  of  the 

6  parish  to  which  the  accused  belongs,  or  by  any  three  presbyters  of  this 

7  diocese,  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  convention;  the  said  vestry  or  presby- 

8  ters  pledging  themselves  to  make  good  the  accusation.    If  the  present- 

9  ment  be  made  by  the  convention,  they  shall  by  ballot  appoint  a  com- 
10  mittee  to  sign  and  prosecute  the  same. 

1  Sac.  II.     Such  presentment  being  made  to  the  bishop,  and  being 

2  accompanied  by  a  farther  statement  in  writing  of  the  names  of  the  wit- 

3  nesses,  and  of  the  purport  of  their  evidence,  and  by  such  documentary 

4  evidence  as  is  relied  on,  the  bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  said  present- 

5  ment  to  be  served  upon  the  accused,  by  a  summoner  appointed  by  the 

6  bishop,  and  shall  call  on  him  by  written  summons  to  show  cause,  at  a 

7  day  and  place  therein  named,  why  a  commissary  should  not  be  ap- 

8  pointed  as  hereinafter  set  forth;  and,  upon  the  return  of  the  summoner 

9  that  he  has  served  the  same,  and  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary 

0  being  shown,  the  bishop  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  be  a  com- 

1  missary,  who  shall  repair  to  the  city,  or  county,  where  the  crime  or 

2  misdemeanor  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed;  and,  having  either 

3  then  or  previously  appointed  a  convenient  time  and  place,  and  given 

4  not  less  than  fifteen  days  notice  thereof  by  a  summoner  appointed  by 

5  the  bishop  to  the  party  accused,  and  also  to  the  chairman,  or  a  member 

6  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  convention,  or  to  either  church- 

7  warden  of  the  vestry,  or  to  either  of  the  three  presbyters,  presenting, 

8  the  commissary  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  examine  the  witnesses 

9  on  both  sides,  carefully  taking  down  their  examinations  in  writing, 

20  which  being  approved  by  the  witnesses,  shall  be  signed  by  them  re- 

21  spectively;  and,  if  it  be  required  by  either  party,  some  person  qualified 

22  by  law  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  requested  to  do  so 

23  in  this  behalf:  and  the  examinations  so  taken,  with  any  documentary 

24  evidence  certified  by  the  commissary  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  shall 

25  by  him  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  bishop  without  delay;  where- 

26  upon  further  proceedings  shall  be  taken,  unless,  upon  satisfactory  evi- 

27  dence  of  error  or  mal-practice,  the  bishop  shall  deem  it  necessary  to 

28  justice  to  order  a  further  examination;  in  which  case,  the  same  or 

29  another  commissary,  as  the  bishop  shall  determine,  shall  be  appointed 

30  as  before,  and  with  similar  powers  and  duties. 

1  Sic.  III.     Either  before  the  appointment  of  a  commissary,  or  after 

2  a  report  made  by  him,  the  bishop  shall  have  power  to  dismiss  the  pre- 

3  sentment,  and  declare  the  accused  party  discharged,  if  the  accusation 

4  contained  in  it  appears  to  him  an  insufficient  cause  of  presentment  in 

5  itself,  or  to  be  clearly  unsupported  by  the  evidence. 

1  Sac.  IV.    Upon  the  report  of  the  commissary  being  made  to  the 

2  bishop,  and  no  further  examination  being  ordered,  nor  the  presentment 

3  dismissed  by  him  as  aforesaid,  the  bishop  shall  nominate  eight  presbyters 

4  of  this  diocese  having  a  seat  in  the  convention,  of  whom  the  accused 

5  may  choose  two;  or  in  case  of  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  do,  the  stand- 

6  ing  committee  4ha)l  select  two;  and  the  presbyters  so  chosen  shall  be 
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7  the  assessors.    And  the  commissary  and  assessors,  hating  agreed  upon 

8  some  convenient  time  and  place,  and  having  caused  not  less  than  thirty 

9  days'  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  party  accused*  and  also  to  the 

10  chairman  or  a  member  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  convention, 

11  or  to  either  church-warden  of  the  vestry,  or  to  either  of  the  three  pres- 

12  byters,  presenting,  the  said  notice  to  be  given  by  a  summoner  appointed 

13  by  the  bishop,  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  the  trial,  upon  the  evi- 

14  dence  and  report  of  the  commissary,  and  upon  such  other  evidence  as 

15  may  be  produced;  which  new  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing* 

16  and  approved  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively,  as  before.  The 

17  commissary  and  assessors  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 

18  shall,  within  ten  days  after  closing  the  same,  declare  in  a  written  judg- 

19  ment  signed  by  them,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  that  the  accused  is 

20  puilty,  or  that  he  is  not  guilty,  of  the  charges  laid  in  the  presentment, 

21  m  the  order  therein  set  forth;  which  judgment,  with  all  the  evidence 

22  received,  shall  be  delivered  forthwith  to  the  bishop:  provided  always, 

23  that  the  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  all  the  examinations 

24  of  witnesses  and  other  proceedings,  whether  held  by  the  commissary, 

25  or  by  the  commissary  and  assessors,  and  to  offer  explanations,  or  a 

26  defence  of  the  acts  with  which  he  is  charged;  and  provided  also,  that 

27  the  matter  of  such  explanations  or  defence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 

28  by  the  accused,  and  be  presented,  with  the  evidence,  to  the  bishop. 

1  Sec.  V.    If  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the 

2  commissary,  when  summoned  according  to  Sec.  2.  of  this  canon,  the 

3  examination  shall  proceed  as  if  he  were  present.     And  if  the  accused 

4  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  commissary  and  assessors, 

5  (except  for  some  reasonable  cause,  to  be  judged  of  by  them,)  when 

6  summoned  according  to  Sec.  4.  of  this  canon,  and  no  defence  be  there 

7  made  under  his  authority,  they  shall  declare  him  to  be  in  contumacy, 

8  and  report  the  same  to  the  bishop,  and  sentence  of  suspension  from  the 

9  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  tor  contumacy:  but  the  said  sentence 

10  may  be  reversed  by  the  bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months  the 

11  accused  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  take 

12  his  trial  on  the  presentment;  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself  before 

13  the  expiration  of  the  said  three  months,  the  sentence  of  degradation 

14  from  the  ministry  for  contumacy  shall  forthwith  be  pronounced  by  the 

15  bishop,  and  shall  be  publicly  read  in  the  churches. 

1  ^  Sec.  VI.     The  accused,  on  his  first  appearance,  whether  before  the 

2  bishop  at  the  return  of  the  summoner  previous  to  the  appointment  of 

3  a  commissary,  or  before  the  commissary,  or  before  the  commissary  and 

4  assessors,  shall  be  called  on  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 

5  the  offence  or  offences  charged  against  him.    On  his  neglect  or  refusal 

6  to  answer,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  shall  be  entered  for  him.    And  if  he 

7  be  found,  or  confess  himself,  guilty  of  the  matters  charged  in  the  pre* 

8  sentment,  or  any  of  them,  the  bishop  shall  pronounce  the  sentence 

9  according  to  the  canons;  but  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopate,

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Cahon  II. 

Of  the  repulsion  of  a  Layman  from  the  Holy  Communion,  and  of  the  pro- 
ceedings to  his  trial  in  case  of  appeal, 

1  Sic.  I.     The  minister  of  any  parish  shall,  according  to  the  rubric, 

2  repel  from  the  holy  communion  any,  being-  a  communicant  of  his  parish, 

3  whom  he  knows  to  be  an  open  and  notorious  evil  liver,  or  to  have  done 

4  any  wrong  to  his  neighbour  by  word  or  deed,  so  that  the  congregation 

5  be  thereby  offended;  also  those  betwixt  whom  he  perceiveth  malice 

6  or  hatred  to  reign;  which  repulsion  shall  continue  and  be  m  force  until 

7  the  conditions  required  by  the  rubric  shall  have  been  respectively 

8  fulfilled:  provided  that  the  act  of  repulsion  shall  always  be  in  writing, 

9  and  shall  specify  the  causes  thereof,  and  shall  be  served  on  the  party 

10  repelled,  either  in  person,  or  by  a  sealed  letter  left  at  his  usual  place 

11  of  abode:  and  provided  also,  that  the  minister  shall  not  repel  as  afore- 

12  said,  for  any  cause  or  controversy  to  which  he  or  his  family,  or  any  of 

13  them,  shall  be  a  party,  nor  if  the  minister  be  a  deacon  only. 

1  Sac.  II.    Although,  because  no  man  shall  be  a  judge  in  his  own 

2  cause,  and  all  should  judge  righteously,  it  is  forbidden  to  a  minister  to 

3  repel  for  any  cause  or  controversy  to  which  he  is  a  party,  or  in  any 

4  case  in  which,  by  reason  of  fear,  favour,  or  affection,  he  may  not  be 

5  impartial;  yet  if,  notwithstanding,  he  shall  in  his  conscience  believe 

6  that  a  party  ought  to  be  repelled  from  the  holy  communion  for  any  of 

7  the  causes  set  forth  in  the  rubric,  he  shall  refer  the  whole  matter  to 

8  the  presbyters  of  three  of  the  nearest  parishes,  who,  or  a  majority  of 

9  whom,  shall  act  in  this  behalf,  in  his  place  and  stead,  with  like  powers 

10  and  duties;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  minister  is  only  a  deacon,  he 

11  shall  refer  the  case  to  three  presbyters  in  like  manner:  provided  always, 

12  that  nothing  in  this  canon  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  forbid  the  private 

13  admonitions  of  the  minister  to  the  party  offending,  and  also  his  private 

14  advice  that  such  party  withdraw  voluntarily,  should  the  minister  deem 

15  such  advice  proper  and  expedient. 

1  Sic.  III.     When  any  person  shall  have  been  repelled  from  the  holy 

2  communion,  the  minister  or  ministers  repelling  him  shall  give  written 

3  notice,  with  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  bishop,  within  ten  days,  if  the 

4  usual  place  of  worship  of  the  parish  of  the  party  repelled,  be  not  more 

5  than  five  miles  distant  from  the  residence  of  the  bishop;  or,  if  at  a 

6  greater  distance,  such  notice  shall  be  transmitted  through  the  post- 

7  office,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  time  of  the  repulsion.     In  case  of  a 

8  vacancy  in  the  office  of  bishop,  the  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  sue- 

9  ceeding  bishop  within  one  calendar  month  after  his  consecration.   And 
10  in  case  of  failure  to  give  such  notice,  the  act  of  repulsion  shall  be  void. 

1  Sac.  IV.    If  any  person  so  repelled  from  the  holy  communion  shall 

2  allege  that  injustice  has  been  done,  or  that  the  provisions  herein  con- 

3  tained  have  been  violated  or  disregarded,  or  if,  notwithstanding  he 

4  shall  have  professed  himself  ready  and  willing  in  truth  and  sincerity 

5  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  expressed  in  the  rubric,  in  order  to  be 

6  restored  to  the  holy  communion,  his  repulsion  shall  be  continued,  he 

7  may  present  his  complaint  in  writing  to  the  bishop,  setting  forth  the 

8  grounds  thereof,  and  desiring  that  he  may  be  restored  to  the  com- 

9  munion.    Whereupon,  unless  the  bishop  shall  in  a  summary  manner, 

10  according  to  the  fifth  section  of  this  canon,  direct  him  to  be  restored, 

1 1  an  inquiry  and  examination  shall  be  made  in  manner  following.    The 

12  notice  given  to  the  bishop  by  the  presbyter  or  presbyters  repelling, 

13  shall  stand  in  the  place  of  a  presentment  of  the  party  repelled;  and 

14  the  proceedings  thereon  shall  be  the  same  as  are  before  provided  in 
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15  the  case  of  a  presentment  made  against  a  clergyman,  not  being  a  bishop, 

16  after  the  report  of  the  commissary,  except  that  besides  the  clerical 

17  assessors,  the  bishop  shall  nominate  eight  laymen  of  this  diocese,  of 

18  whom  the  accused  msy  choose  two,  or  in  case  of  his  neglect  or  refusal, 

19  the  standing  committee  shall  appoint  two;  and  the  two  persons  so 

20  chosen  or  appointed,  with  the  two  clerical  assessors,  to  be  chosen  or 

21  appointed  as  aforesaid,  having  added  one  layman  to  their  number,  shall 

22  be  the  assessors,  and  proceed  to  the  trial  in  like  manner  as  is  provided 

23  in  the  case  of  a  clergyman  not  being  a  bishop;  and  having  heard  and 

24  deliberately  considered  the  allegations  and  testimony  on  either  side, 

25  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  declare  in  writing  their  judgment, 

26  whether  the  party  presented  has  been  rightfully  repelled,  according 

27  to  the  rubric  and  the  provisions  of  this  canon,  or  not;  and  whether  his 

28  repulsion  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  continued;  and  shall  forthwith  report 

29  their  judgment  to  the  bishop;  and  unless  the  bishop  shall  see  cause  to 

30  order  a  rehearing  of  the  case  by  the  assessors,  or,  if  desired  by  the 

31  party  repelled,  by  other  assessors  to  be  nominated  and  chosen,  or  ap- 

32  pointed  in  manner  aforesaid,  he  shall  communicate  the  judgment  to  the 

33  presbyter  or  presbyters  repelling,  and  to  the  party  repelled,  which 

34  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.    Provided;  that  if  the  judgment  shall 

35  direct  a  further  continuance  of  the  repulsion,  it  shall  nevertheless  be 

36  subject  to  all  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  the  rubric. 

1  Sic.  V.    On  the  presentation  of  the  complaint  of  the  party  repelled, 

2  the  bishop  may,  in  a  summary  manner,  direct  him  to  be  restored  to 

3  the  communion,  if  the  cause  assigned  by  the  minister  or  ministers  for 

4  the  repulsion  be  in  the  bishop's  opinion  insufficient,  or  the  repulsion 

5  be  contrary  to  the  canons. 

1  Sac.  VI.    Any  layman,  being  a  communicant  of  the  Protestant 

2  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese,  may,  for  any  of  the  causes  stated  in 

3  the  first  section  of  this  canon,  be  presented  by  the  vestry  of  the  con- 

4  gregation  to  which  he  belongs.    The  presentment  shall  be  made  in  the 

5  form  directed  by  the  first  section  of  the  first  of  these  canons,  and  the 

6  proceedings  thereon  shall  be  the  same  as  are  directed  by  the  fourth 

7  section  of  this  canon.  ' 

Carom  111. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Bishop. 

1  Sec.  I.    The  presentment  of  a  bishop  shall  be  made  only  by  the 

2  convention,  and  at  a  stated  session,  a  majority  of  each  order  concurring: 

3  it  shall  be  in  writing,  setting  forth  with  clearness  and  certainty,  in 

4  regard  to  time,  place,  and  circumstance,  the  crime,  or  the  misdemeanor 

5  imputed;  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerical  and  lay-members  thereto 

6  consenting,  and  made  to  any  two  or  more,  not  exceeding  three,  bishops. 

7  provided,  that  the  resolution  to  present,  and  the  vote  thereon,  shall 

8  not,  in  any  case,  take  place  on  the  same  day.    And  the  convention 

9  making  the  presentment,  shall,  by  a  concurrent  vote,  appoint  a  com- 

10  mittee,  to  consist  of  three  presbyters  and  three  lay-members  of  their 

11  own  body,  to  whom  they  may  give  instructions  for  prosecuting  the 

12  same;  of  which  committee  the  member  first  named  shall  be  the  chair- 

13  man,  and  so  successively,  If  a  vacancy  happens.    Upon  a  presentment 

14  being  so  made,  the  bishops  shall  have  authority  to  proceed  thereupon 

15  in  the  manner  hereby  directed. 

1  Sac.  It.    The  bishops  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  presentment  to  be 

2  served  upon  the  accused  by  a  summoner,  to  be  by  them  appointed,  and 

3  shall  call  on  him  by  written  summons  to  appear  at  a  time  and  place 
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4  named  and  answer  thereto.    If  he  appear,  he  shall  then  be  called  on 

5  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offence  or  offences 

6  charged  against  him;  and,  on  his  neglect  or  refusal,  the  plea  of  not 

7  gvUty  shall  be  entered  for  him.    Whereupon,  unless  he  confess  himself 

8  guilty,  the  bishops  shall  nominate  three  other  bishops,  if  there  be  so 

9  many  in  the  United  States*  and  if  not,  all  the  other  bishops;  and  out 

10  of  the  whole  number,  that  is  to  say,  the  bishops  to  whom  the  present- 

1 1  ment  is  made,  and  the  others  by  them  nominated,  the  accused  bishop 

12  may  choose  three;  or  if  he  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  the  bishops  to 

13  whom  the  presentment  is  made,  if  only  two,  shall  appoint  one  other, 

14  who  with  themselves  shall  be  the  judges  on  the  trial;  or  if  they  be 

15  three,  then  these  three  shall  be  the  judges. 

1  8xe.  III.    Hie  bishops  so  appointed  or  constituted  the  judges,  shall 

2  fix  on  some  convenient  time  and  place  within  this  diocese  for  the  trial, 

3  and  having  caused  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 

4  accused  by  a  summoner  to  be  by  them  appointed,  and  also  to  the  chair- 

5  man  of  the  committee  of  the  convention  constituted  to  conduct  the 

6  prosecution  of  the  presentment  in  the  manner  before  directed,  they 

7  shall  then  and  there  proceed  in  the  trial;  provided,  that  for  sufficient 

8  cause  or  to  prevent  a  failure  of  justice,  they  may  adjourn  from  time 

9  to  time;  and  provided  also,  that  the  accused  shall  at  all  times  during 

10  the  trial  have  free  liberty  to  be  present,  to  produce  his  testimony,  and 

11  to  make  his  defence. 

1  8xe.  IV.    The  judges  having  fully  heard  the  allegations  and  testi- 

2  many  of  the  parties,  and  deliberately  considered  the  same,  after  they 

3  have  withdrawn,  shall  declare  respectively  whether,  in  their  opinion, 

4  the  accused  be  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  charges  contained  in  the 

5  presentment,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  set  forth;  and  the  declara- 

6  tion  of  a  majority  of  the  judges,  being  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed 

7  by  those  who  assent  thereto,  shall  be  considered  as  the  Judgment  of 

8  said  judges,  and  shall  be  pronounced  in  the  presence  of  the  parties,  if 

9  they  choose  to  attend.    And  if  it  be  that  the  accused  is  guilty,  the 

10  judges  shall  at  the  same  time  pass  their  sentence,  and  award  the  penalty 

11  according  to  the  canons:  provided,  that  if  the  accused  shall,  before 

12  sentence  is  passed,  show  satisfactory  cause  to  induce  a  belief  that 

13  justice  has  not  been  done,  the  judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may, 

14  according  to  their  sound  discretion,  grant  a  re-hearing;  and  in  either 

15  case,  before  passing  sentence,  the  accused  shall  have  the  opportunity 
1<>  of  being  heard,  if  he  have  aught  to  say  in  excuse  or  palliation.    Pro- 

17  vided,  that  the  accused  shall  not  be  held  guilty,  unless  a  majority  of 

18  the  judges  shall  concur  in  regard  to  one  or  more  of  the  offences  charged, 

19  and  only  as  relates  to  those  charges  in  which  a  majority  so  concur. 

1  Sec.  V.     If  the  accused  bishop  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear,  accord- 

2  ing  to  the  summons  of  the  bishops  to  whom  the  presentment  is  made, 

3  or  to  appear  and  make  defence  before  the  judges,  notice  having  been 

4  served  on  him  as  aforesaid,  except  for  some  reasonable  cause,  to  be 

5  allowed  by  the  said  bishops  or  judges,  they  shall  declare  him  to  be  in 

6  contumacy;  and  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  ministry  shall  be  pro- 

7  nounced  against  him  for  contumacy,  by  the  senior  of  the  said  bishops 

8  or  judges:  but  the  said  sentence  shall  be  reversed,  if  within  three 

9  calendar  months  he  shall  tender  himself  resdy,  and  accordingly  appear 

10  and  take  bis  trial  on  the  presentment.    But  if  the  accused  bishop  shall 

11  not  so  tender  himself  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  three  months, 

12  the  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  ministry  shall,  at  the  instance  of 

13  the  prosecuting  committee,  be  pronounced  against  him  by  the  senior 

14  of  the  two  or  more  bishops,  to  whom  the  case  was  originally  referred. 
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Caho*  rv. 

Of  taking  the  depositions  of  witnesses. 

1  If,  in  any  case,  either  of  a  clergyman,  not  beinf  a  bishop,  or  of  a  lay- 

2  man,  the  testimony  of  witnesses  shall  be  requisite,  whose  attendance 

3  before  the  commissary  or  at  the  trial  cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  the 

4  bishop,  be  procured,  their  depositions  shall  be  taken  and  reduced  to 

5  writing,  upon  such  notice  to  the  party  presenting  or  party  accused, 

6  and  under  such  other  regulations  as  the  bishop  shall  prescribe,  and 

7  shall,  when  taken  in  conformity,  be  read  in  evidence,  with  the  same 

8  effect  as  if  taken  by  the  commissary,  or  at  the  trial    In  the  case  of  an 

9  accused  bishop,  the  taking  of  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses  may,  in 

10  like  manner,  and  with  the  same  effect,  be  authorized  by  the  bishops 

11  appointed  to  be  the  judges. 

Cahov  V. 

Of  persons  against  whom  presentment*  art  made,  not  to  befouna\  or  removed; 

and  of  the  service  of  notices,  or  citations, 

1  Sac.  I.    If  a  presentment  be  duly  made  against  a  clergyman  not  a 

2  bishop,  and  after  reasonable  diligence  he  cannot  be  found  in  this 

3  diocese,  or  has  removed  from  it,  and  notice  of  the  presentment  cannot 

4  on  that  account  be  served  6n  him,  and  return  be  made  accordingly  by 

5  the  summoner,  in  such  case,  the  bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  standing 

6  committee,  having  considered  the  character  of  the  accusation,  and  the 

7  probability  of  its  truth,  may  suspend  the  accused  from  the  exercise  of 
S  all  his  ministerial  functions.  But  such  suspension  shall  be  removed, 
9  if  within  three  months  the  accused  shall  appear  and  accept  service  of 

10  a  citation,  returnable  within  thirty,  days.    If  the  accused  shall  not  so 

11  appear  within  three  months,  the  bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  stand- 

12  ing  committee,  may  pronounce  sentence  of  degradation  against  him. 

1  Sac.  II.    If,  from  causes  the  same  as  those  mentioned  in  the  pre- 

2  ceding  section,  notice  of  presentment  cannot  be  served  on  an  accused 

3  bishop,  and  return  be  made  accordingly  by  the  summoner,  the  two  or 

4  more  bishops  before  whom  the  presentment  is  first  laid,  shall,  after 

5  sixty  days,  proceed  to  examine  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution,  and 

6  such  other  witnesses  ss  may  offer,  all  the  evidence  being  reduced  to 

7  writing,  snd  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively.    The  said  two  or 

8  more  bishops,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  then  transmit  to  each  of  the 

9  other  bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 

10  copies  of  the  presentment,  and  of  the  evidence  so  taken,  requesting  of 

11  each  of  them  his  opinion  in  writing,  whether  the  accused  bishop  is 

12  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  the  said  two  or  more  bishops  shall  also  pro- 

13  mice  in  writing  their  respective  opinions  on  the  same  question.    And 

14  if  a  majority  of  all  the  bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 

15  the  United  States  shall  so  declare  their  opinion  that  the  accused  is 

16  guilty,  the  senior  of  the  said  two  or  more  bishops  shall,  at  the  instance 

17  of  the  prosecuting  committee  of  the  convention,  pronounce  sentence  of 

18  degradation  from  the  ministry  against  the  bishop  aceused;  snd  this  sen- 

19  tence  shall  be  final. 

1  Sxc.  III.     Every  notice  or  citation  to  either  party,  required  in  con- 

2  sequence  of  a  presentment,  shall  be  directed  to  the  summoner,  appointed 

3  for  the  occasion,  according  to  the  canons  respectively;  and  return 

4  thereof  shall  be  made  thereon  in  writing;  and  the  leaving  a  copy  at 

5  the  last  place  of  abode  of  the  person  to  be  cited,  or  delivering  it  to 

6  him  in  person,  shall  be  deemed  good  service  thereof. 
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Cato*  VI. 

Of  Penalties. 

1  Sac. !.    If  any  clergyman  of  this  church,  not  a  bishop,  shall  be 

2  guilty  of  crime  or  of  misdemeanor,  by  violation  of  the  canons,  or  other- 

3  wise,  and  shall  be  thereof  duly  convicted,  or  shall  confess  himself  guilty, 

4  he  shall  be  admonished  by  the  bishop,  or  suspended  from  the  ministry, 

5  or  degraded  therefrom,  according  to  the  character  and  circumstances 

6  of  his  offence.     AH  suspension  or  degradation  from  the  ministry  shall 

7  be  from  the  entire  ministry,  and  not  merely  from  a  higher  to  a  lower 

8  grade  of  the  same. 

1  Sac.  II.     After  an  accused  clergyman,  not  a  bishop,  has  been  con- 

2  victed  by  the  commissary  and  assessors,  the  said  commissary  and 

3  assessors  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  consider  and  declare,  in  writing, 

4  and  under  their  signatures,  what  in  their  opinion  is  the  due  punishment 

5  of  the  offence,  of  which  the  accused'  has  been  found  guilty,  having 

6  respect  to  the  character  and  circumstances  of  the  offence,  whether 

7  admonition  by  the  bishop,  suspension,  and  for  what  period,  or  under 

8  what  conditions,  or  degradation;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  being 

9  assembled  for  this  purpose,  shall  not  separate  or  adjourn,  until  they 

10  have  so  declared  their  opinion  of  the  due  punishment;  and  their  said 

11  declaration  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  bishop, 

12  together  with  their  judgment  of  conviction,  and  the  evidence  in  toe 

13  cause. 

1  Sic.  HI.    If  the  bishop  approve  of  the  punishment  so  declared,  he 

2  shall  in  writing  give  sentence  accordingly:  but  if  he  do  not  approve  of 

3  it,  he  shall,  in  like  manner,  impose  such  other  less  punishment  hereby 

4  authorized  as  he  shall  think  justly  due. 

1  Sac.  IV.    If  a  layman  repelled  by  his  minister  shall  after  trial  be 

2  found  guilty,  his  repulsion  shall  continue,  subject  to  the  conditions  of 

3  the  rubric:  and  if  found  guilty  on  a  presentment  according  to  the  sixth 

4  section  of  the  second  canon,  he  shall  be  repelled  from  the  communion, 

5  subject  to  the  same  conditions. 

1  Sac.  V.    If,  during  the  trial  of  a  layman,  it  shall  appear,  from  the 

2  evidence,  to  the  assessors,  that  there  has  been  great  heinousness  and 

3  aggravation  in  the  offence  or  offences  of  the  accused,  they  may,  after 

4  convicting  him,  and  without  separating   or  adjourning,  declare  in 

5  writing  to  the  bishop,  that  the  said  convicted  layman  ought  not  to  be 

6  any  longer  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.    And  if  the 

7  bishop,  acting  on  the  subject  without  delay,  shall  agree  thereto,  the 

8  expulsion  of  the  said  person  from  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 

9  shall  be  the  punishment  to  be  inflicted. 

1  Sac.  VI.    If  a  clergyman,  not  a  bishop,  shall  confess  himself  guilty 

2  on  any  presentment  duly  made,  the  bishop  shall  determine  on  his 

3  punishment,  whether  admonition,  suspension,  and  for  what  term,  and 

4  on  what  conditions,  or  degradation  from  the  ministry.    If  a  lay  person, 

5  after  appealing  to  the  bishop  from  the  sentence  of  repulsion  from  the 

6  holy  communion,  shall,  at  any  period  before  or  during  the  investigation 

7  or  trial,  confess  himself  guilty  of  the  offence  or  offences  for  which  he 

8  was  repelled,  the  bishop  shall  determine  the  duration  of  his  repulsion, 

9  or  the  conditions  on  which  it  shall  be  removed;  or,  in  case  there  has 

10  been  great  heinousness  and  aggravation  in  his  offence  or  offences,  his 

11  expulsion  from  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.     Provided  always, 

12  and  in  all  cases  of  repulsion  from  the  holy  communion,  that,  if  the  per- 

13  son  repelled  be  visited  with  extreme  or  mortal  sickness,  the  minister 

14  of  the  parish,  if  satisfied  that  he  is  truly  penitent,  but  not  otherwise, 
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15  may  administer  the  holy  communion,  or  authorize  it  to  be  administered 

16  to  him  before  his  death,  though  the  term  of  repulsion  be  not  expired. 

1  Ssc.  VII.     When  an  accused  bishop  shall  be  convicted*  the  same 

2  tribunal  thai  has  convicted  him,  shall  further  determine  the  punish- 

3  ment  due  to  the  offender,  considering  the  character  and  circumstances 

4  of  the  offence,  whether  admonition  by  the  said  judges,  suspension  from 

5  the  ministry,  and  for  what  period,  or  under  what  conditions,  or  degra- 

6  dation  from  the  ministry.     And  this  decision  shall  be  final. 

1  Ssc.  VIII.    If  an  accused  bishop,  on  his  appearance  before  the 

2  bishops,  according  to  the  second  section  of  the  third  canon,  or  in 

3  writing,  and  under  his  signature,  confess  that  he  is  guilty  of  the  offence 

4  charged  in  the  presentment  made  by  the  convention  of  bis  diocese,  the 

5  two  or  more  bishops  to  whom  the  case  is  first  referred,  shall  determine 

6  the  punishment  due,  whether  admonition  by  the  said  bishops,  suspension 

7  from  the  ministry,  and  for  what  period,  or  under  what  conditions,  or 

8  degradation  from  the  ministry;  and  this,  their  decision,  shall  be  final. 

1  Sac.  IX.    In  every  case  of  degradation  from   the   ministry,  the 

2  bishop  who  pronounces  sentence  shall,  without  delay,  cause  the  sentence 

3  of  degradation  to  be  published  from  every  pulpit  in  this  diocese,  where 

4  there  may  be  an  officiating  minister;  and  he  shall  also  give  information 

5  of  the  sentence  to  all  the  bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 

6  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  standing  committees  of  those  dioceses 

7  in  which  there  is  no  bishop. 

Cahox  VII. 
Of  misbehaviour  of  Clergymen  residing  in  another  State. 

1  If  a  clergyman  resident  in  another  state  shall  come  temporarily  into 

2  this,  under  the  imputation  of  having  elsewhere  been  guilty  of  any 

3  crime  or  misdemeanor,  by  violation  of  the  canons,  or  otherwise,  or  if 

4  any  clergyman  while  sojourning  here  shall  misbehave  in  any  of  these 

5  respects,  the  bishop,  upon  probable  cause,  may  admonish  auch  clergy - 

6  man,  and  forbid  him  to  officiate  in  this  diocese.     And  if,  after  such 

7  prohibition,  the  said  clergyman  so  officiate,  the  bishop  shall  give  notice 

8  to  all  the  congregations  that  the  officiating  of  the  said  clergyman  is, 

9  under  any  and  all  circumstances,  prohibited;  and  like  notice  shall  he 

10  give  to  the  bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  bishop,  to  the  standing  committee 

11  of  the  diocese,  to  which  the  said  clergyman  belongs.    And  such  pro- 

12  hibition  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  bishop  of  this  diocese  be 

13  satisfied  of  the  innocence  of  the  said  clergyman,  or  until  he  be  acquitted 

14  on  trial,  and  notice  thereof  be  given  by  the  bishop* 

Camok  VIII. 

Of  the  evidence  of  the  clerical  residence  of  Clergymen  removing  into  this  dio- 
cese necessary  to  entitle  them  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

1  Ssc.  I.    To  qualify  a  clergyman  coming  from  another  state,  district, 

2  or  diocese  for  a  seat  in  the  convention,  it  shall  be  necessary  first  to 

3  obtain  from  the  bishop  a  written  testimonial  of  his  being  received  as  a 

4  clergyman  of  this  diocese.     And  to  entitle  him  to  such  testimonial,  he 

5  shall  produce  from  the  bishop  or  bishops,  or  if  there  be  no  bishop,  from 

6  a  majority  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  standing  committee  or  com- 

7  mittees  of  the  diocese  or  dioceses  wherein  he  has  resided  during  the 

8  last  preceding  three  years,  which  committee  or  committees  shall  in  all 

9  cases  be  duly  convened,  satisfactory  written  testimonials,  signed  by  the 

10  said  bishop  or  bishops,  or  by  the  majority  of  the  clerical  members  of 
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11  said  standing  committee  or  committees,  that  he  has  not  been  justly 

12  liable  to  evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  life,  during 

13  the  three  years  last  past;  or  if  he  come  to  this  diocese  from  any  state 

14  or  district  which  has  not  acceded  to  the  general  constitution,  the  said 

15  testimonials'  shall  be  signed  by  three  clergymen  of  the  Protestant 

16  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States;  and  if  he  be  a  deacon,  the  said 

17  testimonials  shall  be  addressed  to  the  bishop  of  this  diocese;  or  if  there 

18  be  no  bishop,  to  the  standing  committee  thereof.  And  the  bishop  shall 

19  moreover  be  satisfied  that  such  clergymen  has  been  called  to  settle  in 

20  some  parish  in  this  diocese,  and  that  he  has  come  hither  with  that 

21  purpose  and  expectation;  or  that  he  is  engaged  as  a  professor,  tutor, 

22  or  instructer  of  youth  in  some  college,  academy,  or  other  incorporated 

23  seminary  of  learning,  or  as  a  missionary,  under  the  ecclesiastical  au- 

24  thority  of  this  diocese;  or  that  he  has  been  stationed  within  this  diocese 

25  as  a  chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States:  and  in  such 

26  cases,  the  bishop  shall  give  the  testimonial  required.   Provided  always, 

27  that  whenever  the  bishop  shall  deem  it  expedient,  he  may  further 

28  inquire  of  the  bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  bishop,  of  the  standing  com- 

29  mittee  of  any  diocese  in  which  the  said  clergyman  has  previously 

30  resided,  concerning  %a  orderly  compliance  with  the  institutions  and 

31  government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church;  and  if  the  answer  to 

32  the  said  inquiry  shall  specify  acts  contrary  thereto,  done  by  said  cler- 

33  gyman,  the  bishop  may  withhold  the  said  testimonial  until  he  is  satisfied 

34  of  the  good  intentions  in  the  premises,  of  the  said  clergyman,  for  the 

35  future. 

1  Sac.  II.    This  testimonial  shall  be  the  evidence  of  the  commence*. 

2  ment  of  the  canonical  residence  And  right  to  a  seat  in  the  convention, 

3  required  by  the  constitution,  as  regards  clergymen  hereafter  coming 

4  into  this  diocese. 

Caxqx  IX. 
Of  the  Standing  Committee 

1  Sxc.  I.    At  every  stated  convention,  a  standing  committee,  to  consist 

2  of  five  of  the  clergy  and  five  of  the  laity,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by 

3  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  members  of  each  order.    And  vacancies 

4  occurring  by  death,  or  otherwise,  in  said  committee,  shall  be  supplied 

5  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  remaining  clerical  members  and  lay 

6  members  of  the  committee. 

1  Sxc.  II.    This  committee  shall  have  in  special  charge,  the  care  and 

2  investment  of  the  convention  fund,  and  also  of  tjie  fund  for  the  support 

3  of  the  episcopate,  whether  arising  from  the  legacy  of  the  late  Andrew 

4  Boz,  Esq.  or  otherwise  given  in  charge  or  trust  to  the  convention. 

1  Sxc.  III.     In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopate,  the  powers  and 

2  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  bishop,  as  regards  discipline,  except  the 

3  pronouncing  sentence  of  deposition  or  degradation  from  the  ministry, 

4  shall  belong  to  and  be  performed  by  the  standing  ^committee.    In  case 

5  of  such  vacancy,  the  standing  committee  shall  also  have  power  to  act 

6  in  the  granting  of  testimonials  to  clergymen  removing  into  this  diocese, 

7  agreeably  to  the  canons. 

1  Sxc.  IV.    In  the  case  of  the  absence  of  the  bishop  of  this  diocese 

2  in  foreign  parts,  expected  to  continue  for  six  months,  or  more,  the 

3  bishop,  before  his  departure,  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  standing 

4  committee,  request  the  bishop  of  some  neighbouring  diocese,  or  some 

5  other  bishop  or  bishops,  to  perform  the  episcopal  acts  and  duties  per- 

6  taining  to  this  diocese,  during  his  absence:  or  if  the  bishop  neglect,  or 
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7  refuse  to  do  so,  the  standing  committee  may  do  the  same,  at  any  time 

8  after  his  departure  from  the  United  States.    AU  other  act*  and  duties 

9  of  the  bishop,  being  such  as  may  be  performed  by  the  standing  com- 

10  mittce  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopate,  shall  be  equally  per- 

1 1  formed  by  them  during  any  absence  of  the  bishop,  as  aforesaid.    And 

12  the  convention,  during  said  absence  of  the  bishop,  shall,  at  each  meet* 

13  ing  thereof,  elect  its  president. 

1  Sbc.  V.     The  record  of  all  the  proceedings  on  a  presentment  of  a 

2  clergyman  or  layman  shall  be  preserved  by  the  standing  committee; 

3  and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  their 

4  secretary. 

Cajcpx  X. 

Of  the  celebration  of  Marriage. 

1  No  minister  of  this  church  shall  celebrate  any  marriage,  without 

2  being  satisfied  that  it  is  not  forbidden  by  the  law  of  God,  or  of  the 

3  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  by  the  canons  of  the  church.    And 

4  if  both  or  either  of  the  parties  be  minors,  it  shall  be  also  necessary  that 

5  the  consent  of  the  parents,  guardians,  master,  or  mistress,  (as  the  case 

6  may  require)  be  first  obtained,  unless  they  live%ut  of  the  United  States, 

7  and  that  fact  be  known  or  proved  to  the  minister;  and  that  such  con- 

8  sent  be  certified  to  him  by  some  credible  person  or  persons  acquainted 

9  with  them  and  the  minor,  or  be  otherwise  sufficiently  proved  or  known 

10  to  him.     Whereupon  the  minister,  not  knowing  nor  having  reason  to 

11  believe  that  there  is  any  lawful  impediment,  may,  and  if  either  of  the 

12  parties  be  of  his  congregation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  join  them  in  mar- 

13  riage.    The  certificate  aforesaid  shall  be  in  writing,  if  be  requires  it. 

Cawon  XL 
Of  Parochial  Instruction. 

1  Sec.  I.     All  ministers  of  parishes,  and  all  missionaries  in  this  diocese, 

2  shall  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  children  in  the  catechism;  and  shall 

3  also,  by  stated  catechetical  lectures  and  instruction,  be  diligent  in 

4  informing  the  youth  and   others,  in  the  doctrines,  constitution,  and 

5  liturgy  of  the  church.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  such  ministers 

6  and  missionaries  to  examine  the  children  in  the  catechism  of  the  church, 

7  or  in  some  other  catechism  approved  by  the  bishop,  or  by  the  standing 

8  committee  if  there  is  no  bishop,  as  far  as  practicable,  once  a  week,  or 

9  on  each  Sunday  that  divine  service  is  performed  in  any  church  or 

10  congregation  under  his  care,  during  seven  months  in  every  year,  to  be 

11  designated  by  the  minister  at  such  period  or  periods  of  the  year  as  may 

12  be  most  convenient  for  the  assembling  of  the  children.     And  it  shall 

13  farther  be  the  duty  of  all  such  ministers,  at  least  four  times  in  every 

14  year,  to  deliver  a  catechetical  lecture  on  the  subjects  aforesaid,  to  the 

15  youth  and  others,  giving  previous  notice  thereof, 

1  Sue.  II.     On  notice  being  received  by  a  minister  or  missionary  from 

2  the  bishop,  of  his  intention  to  visit  the  parish  or  parishes  of  said  minis- 

3  ter  or  missionary,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  notice  thereof  to  his 

4  congregation  or  congregations,  on  their  first  meeting  thereafter  for 

5  public  worship;  and  also,  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  members 

6  individually,  as  opportunity  may  offer.     He  shall  also,  on  said  occasion 

7  of  public  worship,  invite  the  children  of  due  age,  and  others  not  con- 

8  firmed,  to  advise  with  him  concerning  their  coming  to  that  holy  ordi- 

9  nance;  and  he  shall  diligently  and  faithfully  prepare  them  for  the  same. 

10  And  he  shall  be  ready  to  present  for  confirmation  those  who  shall  have

11  been  previously  instructed  and  prepared;  and  shall  deliver  to  the 

12  bishop,  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  presented. 

1  Sac.  III.     Every  minister  of  a  parish  shall  encourage  the  formation 

2  of  Sunday  schools,  and  the  efficient  prosecution  of  instruction  in  them, 

3  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

4  And  he  shall  report  the  number  of  scholars  and  teachers  in  his  annual 

5  parochial  report. 

Cavov  XII. 
Of  Parochial  Visiting. 

1  Sic.  I.    Every  minister  of  a  parish  of  parishes  in  this  diocese,  shall 

2  statedly  visit  each  and  every  family  of  his  parish  or  parishes,  by  calling 

3  at  their  residences  respectively,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  unless  he 

4  be  prevented  by  sickness;  and  he  shall  report  to  the  bishop  before  or 

5  at  every  convention,  whether  he  has  performed  this  duty. 

1  Ssc.  II.     Every  minister  of  a  parish  or  parishes  in  this  diocese  shall 

2  visit  frequently  every  sick  person  of  his  parish  or  parishes,  of  whose 

3  sickness  he  may  be  in  any  way  informed,  and  also  every  sick  member 

4  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  sojourning  in  his  neighbourhood; 

5  and  he  shall  be  diligent,  faithful,  and  tender,  in  instruction  and  admo- 

6  nition  and  prayer-  with  them,  till  their  recovery  or  death. 

1  Ssc.  III.    Every  such  minister  shall  visit  those  persons  or  families 

2  of  his  parish  or  parishes,  and  sojourners  belonging  to  the  Protestant 

3  Episcopal  Church,  whom  he  may  know  in  any  way  to  be  under  calamity 

4  or  affliction,  and  shall  tenderly  administer  to  them  christian  instruction 

5  and  consolation. 

1  Sec.  IV.     Every  missionary  in  this  diocese  shall  faithfully  fulfil  this 

2  canon,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  his  travelling  duties. 

Casok  XIII. 
Of  Churches,  or  Houses  of  Worship. 

1  Consistency  requires  that  houses  consecrated  and  set  apart  for  the 

2  worship  of  Almighty  God,  according  to  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  this 

3  church,  should  not  be  used  for  purposes  merely  secular,  and  not  con- 

4  nected  with  her  proper  concerns,  or  interests;  and  that  public  worship 

5  therein  should  be  performed  according  to  her  authorized  services,  and 

6  by  ministers  recognised  by  her  canons,  and  subject  to  her  order  and 

7  discipline. 

>  Cakoh  XIV. 

Of  Registers  of  Baptisms,  Marriages  and  Deaths,  and  of  Parochial  Reports. 

1  Sac.  I.     Each  clergyman  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  the  baptisms, 

2  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his 

3  ministry,  specifying  the  name  and  date  of  the  birth  of  the  child  bap- 

4  tized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents,  the  name  of  the  adult  baptized, 

5  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried; 

6  and  also,  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed. 

1  Sac.  II.    These  entries  shall,  by  the  minister,  or,  if  so  ordered  by 

2  the  vestry,  by  the  clerk  or  sexton  of  the  church,  be  recorded  in  a 

3  suitable  book,  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry,  which  shall  be  the  Church 

4  Register,  and  shall  belong  to,  and  remain  with  the  vestry,  as  a  part  of 

5  the  church  records.    And  the  minister  of  each  parish  shall  also  keep 

6  a  list  of  all  the  communicants  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  they  can  be 
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7  ascertained;  and  also,  a  list  of  the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  timet 

8  by  the  bishop. 

1  8kc.  III.     Every  minister  of  a  parish,  or  parishes,  in  this  diocese, 

2  shall  present  or  forward,  at  every  annual  convention,  to  the  bishop,  or 

3  if  there  be  no  bishop,  to  the  president  of  the  convention,  a  statement 

4  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  and  persona  confirmed, 

5  in  his  parish  or  parishes  severally,  since  the  last  like  report;  and  also, 

6  of  the  number  of  the  communicants,  distinguishing  the  additions, 

7  removals,  and  deaths,  since  the  last  report;  also,  he  shall  declare 

8  whether  he  has  visited  all  the  families  of  his  parish,  or  parishes,  within 

9  the  last  year,  according  to  canon  zii.  sec.  i.;  also,  he  shall  add  a  state- 

10  ment  of  all  other  matters  of  fact,  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of 

11  his  parish,  or  parishes. 

1  Sac.  IV.    These  parochial  reports  shall  be  read  in  the  convention; 

2  and  all  the  specifications  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  persona  oon- 

3  firmed,  and  communicants,  and  the  statements  of  other  matters  of  fact 

4  contained  in  them,  as  also' the  fact  of  his  having  visited,  or  not  visited, 

5  all  the  families  of  his  parish  or  parishes,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal 

6  of  the  Convention. 

Curov  XV. 

Of  the  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  Ley  Deputies  to  the  Contention. 

1  The  appointment  of  lay  deputies  to  the  convention  of  this  diocese 

2  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  a  warden,  or  two  vestrymen,  of  the 

3  proper  church;  and  the  certificate  shall  state,  that  the  deputy,  or  each 

4  deputy  named  in  it,  if  the  certificate  be  for  more  than  one,  is,  and  has 

5  also  been  for  not  less  than  six  months  before  the  time  of  his  election,  a 

6  worshipper  in  the  church  or  parish  he  is  deputed  to  represent.     And 

7  no  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  any  lay  deputy 

8  or  deputies  to  the  convention  of  this  diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

9  A  copy  of  this  canon  shall  be  annually  sent,  by  the  secretary  of  the 

10  convention,  to  every  church  in  this  diocese,  with  the  notice  of  the 

11  meeting  of  the  convention. 

Cakov  XVI. 

Jt  list  to  he  made  of  the  Ministers  in  this  diocese. 

1  Sec.  I.    Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  convention 

2  of  this  diocese,  the  bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a 

3  list  of  all  the  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically 

4  resident  in  this  diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures, 

5  or  parishes,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the  colleges, 

6  academies,  or  other  seminaries  of  learning,  incorporated,  in  which  they 

7  are  engaged,  or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes, 

8  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence 

9  only.     And  such  list,  corrected  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  bid 

10  before  the  convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be  appended  to 

11  the  Journal,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  every  general 

12  convention. 

1  Sic,  II.    The  list  of  the  clergy  of  this  diocese,  so  prepared  by  the 

2  bishop,  and  by  him  amended,  according  to  the  changes  that  may  occur, 

3  whether  by  death,  ordination,  discipline,  or  canonical  removals  from, 

4  or  admissions  into,  this  diocese,  shall  be  evidence  of  a  clergyman's 

5  having  a  cure,  or  mission,  or  engagement  in  some  seminary  of  general 

6  learning.     And  no  clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry, 

7  shall  have  a  place  on  said  list. 
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1  Sxc.  III.    The  right  of  any  clergyman  of  this  diocese  to  a  seat  in 

2  the  convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the 

3  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  canons,  by  the  convention  itselfi 

4  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

1  Sac.  IV.    The  bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the 

2  admission  of  ministers  into  this  diocese,  as  may  prevent  unwary  and 

3  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  on  by  persons  pretending  to  be 

4  authorized  ministers  of  this  church.    And  his  certificate  shall  be  the 

5  evidence  of  such  admission. 

1  Sxc.  V.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clergy  to  attend  regularly  at. 

2  the  meeting  of  every  convention.    At  the  opening  of  the  convention 
3.  their  names  shall  be  called  over,  and  absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing 

4  convention  these  shall  be  required  to  give  excuses  for  their  absence; 

5  or  if  they  continue  absent,  they  shall  send  their  excuses  in  writing: 

6  and  if  the  excuse  be  deemed  insufficient,  or  be  entirely  omitted,  either 

7  shall  be  a  good  cause  for  presentment 

Cavo*  xvn. 

Of  the  admission  of  a  Church  or  Congregation  into  union  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese* 

1  Sac.  I.    To  entitle  a  church  or  congregation  to  admission  into  union 

2  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese,  it  shall  be  re- 

3  quired  that  the  vestry  submit  to  the  convention  the  original  articles  of 

4  association;  or  if  incorporated,  their  original  charter,  or  a  copy  thereof 

5  duly  authenticated,  according'  to  law:  and  that  it  shall  appear  therein, 

6  that  such  church  or  congregation  accedes  to  the  constitution,  canons, 

7  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 

8  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  constitution  and  canons  of  this  diocese: 

9  and  it  shall  appear  further,  that  the  said  act  of  association,  or  charter, 

10  has  been  submitted  to  the  bishop  and  standing  committee,  and  by  them 

11  respectively  approved;  or  if  the  approbation  of  either  the  bishop  or 

12  standing  committee,  or  both,  is  withheld,  he  or  they  shall  report  to  the 

13  convention,  with  the  articles  of  association,  or  charter,  the  reasons  of 

14  his  or  their  disapprobation. 

1  Sxc.  n.    The  convention  shall  refer  the  whole  matter  and  docu- 

2  stents  of  cases  of  this  kind,  to  a  committee  of  three  clerical  and  three 

3  lay  members  of  the  same,  to  be  appointed  as  soon  after  the  organ- 

4  izing  of  the  convention  as  conveniently  may  be,  who  shall  make  report 

5  thereon  to  the  convention  for  its  final  determination.    Provided  always, 

6  that  the  convention  shall  not  admit  into  union  with  this  diocese,  any 

7  church  or  congregation  which  does  not  expressly  accede  to  the  consti- 

8  tution,  canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant 

9  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  constitution  and 
10  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese. 

Cano*  XVIII. 
Of  supplying  Vacant  Congregations, 

1  Sic.  I.    At  every  stated  convention,  a  committee  of  three  clerical 

2  and  three  lay  members  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot,  who,  in  concurrence 

3  with  the  bishop,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  of  the  president  of  the  standing 

4  committee,  shall  take  order  fur  supplying  vacant  congregations  with 

5  occasional  services;  it  beinjr,  expected  that  the  congregations  so  supplied 

6  will  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  such  services.    And  it  shall  be 

7  the  duty  of  the  clergy,  whether  with  or  without  parochial  cures,  having 
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8  in  the  former  case  the  consent  of  their  proper  vestries,  to  comply  with 

9  the  requisitions  of  the  mid  committee  in  this  behalf.    And  me  com- 

10  mittee  shall  report  to  every  stated  convention  an  account  of  their  pro- 

11  ceedings. 

1  8xc.  II.    When  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

2  vestry  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  bishop,  or  if  there  is  no  bishop,  to 

3  the  president  of  the  standing  committee,  forthwith. 

Gurov  XIX. 
Of  preparing  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  thu  diocese. 

1  A  committee  of  the  convention  shall  be  appointed  at  the  stated 

2  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the  general 

3  convention,  to  draught,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  bishop, 

4  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  to  be  presented  to 

5  the  general  convention. 

Cahoh  XX. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

1  Sec.  I.    Deputies  to  the  general  convention  shall  be  chosen  by  the 

2  concurrent  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  lay  votes,  at  every  stated  convention 

3  of  this  diocese;  and  their  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next 

4  stated  convention,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places. 

1  Sac.  II.    Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  death,  or  otherwise,  in  the 

2  deputation  to  the  general  convention,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  the  con- 

3  current  vote  of  the  remaining  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

Rl VISED  RZGUIATIOHS,  &C 

I. 

Of  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  &c 

1  1.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  on  the  day  appointed  for  the 

2  meeting  of  the  convention,  except  what  appertains  to  its  being  duly 

3  organized. 

4  2.  On  the  following  day  it  shall  proceed  in  the  despatch  of  business, 

5  when  there  shall  be  divine  service,  the  administration  of  the  holy  com- 

6  munion,  and  a  sermon  by  one  of  the  presbyters,  to  be  appointed  to  this 

7  office  by  the  bishop,  which  shall  give  place  when  the  bishop  delivers 

8  a  sermon,  or  charge. 

9  3.  A  sermon  preached  at  the  opening  of  the  convention  shall  be  at 

10  its  entire  disposal,  to  be  published  by  its  order,  but  not  otherwise. 

11  4.  The  following  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  in  the  proceedings,  viz. 

12  (the  rules  of  order  on  p.  23  and  24  of  the  pamphlet  published  by  order 

13  of  convention  in  1825.) 

II. 
Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 

1  1.  A  secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  every  convention,  by  ballot,  after 

2  viva  voce  nominations  of  the  candidates.    In  case  but  one  is  put  in 

3  nomination,  the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with.     His  office  and  duties 

4  shall  continue  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  annual  convention,  and  until 

5  his  successor  is  chosen. 

6  2.  He  shall  give  not  less  than  one  month's  written  notice  of  the  time 
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7  (the  day  and  hoar)  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  convention,  to 

8  every  clergyman  within  the  diocese,  entitled  to  a  seat,  according  to  a 

9  list,  to  be  furnished  by  the  bishop;  and*  as  far  as  is  practicable,  he  shall 

10  give  a  similar  notice  to  the  churchwardens  and  vestrymen  of  every 

11  vacant  congregation.    And  such  notice  shall  be  accompanied  with  a 

12  form  of  the  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  lay  deputies. 

13  3.  On  the  printing  of  any  pastoral  letter  of  the  house  of  bishops,  he 

14  shall  transmit  the  same'to  the  clergy  and  to  vacant  churches,  to  be  read 

15  to  the  congregations  on  some -occasion  of  public  worship,  and  also  for 

16  general  perusal  by  the  members  of  the  church,  under  such  reasonable 

17  regulations  as  expediency  may  require. 

18  4.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  bishops,  and  to  the 

19  secretary  of  every  diocesan  convention,  a  copy  of  the  journal. 

20  5.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  general  convention  a  certificate, 

21  to  be  signed  by  himself,  or  by  the  president  of  the  convention  of  this 

22  diocese,  containing  a  list  of  the  clergymen  in  this  diocese,  and  the 

23  amount  of  funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  (distinguishing  them)  to 

24  the  General  Theological  9eminary,  together  with  the  nomination  of 

25  trustees  of  that  seminary:  and  also,  alike  certificate  of  the  appointment 

26  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

27  6.  Besides  the  duties  before  specified,  he  shall  perform  all  others 

28  usually  appertaining  to  the  office  of  secretary,  or  enjoined  on  him  by 

29  the  convention. 

HI. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  of  a  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  the 

support  of  the  Episcopate. 

1  1.    At  every  stated  convention  there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  a 

2  treasurer  of  the  convention,  and  a  treasurer  of  the  fund  for  the  support 

3  of  the  episcopate,  who  shall  respectively  remain  in  office  until  the  next 
*  4  stated  convention,  and  until  successors  are  appointed.    Their  accounts 

5  shall  be  closed  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  day  appointed  for  its 

6  meeting,  and  submitted  to  the  standing  committee,  who  shall  examine, 

7  and  report  thereon  to  the  convention. 

8  2.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  either  of  these  offices,  or  that  of  secretary, 

9  it  shall  be  supplied  by  the  standing  committee. 

10  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  convention  shall  forward  to  the  secretary  of 

11  the  house  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies  of  the  general  convention,  at 

12  every  meeting  thereof,  seventy-five  cents  for  each  clergyman  of  this 

13  diocese,  towards  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  convention. 

IV. 

Of  the  contributions  for  defraying  the  expenses  incurred  or  authorized  by  the 

Convention. 

1  The  churches  shall  contribute  annually  for  this  purpose,  by  payments 

2  to  be  made  at  or  before  each  stated  convention,  to  the  treasurer  thereof: 

3  each  of  the  churches  in  Philadelphia,  and  other  cities,  twenty  dollars; 

4  and  others,  five  dollars  each.     The  contributions  thus  raised  shall  be 

5  applied  to  the  expenses  incurred,  or  authorized  by  the  convention. 

V. 

Recommending  the  Incorporation  of  Churches. 

1  1.  It  is  recommended  that  all  the  churches  in  this  diocese  should 

2  be  incorporated,  according  to  law,  and  that  in  all  cases  where  charters 
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3  hate  not  been  obtained,  applications  be  made  to  the  judges  of  the 

4  supreme  court 

5  3.  In  order  that  such  charters  may  conform  to  the  essential  principles 

6  of  the  church,  as  regards  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship,  it  is  further 

7  recommended  that  they  shall,  before  application  to  the  judges,  be  laid 

8  before  the  bishop  and  standing  committee,  for  their  examination  and 

9  approbation;  and  in  order  to  obtain  aa  much  uniformity  in  this  behalf 

10  as  local  circumstances  will  admit,  the  following  form  of  charter  is 

11  recommended.    (The  same  form  that  is  published  in  the  Church 
13  Register  of  March  34*  1837.) 

VI. 

Of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 

1      1.  It  is  enjoined  aa  the  duty  of  every  settled  clergyman,  once  in 
3  every  year,  to  preach  a  sermon  on  the  episcopal  office,  or  on  the  apos- 

3  tolic  succession,  or  on  such  other  subject  as  to  him  shall  seem  best 

4  adapted  to  recommend  this  fund  to  support  and  patronage. 

5  3.  On  every  such  occasion  a  contribution  shall  be  received,  for  the 

6  sole  and  express  purpose  of  making  provision  for  the  support  of  the 

7  episcopate. 

8  3.  The  money  so  collected  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  treasurer  of  the 

9  fund,  who  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  monies  received,  and  report  at 

10  every  stated  convention. 

11  4.  At  every  stated  convention  the  clergy  respectively  shall  report 
13  at  what  time  they  performed  the  duty  hereinbefore  enjoined,  and  the 

13  amount  of  the  contribution  made  in  their  respective  churches. 

14  5.  The  income  of  the  said  fund  shall  be  exclusively  appropriated 

15  for  the  use  of  the  bishop  who  shall  have  the  city  of  Philadelphia  within 

16  his  diocese. 

vn. 

Of  Vacant  Churches. 

1      It  is  earnestly  recommended,  that  in  every  instance  where  a  church 
3  is  unprovided  with  a  pastor,  a  standing  subscription  shall  be  prepared, 

3  which,  with  the  pew-rents,  after  defraying  necessary  repairs,  shall  be 

4  set  apart  as  a  fond  for  the  support  of  a  pastor,  when  duly  elected  and 

5  settled;  and  the  profits  and  rents  of  glebes,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 

6  the  will  of  the  donors,  shall  be  applied  in  like  manner,  the  capital  and 

7  accumulating  interest  to  be  invested  from  time  to  time  in  public  or 

8  good  land  securities. 

vm. 

Of  the  African  Church  of  St.  Thomas. 

1      It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  African  Church  of  St  Thomas  ia  not 
3  entitled  to  send  a  clergyman  or  deputies  to  the  convention,  or  to  inter- 

3  fere  with  the  general  government  of  the  church,  this  condition  being 

4  made  in  consideration  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  such  church, 

5  at  present.— JburnoA  Jime,  1795.

Of  the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.    Established  A.  D.  1812. 

1  The  constitution  of  the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 

2  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  having  been  read, 

3  it  was  unanimously  resolved,  that  this  convention  have  received  with 

4  much  pleasure,  information  of  the  establishment  of  said  society,  that 

5  they  give  their  unqualified  approbation  to  so  laudable  an  institution, 

6  and  promise  to  co-operate  with  them  in  promoting  their  pious  and 

7  benevolent  designs.— Journal  May,  1812. 

II. 

Of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States.    Established  A.  1).  1820. 

1  This  convention  heartily  approves  the  pious  design  of  the  general 

2  convention  in  the  formation  of  said  society  for  missionary  purposes,  and 

3  hereby  recommends  to  all  the  churches  in  this  diocese,  to  further,  by 

4  their  contributions  and  their  prayers,  an  object  so  immediately  con- 

5  nected  with  the  prosperity  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  country, 

6  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  abroad.— Journal, 

7  May,  1822. 

111. 

Of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 

the  United  States.    Established  A.  D.  1817. 

1  This  convention  concurring  with  their  venerable  bishop  in  the 

2  interest  which  he  has  expressed  upon  the  subject  of  the  General  Theo- 

3  logical  Seminary,  do  heartily  recommend  that  institution  to  the  zealous 

4  support  and  fostering  care  of  episcopalians  throughout  this  diocese,  as 

5  being  an  important  mean,  under  Divine  providence,  of  supplying  a 

6  learned  and  efficient  ministry  for  the  promulgation  of  die  doctrines  and 

7  the  preservation  of  the  worship  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 

8  copal  Church.— Journal,  May,  1824. 

IV. 

Of  the  Corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen  in 
the  Communion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania. 

1  It  is  recommended  to  the  vestries  of  churches  throughout  the  state 

2  to  consider  the  expediency  of  making  provision  for  securing  to  the 

3  families  of  their  respective  ministers  the  benefit  of  the  fundi  in  the 

4  bands  of  "The  corporation  for  the  relief/'  &c.  &c.  by  paying  in  their 

5  behalf  the  annual  contributions  required  by  the  constitution  of  that 

6  society.— Journal,  May,  1825. 

V. 

Of  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union. 

1  This  convention  highly  approves  of  the  formation  of  the  General 

2  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union  at  the  meeting  of  the 

3  General  Convention  in  1826,  and  heartily  recommends  it  to  the  support 

4  and  patronage  of  the  members  of  the  church  in  this  diocese.— Journal, 

5  May,  1828. 
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Tbe  report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Hobart  presented  the  charter  of  Christ  church, in  the  bo- 
rough of  Pottstown,  which  was  on  motion  Ordered  to  be  re- 
ferred, together  with  all  charters  which  may  be  presented 
during  the  sittings  of  this  Convention,  to  the  committee  to 
which  was  referred  the  certificates  of  the  lay  deputies  from 
Christ  church,  Danville. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  &  J.  Bobbins,  the  resolution  attached  to 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  certificates  of  the  deputies 
from  St.  Thomas's,  Morgantown,  and  St.  Paul's,  Chester,  was 
considered  and  adopted.* 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  from  the  committee  on  unfinished 
business  of  last  Convention,  reported: 

"  That  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  passed  at  the 
last  Convention,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  canons  of 
the  diocese,  and  the  communication  of  the  General  Convention 
touching  certain  alterations  hi  the  rubrics  and  liturgy,  form  the 
only  subjects  referred  to  the  consideration  of  this  Convention." 
Which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey,  the  minutes  of  the 
standing  committee  were  read  by  their  Secretary,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Kemper* 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Chast,  now  on  a  visit 
to  this  city,  be  invited  to  attend  the  deliberations  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

Whereupon  the  Right  Rev.  Philander  Chase,  D.  D.  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  attended  the  sittings  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
Convention  fund  relative  to  the  arrears  due  to  that  fund,  be 
referred  to  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bell,  Stevenson,  and  Conynghanu 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Be  Lancey,  the  Convention  pro- 
ceeded to  the  consideration  of  the  communication  from  the 
General  Convention  respecting  the  proposed  alterations  of  the 
liturgy: 

When  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  offered  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  ;— 

Whereas  the  last  General  Convention  directed  to  be  com- 
municated to  this  Convention,  certain  alterations  in  the  litur- 
gy and  rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  Jfctofped^That 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  it  is  not  expedient  to  make 
the  said  alterations,  or  any  of  them.  But  that  the  preface  to 
the  confirmation  service  therein  proposed,  to  be  used  at  dis- 
cretion, instead  of  the  present,  is  worthy  of  adoption:

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Which  being  under  consideration,  a  motion  was  made  by 
Mr.  Lowber,  to  postpone  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  introduc- 
ingthe following  as  a  substitute: 

Resohed,  That  it  is  inexpedient  that  this  Convention  should 
express  any  opinion  in  relation  to  the  proposed  alterations  of 
the  liturgy. 

And  on  the  question,  will  the  Convention  agree  to  postpone 
the  resolution  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  substitute, 
it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  substitute  being  under  consideration,  a  motion  was  made 
by  Air.  JRiley,  that  the  same  be  indefinitely  postponed,  which 
motion  was  subsequently  withdrawn;  when  the  Convention 
adjourned  until  nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  George  Mtntzcr,  deacon,  rec- 
tor of  St.  Gabriel's  church,  Morlattin,  Berks  county. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday  afternoon 
were  read  and  approved. 

A  certificate  or  the  appointment  of  lay  deputies  from  St. 
Paul's  church,  Chester,  Delaware  county,  was  presented, 
which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  Mr.  Meredith,  Mr.  Reed, 
and  Mr.  & «/.  Bobbins. 

Mr.  Meredith  from  the  committe  to  which  was  referred  the 
certificate  of  appointment  of  a  delegate  from  the  church  at 
Georgetown,  Beaver  county,  made  the  following  report: 

"  The  committee  to  which  the  certificate  presented  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Foster,  as  a  deputy  of  Georgetown  church,  was  re- 
ferred, reports: 

"  That  the  certificate  is  free  from  exception  as  regards  form, 
certified  by  a  warden  and  two  vestry-men,  and  the  only  ques- 
tion known  to  arise  in  the  case  is,  whether  this  church  is  in 
union  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church,  so  as  to  be  enti- 
tled to  be  represented  in  this  body. 

44  The  Convention  of  1812  appointed  a  committee,  the  late 
Dr.  Andrews,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper,  then  its  Secretary, 
4  for  the  purpose  of  making  out  an  accurate  list  of  all  the  cler- 
gy and  congregations  in  this  state,9  in  order  to  its  being  pub- 
lished in  the  Journal. 

44  At  the  Convention  of  1813,  Dr.  Andrews  having,  in  the 
meanwhile,  died,  a  new  committee  of  three  clerical  and  two  lay 
members  was  appointed  for  the  same  purpose,  and  this  com- 
mittee reported  an  accurate  list  of  the  clergy  and  congrega- 
tions to  the  Convention  of  1814,  *  which  was  ordered  to  be 
inserted  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal;  and  your  committee 
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find  on  this  list,  * Georgetown,  Beaver  county.'  This  church 
does  not  appear  in  the  lists  published  since,  nor  is  it  known 
to  have  been  represented  in  this  body;  yet  having  been  once 
recognised  by  the  authority  of  the  Convention  in  a  manner 
which  is  marked  with  more  than  usual  cautiony  and  nothing 
appearing  to  show  either  error  in  this  proceeding,  or  a  with- 
drawal or  separation  of  the  church,  the  committee  are  df  opi- 
nion, that  it  must  be  considered  to  be  in  union,  and  that  the 
present  deputy  is  entitled  to  a  seat* 

u  The  following  resolution  is  accordingly  submitted. 
**  Resolved,  That  Mr.  Thomas  Foster  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
this  Convention  as  a  deputy  from  Georgetown  church.

Resolved,  That  Christ  church,  Pottsto wn,  St.  Peter's  church, 
Blairsville,  and  St.  Paul's  church,  Kittanning,  be  admitted  in- 
to the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  of  the  state  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

2.  ResolvedyThzX  the  gentlemen  who  claim  seats  in  this  Con- 
vention, as  deputies  from  Christ  church,  Danville,  are  not  en- 
titled to  such  seats;  but  that  they  are  hereby  invited  to  attend 
the  deliberations  of  this  Convention. 

The  committee  further  report,  that  the  paper  which  has 
been  submitted  as  the  ground  of  a  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  at  Bellefonte,  to  admission 
into  the  church,  is  neither  the  original,  nor  a  certified  copy  of 
the  articles  of  association  or  charter  of  incorporation,  as  re- 
quired by  the  canon  of  1821,  and  the  church  is  therefore  not 
at  present  entitled  to  admission. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  application  of  the  church  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist,  at  Bellefonte.

That  in  their  opinion  it  is  highly  expedient  to  organise  a 
Theological  Seminary  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Pittsburgh,  for 
the  supply  of  ministers  to  that  portion  of  the  diocese  which 
lies  west  of  the.  Allegheny  mountain ;  and  that,  in  their  judg- 
ment, such  an  institution  cannot  justly  be  considered  as  inter- 
fering with  the  connexion  at  present  existing  between  this 
diocese,  and  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  the  diocese 
of  New  York.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  organization  of  such 
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a  seminary,  to  reader  it  in  the  highest  degree  beneficial  to  the 
church,  requires  more  time  and  consideration  than  can  he  con- 
veniently given  at  the  present  Convention;  and  as  the  event*

PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  T.  Adderhf,  Deacon,  Missionary  in  the 
service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  at  Pnihpsburgh,  end  Bellefonte,  Centre  county, 
and  Huntingdon,  Huntingdon  county. 

The  missionary  at  Philipsburgh,  Bellefonte,  and  Hunting- 
don, begs  leave  to  report,  that  since  he  has  been  employed  in 
the  service  of  the  society,  he  baptized  nine  infants,  viz:  eight 
at  Huntingdon,  and  one  at  Philipsburgh.  Having  been  but  a 
short  time  at  these  places,  it  is  out  of  his  power  to  furnish  a 
full  account  of  the  state  of  the  congregations.  At  Philips- 
burgh there  are  about  twenty  communicants.  On  the  whole,  the 
prospects  of  the  church  in  this  village  are  very  gratifying.  He 
expects  in  a  short  time  to  see  a  church  erected  in  that  place. 

The  distance  from  Philipsburgh  to  Huntingdon  being  a 
journey  of  two  days,  and  owing  to  infirm  health,  together  with 
the  state  of  the  church  in  that  place,  he  has  thought  proper 
to  resign  the  station  at  Huntingdon.  Concerning  this  congre- 
gation, he  would  further  state,  that  it  would  require,  in  his 
opinion,  a  resident  clergyman,  who  would  be  willing  to  devote 
to  it  nearly  all  of  his  time  and  attention. 

As  it  respects  Bellefonte,  he  would  decline,  at  present,  re- 
porting.

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la  connexion  with  this  church,  there  are  four  Sunday  schools, 
one  of  them  for  coloured  persons:  two  infant  schools,  one  for 
coloured:  two  Bible  classes,  conducted  by  experienced  mem- 
bers of  the  church,  on  the  Lord's  day.  These  are  all  in  a 
flourishing  state,  and  afford  means  of  instruction  in  the  gospel 
to  upwards  of  five  hundred  persons,  and  are  conducted  by 
about  forty  teachers.  The  two  Bible  classes  above  mentioned, 
are  very  important  means  of  improvement  to  those  young  per- 
sons who  have  passed  through  the  usual  course  of  instruction 
in  Sunday  schools,  and  are  about  preparing  for  the  active  du- 
ties of  life.  One  is  for  males,  and  one  for  females.  From 
these  classes  have  already  been  drawn  a  number  of  teachers 
for  the  Sunday  schools,  and  within  the  year  past,  they  have 
furnished  two  members  to  our  communion,  and  a  number  of 
jOthers  are  now  under  deep  exercises  of  mind  on  the  subject 
of  their  salvation.  Three  of  the  Sunday  school  teachers  have 
also  made  a  profession  since  the  last  report. 

Besides  the  regular  duties  of  the  Lord's  day,  and  a  lecture 
in  the  week,  the  officiating  clergyman  has  attended  during 
the  year  past,  two  Bible  classes,  one  for  the  more  immediate 
improvement  of  Sunday  school  teachers,  and  one  for  females: 
and  a  part  of  the  time  he  has  lectured  to  the  children  by  means 
of  the  magic  lantern.  God  has  evidently  blessed  the  humble 
means  to  the  growth  of  Christians  in  grace,  and  to  the  esta- 
blishment of  peace,  and  hope,  and  joy,  in  a  number  of  precious 
souls. 

The  Pilmore  Society,  conducted  by  females,  connected  with 
this  church,  have,  within  a  few  years  past,  afforded  assistance 
to  five  young  men  while  pursuing  their  studies  for  the  gospel 
ministry. 

A  missionary  society,  conducted  also  by  the  females,  has 
contributed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars 
to  the  Domestic  Missionary  cause,  within  the  past  year.

In  making  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Sunday  schools, 
the  rector  begs  permission  to  give  the  following  extract  from 
his  last  annual  discourse,  as  it  presents  the  latest  official  intel- 
ligence: 

"  From  the  returns  which  have  been  officially  made  to  me 
as  rector,  and  therefore  hound  to  have  a  general  care  and  su- 
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perintendence  over  the  whole  concern,  and  responsible  both 
to  you  and  the  ecclesiastical  authority  for  the  manner  in  which 
the  whole  is  conducted,  it  appears  that

The  rector  feels  it  but  just  to  the  congregation  to  state,  that 
the  schools  are  supported  with  the  utmost  cheerfulness  and 
liberality.  The  last  congregational  collection  for  this  purpose 
amounted  to  8215. 

The  Bible  class  attached  to  this  church,  is  at  present  united 
with  that  belonging  to  Grace  church,  and  has  been  kindly 
taken  charge  of  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  the  lectures  being  given 
in  the  lecture  room  of  St.  Andrew's. 

During  the  past  year,  the  congregation  has  been  blessed 
with  one  of  those  seasons,  marked  by  u  a  revival  of  religious 
sensibility,"  which  called  for  extraordinary  exertions  on  the 
part  of  the  rector,  and  for  the  space  of  about  three  months,  he 
was  visited  by  more  than  one  hundred  persons  for  the  purpose 
of  personal  conversation  on  the  subject  of  religion;  and  seve- 
ral times,  for  four  or  five  days  together,  he  has  been  engaged 
in  this  delightful  occupation,  from  four  to  seven  hours  at  a 
time.  "  It  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.*' 
The  result  has  been  the  addition  of  sixty-two  to  the  commu- 
nion of  the  church,  besides  twelve  who  have  joined  us  from 
other  churches.  There  are  at  this  time  about  thirty  whose 
minds  are  particularly  directed  to  the  subject  of  religion,  ten 
of  whom  would  have  been  added  to  the  present  list  of  commu- 
nicants, had  not  the  rector's  severe  illness  for  the  last  two 
months  prevented  their  baptism  and  confirmation. 

The  public  services  of  the  church  are  attended  with  great 
regularity,  as  also  the  lectures,  and  other  weekly  meetings  for 
religious  exercises. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  associate  Rector  of  St.  James's 
Church,  Lancaster,  Jjmcaster  County. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been — Baptisms,   10  in- 
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fants— 1  adult.  Marriages  7.  Funerals  7.  At  a  recent  visita- 
tion of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  10  persons  were  confirmed.  The 
number  of  communicants  about  50. 

A  society  has  been  formed,  auxiliary  to  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  which  will  con- 
tribute annually  to  the  funds  of  the  parent  institution,  about 
80  dollars.  A  tract  society,  auxiliary  to  the  Episcopal  Female 
Tract  Society  of  Philadelphia,  has  also  been  formed  by  the 
ladies  of  the  congregation. 

The  Sunday  school,  numbering  about  150,  continues  pros- 
perous. A  juvenile  Bible  class  is  attended  to  weekly.  The 
annual  collection  for  the  Episcopal  fund,  amounting  to  $27, 1 3, 
has  been  taken  up  as  usual. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John9 9  Church, 

N.  L.  Philadelphia. 

There  are  belonging  to  this  congregation  about  one  hundred 
families,  and  seven  hundred  persons  in  stated  attendance  upon 
a  preached  gospel.  During  the  past  year,  twenty-six  persons 
have  been  confirmed,  eighteen  of  whom  have  been  admitted  to 
the  holy  communion,  makingthe  whole  number  of  communi- 
cants one  hundred  and  fifty .  Thirty-one  persons  have  been  bap- 
tized, of  whom  six  were  adults,  and  twenty-five  infants.  The 
rector  has  married  eight  couple.  There  are  two  Sunday 
schools,  containing  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  scholars,  under 
the  care  of  twenty-three  teachers. 

The  present  situation  of  the  parish,  and  its  prospects,  are 
such  as  encourage  the  hope,  that  true  religion  is  extending  its 
influence  and  exerting  its  power  among  the  people. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  BrinckU,  Rector  of  St.  David's 
(Radnor)  Church,  Newtown,  Delaware  County,  and  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Great  Valley,  Chester  County. 

St.  David's  Church,  Radnor. 

Baptisms,  1  infant— 1  adult— communicants,  added,  1 — to- 
tal 18 — funerals  16 — marriages  11. 

Si.  Peter's  Church,  Great  Valley. 

Baptisms,  infants,  2— adults  9— communicants,  added,  1 3 — 
total  20— funerals  13. 

By  the  number  added  to  the  last  mentioned  church,  it  will 
be  perceived  that  our  labours  have  not  been  wholly  without 
the  Divine  blessing.  While  we  indulge  in  grateful  thanks- 
givings to  the  Author  of  every  good  and  every  perfect  gift, 
we  would  improve  these  manifestations  to  greater  diligence 
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and  faithfulness.  In  addition  to  my  labours  in  my  stated 
charge,  a  portion  of  my  time  (every  other  Sunday  afternoon 
or  night,  according  as  were  my  appointments  at  the  other 
churches,)  has  in  the  past  year  been  devoted  to  the  newly  or- 
ganized congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  West  Whiteland.  This 
congregation,  it  will  be  recollected,  was  admitted  at  the  last 
Convention;  since  which  they  have,  with  very  commendable 
zeal,  erected,  at  an  expense  of  about  83,000,  a  neat  and  com- 
modious church  edifice  of  stone,  43  feet  by  60.  It  is  situated 
on  the  Lancaster  turnpike,  at  the  24  mile  stone.  The  corner 
stone  was  laid  in  May  last;  and  by  appointment  of  the  bishop, 
it  is  to  be  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God  on  the 
28th  of  the  present  month.  May  the  •*  Great  Shepherd  and 
Bishop  of  souls"  record  his  name  there,  and  by  his  blessing 
upon  his  own  appointments,  "  add  to  his  church  daily  such 
as  shall  be  saved. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull,  Rector  <rf  SL  Mary's  Church,  Ches- 
ter County;  Bangor  Church,  Churchtown,  Lancaster  County; 
and  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Morgantoum,  Berks  County. 

Bangor  Church. 

Communicants,  about  25 — baptisms  8 — funerals  about  8. — 
A  Sunday  school,  consisting  of  about  10  teachers  and  40 
scholars. 

St.  Thomas's  Church. 

Communicants  about  60 — baptisms  4,  one  of  whom  was  an 
adult— funerals  15. 

St.  Mary's  Church. 

Communicants  about  70— baptisms  1 1,  two  of  whom  were 
adults.  Sunday  Schools  2,  composed  of  about  15  teachers  and 
70  scholars.     Marriages  solemnized  by  the  rector  7. 

Personal  religion  in  my  several  charges,  is  in  a  state  ap- 
proaching to  languor.  A  few  in  each  of  them  still  retain  "  their 
first  love,"  and  do  u  their  first  works."  Too  many,  while  they 
still  adhere  u  to  the  form  of  sound  words,"  and  in  the  ordi- 
nary acceptation  of  the  phrase,  are  moral  in  their  conduct, 
afford  but  too  many  and  too  convincing  proofs  that  religion 
with  them  is  little  else  than  profession.  Many  are  worldly  in 
their  whole  behaviour.  And  a  few,  having  thrown  off  all  re- 
straint, plunge  in  all  the  excess  of  sin,  and  "  work  wickedness 
with  greediness." 

'Tis  humiliating,  indeed,  for  the  rector  to  exhibit  such  a 
view  of  the  people  committed  to  his  charge.  The  truth,  how- 
ever, must  not  be  dissembled. 
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The  rector,  at  first,  looked  abroad  for  the  causes  of  such 
a  state  of  things.  He  then  looked  at  home,  and  all  causes 
apart  from  himself,  retired  to  the  back  ground,  and  then  dis- 
appeared. The  truth,  as  far  as  he  is  acquainted  with  it,  has 
indeed  been  preached;  but  O!  with  how  little  unction!  And 
with  what  feebleness  of  application!  And  how  seldom  with 
that  energy  which  the  vast  importance  of  the  message,  and 
the  untold  value  of  the  immortal  souls  entrusted  to  his  care, 
demand!  He  is  constrained  to  add,  abasing  as  it  may  seem, 
that  he  has  observed  that  a  deficiency  in  heavenly  mindedness, 
and  often  an  unnecessary  and  hurtful  conformity  to  the  world, 
on  his  part,  unite  to  retard  the  going  forward  and  the  prevail- 
ing of  those  truths,  which  are  the  power  of  God,  to  break  in 
upon  the  strong  holds  of  sin  in  the  human  heart,  and  set  up 
there  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ. 

P.  S.  A  collection  was  taken  in  each  of  these  churches  for 
the  Bishop's  Fund. 


Report  of  the  Rev*  Limits  Carter ,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  James's 
Church,  Muncey,  Lycoming  County,  and  Christ  Church,  Madi- 
son, Columbia  County. 

Si.  James's  Church,  Muncey,  Lycoming  County. 

The  prospects  of  this  church  are,  at  present,  quite  encour- 
aging. The  congregation  is  gradually  assuming  the  appear- 
ance of  a  body  of  established  and  devout  episcopalians.  The 
unreasonable  prejudices  against  our  mode  of  worship,  which 
have  formerly  prevailed  in  this  section  of  the  diocese,  proba- 
bly to  a  greater  degree  than  in  any  other,  are  rapidly  subsid- 
ing; the  prayer  book  is  coming  into  general  use  in  the  con- 
gregation; and  the  responses  are  made  by  many  in  a  manner 
which  indicates  that  they  no  longer  consider  precomposed 
forms  of  worship  as  indissolubly  connected  with  heartless 
formality. 

The  whole  number  of  communicants  has  not  been  correctly 
ascertained,  as  some  of  those  who  have  formerly  been  report- 
ed live  at  so  great  a  distance  from  the  church  that  the  present 
minister  has  not  yet  become  acquainted  with  them.  The  num- 
ber of  communicants  known  to  the  minister  is  42.  Seven  of 
these  have  been  received  during  the  past  year.

Within  the  last  4  months  6  baptisms  and  two  marriages. 
Divine  service  is  performed  here  twice,  and  sometimes  three 
times  on  Sundays,  when  the  place  for  performing  the  epis- 
copal service  is  not  occupied  by  the  Methodists— the  church 
of  PottsviUe,  or  rather  of  St.  Luke's,  not  being  finished,  di- 
vine service  can  only  be  performed  when  and  where  a  house 
is  procured.  Also,  Mr.  Chambers  has  a  bible  class^that  meets 
at  his  house  on  every  Thursday  evening.  He  likewise  attends 
to  his  duty  in  going  from  house  to  house  in  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  to  give  what  seasonable  advice  he  is  able. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jehu  C.  Clay,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Nomstoum,  and  St.  James's  Church,  Pcrkiomen,  Montgomery 
County.

Communicants  33— -baptisms,  children  10— adults  7— total 
17— marriages  8— funerals  4. 

St.  John's  Church,  Norristown. 

Communicants,  deceased  and  removed  5— added.  10— total 
51 — baptisms  15 — marriages  8— funerals  13. 

The  Sunday  Schools  attached  to  both  the  above  churches 
have  their  operations  continued  under  circumstances  encour- 
aging to  the  hopes  and  wishes  of  their  friends.

Baptisms,  16  minors— 2  adults. 
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Christ  Church,  Leocock. 
Baptisms  30  minors— 6  adults. 

St.  John'*  Churchy  Pequea. 
Baptisms  7  minors— marriages  26. 

Zion  Churchy  Marietta. 
Communicants  15. 

Report  of  the  Bev.  John  B.  Ckmsoa,  Associate  Sector  of  St.  John's 
Churchy  PequeO)  Chester  County)  and  Christ  Church)  Leocock) 
Lancaster  County. 

My  labours  commenced  in  these  congregations  a  short  time 
previous  to  the  last  Convention.  The  frequent  intercourse 
which  has  existed  with  the  various  families  and  individuals 
of  which  they  are  composed,  has  rendered  me  well  acquainted 
with  their  religious  circumstances:  for,  notwithstanding  they 
are  scattered  over  an  area  of  country  not  less  than  20  miles 
long  and  10  broad,  a  large  majority  have  received  my  visits 
with  frequency,  and  if  I  except  one  family  but  recently  disco- 
vered, I  can  say  that  none  have  been  neglected.  It  soon  ap- 
peared that  religion  had  been  regarded  with  great  inattention, 
and  that  of  piety  there  was  a  lamentable  deficiency.  By  a 
faithful  exhibition  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  wrest- 
lings at  a  throne  of  grace,  (and  in  these  with  grief  I  own  my 
deficiency,)  it  was  not  long  before  it  was  evinced,  that  many- 
understandings  were  becoming  enlightened,  and  a  few  hearts 
bad  been  powerfully  and  savingly  operated  on  by  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Some  lukewarm  professors  have  been  aroused,  and 
some  "  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins  have  been  made  alive  in 
Christ." 

Besides  preaching  alternately  once  every  Lord's  day  in  the 
churches,  I  have  regularly  officiated  at  New  Holland,  and  at 
two  school  houses,  situated  within  the  bounds  of  my  parish; 
and  during  about  half  the  year,  I  have  preached  on  week  days 
from  house  to  house,  on  an  average  once  a  week,  though  at 
periods  much  oftener.  With  great  gratification  I  must  state 
that  there  has  never  been  wanting  hearers,  when  I  plainly  and 
faithfully  declared  the  gospel. 

Connected  with  Christ  church  congregation  there  is  a  pro- 
mising Sunday  School  of  about  sixty  scholars,  the  number  in- 
creasing.    This  is  superintended  by  myself. 

With  St.  John's  church  congregation  there  is  directly  con- 
nected no  Sunday  School,  but  within  its  limits  there  exists  a 
Union  School,  in  which  many  of  the  members  participate. 

In  St.  John's  there  are 

Communicants  31;  five  have  been  added  in  the  past  year — 
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baptisms  have  been  12  children,  1  adult— marriages  5— fune- 
rals 6. 

There  have  been  but  two  administrations  of  the  sacrament 
in  Christ  Church*  since  its  organization  in  1819. 

Communicants  are  17;  eleven  have  been  added  in  the  past 
year— baptisms,  children  4,  adults  3— -marriages  2— funerals  4. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  James  De  Pui,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
JMoomsburgh,  and  St.  GabriePs  Church,  Sugarloaf,  Columbia 
County* 

St.  PauPs  Church,  Bloomsburgh,  Columbia  County. 

There  have  been  baptisms  35  infants,  and  3  adults;  total  38 — 
burials  3  adults  and  1  infant;  total  4 — marriages  10— confirmed 
by  the  assistant  bishop  33— communicants  3  removed,  1  dead, 
7  added,  total  41. 

St.  GabriePs  Church,  Sugarloaf township,  Columbia  County. 

There  have  been  baptisms  28  infants,  6  adults;  total  34 — bu- 
rial 1  adult — marriage  1— communicants  15— confirmed  by 
the  assistant  bishop  10. 

The  church  at  Danville  is  now  being  built,  and  is  expected 
to  be  finished  in  the  course  of  a  few  months. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  late  Rector  of  St.  John9s 

Church,  Concord,  Delaware  County. 

Baptism,  1  infant.  Marriages,  (since  last  report,)  12*  Com- 
municants 18. 

In  noticing  the  religious  state  of  his  congregation,  the  rec- 
tor has  reason  to  return  thanks  to  the  Author  of  every  good 
and  perfect  gift,  for  the  good  which,  however,  seemingly  in- 
considerable, has  through  his  grace  been  effected.  The  rec- 
tor has  not  confined  his  labours  exclusively  to  church.  He 
has  frequently  preached  at  the  school-houses  in  the  vicinity. 
He  has  enjoyed  much  spiritual  comfort  and  encouragement  in 
preaching  at  Bethel,  a  township  adjacent  to  Concord,  where 
he  has  collected  a  congregation.  He  thinks  that  a  church 
might  be  erected  there  at  but  very  little  expense.  Since  his 
last  report,  he  has  preached  frequently  at  Upper  Chichester, 
and  has  organized  a  Sunday  school  there,  the  spiritual  state  of 
which  has  been  encouraging.  He  has  likewise  occasionally 
visited  and  preached  at  the  factories  on  Chester  creek.  He 
would  call  the  attention  of  his  brethren  to  these  neglected 
spots,  where  the  preaching  of  the  pure  word  of  God  is  much 
needed.  They  are  in  general  the  seats  of  vice.  Large  num- 
bers congregated  within  small  spaces,  with  ample  opportuni- 
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ties  of  communicating  their  prejudices  and  their  errors,  de- 
mand the  attention  of  the  servants  of  God;  and  need  the  close 
and  faithful  heart-searching  preaching  of  the  word— that  word, 
designated  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  "as  mighty  through  God  to 
the  pulling  down  of  strong  holds.'*  The  man  of  God,  when 
visiting  these  moral  wastes,  must  feel  a  disposition  similar  to 
that  of  the  blessed  Jesus,  who,  "  when  he  saw  the  multitudes* 
was  moved  with  compassion  on  them,  because  they  fainted,, 
and  were  scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd."  He 
has  likewise  visited  the  large  and  improving  village  of  West 
Chester,  and  preached  to  an  attentive  and  respectable  congre- 
gation. He  went,  during  the  autumn  of  last  year,  to  New 
London,  with  the  design  of  administering  the  Lord's  supper, 
but  the  officers  of  the  church  thought  it  inexpedient,  as  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Bull  had  signified  his  intention  of  performing  the 
same  duty  on  the  following  Sunday. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  D.  HalL  late  Rector  of  St.  John  the 
k   BaptitPs  Church,  York,   York  County,  and  Christ  Churchy 
Huntingdon,  Adam*  County . 

The  Rev.  Richard  D.  Hall,  late  rector,  begs  leave  to  pre- 
sent the  following  statement  to  the  bishop  and  Convention  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Having  depended  on  his  successor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thorn,  to 
make  out,  from  the  register  of  Christ  church,  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  the  parochalia  for  the  past  year,  and  finding  he  has 
not  done  it,  he  now  states  from  memory,  as  follows:* 

Communicants,  (added  about  13,)  total  about  30;  removed 
away  4.     Baptisms,  adults  8;  children,  about  12$  total  20. 

He  also  bfcgi  leave  further  to  say,  in  addition  to  the  above, 
as  matters  tending  to  throw  more  light  on  the  state  of  the 
congregation,  that  there  has  been  evidently  an  increase  of 
piety  and  devotion  to  the  great  concerns  of  religion  in  this 
congregation,  since  the  last  report;  and  it  is  but  just  to  re- 
mark, in  order  to  show  the  benefit  of  such  conjoint  efforts,  that 
the  associated  labours  of  several  of  the  clergy  who  reside  con- 
tiguous to  each  other,  were  extraordinarily  blessed  to  further 
the  cause  of  vital  and  practical  godliness  in  the  parish  during 
the  past  year.  The  number  of  communicants  and  adult  bap- 
tisms has  been  thereby  increased,  and  a  greater  attendance  on 
the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  as  well  as  frequent  meetings  for 
prayer  and  exhortation  among  the  members  of  our  church, 
whereby  they  have  been  greatly  strengthened  in  their  Chris- 

*  Mr.  Thorn  has  forwarded  to  the  bishop  an  abstract  from  the  register 
of  this  churehy  and  the  above  report  is  in  conformity  to  said  abstract. 
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tian  course,  and  built  up  in  their  most  holy  faith.  In  the  parish 
there  is  an  interesting  Sunday  school,  which  is  discontinued 
in  the  winter. 

St.  John's  Church,  York,  Permsyhxmia. 

Communicants,  added  3.  Total  30.     Baptisms,  about  20. 

In  this  congregation  there  is  a  flourishing  Sunday  school, 
and  during  the  past  year,  a  library  of  about  160  volumes  has 
been  procured,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  young,  but  also  con- 
taining books  for  the  instruction  of  other  classes  of  the  parish; 
a  measure,  it  is  hereby  judged,  well  calculated  to  promote  a 
growth  in  sound  piety  and  true  devotion. 

The  number  of  teachers  and  scholars  in  the  two  schools 
above  reported,  has  not  been  fully  ascertained;  but  may  be  of 
the  former  about  30,  and  of  the  latter  about  140.  All  which  is 
respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Hicks,  Deacon,  Hector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Easton,  Northampton  County. 

Baptisms  2.  Marriages  1.  Funerals  4.  Whole  number  of 
communicants  25.  Sunday  scholars  120.  Sunday  school  teach- 
ers 20-    Bible  class  12. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins,  Sector  of  Trinity  Church, 

Pittsburg. 

The  rector  reports  that  since  the  last  Convention,  in  May, 
1828,  he  has  baptized  55  infants  and  8  adults;  total  63:  that 
he  has  solemnised  8  marriages:  that  during  the  visitation  of 
the  Rt  Rev.  Assistant  Bishop,  in  August  last,  ttftpty  persons 
were  confirmed  by  him,  and  again  at  his  late  visitation  on  the 
3d  of  the  present  month  22  persons  more  were  confirmed, 
making  the  total  number  of  persons  confirmed  since  the  last 
report  42,  and  that  fifty-two  names  have  been  added  to  the  list 
of  communicants,  rendering  the  whole  number  of  communi- 
cants 239,  but  making  reasonable  allowance  for  removals,  it 
may  perhaps  be  estimated  more  correctly  at  about  200. 

The  Sunday  School  belonging  to  the  church  is  increasing 
in  numbers  and  usefulness,  having  now  upwards  of  200  scho- 
lars under  about  30  teachers.  The  congregation  have  contri- 
buted to  the  funds  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  S407  within  the  last  year,  and 
are  progressing,  it  is  hoped,  in  zeal  for  every  good  work  con- 
nected with  the  diffusion  of  pure  and  undefiled  religion.  The 
church  edifice  is  complete,  and  a  town  clock  and  excel- 
lent bell  are  erected  in  the  tower,  while  the  remaining  debt  of

the  congregation  unprovided  for,  does  not  exceed  %  1000,  and 
for  many  months  back  there  have  been  more  applicants  for 
seats  than  could  possibly  be  accommodated. 

On  the  whole  aspect  of  his  parochial  affairs,  therefore,  the 
rector  has  abundant  cause  for  gratitude  to  Almighty  God, 
while  he  looks  forward  to  a  far  greater  increase  of  that  sound 
and  consistent  piety  among  the  people  of  his  charge,  without 
which  all  the  external  appendages  of  their  profession  must  be 
utterly  unavailing.  # 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Ktrke,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  New  London,  and  in  various  parte  of  Chester  County. 

During  the  past  year,  the  sphere  of  my  ministerial  efforts, 
with  the  exception  of  Wagontown,  Cochranville,  and  Down- 
ington,  and  the  addition  of  East  Cain,  Marshalton  and  West 
Marlborough,  has  been  nearly  the  same  as  that  noticed  in  my 
last  report,  during  the  preceding  year.  Whilst,  on  contem- 
plating the  condition  or  my  fellow-travellers  to  the  world  of 
spirits,  I  have  much  reason  to  lament  the  baleful,  wide  ex- 
tended influence  of  the  powers  of  sin  and  darkness,  I  have  rea- 
son also  to  rejoice  in  God  my  Saviour,  for  His  "  mercy"  is  not 
yet  "clean  gone  for  ever/9  Much  more  than  doubtful  evi- 
dence of  the  beginnings  of  His  salvation  in  the  souls  of  some, 
has  been  made  manifest.  With  regard  to  external  circum- 
stances pertaining  to  my  charge,  I  present  the  following  as 
a  brief  relation.  In  the  congregation  of  St.  John's,  I  have 
baptised  5  infants  and  1  adult,  catechised  the  little  ones  that 
could  be  got  to  church,  and,  as  I  had  opportunity,  visited 
their  parents  and  other  members,  solemnized  1  marriage  and 
attended  1  funeral.  The  Lord'6  Supper  has  been  celebrated 
twice,  with  an  increase  of  four  new  communicants  in  the  first 
instance,  and  two  in  the  second-— the  Rev.  brother  who  kind- 
ly officiated  on  a  similar  occasion  noticed  in  my  last,  being 
present  and  officiating  on  each  of  these.  The  number  of  com- 
municants, with  the  addition  of  those  just  noticed,  and  the  ex- 
ception of  3  removed,  is  believed  to  be  about  19.  A  Tract 
Society,  which  numbers  about  50  members,  has  been  organ- 
ised, and  a  Sunday  School  of  about  16  scholars  and  10  teach- 
ers has  been  established.  Instead  of  enlarging  the  old  church, 
as  noticed  in  my  report  last  year,  the  congregation  have  re- 
solved on  pulling  it  down,  and  erecting  a  brick  building,  30 
feet  by  40.  At  the  C.  C.  Poor  House  I  have  baptized  4  in- 
fants. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  in  relation  to  West  Marlborough, 
that  during  the  course  of  last  summer  I  preached  a  number  of 
times  at  the  site  of  an  old  episcopal  church  on  the  street  road,

near  40  miles  from  Philadelphia,  to  vast  assemblages  of  peo- 
ple. After  the  weather  became  too  inclement  to  stand  in  the 
open  air,  a  school  house  about  two  miles  distant,  was  opened 
for  the  meeting.  Here,  in  general,  I  have  officiated  once  a 
month.  The  old  church,  just  alluded  to,  which,  I  think,  was 
called  St.  James's,  was,  I  have  been  informed,  reduced  to  ruins 
about  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  war.  Not  a  vestige  of  it 
now  remains.  Some  claims  have  lately  been  advanced  by  an 
individual  in  the  neighbourhood  ip  the  ground  on  which  it 
stood,  as  well  as  to  the  yard  about  it,  but  the  county  court, 
under  a  conviction  of  the  validity  of  those  of  the  former  con- 
gregation, has  appointed  Messrs.  Pyle  &  Nichols  in  the  vici- 
nity, and  Mr.  Thomas  Charlton  of  New  London,  trustees  of 
the  church  property*  Many  are  now  anxious  to  have  a  new 
church  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  one. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Francis  &  L.  Laird,  Deacon,  Missionary,  offi- 
ciating at  Georgetown,  Beaver  County,  in  the  service  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Most  respectfully  would  I  beg  leave  to  report,  that  when  I 
removed  to  Georgetown  in  the  beginning  of  April,  1828,1 
found  the  church  house  in  that  place  in  ruins,  and  a  congrega- 
tion composed  of  persons  whose  minds  were  profoundly  igno- 
rant of  the  doctrines,  rites  and  tnode  of  worship  of  our  holy 
church,  and  whose  affections  were  truly  languid  toward  her. 
After  the  lapse  of  a  few  weeks,  the  scattered  adherents  con- 
vened and  elected  an  efficient  vestry,  through  whose  laudable 
efforts  means  have  been  employed  to  repair  the  church.  To 
yiew  the  traces  of  their  renovating  zeal  upon  the  church-house 
is  truly  grateful  to  all  those*  who  pray  for  the  prosperity  of 
Zion:  affording  at  once  a  partial  answer  to  their  prayer,  an 
incentive  to  continue  it,  and  a  permanent  source  of  thanksgiv- 
ing to  our  heavenly  Father. 

In  last  May  we  established  a  "  Sunday  School,"  which, 
through  the  summer,  increased  to  the  number  of  70  scholars. 
In  last  January  we  established  a  P.  D.  Miss.  Society,  the  avails 
of  which  will  be  inconsiderable,  but  sufficient  to  evidence  our 
approbation  of  such  institution.  A  hope  is  entertained  that 
they  will  increase.  Upon  the  12th  of  last  August  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk  administered  the  holy  rite  of  con- 
firmation to  9  persons  in  Georgetown.  Upon  the  29th  of  April, 
1 829,  Bishop  Onderdonk  administered  the  same  rite  in  George- 
town, to  29  persons,  and  upon  the, 30th  ultimo  18  persons  re- 
ceived this  rite  in  St.  Paul's  church. 

I  have  equally  divided  my  Sunday  service  between  George- 
town, St.  Paul's,  and  Beaver  bridge.     The  number  of  com- 
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municants  in  Georgetown  congregation  when  I  arrived  there 
was  about  6:  the  increase  for  the  past  year  equals  the  number 
confirmed,  for  6  persons  were  prevented  from  attending  the 
late  confirmation  by  sickness.  In  St.  Paul's  congregation 
there  are  at  present  28  communicants;  increase  for  the  year 
6.  St.  Paul's  Church  house  is  a  frame  building  in  an  unfinish- 
ed state.  Beaver  bridge  is  not  a  congregation  distinct  from 
Georgetown,  but  is  a  place  (one  mile  and  a  half  west  of  the 
Ohio  river)  where  we  convene  in  a  school  house  for  the  con- 
veniency  of  members  of  Georgetown  congregation,  who  live 
west  of  the  Ohio.  I  have  made  some  progress  in  pastoral 
visitation— have  baptized  14  persons,  7  adults— have  attended 
the  funeral  of  1  person,  a  member  of  St.  Paul's  church— have 
married  none-— and  have  held  Sunday  examinations. 

Upon  a  review  of  the  whole,  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to 
state  that  the  prospects  for  our  church's  extension  in  this  sec- 
tion of  country  are  flattering,  but  the  labourers  are  few.  Let  us, 
therefore,  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  efficient,  pious 
labourers  into  his  vineyard,  and  to  hasten  on  that  happy  pe- 
riod when  the  beautiful  simile  will  be  realized,  the  wilderness 
and  solitary  place  shall  blossom,  &c. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  Missionary,  in  the  churches  in 
Susquehanna  and  Bradford  counties,  in  the  service  of  the  So- 
-  eietyfor  the  Mvaneement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Matthew's  Church,  Pike  township,  Bradford  County. 

To  the  communion  list  of  this  church,  no  addition  has  been 
made.    Communicants  17.    Baptism,  1  infant.    Marriages  5. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  New  Milford,  Susquehanna  County. 

By  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  this  church,  I  have  been  invited 
to  preach  one-third  of  the  time  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  invi- 
tation has  been  accepted;  my  labours  in  that  parish  commenced 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  May.  The  edifice  erected  by  the  enter- 
prising people  of  that  church  is  completed,  and  ready  for 
consecration.  Communicants  unknown.  Marriages  2.  Bap- 
tisms, none.    Funerals,  none. 

St.  Jude's  Church,  Springvitte,  Susquehanna  County. 

In  this  place  there  have  been,  Marriages  5.  Baptisms,  3 
infants.  Funerals  2.  Communicants  33.  One  communicant 
has  connected  himself  with  the  church  in  New  York,  with  a 
view  to  the  attainment  of  holy  orders.  The  Sunday  School 
of  this  church  will  go  into  immediate  operation. 

The  rector  purposes,  with  the  divine  blessing,  to  pursue 
with  zeal  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  with  the  young  people 
of  the  congregation.

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The  preacher  feels  much  encouraged  to  proceed  in  his  la- 
bours with  the  people  of  the  churches  over  which  God,  in  his 
providence,  has  placed  him. 

There  is  certainly  a  growing  attachment  to  the  peculiari- 
ties of  our  church  in  this  new  and  interesting  country.  All 
that  is  necessary  (under  God)  for  the  increase  of  our  church 
in  this  and  all  new  countries,  is  to  give  her  doctrines  a  fair 
representation,  show  that  her  forms  of  worship  are  of  long 
standing,  and  the  best  calculated  for  the  training  up  of  the 
rising  generation,  and  the  suppression  of  enthusiasm—* pro- 
ceeding with  patience,  and  having  an  eye  single  to  the  glory 
of  God  in  all  things.  Small  as  the  churches  under  the  rector's 
care  are,  he  does  not  despair  of  success  eventually,  provided 
he  labours  agreeably  to  the  word  of  God,  the  articles  and  ho- 
milies of  the  church. 

That  the  churches  under  my  care  may  prosper,  and  that  the 
broad  shield  of  peace  may  cover  the  church  in  this  and  every 
other  place  from  whatever  would  hurt  it,  is  my  most  devout 
and  sincere  prayer. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  May,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen** 
Church,  JFilkcebarre,  Luzerne  County. 

Baptized  within  the  last  year  7  children  and  3  adults,  one 
of  the  latter  by  immersion,  total  10— communicants,  3  have 
removed  from  the  parish,  and  2  have  been  added,  total  pre- 
sent number  38— marriages  2.  Sunday  School  is  composed 
of  70  scholars. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  William  C.  Mead,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 

Southwark,  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  24  infants,  1  adult,  total  25— confirmed  in  Christ 
Church  by  Bishop  White  3 — communicants,  added  5,  remov- 
ed 4;  dead  2$  total  139— marriages  12. 

Female  Sunday  Schools,  2  directresses,  34  teachers,  26o 
pupils. 

Male     do.     do.     1  superintendent,  6  teachers,  129  pupils. 

There  is  a  library  belonging  to  each  school,  and  they  are  in 
a  prosperous  condition.  During  the  past  year  a  commodious 
arrangement  has  been  made  in  the  galleries  of  Trinity  church, 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools  during  public  worship; 
and  for  a  time  a  full  service,  followed  by  a  short  sermon, 
adapted  to  the  capacities  of  the  children,  has  been  held  once 
a  month  in  the  church,  or  in  the  lower  school  house,  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon. 

The  Female  Missionary  Association  continues  its  exertions. 
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It  consists  of  112  members,  and  has  recently  paid  850  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  our  church,  to  constitute  the  Rev.  £•  Ru  Hedge  a  patron  of 
the  same. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Mintzer,  Deacon,  officiating  in  St.  Ga- 
oriePs  church,  Moruxttin,  Berks  county,  and  at  Pottstoum, 
Montgomery  county. 

The  state  of  the  congregations  under  my  pastoral  care,  is 
evidently  improving  in  numbers,  and,  I  have  reason  to  believe, 
in  piety.  Many  who  attend  the  ministration  of  the  wordy  show 
their  love  to  the  Redeemer,  by  a  consistent  life,  an  humble  and 
holy  conversation.  Since  my  last  report,  the  communion  has 
been  administered  thrice  by  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull.  On  one  oc- 
casion, the  Rev.  J.  B.  Clemson  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Hall 
were  present  and  assisted.  The  number  of  communicants  be- 
longing to  the  church  at  Morlattin,  is  about  35.  Three  have 
been  removed  by  death.  Baptisms,  5  infants.  Funerals,  1 1. 
Marriages,  8. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  James  Montgomery,  D.  D.  Rector  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's Church,  Philadelphia. 

The  rector  of  this  church  reports  that,  since  the  last  Con- 
vention, there  have  been 

Baptisms,  infants  48;  adults  3;  total  51.  Communicants, 
added  10;  removed  3;  present  number  80.     Funerals  24. 

The  stated  annual  collections  have  been  made  in  behalf  of 
the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania;  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Sunday  and  Adult  School  Society  of  Philadelphia, 
auxiliary  to  the  4<  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday 
School  Union;"  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  this  state; 
the  latter  having  been  made  on  the  17th  insu  subsequently  to 
the  closing  of  the  treasurer's  account  for  the  past  year,  is  not 
credited  therein,  but  will  appear  in  that  of  the  present  year. 

The  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young  has  been  attend- 
ed to. 

The  Sunday  school  connected  with  the  church,  has  within 
the  last  year  been  an  object  of  increased  interest  and  exertion. 
From  the  large  accession  of  female  teachers  during  that  pe- 
riod, their  number  is  now  much  larger  than  at  any  former  pe- 
riod; and  from  their  zeal  and  exertions, favoured  with  the  divine 
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blessing,  there  is  ground  to  anticipate  a  large  increase  of  use- 
fulness from  the  institution. 

Report  of  the  Ren.  Richard  V.  Morgan,  Rector  of  SL  PouTs 
Church,  Chester,  and  SL  Martin'*  Church,  Mar  cue  Hook,  Dela- 
ware County. 

Communicants — removed  2;  withdrawn  3;  added  3;  present 
number  27.  Baptisms  18,  infants.    Marriages  17.  Burials  18. 

The  Sunday  school  of  St.  Martin's  church  still  continues  to 
flourish.  Its  concerns  are  managed  by  a  superintendent,  a 
secretary,  4  male  and  10  female  teachers,  who  discharge  tbeir 
duties  with  fidelity,  and  their  labours,  it  is  believed,  are  bless- 
ed from  on  high.  The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  is  50,  and 
nearly  all  are  in  regular  attendance. 

Attached  to  St.  Paul's,  Chester,  there  is  a  Sunday  school, 
which  was  formed  in  September  last.  The  names  of  142  chil- 
dren are  registered,  and  the  averaged  attendance  is  about  70. 
It  is  conducted  by  two  directors,  two  directresses,  and  eleven 
female  teachers,  who  are  diligently  and  zealously  engaged  in 
promoting  its  usefulness,  and  the  hope  is  indulged,  that  their 
work  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  Belonging  to  this  church 
there  is  also  a  juvenile  Bible  class,  the  members  of  which,  it 
is  gratifying  to  state,  give  evidence  of  great  attention  and  con- 
siderable improvement  in  the  study  of  the  scriptures. 

The  rector  reports,  that  the  prospects  of  this  congregation 
are  encouraging,  and  would  mention  as  an  instance  of  their 
increased  attention  to  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  that  dur- 
ing the  last  winter  a  choir  was  formed,  consisting  principally 
of  ladies,  who  conducted  with  much  devotional  effect,  and 
with  great  elegance  and  correctness,  the  chants  and  psalmody 
of  the  church.  The  responses  are  made  more  generally  than 
formerly,  and  a  growing  interest  in  the  ministrations  of  the 
church  is  manifested ;  and  we  are  not  without  some  hopeful 
indications  of  piety. 

The  congregation  of  Hook,  though  blessed  with  but  little 
increase  during  the  past  year,  yet  still  maintains  its  standing. 
While  in  reference  to  both  these  churches,  the  rector  can  only 
say,  that  it  is  "  the  day  of  small  things,"  yet  for  this  he  desires 
to  record  the  expression  of  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift,  and  fondly  trusts  it  is  but  the  earnest  of 
a  more  extensive  work. 

In  conclusion,  the  rector  deems  it  proper  to  state,  that  in 
compliance  with  an  invitation  from  the  vestry  of  St.  Paul's 
church,  West  Whiteland,  Chester  county,  he  has  consented, 
(by  divine  permission,)  to  labour  in  that  portion  of  the  Lord's 
vineyard,  every  fourth  Sunday  during  the  presfcnt  year.    This 
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arrangement  has  been  made,  in  order  to  afford  an  opportunity 
of  judging  of  the  expediency  of  accepting  the  call,  which  has 
been  presented,  to  the  permanent  rectorship  of  the  same. 

Having  not,  however,  yet  commenced  my  labours,  no  report 
can  be  made  by  me  to  this  Convention.  On  the  28th  inst. 
(God  willing,)  the  church  will  be  consecrated  by  our  respected 
and  venerable  diocesan.

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Reynolds,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church, 

Harrisburgh,  Dauphin  County. 

Having  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  parish  in  January 
last,  the  state  of  the  church  since  that  date  can  only  be  pre- 
sented. The  pecuniary  difficulties  of  this  church  present  an 
alarming  state  of  affairs.  The  debt  incurred  by  the  erection 
of  the  church,  and  to  liquidate  which,  the  congregation  have 
no  means,  renders  the  church  liable  to  be  sold,  unless  speedy 
and  liberal  aid  can  be  obtained  from  the  liberality  of  the  friends 
of  the  church  in  this  diocese;  and  when  it  is  considered  that 
Harrisburgh  is  the  metropolis  of  this  state,  it  must  be  admit- 
ted, that  it  is  desirable  to  prevent  so  disgraceful  a  circum- 
stance as  the  sale  of  the  church  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county. 
An  earnest  appeal  is  therefore  made  to  the  clergymen  of  the 
different  parishes,  as  much  as  to  the  liberal  lay  members  of 
the  church  in  general,  to  procure  aid  for  the  discharge  of  the 
debt. 

The  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation  is  encouraging,  the 
congregation  increasingly  numerous,  and  devout  in  attention  to 
the  religious  services.  There  have  been,  since  the  date  men- 
tioned, marriages  2,  funerals  4,  confirmed  3,  communicants 
25,  Sunday  scholars  30.

During  the  past  year  the  church  in  this  parish  has  been 
completed  in  the  pure  Gothic  style,  a  beautiful  toned  organ 
procured,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  seats  disposed  of  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  hitherto  incurred.  It  was  consecrated  in 
August  last  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  and  during 
his  visitation  5 1  persons  received  the  holy  rite  of  confirma- 
tion. 

St.  John's  Church,  Franklin,  Venango  County. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  has  been  completed  during  the 
past  year,  and  arrangements  made  for  its  further  progress, 
during  the  ensuing  season.  In  other  respects  no  material 
change  has  taken  place  during  the  past  year.  St.  James's 
church,  Venango  Furnace,  has  been  attended  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hilton,  during  the  autumn  and  winter  past,  and  it  is  presumed 
will  therefore  be  included  in  his  report  Trinity  church,  Cen- 
tre county,  has  also  been  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Ad- 
derly  for  some  time  past,  who  will  report  its  particular  state.

The  Sunday  School  of  St.  John's  church,  which  at  the  last 
convention  was  reported  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition,  is 
still  improving.    It  contains  about  103  children,  and  15  teach-

praise  for  the  zeal  with  which  they  discharge  their  duties. 

The  rector  also  formed  a  Bible  class  about  a  year  ago, 
composed  chiefly  of  the  younger  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion, from  which  he  has  reason  to  hope  much  benefit  has  been 
derived.

Since  the  last  convention  a  Sunday  School  for  both  sexes 
has  been  brought  into  successful  operation.  Its  register  con- 
tains the  names  of  16  teachers,  and  171  scholars.  To  the  lat- 
ter, the  pastor  is  delivering  a  regular  course  of  instruction  in 
the  doctrines  of  Christianity. 

A  Bible  class  was  instituted  in  January  last,  which  assem- 
bles once  every  week.  The  portions  of  scripture  to  which 
the  attention  of  its  members  is  directed,  are  those  appointed 
by  the  church  for  the  lessons,  epistle  and  gospel  for  all  the 
Sundays  of  the  year. 

For  the  accommodation  of  the  above  mentioned  institutions, 
the  vestry  have  provided  a  room  under  the  church  at  an  ex- 
pense of  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  organ,  of  which  mention  was  made  in  our  last  report, 
has  been  exchanged  for  one  of  great  power  and  value. 

The  catechetical  examination  and  instruction  of  the  chil- 
dren has  been  duly  attended  to. 

Though  no  extraordinary  religious  excitement  has  mani- 
fested itself  in  this  congregation  during  the  last  year,  still  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  exercises  of  the  sanctuary  have 
not  been  unproductive  of  good.  The  minds  of  the  people  are 
evidently  becoming  more  enlightened  on  the  great  subjects  of 
religion,  and  their  hearts  affected  by  its  solemn  realities.

In  these  churches  there  is  divine  service  and  sermons  twice 
on  every  Sunday  throughout  the  year,  and  on  Christmas  day, 
and  Good  Friday;  also  divine  service  on  Wednesday  and  Fri- 
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day  in  every  week;  on  every  day  in  Passion  Week,  and  on  va- 
rious festivals. 

In  the  two  last  weeks  of  Lent,  there  were  lectures  on  the 
Catechism,  on  the  ministry,  and  on  the  service  of  the  church; 
and  on  four  days  in  Easter  week,  there  was  that  number  of 
lectures  on  the  doctrines  of  grace.  Young  persons  were  heard 
in  the  Catechism,  from  the  second  Sunday  before  Easter;  that 
exercise  to  be  continued  until  Whit  Sunday. 

In  the  three  churches  is  the  same  number  of  male,  and  the 
same  number  of  female  Sunday  schools. 

There  have  been  collected  in  the  same,  for  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  8269  44,  for  the  Sunday  and 
Adult  School  Society  and  the  Parochial  Sunday  schools, 
8269  24,  and  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  8137  25;  in  addition  to 
collections  for  the  poor* 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Henry  L  Whitehouse,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 

Reading,  Berks  County. 

Baptisms,  adults  4,  children  7.  Funerals  5.  Marriage  1. 
Communicants,  added  1 5,  died  1,  total  50. 

The  stated  services  in  this  pariah  are  two  on  every  Sunday 
in  the  year,  and  a  lecture  on  Wednesday  evenings,  except  dur- 
ing the  three  summer  months,  when  the  latter  is  intermitted ; 
divine  service  and  sermon  on  Christmas  day,  circumcision, 
Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Friday.  The  communion  is  admi- 
nistered every  eight  weeks,  and  the  church  opened  for  pray- 
ers on  the  Wednesday  and  Friday  previous  to  each  celebration. 
The  same  is  the  case  during  Lent,  and  every  day  in  Passion 
Week.  In  the  latter  season,  sixteen  lectures  were  delivered 
in  explanation  of  the  Apostles'  Creed,  and  for  the  practical  en- 
forcement of  its  doctrines. 

The  senior  Bible  class  assembles  weekly,  and  owing  to  a 
change  in  the  arrangement,  has  increased  considerably;  ave- 
raging about  fifty  members;  all  of  whom,  (with  one  or  two 
exceptions,)  are  communicants  in  our  own  church,  or  one  of 
the  German.  The  plan  heretofore  pursued  has  been  continued. 
A  portion  of  the  gospels,  in  the  order  of  the  harmony,  com- 
prising from  ten  to  thirty  verses,  is  assigned  the  week  previ- 
ous, with  questions  in  writing,  to  which  anonymous  answers 
are  returned  by  such  of  the  members  as  feel  disposed ;  these 
answers  are  read  aloud  by  the  rector,  and  commented  upon, 
when  necessary.  The  whole  passage  is  then  made  the  subject 
of  the  weekly  lecture  adverted  to  above.  The  meetings  are 
opened  and  closed  with  prayers  and  collects  from  the  liturgy. 
The  junior  Bible  class,  which  has  numbered  from  twenty  to 
thirty,  assembles  on  the  afternoons  of  Saturday.  Four  or  five 
11 
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chapters  form  the  usual  lesson,  on  which  the  children  come 
prepared  to  answer  such  questions  as  may  be  proposed.  The 
examination  is  close,  and  interspersed  with  remarks  adapted 
to  their  comprehension  and  feelings.  In  the  past  year,  this 
class  has  studied  the  book  of  Acts,  the  Pentateuch,  Joshua, 
and  Judges,  with  occasional  omissions  in  the  Old  Testament. 

Sunday  afternoon  is  devoted  to  catechetical  instruction.  In 
order  to  embrace  a  large  number  of  children,  two  classes  have 
been  formed,  one  pursuing  catechism  number  3,  the  other 
number  3.  Familiar  explanations  similar  to  those  of  the  Bible 
class  have  been  employed  with  success  in  exerting  the  interest 
of  the  attendants. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Sunday  school  has  been  much  re- 
duced in  number,  owing  to  the  establishment  of  similar  insti- 
tutions connected  with  the  German  congregations.  This 
change  is  recent,  and  we  can  scarcely  estimate  what  number 
will  eventually  remain.  It  may  be  set  down  at  about  one  hun- 
dred in  the  male  and  female  departments,  under  the  care  of 
twenty-five  teachers.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  that  the  superin- 
tendent is  a  man  of  upwards  of  seventy  years  of  age,  and  we 
but  give  utterance  to  the  feeling  with  which  his  regularity 
and  zeal  in  the  office  inspire  all  who  witness  them,  in  apply- 
ing the  passage  of  the  wise  man,  "  the  hoary  head  is  a  crown 
of  glory,  for  it  is  found  in  the  way  of  righteousness."  The 
library  has  continued  to  increase,  and  comprises  about  two 
hundred  volumes.  The  sum  of  fifty  dollars  paid  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity, 
8cc,  was  the  avails  of  the  industry  of  a  few  ladies  of  the  con- 
gregation, who  devoted  a  certain  portion  of  their  time  to  this 
valuable  purpose,  and  whose  diligence  and  perseverance  merit 
the  highest  encomiums. 

The  collection  for  the  Episcopate,  handed  over  to  the  trea- 
surer of  that  fund,  amounted  this  year  to  eleven  dollars  and 
twenty-five  cents.  The  stated  amount  has  also  been  paid  to 
the  Convention  fund  of  the  diocese. 

The  number  of  pew  holders  entitled.to  vote,  is  thirty-six;  and 
the  adult  worshippers  attached  to  the  church,  may  be  estimat- 
ed at  about  one  hundred;  although  the  attendance,  especially 
in  the  evening,  is  much  greater.  The  rector  cannot  say,  that 
during  the  past  year,  the  congregation  has  added  much  to  its 
numerical  strength,  but  he  cherishes  the  impression,  with  deep 
gratitude  to  the  Spirit  of  the  Highest,  that  some  have  sought 
with  much  earnestness  the  way  of  salvation,  have  progressed 
in  the  experimental  knowledge  of  l the  doctrines  of  grace,  and 
that  holiness  of  life  which  will  make  them  "  meet  for  the  in- 
heritance of  the  saints  in  light." 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  James  lVUtbanky  late  Rector  of  8t.  Matthew's 

Church,  Irancisville. 

The  late  rector  of  this  church,  respectfully  reports,  that 
this  church  has,  during  the  last  year,  encountered  many  dif- 
ficulties, which,  in  addition  to  the  unfavourable  location  of 
the  edifice,  and  the  removal  of  a  great  part  of  her  former 
communicants,  seem  to  require  renewed  exertions.  Under 
these  circumstances  he  has  resigned  his  charge,  with  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  vestry,  to  call  some  zealous  young  clergyman 
who  might  devote  himself  especially  to  the  work.  Huch  ar- 
rangements are  about  being  made,  and  he  anticipates  a  happy 
result. 

The  Sunday  school,  though  much  reduced  in  numbers,  from 
external  causes,  still  comprises  about  eighty  scholars,  attend- 
ed by  the  teachers.  The  prejudices  excited  against  this  useful 
establishment  are  subsiding,  and  the  pupils  again  raiurnlng 
to  their  neglected  teachers.

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To  the  Right  Reverend  William  White,  D.  D.  Bishop  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylva- 
nia; Right  Reverend  Henry  U.  Onderdonk,  D.  D.  Assist- 
ant Bishop  of  the  same;  and  the  Reverend  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates  in  Convention  assembled. 

The  memorial*  of  the  undersigned  members  and  friends  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  Pittsburgh  and  its  vicinity, 

Respectfully  Showeth: — 

That  your  memorialists  view,  with  deep  concern,  the  exist- 
ing want,  in  the  Western  country  at  large,  and  especially  in 
our  own  state,  of  ministers  of  our  church,  and  lament  the  in- 
sufficiency of  the  provision  as  yet  made  for  their  increase;  be- 
lieving that  it  bears  no  reasonable  proportion  to  the  progress 
of  population,  the  calls  of  our  scattered  brethren,  or  the  rank 
among  other  Christian  denominations,  which  we  think  fairly 
due  to  the  principles,  the  government,  and  worship  of  our  own. 
To  show  the  extent  of  our  necessity,  your  memorialists  refei\ 
to  the  fact,  that  before  the  revolutionary  war,  more  than  250 
ministers  had  been  ordained  for  the  Atlantic  states,  (then  colo- 
nies) within  sixteen  years,  at  a  time  when  the  whole  North 
American  population  did  not  amount  to  three  millions  of  souls. 
To  supply  the  present  population  of  the  United  States,  ac- 
cording to  the  same  ratio,  would  require  more  than  1000  mi- 
nisters, whereas  we  only  possess  527;  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  country  is  about  half  as  well  supplied,  upon  an  average, 
as  it  was  sixty  years  ago.  In  further  evidence  of  this  posi- 
tion, it  is  well  known  that  the  principal  part  of  the  English 
clergy  were  then  settled  in  Virginia  and  Maryland,  both  of 
which  Dioceses,  together,  do  not  now  number  clergymen 
enough  to  supply  the  ruins  of  those  buildings,  once  conse- 
crated to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  while  on  every 
side,  and  in  every  quarter,  we  hear  the  call  for  ministerial 
help,  and  Episcopalians  with  their  families,  year  after  year, 
are  found,  in  almost  every  state  of  the  union,  abandoning  the 
church  of  their  fathers,  merely  because  there  is  no  episcopa- 
lian pastor  within  their  reach,  to  whose  flock  they  can  belong. 

Such  is  the  general  aspect  of  this  subject,  as  it  respects  the 
church  at  large.  With  regard  to  our  own  diocese,  we  num- 
ber more  than  100  towns  in  Pennsylvania,  totally  untouched 
by  us,  in  which,  taking  into  view  the  surrounding  country,  it 
is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose,  that,  in  a  little  time,  a  minis- 
ter of  our  church  might  be  supported,  especially  if  he  would 
unite  with  his  pastoral  duties,  the  education  of  youth.  Now, 
when  we  turn  from  the  consideration  of  our  wants,  to  the

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means  in  operation  to  supply  them,  wc  find  that  the  Genera! 
Seminary,  occupying,  as  it  does,  the  first  rank,  of  usefulness, 
only  numbers  24  students  of  Theology.  It  is  not  to  be  denied, 
that  since  the  establishment  of  that  excellent  institution,  the 
diocese  of  New  York  has  had  the  best  opportunity,  in  general, 
of  being  first  supplied  from  its  Alumni.  Yet  it  appears  that 
this  diocese,  by  tar  the  best  furnished  with  ministerial  la- 
bourers of  any  in  the  union,  is  at  this  moment  in  want  of  more 
than  it  can  procure.  If,  to  the  General  Seminary,  we  add 
the  two  diocesan  seminaries  of  Virginia  and  Ohio,  and  put 
down,  for  each,  the  same  number  of  students,  we  shall  only 
obtain  an  aggregate  of  72  students  in  the  three  seminaries,  for 
the  supply  of  the  whole  United  States.  To  your  memorialists  it 
seems  too  obvious  to  require  further  illustration,  that,  if  such 
a  condition  of  things  continue,  we  must  calculate  upon  our 
falling  more  and  more,  below  the  other  denominations  of  the 
country,  in  usefulness  and  effort,  and  must  content  ourselves 
with  beholding  the  increasing  preponderance  of  every  Chris- 
tian sect,  beyond  that  church  which  we  love  to  contemplate 
as  the  strongest  earthly  bulwark  of  our  sacred  religion. 

Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  and  without  at  all 
desiring  to  impugn  the  importance  of  the  General  Seminary, 
your  memorialists  respectfully  suggest  the  necessity  of  organ- 
izing, for  this  state,  a  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary,  and 
beg  leave  to  recommend  the  vicinity  of  Pittsburgh  as  the  most 
eligible  location  for  this  purpose.  In  favour  of  this  recom- 
mendation they  assign  the  following  reasons:  1st.  Because 
there  is  no  point  within  the  state,  exclusive  of  Philadelphia, 
so  important  to  the  interests  of  the  church,  while  at  the  same 
time,  it  is  so  far  from  New  York,  as  to  make  it  a  serious  ad- 
vantage to  Western  cadidates,  that  they  could  be  instructed 
without  the  expense  of  a  long  journey,  and  a  residence  at  such 
a  distance  from  connexions  and  friends.  2nd.  Because  a 
highly  commanding  and  beautiful  site,  together  with  several 
large  subscriptions,  are  already  provided  for  this  object,  by 
the  rector  and  congregation  of  Trinity  church,  Pittsburgh,  in 
the  hope  of  laying  a  good  foundation  for  so  laudable  an  un- 
dertaking. And  3d.  Because,  by  an  establishment  at  such  a 
place,  no  injury  can  possibly  be  apprehended  to  the  increase  • 
and  prosperity  of  the  General  Seminary.  That  institution  we 
esteem,  as  of  incalculable  value  to  the  character  and  prospects 
of  the  church  at  large,  but  we  cannot  think  it  likely  to  flourish 
the  less,  if  there  were  also  a  Diocesan  Seminary  in  every  state 
throughout  the  union,  since  the  same  policy  which  directs  the 
commonwealth  to  bring  a  collegiate  education  within  reason- 
able reach  of  every  man's  door,  calls  still  more  imperatively 
on  the  church,  for  such  a  diffusion  of  theological  facilities,  as 
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may  afford  to  every  zealots  episcopalian,  the  means  of  dedi- 
cating his  child  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

In  reliance  upon  the  overruling  Providence  of  God,  we 
respectfully  commit  the  further  consideration  of  this  import- 
ant subject  to  the  wisdom  and  the  piety  of  your  enlightened 
body,  praying  that  the  grea^Head  of  the  church  may  direct  and 
prosper  your  deliberations  by  his  effectual  blessing.

Abstract  of  Bishop  Whites  Address. 

The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  White  reports,  that  he  has  or* 
daisied  one  priest,  and  two  deacons,  consecrated  one  church, 
confirmed  137  persons,  visited  4  parishes,  granted  letters  <U- 
missory  to  3  priests  and  4  deacons,  admitted  into  the  diocese 
on  letters  dimissory  3  priests  and  two  deacons,  received  as 
candidates  for  orders  5  persons,  and  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York.  He  reports  the 
continuance  of  the  exertions  of  the  General  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Sunday  School  Union,  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  of  the  Female  Tract  Society,  and 
of  the  Bible  Society  of  Philadelphia.  He  reports,  the  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergymen 
to  amount  to  &42,595  33;  the  Episcopal  Fund  as  remaining 
substantially  in  the  same  state  as  last  year.

has  visited  the  dioceses  of  Delaware  and  Maryland;  that  he 
has  ordained  four  deacons;  consecrated  two  churches;  confirmed 
;376  persons ;  baptised  six  adults  and  six  children ;  that  there 
are  eleven  missionaries  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  em- 
ployed in  the  diocese;  that  five  churches  are  erecting;  one  is 
ready  for  consecration,  and  in  several  parishes  measures  are 
in  progress  preparatory  to  the  erection  of  houses  of  worship.

The  following  rules  of  order  were  adopted  by  this  Conven* 
tionyand  read  by  the  Secretary* 

RULES  Or  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a  form 
of  prayer  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  ad* 
dress  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  with- 
out advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
president,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the'  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  aamede* 
bate,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not;  be  again  drawn  into  de* 
bate,  during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  While  the  president  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of*  or  across 
the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  ques* 
tion  is  put,  shall  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  decision* 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  un- 
less it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  for  adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  house  is  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  president  leave  the  chair. 
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13;  The  house  shall  hold  two  sessions  every  day:  tiz*  from 
9  o'clock,  A.  M.  to  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  4  o'clock, 
P.  M.  to  7  o'clock,  P.  M.j  provided  that  the  house  will  not 
meet  on  Wednesday  morning  until  10  o'clock*

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clerical  and  the  Lay  Deputies  of  this  Convention— 

Soon  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  of  the  last  year,  that 
is  on  the  28th  of  May,  I  consecrated  St.  Paul's  c|iurch,  which 
had  been  recently  erected  in  West  Whiteland  township,  Ches- 
ter county,  about  twenty  miles  from  this  city. 

On  the  6th  day  of  June,  I  held  a  confirmation,  and  preached 
in  St  Stephen's  church  in  this  city. 
On  the  21st  day  of  June,  in  St.  Paul's  church  in  this  city, 
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I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  deacons,  Christian  Wiltberger, 
jr.  of  this  state. 

From  the  23d  to  the  27th  of  June,  I  attended  the  examina- 
tion of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York:  and,  while 
entire  satisfaction  was  given  to  myself,  and  apparently  to  all 
present,  it  was  a  great  gratification  to  declare  our  sense  of 
the  munificence  of  the  late  Frederick  Kohne,  Esq.  of  this  city, 
whose  large  legacy,  when  claimable  on  the  condition  attached 
to  it  in  his  will,  cannot  but  add  materially  to  the  usefulness  of 
the  institution. 

From  the  12th  to  the  20th  of  August,  there  was  held  in  this 
city,  the  General  Convention  of  the  church:  when  I  presided 
in  the  House  of  Bishops.  During  the  session,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Meade,  D.  D.  of  Virginia  was  consecrated,  to  be  Assistant  Bi- 
shop of  the  Church  in  that  state.  On  the  occasion,  I  perform- 
ed the  act  of  consecration,  and  preached  the  sermon. 

Of  the  episcopal  brethren  assembled,  the  body  have  since 
been  deprived  of  one  of  its  members— the  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
Ravenscroft;  to  my  great  grief,  and  that  of  the  Church  at  large. 
The  course  of  his  episcopacy  had  been  short,  but  very  effi- 
cient, in  a  revival  of  our  communion  in  the  diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  I  consecrated  St.  Andrew's  church, 
in  Wilmington,  in  the  state  of  Delaware. 

On  the  25th  of  the  same  month,  I  held  a  confirmation,  and 
preached  in  the  African  church  of  St.  Thomas,  in  this  city. 

On  the  9th  and  the  10th  of  December,  I  was  in  Chester  town, 
in  the  state  of  Maryland,  having  been  requested  by  the  stand- 
ing committee  of  that  state,  to  preside  at  the  trial  of  a  cler- 
gyman, charged  with  scandalous  and  immoral  conduct.  My 
agency  in  that  business,  has  been  detailed  in  a  communication 
to  the  said  committee,  to  whom  the  concern  especially  be- 
longs. 

On  the  20th  of  the  same  month,  in  St.  Stephen's  church,  in 
this  city,  I  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  deacons,  George  £• 
Hare,  of  this  state,  and  preached  on  the  occasion/ 

On  the  9th  instant,  in  St.  Stephen's  church,  I  ordained  to 
the  holy  office  of  deacons,  Frederick  Beasley,  jr.,  and  preach- 
ed on  that  occasion. 

The  changes  in  our  ministry  are  as  follows.  The  Rev.  Jo- 
seph Clarkson  is  deceased.  The  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng  has 
been  elected  and  settled  as  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  church  in  this 
city.  The  Rev.  Francis  L.  Hawks  has  been  elected  and  set- 
tled as  assistant  minister  in  St.  James's  church  in  this  city. 
The  Rev.  George  Weller  has  been  transferred  to  the  diocese 
of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Spencer,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Sitgreaves  to  the  diocese  of  Maryland)  the  Rev.  Norman  Nash 
to  that  of  New  Jersey;  the  Rev.  David  Page  to  that  of  Ren- 
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tucky,*nd  the  Rev.  Henry  I.  Whitehouse,  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
Smith  to  that  of  New  York.  The  Rev.  Robert  Piggot,  as  ap- 
pears in  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  him,  has  taken  the  charge 
of  the  congregation  in  Smyrna,  in  the  state  of  Delaware.  The 
Rev.  Francis  H.  L.  Laird  has  taken  the  pastoral  charge  of  the 
congregations  in  Blairsville  and  Greensburg;  the  Rev.  John 
W.  James  of  that  in  Meadville.  The  Rev.  George  E.  Hare, 
lately  ordained  by  me  a  deacon  in  this  diocese,  has  been  elect* 
ed-  the  Rector  of  St.  John's  church  in  Carlisle.  The  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Chaderton,  formerly  resident  in  this  diocese,  has  return- 
ed to  it,  after  having  been  for  some  time  resident  in  New 
Jersey.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Jaquett  has  been  chosen  Rector  of 
St.  Matthew's  church,  Francisville,  near  to  this  city. 

The  candidates  for  holy  orders  in  this  diocese,  are  in  num- 
ber nine. 

The  number  of  my  confirmations  is  118,  and  they  were 
within  the  bounds  of  the  city.  The  occasions  for  confirma- 
tion in  the  churches  under  my  parochial  care,  are  not  speci- 
fied. Bishop  Onderdonk  will  report  the  confirmations  per- 
formed by  him,  in  other  parts  of  the  diocese,  as  also  the  or- 
dinations which  have  been  performed  by  him. 

The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania, is  still  at  work  in  their  wide  field  of  labour;  but  not 
with  the  extent  of  the  aid  which  their  prominent  importance 
entitles  them  to  expect.  On  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, I  ought  not  to  omit  to  present  to  them  this  institu- 
tion, as  worthy  of  the  seal,  and  of  the  endeavours  of  every  con- 
scientious and  consistent  member  of  our  communion. 

The  Female  Tract  Society  have  not  relaxed  in  their  endea- 
vours; and,  what  ought  especially  to  secure  to  them  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  church,  is  the  tendency  of  their  tracts  to  guard 
against  the  erroneous  views  of  other  tracts,  industriously  pro- 
pagated among  the  members  of  our  church,  bj  persons  ex- 
traneous to  its  pale. 

The  General  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union,  continues  to 
extend  its  sphere  of  operation;  and  to  support  its  design  of  sus- 
taining tjie  truths  of  revelation,  as  held  bv  our  Church;  with- 
out pledging  itself  to  be  silent  on  any  of  those  truths,  in  ac- 
commodation to  the  professed  liberality  of  teaching  only  the 
doctrines  on  which,  as  is  alleged,  all  denominations  of  Chris- 
tians are  agreed. 

^  It  was  stated  in  my  last  Annual  Address,  that  the  Educa- 
tion Society  had  become  merged  in  the  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity,  under  the  agreement,  that  a  sepa- 
rate account  should  be  kept  of  the  moneys  gathered  for  the 
former  object,  and  of  any  additions  which  may  be  made  to 
them.     On  this  small  fund  there  is  at  present  one  beneficiary. 

The  fund  for  the  widows  and  the  children  of  deceased  cler- 
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gyraen,  continues  to  increase;  but  it  also  continues  to  fall  short 
of  its  object,  by  the  inattention  of  the  greater  number  of  our 
clergy,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  held  out  by  it  to 
those  of  their  families,  who  may  be  deprived  by  death  of  their 
husbands  and  their  fathers.  The  few  present  annuitants,  in 
addition  to  what  are  strictly  the  fruits  of  purchase,  have,  for 
some  years  past,  and  will  probably  continue  to  receive  a  hun- 
dred per  cent  There  is  only  one  family  in  the  character  of 
annuitants,  and  there  are  only  five  annual  contributors  of  the 
clergy.  There  have  been  lately  printed  the  charter  and  the 
laws  of  the  corporation,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  furnished  to 
any  clergyman  present,  who  may  apply  for  it  to  the  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper. 

The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  have  been 
more  successful  than  in  any  former  year,  in  the  obtaining  of 
pecuniary  means,  which  has  added  to  their  efficiency;  although 
we  have  to  lament  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  missionary  aid. 
Proceedings  of  the  Society,  from  time  to  time,  are  given  to 
the  public  from  the  press;  and  may  be  obtained  by  any  riicm- 
ber  of  the  body  now  present*  Therefore,  there  is  the  less 
reason  to  detail  them  on  this  occasion. 

Of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  a  report  will  be  made  by  its  trea- 
surer, but  I  cannot  mention  it  without  regretting  the  small 
extent  in  which  there  are  annual  sermons  for  the  increase  of 
the  permanent  portion  of  the  fund,  to  the  amount  which  will 
be  necessary  on  the  discontinuance  of  the  present  loan.  The 
extinguishment  of  this  debt  is  not  only  required  by  justice  to 
the  generous  contributors,  but  is  also  essential  to  the  per- 
petuity of  a  provision  for  the  support  of  a  bishop,  disengaged 
from  parochial  connexion  and  its  duties. 

The  Bible  Society  of  Philadelphia  having  been  annually  no- 
ticed by  me,  I  embrace  this  opportunity  of  mentioning,  that, 
in  the  past  year,  besides  its  usual  extent  of  exertion,  it  has  ac- 
complished its  object  announced  to  the  last  Convention,  of 
providing,  that  over,  the  whole  of  this  extensive  state,  there 
shall  be  no  family  necessarily  destitute  of  a  Bible.  They  have 
also  contributed  81,000  to  the  Funds  of  the  American  Bible 
Society,  located  in  New  York ;  to  aid  in  extending  the  same 
beneficence  over  the  whole  of  the  American  Union. 

2?re/Aren— 

Your  present  diocesan,  while  it  is  his  earnest  desire  to  che- 
rish a  due  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  bestower  of  all  good,  for 
the  measure  of  health,  and  of  strength  extended  to  this  late 
period  of  life,  ought  not  to  be  backward  in  acknowledging  a 
lessening  of  his  physical  ability  for  the  labours  which  he  has 
heretofore  considered  as  exacted  by  his  station.  It  is,  how- 
ever, a  consolation  to  him,  that  what  would  have  been  other- 
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wise  wanting,  has  been  amply  supplied  by  the  seal  and  the 
industry  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop,  whose  re- 
port for  the  last  year,  will  be  immediately  addressed  to  you*

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk  delivered  his  Annual 
Address. 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clerical  and  the  Lay  Members  of  this  Convention, 

I  report  to  you,  in  conformity  with  the  45th  canon  of  the 
General  Convention,  my  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

In  various  churches  in  Philadelphia  I  have  preached  thirty 
times  on  twenty-one  Sundays.  At  the  House  of  Refuge,  I  have 
officiated  three  times.  On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  February 
14,  I  performed  divine  service  for  the  first  time,  and  preach- 
ed in  the  school-house  recently  erected  in  Moyamensing,  in 
this  vicinity,  which  it  is  intended  to  use  as  a  place  of  worship 
till  a  church  can  be  built. 

I  have  visited  the  north-eastern  and  north-western  sections 
of  the  diocese,  and  some  of  the  central  and  other  parishes,  as 
will  appear  from  the  following  memorandum  of  the  several 
places  at  which  I  have  preached:  viz.  Sunday,  June  14,  1839, 
Whitemarsh,  morning.

I  have  alto  preached  in  two  of  the  Swedes*  churches  in  this 
state— at  Upper  Merion,  on  Sunday,  March  21st — and  at 
Kingsessing,  on  Sunday,  March  28.  These  congregations, 
with  a  third  in  Philadelphia,  descend  from  the  Episcopal 
church  of  Sweden.  They  are  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
aged  and  venerable  Dr.  Colin,  who  received  orders  in  that 
country.  The  assistant  ministers  are  of  our  communion;  and 
their  worship,  in  English,  is  conducted  according  to  our  li- 
turgy. 

Three  Sundays  I  have  spent  in  Delaware;  and  I  have  offi- 
ciated one  Sunday  afternoon  at  Camden,  in  New  Jersey.  On 
three  Sundays  I  have  been  unable  to  officiate,  in  consequence 
of  sickness;  from  which  cause,  likewise,  I  was  compelled  to 
break  an  appointment  at  Lancaster  on  a  week  day  evening. 
On  two  Sundays,  and  four  other  days  appropriated  to  public 
solemnities,  I  have  been  unemployed  in  clerical  duties. 

The  Confirmations  held  by  me  have  been  as  follows,  viz.  St 
James's,  Philadelphia,  2  persons,  (one  from  Kentucky,  and 
one  from  Louisiana,  desirous  of  receiving  that  ordinance  be* 
fore  returning  to  those  states.)  Christ  church,  Adams  coun- 
ty, 11  persons.  York,  11.  New  Milford,  6.  .  Montrose,  5. 
Pike,  2.  Springville,  1.  Wilkesbarre,  1.  Sugarloaf,  5. 
Muncy  creek,  21.  Sunbury,  2.  Danville,  21.  Bristol,  21. 
Oxford,  17.  All  Saints,  31.  St.  John's,  Northern  Liberties, 
Philadelphia,  7.  Lewistown,  5.  Philipsburgh,  7.  Franklin, 
4.  Meadville,  19.  Venango  Furnace,  5.  near  Harrisville, 
16.  Butler,  28.  Kittanning,  6.  Pittsburgh,  14.  Blairs- 
ville, 10. 

On  the  4th  of  October,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  consecrating  St. 
Mark's  church,  New  Milford.  On  the  14th,  the  same  so- 
lemnity was  performed  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Bloomsburgh,  an 
old  building,  recently  repaired,  and  not  before  consecrated. 
And  on  the  25th,  I  finished  my  north-eastern  tour  by  >conse- 
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crating  Christ  church,  Danville;  a  place  where,  two  yean  be* 
fore,  oar  services  had  never  been  performed,  and  we  have  now 
a  substantial  and  elegant  house  of  worship,  and  a  large  and 
flourishing  congregation. 

New  churches  are  erecting  at  Jerseytown,  Pottsgrove,  and 
New  London  Cross  Roads.  That  at  Pottsville  (before  report- 
ed) is  ready  for  consecration.  At  Waterford,  I  laid  the  cor- 
ner  stone  of  an  Episcopal  church  on  the  26th  of  last  month. 

Twelve  ordinations  have  been  held  by  me;  at  which  1 1  dea- 
cons were  ordained  priests,  and  7  candidates  ordained  dea- 
cons) one  of  the  priests  being  ordained  by  request  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  diocese  of  Delaware,  and  two  of 
the  deacons  by  a  similar  request  from  that  of  the  diocese  of 
Maryland.  As  it  is  proper  that  these  acts  be  specifically  re- 
corded, I  add  the  following  enumeration  of  them: 

On  Sunday,  August  9th,  1839,  in  Christ  church,  Philadel- 
phia, the  Rev.  Isaac  Pardee,  deacon,  (of  Delaware,)  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  holy  order  of  priests. 

On  Sunday,  August  16,  in  St.  Mary's  church,  Hamfltonville, 
the  Rev.  Raymond  Alphonso  Henderson,  deacon,  was  admit- 
ted to  the  holy  order  of  priests,  and  Mr.  John  Swan,  (of  Ma- 
ryland) to  that  of  deacons. 

On  Sunday,  Sept.  20th,  in  St.  John's  church,  York,  Mr. 
John  H.  Marsden  was  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  deacons. 

On  Sunday,  Sept.  27th,  in  St  Luke's  church,  Germantown, 
Mr.  Robert  W.  Goldsborough,  (of  Maryland,)  was  admitted 
to  the  holy  order  of  deacons. 

On  Sunday,  Oct.  1  lth,  in  St.  Stephen's  church,  Wilkesbarre, 
the  Rev.  James  May,  deacon,  was  admitted  to  the  holy  order 
of  priests. 

On  Sunday,  Nov.  15th,  in  St.  James's  church,  Bristol,  the 
Rev.  William  Henry  Rees,  deacon,  was  admitted  to  the  holy 
order  of  priests.  Our  venerable  friend,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Whar- 
ton, of  New  Jersey,  attended  on  this  occasion,  with  two  pres- 
byters of  this  diocese. 

On  Sunday,  January  24th,  1830,  in  St.  Luke's  church,  Ger- 
mantown, Mr.  George  P.  Giddinge  was  admitted  to  the  holy 
order  of  deacons. 

On  Sunday,  March  7th,  in  St.  Andrew's  church,  Philadel- 
phia, Mr.  Matthew  Henry  Henderson  was  admitted  to  the 
holy  order  of  deacons.  On  this  occasion,  the  Right  Rev.  Bi- 
shop Chase  favoured  me  by  delivering  the  ordination  sermon. 

On  Sunday,  April  4th,  in  St.  John's  church,  Northern  Liber- 
ties, Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  George  Kirke,  and  the  Rev.  George 
Mintzer,  deacons,  were  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  priests. 

On  Sunday,  April  25th,  in  Christ  church,  Meadville,  the 
Rev.  John  W.  James,  deacon,  was  admitted  to  the  holy  order 
of  priests.    The  Rev.  J.  HaU,  of  Ohio,  and  the  Rev.  R.  Mar- 
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ray,  of  New  York,  kindly  attended,  as  the  assisting  presby- 
ters on  this  occasion. 

On  Sunday,  May  9th,  in  Trinity  church,  Pittsburgh,  the 
Rev.  William  Hilton,  and  the  Rev.  Francis  H.  L.  Laird,  dea- 
cons, were  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  priests ;  and  Mr.  Ly- 
man N.  Freeman,  and  Mr.  Sanson  K.  Brunot  to  that  of  dea- 
cons. 

On  Sunday  last,  May  16th,  in  St.  James's  church,  Philadel- 
phia, the  Rev.  Lucius  Carter,  and  the  Rev.  Corry  Chambers* 
deacons,  were  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  priests.  Mr. 
Chambers  was  ordained  deacon,  a  few  years  since,  by  the  Bi- 
shop of  Meath,  in  Ireland. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  baptized  \7  children.  And 
I  have  administered  the  Lord's  supper  13  times  in  this  diocese, 
besides  at  the  above  ordinations. 

For  the  hospitalities  every  where  kindly  afforded  me,  and 
for  the  attention  shown,  in  many  places,  in  forwarding  me  on 
my  several  journeys,  I  beg  the  acceptance,  by  my  valued 
friends,  of  my  sincere  acknowledgments. 

The  missionaries  now  in  the  employ  of  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  are  twelve  in 
number:  viz.—

The  missionary  employed  last  year  at  Philipsburgh  has 

been  absent  for  some  months  on  account  of  his  health,  with 
leave  from  the  bishops  and  the  Society.  He  has  now  returned. 
But  whether  his  missionary  duties  will  be  continued  I  am  not 
yet  apprised. 
The  Rev*  Mr.  Rutledge  has  very  kindly  performed  gratui- 
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toualy,  during  the  usual  season,  the  missionary  duty  at  Mantua 
and  Hamiltonville,  in  this  county. 

In  this  extensile  usefulness  of  the  Society  named,  we  all,  1 
am  sure,  rejoice.  And  I  hope  I  shall  not  prove  mistaken  in 
the  persuasion  in  which  1  fondly  indulge— that  means  will  be 
furnished  for  its  continued  and  extended  efforts  in  the  cause 
of  our  Zion — that  this  diocese  will  make  it  the  centre  of  its 
affections,  its  bounty,  and  its  prayers,  in  the  great  cause  of 
enlarging  and  establishing  the  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer—- 
and  will  gladly  and  zealously  provide  thus  for  the  young  and 
needy  members  of  its  "  own  household."  An  effort  of  no  or- 
dinary magnitude,  for  this  purpose,  will  soon  be  required;  as 
the  principal  source  of  revenue  wijl  expire  with  the  present 
year.  To  effect  a  renewal  of  this,  is  essential  to  the  prosperity 
of  our  church  in  this  diocese.  No  object  is  nearer  to  my 
heart.  If  my  own  exertions  can  further  it,  I  will  gladly  con- 
tribute them  in  any  way  that  may  be  deemed  the  most  advise- 
able.  And  I  trust  I  do  not  ask  too  much  of  the  Rev.  brethren 
and  gentlemen  here  assembled,  in  the  earnest  request,  that 
they  will  make  this  great  duty  the  subject  of  conversation 
with  the  members  of  their  respective  parishes— and  particu- 
larly that,  in  our  larger  and  more  wealthy  congregations,  the 
necessity  of  continuing  and  increasing  the  principal  subscrip- 
tion list  of  this  Society,  for  another  term  of  years,  will  be 
fully  stated.  If  adequate  means  be  not  provided  for  this  So- 
ciety and  its  all  important  object,  I  fear  I  shall  have  lost  the 
right  arm  of  my  usefulness. 

I  need  not  add  that  the  call  for  missionary  duty  within  this 
diocese,  instead  of  being  less  urgent,  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  missionaries  employed,  becomes,  on  the  contrary,  more 
so.  There  are  several  places  where  they  could  now  be  ad- 
vantageously stationed;  and  some  of  our  present  missionaries 
ought  to  have  their  fields  of  duty  divided,  and  part  of  their 
burdensome  charge  assigned  to  others.  And,  should  our  dio- 
cese continue  to  flourish,  such  opportunities  and  exigencies 
will  constantly  open  upon  us  in  new  directions.  But  in  order 
to  improve  and  meet  them,  there  must  be  a  regular  and  in- 
creasing supply  of  funds.  Let  me  again  express  the  hope  that 
these  will  not  be  wanting* 

'  I  have  not  deemed  it  expedient  to  notice,  in  my  former  ad- 
dress, other  affairs  of  our  church  than  those  in  which  this  dio- 
cese is  principally  concerned.  Two  events,  however,  of  gene- 
ral interest,  have  a  peculiar  claim  to  our  recollection  on  this 
occasion.  The  first  is,  the  consecration  of  the  Assistant  Bi- 
shop of  our  church  in  Virginia;  the  well  known  zeal,  and  de- 
votedness,  and  elevation  of  character,  of  that  Right  Rev.  gen- 
tleman, authorize  peculiar  hopes  of  his  usefulness,  both  in  his 
labours  in  that  diocese,  and  in  his  influence  on  the  Church  at 
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large.  The  other  event  I  allude  to,  is  the  decease  of  Bishop 
Ravenscroft;  a  dispensation  of  Providence,  over  which  the 
hearts  of  all  in  our  communion  have  mourned.  Let  us  min- 
gle, however,  with  our  regrets  the  recollection  of  the  bright 
character  he  has  left.  Decision  of  opinion,  candour  in  de- 
claring and  maintaining  unqualified  truth,  and  the  vigorous 
discharge  of  official  duty,  were,  in  him,  blended,  with  entire 
amiableness  of  disposition  and  suavity  of  demeanour,  with  ab- 
solute singleness  of  purpose,  with  total  oblivion  of  self.  The 
loss  oftsuch  a  man  could  not  but  be  deeply  felt.  His  example 
needs  no  eloquence  to  commend  it  to  our  imitation. 

The  munificent  legacies  of  the  late  Mr.  Kohne,  of  which  our 
church  will  partake  largely,  call  for  our  veneration  of  the  me- 
mory of  so  distinguished  a  benefactor,  and  for  our  thankful 
ness  to  the  divine  goodness,  in  moving  his  heart  to  so  ample  a 
44  consecration"  of  his  ♦*  substance  to  the  Lord  of  the  whole 
earth." 

I  cannot  conclude  without  a  record  of  gratitude  to  our 
heavenly  Father,  for  restoring  the  health  of  our  venerable  and 
beloved  diocesan.  At  his  acreanced  age,  every  assault  of  dis- 
ease awakens  the  most  painful  solicitudes^  and  such  were  ours 
respecting  him,  a  few  months  ago.  But  the  merciful  Being, 
whose  *•  eyes  are  over  the  righteous/*  has  re-established  him 
in  a  degree  of  bodily  and  mental  vigour  unusual  at  such  a  pe- 
riod of  life.  And  we  are  thus  permitted  again  to  indulge  the 
hope,  that  the  "day"  may  be  long  deferred,  in  which  God 
14  will  take  away  our  master"  and  father  from  our  head.

Besides  this  number  actually  attached  to  St.  Andrew's 
church,  there  are  about  700  other  Sunday  scholars  taught  in 
various  schools  in  the  suburbs,  by  teachers  who  are  mem- 
bers of  this  church,  so  that  the  actual  number  of  teachers  em- 
ployed amounts  to  93. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  Sunday  school 
teachers  of  this  church,  93  in  number,  have  been  formed  into 
an  association,  called  "The  Teachers'  Association  of  St  An- 
drew's church,"  of  which  the  Rector  is  ex  officio  president. 
The  Rector  meets  the  members  of  the  association  twery  Wed- 


nesday  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  expository  lec- 
ture, and  entering  into  familiar  conversation  on  the  lesson 
which  is  to  be  taught  on  the  succeeding  Sunday.  This  is 
found  to  be  an  agreeable  and  useful  exercise.  There  has  been 
an  average  attendance  tin  these  occasions  of  43  teachers.

•  Three  committees,  composed  of  communicants,  and  called 
Committees  of  Education,  are  each  supporting  a  student  in  a 
course  of  education  for  holy  orders,  at  an  annual  expense  of 
gsoo. 

Two  Bible  classes,  attached  to  the  Sunday  schools  of  this 
church,  in  connexion  with  one  taught  on  Sunday  evenings  by 
a  member  of  this  church,  are  ready  to  support  a  school  in 
Greece,  at  an  annual  expense  of  8300.  For  this  purpose  there 
is  already  on  hand  or  pledged,  nearly  8500. 

Our  Sunday  school  accommodations  being  insufficient;  it  is 
intended  to  build  a  Sunday  school  house.  One  member  of  the 
congregation  has  already  given  $3,000  towards  this  object 

It  affords  the  Rector  peculiar  gratification  to  be  able  to  state 
that  the  congregation  have  presented  and  prepared  for  the 
use  of  the  Mission  Family  to  Greece,  articles  of  comfort,  va- 
lued at  a  low  estimate  at  8330. 

The  Rector  does  not  feel  at  liberty  to  withhold  these  state- 
ments because  they  evince  an  increase  of  the  missionary  spi- 
rit which  he  desires  to  cherish,  and  which  he  believes  insepa- 
rably connected  with  the  increase  of  piety  and  the  prosperity 
of  the  Church. 
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The  Bible  class  attached  to  this  church,  as  last  year,  has 
been  united  with  that  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smithy  Rector  of  Grace 
church,  and  by  him  attended  to. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  Rector  of  St.  James's  churchy 

Lancaster. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year,  it  has  pleased 
God  to  remove  from  his  earthly  labours,  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Ciarkson,  senior  minister  of  St.  James's  church.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  event,  the  co-rectorship,  hitherto  for  some 
years  subsisting  in  this  church,  has  been  formally  abolished  by 
the  vestry. 

There  have  been  during  the  past  year,  5  marriages— 4  fu- 
nerals— 6  baptisms,  of  which  5  were  infants,  and  1  adult. 
This  does  not  include  the  official  acts  of  Mr.  Clarkson. 

The  Society,  auxiliary  to  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
/  of  Christianity,  continues  its  operations ;  as  does  also  the  Fe- 
male Tract  Society.  In  addition  to  these  the  zealous  and  ac- 
tive ladies  of  the  congregation,  have  formed  themselves  into 
an  association,  to  aid,  by  their  industry,  the  cause  of  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Missions.  The  Society  was  first  instituted 
many  years  since,  but  owing  to  several  untoward  circum- 
stances, which,  however,  reflect  no  discredit  upon  the  mem- 
bers, it  was  at  length  discontinued.  Within  the  last  six  months 
it  has  been  revived,  and  has  already  realized  about  £60:  and, 
by  the  close  of  its  first  year,  it  is  hoped,  will  contribute  8100 
to  the  excellent  cause  for  which  it  was  at  first  instituted. 

Our  Sunday  school,  the  best  hope  of  the  church,  continues, 
by  the  blessing  of  God,  in  successful  operation.  Both  depart- 
ments prosper.  Under  its  present  active*  and  indefatigable 
director,  the  numbers  in  the  male  school  have,  within  little 
more  than  a  year,  increased  fivefold.  The  present  number  of 
boys  is  124— of  girls  100— teachers  about  30.  There  is  a  li- 
brary attachetf  to  the  school,  containing  several  hundred  vo- 
lumes; and  by  tneans  of  a  permanent  annual  subscription,  we 
are  enabled  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  all  such  additions  as 
are  desirable.  The  collection  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  amounts 
this  year  to  216  50. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John's  churchy  N. 

Z.,  Philadelphia. 

Since  the  last  report  there  have  been  added  to  the  commu- 
nion of  this  church  6  persons;  33  have  been  baptized,  of  which 
'  number  30  were  infants:  and  1 1  couple  have  been  married. 

During  the  year  a  commodious  house,  two  stories  high, 
twenty  by  forty  feet,  has  been  erected  for  the  accommodation 
~f  *k-  Sunday  schools,  and  of  the  week  day  exercises  of  the 
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congregation.  This  building  has  been  put  up  at  an  expense 
of  about  $900,  of  which  upwards  of  £300  have  been  paid, 
and  the  remainder  it  is  expected  will  be  discharged  by  the 
rents  of  the  building,  at  present  amounting  to  $180  annually. 
The  congregation  is  much  indebted  to  Mr.  John  Ashburner, 
for  the  public  spirit  he  has  manifested,  and  the  responsibili- 
ties which  he  assumed  in  the  erection  of  this  building. 

Besides  the  stated  services  of  the  Lord's  day,  the  rector  has 
two  regular  week  day  exercises  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  eve- 
nings in  each  week;  and  also  a  preparatory  lecture  on  the  Sa- 
turday evening  before  each  administration  of  the  Lord's  sup- 
per. On  Tuesday  evening  the  service  consists  of  an  exposi- 
tion of  the  Sunday  school  lesson  for  the  ensuing  sabbath,  de- 
signed to  aid  the  teachers  in  their  work:  and  on  Friday  eve- 
ning there  is  a  meeting  of  the  Bible  class,  which  consists  of 
from  60  to  80  persons  of  both  sexes* 

The  Sunday  schools  belonging  to  this  church  have  never 
been  in  a  more  flourishing  condition.  That  of  the  boys  is 
under  the  happy  superintendence  of  John  Rumsey,  Esq.  who 
is  well  supported  by  a  number  of  devoted  teachers.  There 
are  107  boys  whose  names  are  on  the  roll,  and  7$  or  80  al- 
ways in  attendance. 

The  girls*  school  is  superintended  by  Miss  Margaret  Wol- 
bert,  who,  to  every  qualification  for  the  situation,  has  united 
the  cordial  and  affectionate  support  of,  a  large  class  of  intelli- 
gent, pious,  and  attentive  teachers.  The  Rector  takes  plea- 
sure in  testifying  that  this  is  one  of  the  best  schools  which  he 
has  ever  seen.  The  number  of  girls  in  the  school  is  144,  120 
of  whom  regularly  attend. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  BrinckU,  Rector  of  St.  David? s  (Radnor *f 
churchy  Delaware  county;  and  St  Peter's  church,  Great  Val- 
ley, Chester  county.

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  condition  of  this 
church  since  the  last  report.  Some  of  the  communicants  nave 
been  removed  by  death,  or  a  change  of  residence.  The  num. 
ber,  however,  is  still  about  30— the  baptisms  have  been  1 5— 
the  marriages  5— and  the  funerals  6.  There  has  been  lately 
an  increased  demand  for  pews,  and  a  large  congregation  gene- 
rally attends  upon  the  worship  of  the  church.  The  Sunday 
school  is  flourishing,  numbering  about  seventy  scholars,  whose 
instruction  is  well  attended  to  by  the  ladies  of  the  congrega- 
tion. 

Sif.  James's  church,  Perkiomen. 
The  most  favourable  circumstance  the  Rector  has  to  report, 
in  relation  to  this  church,  is  the  regular  attendance  of  the  peo- 
ple upon  its  services.  The  communicants  are  33— the  bap- 
tisms during  the  past  year,  have  been  3— marriages  9— fune- 
rals none.  . 

The  Sunday  school  consists  of  about  50  children,  in  whose 
improvement  great  interest  is  felt  by  the  ladies  who  hav*  *h* 
charge  of  them. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemsoti,  Rector  of  St.  John's  church, 
Pequeay  Chester  county,  and  Christ  church,  Lcaeock,  Lancaster 
county- 

St.  John's  church,  Pequea. 

Communicants  SI— marriages  3— baptisms,  children,  4— 
adult  1— burials  5. 

Christ  Church,  Leacock. 

Communicants  15 — marriages  10 — baptisms,  children,  7 — 
adults  3— burials  5. 

In  regard  to  the  spiritual  state  of  these  congregations,  the 
Rector  has  nothing  interesting  to  report. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  De  Puiy  Rector  of  St.  PauPs  churchy 
Bloomsburghy  and  St.  Gabriel's  churchy  Sugarloqf,  Columbia 
county. 

St.  PauPs  diurchy  Bloomsburg. 

There  have  been  baptisms  15(1  adult,  14  infant)— funerals 
30  (14  adult,  16  infant)— marriages  6. 

This  church  has  been  repaired,  and  consecrated  during  the 
past  year.  Communicants,  2  added,  2  died,  whole  number  41. 

Si.  GabriePs  churchy  Sugarloaf. 

There  have  been  baptisms  19  infant,  2  adult— marriages  1— 
confirmed  5— communicants,  3  added,  2  died,  whole  number 
17.  Having  removed  to  Danville,  it  has  become  very  incon- 
venient to  continue  my  services  to  this  congregation*  I  shall 
be  under  the  disagreable  necessity  of  leaving  them.  A  mis- 
sionary between  Jerseytown  and  St.  Gabriel* s  might  find  suffi- 
cient employment.  By  the  congregation  of  Christ  church, 
Danville,  a  beautiful  building  has  been  erectejl  at  an  expense 
of  several  thousand  dollars.  The  erection  of  this  church,  by 
a  congregation  that  sprang  into  existence  on  a  sudden,  speaks 
well  of  their  liberality  and  zeal  in  the  cause  of  the  church. 
This  building  was  consecrated  by  the  Assistant  Bishop  on  his 
late  visit,  by  whom  also  the  rite  of  confirmation  was  adminis- 
tered on  the  day  of  consecration  to  21  individuals. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Ificks,  Rector  of  Trinity  churchy 
Boston,  Northampton  eountyy  and  missionary  in  ike  service 
of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  state  of  my  parish  is  much  the  same  as  when  I  last  re- 
•ported.  Two  persons  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  commu- 
nicants during  the  last  year,  and  two  have  been  stricken  from 
it,  one  by  death,  and  another  by  removal.  The  whole  num- 
ber remains  about  25.  I  have  interred  4  persons,  and  baptized 
2  children,  and  married  1  couple.    The  number  of  attendants 
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upon  our  services  has  evidently  increased.  Our  Sunday  school 
has  somewhat  diminished  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  teach- 
ers, but  I  am  in  hopes  that  we  shall  be  able  soon  to  increase 
it  to  its  former  size.  A  room  has  been  latelybuilt  under  the 
church  for  its  accommodation,  and  the  money  has  been  raised 
by  subscription  to  pay  for  it.  When  I  took  charge  of  the 
parish,  the  vestry  were  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  about  8 1 400. 
The  debt  has  been  paid  with  the  exception  of  a  very  trifling 
sum,  and  I  think  that  a  proper  degree  of  exertion  will  in  time 
succeed  in  establishing  the  church  here  upon  a  permanent 
footing.  The  ladies  have  formed  a  Missionary  Society,  aux- 
iliary to  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  General  Foreign  and  Domestic  Mis- 
sion Society  of  the  Church.  They  will  be  able  at  the  close  of 
the  year  to  remit  a  small  sum  to  each  of  these  institutions. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins,  Rector  of  Trinity  church, 

Pittsburgh. 

Baptisms  since  the  last  Convention,  adults  2,  infants  43,  to- 
tal 45— communicants  added  within  the  last  year  38— -changes 
from  removals  and  deaths  not  precisely  ascertained,  but  the 
present  list  is  considerably  above  200.  In  a  population  like 
that  of  Pittsburgh,  it  is  necessary  to  correct  the  entire  list  at 
least  every  3d  year.  The  actual  recipients,  however,  who  at- 
tend with  reasonable  punctuality,  may  be  safely  rated  at  1 50, 
and  their  number  has  been  steadily  increasing.    Marriages  5% 

Collection  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  $  1 2.  And  an  association 
of  the  parish  have  provided  $127  for  the  support  of  a  mis- 
sionary to  officiate  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  Sunday  school  department  does  not  present  an  aspect 
materially  different  from  the  report  of  the  last  year.  It  is 
prosperous,  and  promises  to  be  more  so.  On  the  whole,  the 
condition  of  the  parish  is  flourishing  beyond  any  former  pe- 
riod, and  furnishes  abundant  cause  of  thankfulness  to  the 
gracious  Giver  of  all  good,  for  its  continued  increase  in  num- 
bers, piety,  and  zeal. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Waller  James,  Rector  of  Christ  church, 
MeadvUUj  and  missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

I  commenced  officiating  in  Christ  church,  Meadville,  in 
August  last,  from  which  time  there  have  been  regular  morn- 
ing and  evening  Sunday  services,  besides  an  observance  of  the 
prominent  feast  and  fast  days.  Weekly  meetings  of  the  Sun- 
day school  teachers  I  also  attended  for  some  time,  and  having 
found  them  useful,  they  will  be  resumed.     It  may  be  proper 
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to  mention,  that  they  were  for  the  purpose  of  conversing  freely 
and  generally  on  the  subject  of  the  school,  and  for  improve* 
ment  in  scriptural  knowledge,  an  exercise  on  the  gospels  em- 
ploying most  of  the  evening.  The  school  was  in  a  low  condi- 
tion, but  has'  been  revived,  and  is  now  in  prosperous  circum- 
stances. It  has  been  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  Union 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  system  of  in- 
struction recommended  by  the  Union  adopted,  as  far  as  is  at 
present  practicable.  Number  of  scholars  is  now  about  80— 
number  of  teachers  16,  and  a  superintendent  and  librarian. 
An  auxiliary  Sunday  School  Society  was  formed  after  a  ser- 
mon on  the  subject,  and  a  collection  made,  amounting  to  $20. 
A  Parish  Missionary  Society  has  also  been  formed,  auxiliary 
to  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania. After  the  sermon  relating  to  this  subject,  a  collec- 
tion was  made  of  $2 1  50.  A  collection  was  made,  also,  for 
the  fund  of  the  diocese  for  the  support  of  the  episcopate, 
which  amounted  to  {12  50.  The  church  was  reported  at  last 
Convention  to  be  furnished  with  an  organ.  Since  then  a  bell, 
weighing  SOOlbs.  has  been  raised  in  the  tower.  Several  im- 
provements have  been  made,  adding  to  the  beauty,  comfort, 
and  convenience  of  the  building,  and  some  other  improve- 
ments are  contemplated. 

At  a  late  visit  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop,  I 
was  admitted  to  priests  orders,  and  19  of  my  congregation 
were  confirmed.  On  this  occasion  communion  was  adminis- 
tered for  the  first  time  since  my  residence  there.  What  the 
number  of  communicants  is,  therefore,  I  cannot  exactly  say; 
about  30  or  40  were  then  counted,  some  of  whom  were  from 
the  neighbouring  country,  and  some  were  new  communicants. 
I  have  baptized  1 1  adults,  and  22  infants,  in'all  33 — have  offi- 
ciated at  3  funerals,  and  at  1  marriage.  One  of  the  funerals 
was  that  of  a  communicant.  Upon  the  whole,  for  both  spi- 
ritual and  temporal  condition  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful 
and  "  take  courage. " 

The  duty  of  attending,  as  a  missionary,  the  parishes  of 
Franklin  and  Mercer,  has  devolved  upon  me.  It  was  out  of 
my  power  to  visit  either  of  them  until  this  spring,  when  I 
preached  at  each  place  twice.  In  Franklin'  4  persons  were 
confirmed  by  Bishop  Onderdonk.  In  Mercer  I  baptized  2  in- 
fants. In  both  these  places  there  are  very  few  Episcopalians, 
and  it  must  be  some  time  before  the  church  can  attain  to  any 
strength  in  either.  I  trust,  however,  that  something  will  be 
done,  as  I  have  made  arrangements  to  visit  each  place  every 
few  weeks  for  evening  service.  The  church  building  in  Frank- 
lin is  yet  unfinished;  but  encouragement  has  been  given  that 
it  would  progress  this  summer. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jaquett,  Rector  of  SL  Matthew^ 
church,  fYancisville,  Philadelphia  county. 

The  Rector  of  this  church  regrets  his  inability  to  give  the 
Convention  a  statement  of  the  present  position  of  its  affairs, 
as  he  has  very  recently  assumed  the  charge  of  it  But  what- 
ever may  be  its  situation  at,  this  moment,  he  entertains  the 
Hope  that  proper  exertions,  with  the  divine  blessing,  will  soon 
make  its  state  prosperous. 

In  order  to  so  desirable  a  consummation,  he  contemplates 
delivering  a  systematic  course  of  lectures  on  the  leading  doc- 
trines of  the  Bible,  as  being,  in  his  view,  the  best  calculated 
to  attain  the  object. 

The  Sunday  school  attached  to  this  church  is  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Kirkt>  Rector  of  St.  John's  church. 
New  London,  and  missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  I  have,  besides  attending  to  my 
charge  at  New  London,  statedly  officiated  at  Chandlersville, 
at  and  near  the  site  of  St.  James's  church,  West  Marlborough, 
and  also,  during  a  considerable  part  of  last  summer,  at  St. 
John's  church,  Concord.  There  have  been  a  few  special 
manifestations  of  the  grace  of  God  in  the  congregation  at  New 
London,  but  nothing  cheering  to  the  labourer,  of  a  general 
character. 

There  were,  when  the  Sunday  school  of  St.  John's,  New 
London,  was  discontinued  at  the  church,  last  autumn,  3  teach- 
ers, and  24  scholars.  Since  that  period,  instructions  have  been 
given  at  private  houses  in  the  vicinity  by  two  or  three  teach- 
ers, to  upwards  of  50  scholars*  A  small  Bible  class  has  been 
formed  at  St.  John's,  N.  L.  and  another  at  Chandlersville. 
Such  of  the  children  belonging  to  St.  Johns,  as  could  be  got 
to  attend  at  the  church,  have  been  catechised  at  the  stated 
times  of  service  throughout  the  year.  The  families  of  the 
congregation  have  been  visited,  and,  in  many  instances,  the 
gospel  has,  on  these  occasions,  been  declared  to  those  attend- 
ing from  the  several  neighbourhoods.  The  collection  for  the 
support  of  the  episcopate,  amounting  to  $2  46£,  was  taken  up 
on  the  9th  inst.  At  Chandlersville  5  children  have  been  bap- 
tized, and  at  St.  John's,  N.  L.  4.  At  the  last  mentioned  place 
there  have  been  2  funerals,  one  being  that  of  a  communicant. 
With  the  exception  of  this  communicant,  and  the  addition  of 
3  others,  the  present  number  is  about  21.  Here  also,  the 
Lord  has  so  far  blessed  our  humble  efforts,  as  to  enable  us  to 
erect  a  church  of  the  description  mentioned  in  my  last  report, 
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which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the 
approaching  summer. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  F.  H.  L.  Laird,  Rector  of  Christ  church,  Greens- 
burgh,  JFestmoreland  county,  and  St.  Peter's  churchy  BlairsviUej 
Indiana  county* 

Since  his  last  report  he  has  risked  all  the  families  in  George- 
town, and  St.  Paul's  church,  which  he  left  in  November  last; 
he  has  visited  all  the  families  in  the  churches  of  which  he  now 
reports:  he  has  established  in  St  Peter's  church  a  Sunday 
school,  which  is  now  prosperous,  numbering  4  teachers  and 
25  scholars— the  number  of  communicants  37 — the  number 
of  communicants  in  Christ  church  is  36 — he  has  baptized 
since  his  last  report,  20  adults,  and  33  infants,  whose  names, 
birth  time,  and  parents,  have  been  entered  upon  the  respec- 
tive registers.  Mr*.  L.  has  married  two  couples,  and  has 
prepared,  in  St  Peter's  church,  15  persona  for  confirmation, 
of  which  number  10  were  confirmed  on  the  11th  inst. 

No  collections  have  been  taken  up  in  these  churches  for  the 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
or  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  because  of  their  pecuniary  circum- 
stances. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  missionary  in  the  churches  in 
Susquehanna  and  Bradford  counties,  in  the  service  of  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Jude9s  church,  SpringviUe,  Susquehanna  county. 

Marriages  5 — funerals  3 — baptisms  4— communicants  36 — 
confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  in  October,  1. 

St.  Matthew's,  Pike,  Bradford  county. 

Communicants  18— baptisms  1  adult — funerals  2— confirm- 
ed 2. 

St*  Mark's,  New  Milford,  Susquehanna  county. 

Baptisms  2,  an  infant  and  an  adult— funerals  2— marriages 
1— communicants  unknown*— confirmed  6. 

By  the  request  of  a  very  worthy  gentleman,  not  of  our  com- 
munion, I  have  preached  at  Gill  ton,  (distant  from  New  Milford 
seven  miles,)  on  the  evening  of  the  day  I  was  at  New  Milford, 
to  very  large  and  attentive  congregations. 

At  Montrose,  God  in  his  goodness,  has  opened  a  door  for 
the  ministrations  of  our  church.  In  this  place  I  have  preached 
a  number  of  times.  In  October  last  I  baptized  a  child,  and  5 
persons  were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop.  The  services  were 
conducted  in  the  Presbyterian  Meeting  house.  Here  we  have 
organized  a  church,  and  obtained  the  consent  of  eight  very 
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respectable  men,  to  serve  as  vestrymen.  In  some  place  or 
other  of  my  parish  churches,  within  ten  miles,  I  have  made  it 
my  practice  and  duty  to  preach  when  the  weather  and  roads 
would  allow.  No  honourable  means  have  been  left  untried  to 
give  our  church  a  fair  representation.  The  demands  for  the 
ministrations  of  clergymen  of  our  communion  are  increasing 
too  fast  to  be  supplied  by  one  minister.  The  population  is 
rapidly  multiplying-— other  denominations  are  leaving  nothing 
undone  that  can  be  done,  to  station  their  ministers,  and  pro- 
pagate their  sentiments.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  by  the  writer, 
that  the  time  is  not  very  remote,  when  churchmen  will  rise 
and  resolve  to  imitate  the  zeal  of  other  denominations  in  the 
furtherance  of  doctrines,  second  to  none  in  Christendom.  So 
righteous  and  good  is  the  cause  of  the  church,  that  we  say, 
and  not  in  the  spirit  of  boasting,  give  us  pious,  zealous,  and 
enlightened  missionaries,  and  we  will  neither  fear  opposition, 
nor  shrink  from  investigation. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  May,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  church, 

Wuktsbarre. 

F  Baptisms,  since  last  report,  3  infants—deaths,  7  children 
and  4  adults — present  number  of  communicants  38— marriages 
3.  Sunday  school  consists  of  90  scholars  and  20  teachers,  be- 
sides an  infant  Sunday  school  of  20  pupils. 

Report  of  the  Rev*  Wnu  Cooper  Mead,  Rector  of  Trinity  churehf 

Southward  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  26  infants— marriages  12— funerals  15— comrau* 
nicants,  added  £,  removed  2,  dead  l,  total  144.

The  condition  of  these  schools  is  flourishing,  and  the  Rec- 
tor feels  it  a  duty  to  record  his  testimony  in  favour  of  the  zeal 
and  faithfulness  of  their  superintendents  and  teachers.  The 
Rector  met  the  pupils,  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  Trinity  church, 
two  evenings  in  each  month  during  the  past  autumn  and  win* 
ter,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to  them  illustrations  of 
scripture,  accompanied  by  plain  explanatory  remarks,  adapted 
to  the  capacities  of  children.  From  the  crowded  attendance 
and  the  interest  evinced  in  these  exercises,  as  well  as  the 
promptness  with  which  the  children  answered  the  interrog** 
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tories  put  to  them,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  they  hare 
had  a  salutary  effect  in  improving  their  knowledge  of  the  scrip- 
tures, and  in  teaching  them  the  lessons  of  wisdom  which  may 
be  derived  from  reading  them  understanding^. 

A  Bible  class  was  formed  by  the  Rector  in  November  last; 
composed  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation.  A  large  number 
united  in  it,  and  persevered  in  attending  its  meetings,  even  in 
the  most  inclement  weather.  The  portion  of  scripture  studied 
was  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  which  was  completed  in  Easter 
week. 

The  Female  Missionary  Association,  auxiliary  to  the  Do- 
mestic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  has  faithfully  conti- 
nued its  labours  during  the  past  year.  It  consists  of  1 10  mem- 
bers, and  has  collected  about  890,  of  which  sum  850  was  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  O.  8c  F.  M.  S.  in  July  last,  to  consti- 
tute the  Rev.  R.  A.  Henderson,  the  missionary  at  St.  Augustine, 
Florida,  a  patron. 

The  collection  required  by  the  Vlth  of  the  revised  regula- 
tions, adopted  in  1829,  in  aid  of  "  the  Fund  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,"  has  been  made;  and  also  the  annual  collec- 
tion for  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  services  of  the  Lord's  day,  there 
is  a  service  regularly  held  in  a  lecture  room,  fitted  up  for  that 
purpose,  every  Tuesday  evening  throughout  the  year,  and  also 
a  service  and  lecture  on  the  Friday  evening  of  each  month 
preceding  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  supper. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Mintzer,  missionary,  officiating  at  Si. 
Gabriel's  church,  Morlattin,  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Since  my  last  report  I  have  baptized  1 1  infants  and  5  adults, 
total  16— marriages  6— burials  8— communicants  removed  3, 
present  number  31. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  Montgomery 9 2?.  D.  Rector  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's church,  Philadelphia* 

Since  the  last  annual  Convention  there  have  been, 
Baptisms,  infants  39;  adults  1;  total  40.  Marriages  18.  Fu- 
nerals, in  the  cemeteries  of  the  church  13.    Communicants, 
added  10;  removed  3;  present  number  90. 

Collections  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects,  viz. 

*4  The  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
ncement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania;"  the  Sunday 
tls  of  the  church;  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Enis- 
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copateof  the  diocese;  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  same. 

The  annual  catechetical  instruction  was  resumed  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  lent,  and  is  now  in  progress. 

The  Sunday  school  attached  to  the  church  is  in  a  more 
flourishing  condition  than  at  any  former  period,  numbering 
upon  its  roll  110  scholars,  of  whom  the  average  attendance, 
for  some  time  past,  has  been  between  70  and  88.  In  the  above 
number  are  included  about  20  boys,  who,  in  consequence  of 
the  want  of  male  teachers  in  the  congregation,  are  placed  un- 
der the  direction  of  Female  teachers,  who,  to  the  number  of 
14,  conduct  the  whole  school  with  a  zeal,  intelligence  and  ef- 
ficiency worthy  of  all  praise,  and  which,  with  the  divine  bless- 
ing, promise  the  happiest  results,  both  to  the  objects  of  their 
benevolent  labours,  and  to  the  interests  of  the  church  to  which 
they  are  attached. 

On  the  3d  of  December  last  there  was  formed  in  the  con- 
gregation, a  Female  Missionary  Association,  auxiliary  to  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church,  by 
the  zealous  and  successful  exertions  of  which,  8200  were  be- 
fore the  10th  inst  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  parent  society. 
From  the  lively  interest  taken  in  the  objects  of  the  association, 
the  Rector  indulges  the  hope  that  its  future  annual  contribu- 
tions to  the  cause  of  missions  will  not  be  less  than  that  of  the 
present  year;  and  he  anticipates  from  this  source  the  most  be- 
neficial influences  upon  the  spiritual  interests  of  his  congre- 
gation. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  U.  Morgan,  Rector  of  St.  PauTs 
church,  Chester,  and  St.  Martin's,  Marcus  Hook,  Delaware 
county,  and  St.  PauTs  churchy  West  Whiteland,  Chester  county. 

Communicants,  removed  1,  suspended  1,  added  3;  present 
number  28— baptisms  8  infants-— marriages  27 — burials  5. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  state  of  religion, 
generally,  within  the.  bounds  of  this  parish,  during  the  past 
year.  The  Sunday  school  attached  to  St  Martin's  church  is 
in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  we  feel  it  due  to  say,  that  this 
is  owing,  under  God,  to  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  its  worthy 
superintendent.  The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  is  45,  and 
about  40  are  regular  in  attendance.  There  are  6  teachers,  3 
male,  and  3  female. 

The  Sunday  school  of  St.  Paul's  continues  its  operations, 
though  not  with  the  same  zeal  and  success  as  at  the  period  of 
the  last  report  The  hope,  however,  is  indulged,  that  its  con- 
cerns will  soon,  by  the  divine  blessing,  be  revived,  and  pre- 
sent a  more  encouraging  aspect. 


The  Juvenile  Bible  Class  of  this  church  is  still  attended  to 
with  a  measure  of  success. 

St.  PauTt  church,  Wat  Whiteianii,  Chetter  county. 

My  services  in  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard,  com- 
menced on  the  Slat  of  May,  1 839,  and  were  continued  on  every 
4th  Sunday  until  the  1st  of  April  last;  since  which  time  I  have 
preached  in  this  church  on  every  other  Lord's  day.  This  ar- 
rangement is  expected  to  be  permanent.  The  prospects  are 
quite  encouraging;  the  number  in  attendance  has  uniformly 
been  large,  and  to  the  services  and  interests  of  the  church, 
there  is  manifested  an  increasing  attachment.  From  the  den- 
sity of  the  population,  and  the  favour  with  which  the  church 
is  generally  regarded,  there  is  ground  to  believe,  that,  through 
the  divine  blessing,  without  which  all  efforts  are  in  vain,  a  very 
respectable  and  numerous  congregation  will  be  established. 

The  exact  number  of  communicants  is  not  known.  The 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  has  been  once  administered, 
when  about  twenty  persons  partook  of  the  ordinance:  but  a 
small  portion  of  this  number,  however,  can  be  considered  aa 
actually  belonging  to  the  church,  though  the  most  of  them  are 
regular  in  their  attendance  upon  its  services.  Several  were 
from  the  church  of  St.  Peter's  in  the  Great  Valley;  and  some 
from  other  denominations.  Baptisms  none — marriages  none — 
burials  2  Infants. 

Connected  with  this  church,  there  is  a  promising  Sunday 
school.  It  was  regularly  organised  on  the  37th  of  June  last; 
and  consists  at  present  of  9  teachers,  95  scholars  enrolled,  and 
about  40  regular  in  attendance. 

I  have  preached  occasionally  during  the  year  at  West  Ches- 
ter, where  large  numbers  have  attended,  and  in  St.  John's 
church,  Concord.  This  church  has  been  without  regular  ser- 
vice since  the  period  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass's  resignation, 
and  it  is  to  be  feared,  that  unless  this  little  flock  is  speedily 
favoured  with  the  stated  preaching  of  the  gospel,  it  will  be 
scattered,  and  lost  to  our  communion.  Within  the  past  year 
3  of  its  communicants  have  deceased.  I  attended  their  fune- 
d  on  the  occasion. 


William  Henry  Bea,  Bettor  of  St.  Jama  Ike 
u-'m  church,  Brittol,  Buck*  county. 
iort.9,  that,  during  the  past  year,  there  have

rcations 30.  The  church  having  been  de- 
aler, the  Rector  has  hitherto  been  unable  to 
te  statement  of  the  number  i»f  communicants. 
ber,  so  far  as  has  been  ascertained,  is  77. 
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The  number  of  children  attached  to  the  Sunday  school,  is 
150.  An  interesting  Juvenile  Bible  Class,  which  has  been  at- 
tended by  upwards  of  80  children,  has  been  in  operation  about 
six  months;  and  by  their  contributions,  the  borough  has  been 
supplied  monthly  with  tracts.  Recently  a  convenient  gallery 
has  been  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Sunday  school 
during  divine  service.    A  weekly  lecture  is  still  continued. 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  an  evident  improve- 
ment in  the  temporal  condition  of  the  church,  it  would  afford 
the  Rector  pleasure  could  he  assert  the  same  with  respect  to 
its  spiritual  state.  But  while  he  is  obliged  to  express  that 
lukewarmness  and  indifference  prevail  to  a  most  melancholy 
extent;  it  is  his  privilege,  at  the  same  time,  to  believe,  that 
the  gospel  has,  ra  some  instances,  proved  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Reynolds,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  church, 

Harrisburg,  Dauphin  county. 

The  circumstances  of  this  church  are  much  the  same  as  re- 
ported to  the  last  Convention.  Weighed  down  with  a  heavy 
debt,  which  operates  like  an  incubus  on  its  advancement,  it  is 
impossible  to  calculate  upon  its  future  prosperity,  unless  the 
friends  of  the  church  will  generously  meet  the  application 
made  to  their  liberality.  This  has  been  partially  realized,  and 
hopes  are  entertained  that  it  will  be  more  extensively  accom- 
plished. In  consequence  of  these  pecuniary  embarrassments, 
the  collection  for  the  support  of  the  episcopate  has  not  been 
made.  The  Conventional  quotas  have  been  uniformly  paid 
by  this  church.  There  is  a  Sunday  school  connected  with  it. 
Baptisms  5— funerals  3— communicants  25. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Rodney,  jr.  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  church, 
Germantoum,  Philadelphia  county,  and  St.  Thomas's  churchy 
WhUemarsh,  Montgomery  county. 

The  number  of  baptisms,  in  both  churches,  13— funerals  10 
-—marriages  3— communicants,  added  10;  whole  number  in 
both  churches  45,  of  which  number  there  belongs  to  St  Luke's 
church  36. 

The  Sunday  schools  are  at  present  in 'a  flourishing  condi- 
tion, and  exhibit  an  aggregate  of  150  pupils,  under  12  teach- 
ers. The  library  continues  to  increase  and  claim  attention, 
and  the  funds  of  the  school  are  ample  and  sufficient  for  all  its 
various  operations.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng,  Rector  of  St.  PauPs  church, 

Philadelphia.

The  Rector  of  this  church  has  been  engaged  in  its  service 
a  little  more  than  a  year.  During  that  period,'  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  church  has  much  increased,  and  there  has  been  an 
encouraging  degree  of  serious  attention  to  religion  among  its 
members.  In  examining  the  list  of  communicants  handed  to 
him,  upon  his  assuming  the  duties  of  his  office,  reported  to 
the  last  Convention  as  284,  he  found  it  to  contain  a  large  num- 
ber who  had,  for  several  years  previous,  been  the  recorded 
communicants  of  other  churches.  He  reports  now  as  the  com- 
municants of  his  church,  none  but  those  whom  he  knows  as 
such;  and,  therefore,  there  may  be  more  than  he  states  to  the 
Convention  in  this  report.  From  the  best  investigation  which 
he  has  been  able  to  make,  there  are  of  the  communicants  who 
belonged  to  the  church  in  May,  18$9,  -  -        187

The  congregation  of  St.  Paul's  church  have  lately  com- 
menced an  extensive  alteration  and  improvement  of  their 
church,  by  which  they  will  be  excluded  from  their  proper 
house  of  worship,  probably  for  six  months.  Although  there  is 
now  a  considerable  attention  to  religion  among  them,  from 
the  irregularity  of  time  with  which  the  ordinances  are  neces- 
sarily administered  to  them,  the  Rector  can  hardly  expect 
much  increase  of  his  number  of  communicants,  until  they  have 
possession  again  of  the  church.  In  the  mean  time  it  is  his 
prayer  to  God,  that  though  in  a  scattered  state,  their  hearts 
may  be  brought  home  to  Christ,  and  united  for  ever  unto  him. 
The  Sunday  schools  of  the  church  are  very  flourishing, 
embracing  as  general  attendants,  about  600  scholars.

The  Rector  has  regularly  addressed  the  schools,  in  a  sepa- 
rate service  established  for  them,  on  the  afternoon  of  every 
Sunday  during  the  year  past,  generally  in  a  course  of  lectures 
to  them,  upon  the  characters  of  the  Bible.  This  service  has 
been  found  highly  useful  and  interesting  to  the  schools.  Du- 
ring the  season  of  lent,  he  instructed  the  children  of  the  con* 
gregation  in  the  catechism  every  Saturday  afternoon. 

There  are  two  Bible  classes  attended  by  him  every  week; 
a  female  class  on  Monday  afternoon,  and  a  class  of  males  and 
females,  principally  the  teachers  in  the  Sunday  schools,  every 
Thursday  evening.  Each  class  contains  between  40  and  50 
members. 

Besides  the  three  services  of  the  Lord's  day,  there  is  also  a 
weekly  lecture  on  Wednesday  evening*

Baptisms,  children  17— marriages  G— burials  16— commu-

The  Sunday  school  connected  with  this  church  is  in  suc- 
cessful operation,  and  consists  of  between  3  and  400  scholars. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  some  good  has  resulted  from 
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the  weekly  meetiogs  of  the  Adult  Bible  Class.  One  iadivi* 
dual  at  least,  ha*  by  this  means  been  brought  to  a  knowledge 
of  "  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,"  and  is  now  living,  we  trust, 
by  «  faith  in  the  Son  of  God." 

m  On  every  Saturday  afternoon  the  children  of  the  congrega- 
tion are  convened  for  catechetical  examination  and  instruc- 
tion, and  other  religious  services.  About  50  regularly  attend; 
and  their  deportment  seems  to  warrant  the  conclusion  that 
they  regard  this  mode  of  employing  their  time  in  the  light  of 
a  privilege.  On  these  occasions,  interesting  and  useful  tracts 
are  presented  to  all  the  children,  on  condition  of  their  either 
reading  them  themselves,  or  offering  them  to  their  relatives 
or  acquaintances  for  the  same  purpose.  And  may  we  not  in- 
dulge the  hope,  that  He  who  has  promised  his  "word  shall 
aot  return  to  him  void,"  will  bless  this  humble  attempt  to 
promote  the  glory  of  his  name? 

Of  the  45  persons  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  20  availed  the*** 
selves  of  the  first  opportunity  of  partaking  of  the  Lord's  sup* 
per.  21  were  already  communicants.  The  remainder,  (though 
seriously  disposed,  and  of  exemplary  character)  have  not  yet 
yielded  obedience  to  the  command,  "  Do  this  in  remembrance 
of  me." 

On  the  whole,  though  there  is  much,  very  much,  yet  to  be 
deplored  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  this  church,  still,  on  a 
review  of  the  events  of  the  past  year,  its  officiating  minister 
desires  to  be  thankful  to  God  for  the  evidence  which  he  en- 
joys that  he  has  not  laboured  altogether  in  vain.

Report  of  the  Right  Rev.  WtilUm  White.  D.  D.  Rector  of  the 
united  churches  of  Christ  church  and  St.  Peter's,  and  of  St. 
James's  church,  Philadelphia. 

Christ  church  and  St.  Peter's. 

Baptisms  67~«»marriages  61— burials  90— communicants 
about  225. 

In  these  churches  there  are  divine  service  and  sermons 
twice  on  Sundays,  and  on  Good  Friday,  and  once  on  Christ- 
mas day,  on  the  festival  of  the  circumcision,  [being  New 
Year's  day,]  and  on  the  autumnal  day  of  thanksgiving;  also 
divine  service  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  in  every  week,  on 
every  day  in  passion  week,  and  on  various  days  appointed  by 
the  church. 

In  the  two  last  weeks  of  Lent,  there  are  lectures  on  the  cate- 
chism. In  this  year  the  Rector  was  prevented  by  indisposi- 
tion from  lecturing,  as  had  been  usual  with  him  in  Passion- 
week,  and  in  Easter  week,  on  the  ministry,  on  the  service  of 
the  church,  and  on  the  doctrines  of  grace.  Young  persons  are 
6 
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heard  in  the  catechism,  from  the  second  Sunday  before  Easter 
until  Whitsunday?  and  other  young  persons  of  more  advanced 
ages,  have  been  exercised  as  a  Bible  class,  by  one  of  the  as- 
sistant ministers. 

In  each  of  the  churches  there  is  a  male  and  a  female  Sun- 
day school. 

There  have  been  collections  for  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  for  the  Theological  Se- 
minary, for  the  Sunday  schools,  and  for  the  Episcopal  Fund, 
in  addition  to  those  for  the  poor. 

St.  Jama?  s  church* 

In  this  church,  divine  service  and  sermons  are  similar  to 
what  has  been  stated  as  practiced  in  the  two  united  churches. 
There  are  belonging  to  it  a  male  and  female  Sunday  school; 
and  there  have  been  in  it  collections  for  all  the  institutions 
specified  under  the  preceding  head. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Christian  WUtberger,jr.  deacon,  minister  [of 
St.  Matthew's  church,  Greensburg,  and  Christ  church,  MUlon, 
Northumberland  county,  missionary  in  the  service  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Si.  Matthew's  church,  Sunbury,  Northumberland  county. 

Communicants,  when  the  present  minister  commenced  his 
labours,  9,  added  4,  removed  2,  present  number  1 1 — baptisms 
10— marriage  1— funerals  3— -confirmations  2. 

A  Sunday  school  has  been  in  operation  since  September, 
1825.  60  names  are  enrolled,  of  which  the  average  attendance 
is  about  40,  under  the  care  of  a  director  and  directress,  2  male, 
and  6  female  teachers.  The  school  is  opened  with  the  use  of 
the  Sunday  school  liturgy* 

The  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young  has  been  attend- 
ed to. 

There  have  been  two  administrations  of  the  communion,  by 
the  Rev.  James  De  PuL 

A  Bible  class  was  commenced  the  beginning  of  August  last, 
which  continues  weekly  in  useful  operation,  and  elicits  much 
interest.  It  is  not  confined  to  Episcopalians,  but  is  open  for 
all  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  benefits. 

A  weekly  lecture  was  established  at  the  commencement  of 
my  labours,  but  it  now  occurs  once  a  fortnight 

I  preach  at  Sunbury  every  alternate  Sunday  morning  and 
evening:  preaching  is  well  attended,  though  the  number  of 
Episcopalians  is  small.  These  evidence  by  their  responses, 
that  they  are  attached  to  the  services  of  the  church.  At  the 
commencement  of  my  labours  here  I  preached  in  the  German 
"  -  'hcran  chcrch,  it  having  been  kindly  loaned  to  Episcopa- 
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liana:  but,  on  the  1st  of  November  last,  for  reasons  yet  unex- 
plained, the  doors  were  closed  against  us,  and  we  were  refused 
admittance,  since  which  time  we  have  worshipped  in  the 
court-house. 

It  is  in  agitation  to  build  an  Episcopal  church  in  Sunbury, 
but  whether  the  expectation  will  be  realized  is  yet  uncertain. 

Christ  churchy  Mtttoru 

I  commenced  labouring  at  this  place  in  November  last,  and 
have  preached  every  alternate  Sunday  afternoon,  and  some- 
times in  the  evening.  The  Methodist  brethren  kindly  loaned 
ns  the  use  of  their  church,  as  the  building  belonging  to  Epis- 
copalians is  not  fit  for  use.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  give  any 
particular  information  respecting  this  church;  regular  ser- 
vices not  having  been  performed  for  several  years,  the  mem* 
bers  have  become  scattered;  and  they  and  their  children  have 
attached  themselves  to  other  denominations.  I  have  ascer- 
tained the  names  of  ten  persons  who  formerly  were  commu- 
nicants in  the  church.  3  of  these  have  become  too  infirm  to 
attend  service,  and  several  of  the  others  do  not  appear  to  be 
decided  Episcopalians,  or  at  least  have  become  lukewarm  in 
their  attachment  to  the  church;  had  they  a  building  of  their 
own,  in  which  they  could  worship,and  in  which  the  ordinances 
of  the  church  could  be  regularly  dispensed,  I  doubt  not,  things 
would  bear  a  different  aspect  A  few  individuals  appear  to 
mourn  over  the  desolations  of  our  Zion  in  that  region;  and  it 
is  truly  a  heart  rending  sight  to  behold  the  building  in  which 
the  solemn  and  spiritual  responses  of  the  church  were  once 
heard,  now  become  a  covering  for  the  cattle,  a  dwelling  place 
for  the  bats,  a  heap  of  ruins;  the  altar,  at  which  was  once 
broken  the  bread  of  life,  and  where  the  children  of  the  church 
were  solemnly  dedicated  to  God  in  baptism,  thrown  down* 
The  church  is  now  past  repair. 

I  commenced  preaching  also  at  Lewisburgh,  in  Union  coun- 
ty, 4  miles  below  Milton,  in  September  last,  and  have  preach- 
ed there  once  a  month,  and  sometimes  twice;  on  the  evening 
of  the  day  I  preached  at  Milton.  Preaching  has  been  well  at- 
tended, but,  until  lately,  there  have  been  no  Episcopalians  in 
the  place.  The  Assistant'  Bishop  preached  there  in  October 
last 

I  have  occasionally  preached  at  several  other  places. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancet/  from  the  committee  on  the  West- 
ern Theological  Seminary,  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  unfinished  busi- 
ness of  the  last  Convention,  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of 
a  Theological  Seminary  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Pittsburgh, 
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Respectfully  report,  That,  having  examined  and  deUbevut- 
ed  upon  the  subject,  they  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  ex- 
pressed in  the  following  resolutions,  which  they  submit  to  the 
Convention  for  its  adoption. 

1.  Be$olvea\  That  this  Convention  fully  concur  in  the  opi- 
nion expressed  by  the  last  Convention,  in  regard  to  the  ex- 
pediency of  establishing  a  Theological  Seminary  in  the  vici- 
nity of  Pittsburgh, 

3.  Suohedf  That  the  organization  of  such  a  seminary  as  a 
Diocesan  institution  is  nqt  at  the  present  time  a  matter  of  such 
urgency  as  to  require  immediate  legislation,  but  that  it  is 
highly  desirable  such  organization  should  be  effected  as  soon 
as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  warrant  the  proceeding.

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Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

In  obedience  to  the  duty  prescribed  me,  I  hand  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  my  account  closed  on  the  1 1th  hist.,  that  be- 
ing "  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  day  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,"  exhibiting  a  balance  of  six  dollars 
fifty-eight  cents,  which  is  deposited  in  the  Philadelphia  Bank 
to  my  credit,  as  per  bank  book,  settled  the  11th  ins t,  also 
handed  herewith.  Also  two  certificates  for  United  States  six 
per  cent,  stock,  in  my  name,  as  treasurer,  amounting  together 
to  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  thirteen  cents,  being  invest- 
ments as  stated  in  my  account. 

I  beg  leave  further  to  present  a  statement  of  the  amounts 
due  to  the  Convention  for  annual  contributions  by  the  several 
churches  in  the  diocese,  viz.  for  arrears  until  May,  1839,  in- 
clusive, the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  sixty-three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents;  and  for  dues  the  present  month,  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  dollars;  making  in  all,  seventeen  hundred 
and  seventeen  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  And  I  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  the  Standing  Committee,  the  propriety  of  their  calling 
the  early  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  subject,  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  the  adoption  of  some  measures  which 
shall  effect  a  settlement  of  the  accounts  now  outstanding,  and 
ensure  hereafter  more  punctual  payments. 

Although  it  is  understood,  that  many  of  the  delinquent 
churches  have  formerly  been  in  a  situation,  which  did  not  en- 
able them  regularly  to  make  their  payments,  yet  there  is  much 
due  from  other  churches,  which,  it  is  believed,  have  been,  and 
are  in  as  good  circumstances  as  many  of  those  which  have 
duly  complied  with  the  Resolution  of  the  Convention,  and  it 
seems  very  unreasonable  that  the  expenses  should  be  defrayed 
in  so  partial  a  manner.

CANONS  PASSED  IN  GENERAL  CONVENTION  IN  1829. 

Canon  I. 

Of  those  who  have  officiated  as  Ministers  among  other  denomina- 
tions of  Christians,  and  apply  for  orders  in  this  Church. 

Seo.  1.  When  a  person  who  has  been  acknowledged  as  an  or- 
dained minister  among  any  other  denomination  of  Christians, 
shall  apply  for  orders  in  this  church,  the  Bishop  to  whom  ap- 
plication is  made,  being  satisfied,  on  examination  according 
to  the  canons,  that  he  is  a  man  of  piety  and  unexceptionable 
character;  that  he  holds  the  doctrines  of  the  church,  and  that 
he  possesses  all  the  literary  and  other  qualifications  required, 
and  being  furnished  with  testimonials  fronl  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee duly  convened,  may  ordain  him  as  soon  as  is  convenient. 
And  the  Standing  Committee  may  receive  testimonials  of  his 
piety,  good  "morals,  and  orderly  conduct,  from  twelve  mem- 
bers of  the  denomination  from  which  he  came;  provided  the 
members  of  the  Committee  have  such  confidence  in  the  persons 
thus  testifying,  as  to  satisfy  them  of  the  correctness  of  the 
testimony;  and  also  a  testimonial  to  the  same  effect  from  at 
least  one  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  In 
all  such  cases  the  Standing  Committee  may  insert  in  their  tes- 
timonials the  words  "we  believe  him  to  be  sincerely  attached 
to  the  doctrines  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,"  instead  of  the  words,  "and  hath  not  written,  taught, 
or  held,  any  thing  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church." 

Seo.  2.  When  any  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
who  has  been  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  minister  among 
any  other  denomination  of  Christians,  shall  apply  for  orders 
in  this  Church,  the  Bishop  to  whom  application  is  made,  shall 
require  of  him,  (hi  addition  to  the  above  qualifications,)  satis- 
factory evidence  that  he  has  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the 
United  States  previous  to  his  application. 

The  XVIIth  canon  of  1808,  and  the  IVth  and  Vth  of  1820, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  II. 

Offences  for  which  Ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished. 

If  any  minister  of  this  church  shall  be  accused  by  public 
rumour,  of  discontinuing  all  exercise  of  the  ministerial  office 
without  lawful  cause,  or  of  living  in  the  habitual  disuse  of 
public  worship,  or  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  according  to  the 
offices  of  this  church,  or  of  being  guilty  of  scandalous,  disor- 
derly, or  immoral  conduct,  or  of  violating  the  Canons,  or 
preaching  or  inculcating  heretical  doctrine,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  to  see  that  an 
inquiry  be  instituted,  as  to  the  truth  of  such  public  rumour. 
And  in  case  of  the  individual  being  proceeded  against  and  con- 
victed, according  to  such  rules  or  process  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  Conventions  of  the  respective  dioceses,  he  shall  be  ad- 
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monished,  suspended,  or  degraded,  as  the  nature  of  the  case 
may  require. 
The  XXVIth  canon  of  1808,  is  hereby  repealed* 

Canon  III.' 

To  govern  in  the  case  of  a  Minister  declaring  that  he  will  no  lon- 
ger be  a  Minister  of  this  Church. 

If  any  minister  of  this  church,  against  whom  there  is  no  ec- 
clesiastical proceeding  instituted,  shall  declare  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  to  which  he  belongs,  or  to  any  ecclesiastical 
authority  for  the  trial  of  clergymen,  or  where  there  is  no  Bi- 
shop, to  the  Standing  Committee,  his  renunciation  of  the  mi' 
nistry,  and  his  design  not  to  officiate  in  future  in  any  of  the 
offices  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  record  the 
declaration  so  made.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
to  displace  him  from  the  ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  re- 
cord, in  the  presence  of  two  or  three  clergymen,  that  the  per- 
son so  declaring  has  been  displaced  from  the  ministry  in  this 
Church*  In  any  diocese  in  which  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  same 
sentence  may  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  of  any  other  dio- 
cese, invited  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  attend  for  that 
purpose.  In  the  case  of  displacing  from  the  ministry,  as  above 
provided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing 
Committee  in  every  diocese  wherein  there  is  no  Bishop.  And 
in  the  case  of  a  person  making  the  above  declaration  for  causes 
not  affecting  his  moral  standing,  the  same  shall  be  declared. 

The  VHth  canon  of  1820  is  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  IV. 

Concerning  Ministers  removing  from  one  diocese  or  state  to  an- 
other. 

Sec.  1.  No  minister  removing  from  one  diocese  to  another, 
or  coming  from  any  state  or  district  which  may  not  have  ac- 
ceded to  the  Constitution  of  this  Church,  shall  be  received  as 
a  stated  officiating  minister  by  any  congregation  of  this  church, 
until  he  shall  have  presented  to  the  vestry  thereof  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese  or 
state  to  which  he  is  about  to  remove,  that  he  has  produced 
satisfactory  testimonials  that  he  has  not  been  justly  liable  to 
evil  report,  for  error  in  religion,  or  viciousness  of  life,  during 
the  three  years  last  past;  or  in  case  the  party  has  been  sub- 
jected to  proceedings,  or  to  inquiry,  in  consequence  of  any 
charges  subjecting  him  to  censure,  the" fact  of  acquittal  or  ex- 
oneration from  such  charges  may  be  stated  in  lieu  of  testimo- 
nials in  the  preceding  terms,  which  testimonials  or  statement 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop  or  Bishops,  or  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  by  the  majority  of  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  or  Committees  of  the  diocese  or  dioceses 
wherein  he  has  resided;  which  Committee  or  Committees 
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shall,  in  all  cases,  be  duly  convened:  or  in  case  he  comes  Cram 
a  state  or  district  not  in  connexion  with  this  Church,  and  hav- 
ing no  Convention,  by  three  clergymen  of  this  Church.  Nor 
shall  any  minister,  so  removing,  be  acknowledged  by  any  Bi- 
shop or  Convention,  as  a  minister  of  the  Church  to  which  he 
removes,until  he  shall  have  produced  the  aforesaid  testimonial. 

Sno.  2.  Every  minister  shall  be  amenable  for  any  offences 
committed  by  him  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  dio- 
cese in  which  he  is  canonicaily  resident,  at  the  time  of  the 
charge. 

The  XXXIst  canon  of  1808  is  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  V. 

Of  Resistant  Bishops.  if 

When  the  Bishop  of  a  diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old 
age,  or  other  permanent  cause  of  infirmity,  to  discharge  his 
episcopal  duties,  one  Assistant  Bishop  may  be  elected  by  and 
for. the  said  diocese,  who  shall,  in  all  cases,  succeed  the  Bishop, 
in  case  of  surviving  him.  The  Assistant  Bishop  shall  perform 
such  Episcopal  duties,  and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority 
in  the  diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  assign  to  him;  and  in  case 
of  the  Bishop's  inability  to  assign  such  duties,  declared  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Assistant  Bishop- shall,  during 
such  inability,  perform  all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  au- 
thorities, which  appertain  to  the  office  of  Bishop.  No  person 
shall  be  elected  or  consecrated  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  nor  shall 
there  be  more  than  one  Assistant  Bishop  in  a  diocese  at  the 
same  time. 

Canon  VI. 

Respecting  churches  in  which  divine  service  is  celebrated  in  a 

foreign  language. 

When  a  clergyman,  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and 
professing  to  be  regularly  ordained,  shall  be  called  to  a  church 
of  this  communion  in  which  divine  service  is  celebrated  in  a 
foreign  language,  he  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  in  which  such  church  is  situated,  acting  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  with  the 
unanimous  approbation  of  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  and  on  complying  with  the  other  requisitions 
of  the  canons,  settle  in  the  said  church,  as  the  minister  thereof, 
without  having  resided  one  year  in  the  United  States,  any 
thing  in  the  36th  canon  of  1808  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. And  when  a  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
who  has  been  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  minister  of  any 
other  denomination  of  Christians,  applies  for  orders  in  this 
Church,  on  the  ground  of  a  call  to  a  church  in  which  divine 
service  is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  language,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  diocese  to  which  the  said  church  belongs  may, 
on  sufficient  evidence  of  fitness  according  to  the  Canons,  anql 
y  an  unanimous  vote  at  a  meeting  duly  convened,  recommend 
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him  to  the  Bishop  for  orders,  and  the  Bishop  may  then  ordain 
him,  and  he  may  be  settled  and  instituted  into  the  said  church, 
without  his  producing  a  testimonial  to  his  character  by  a  cler- 
gyman, from  his  personal  knowledge  of  him  for  one  year,  and 
without  his  having  been  a  year  resident  in  this  country,  any 
thing  in  any  other  canon  of  this  church  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding* Provided,  That  in  both  of  the  above  cases,  the 
person  applying  produce  a  certificate,  signed  by  at  least  four 
respectable  members  of  this  Church,  that  they  have  satisfac- 
tory reason  to  believe  the  testimonials  to  his  religious,  moral, 
and  literary  qualifications  to  be  entitled  to  full  credit. 

Canon  VII. 

In  addition  to  Canon  XXXI1L  of  1808. 
Where  parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law,  or  other- 
wise, each  city,  borough,  village,  town,  or  township,  in  which 
there  is  one  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  or  congregation,  or 
more  than  one  such  Church  or  congregation,  shall  be  held, 
for  all  the  purposes  of  the  33d  canon  of  1808,  to  be  the  parish 
or  parishes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  clergyman  or  clergy- 
men having  charge  of  said  church  or  churches,  congregation 
or  congregations.

Abstract  of  Bishop  White's  Address,  1830. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  White  reports,  that  he  has  consecrat- 
ed 1  bishop,  and  ordained  3  deacons;  consecrated  2  churches, 
confirmed  118  persons,  granted  letters  dimissory  to  7  priests, 
admitted  into  the  diocese  on  letters  dinussory  3  priests  and  1 
deacon,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  New  York,  and  of  the  General  Convention  In  Philadel- 
fhia.  He  reports  the  continuance  of  the  exertions  of  (he  General 
rotestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union,  of  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  of  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  of  the  Female 
Tract  Society,  and  of  the  Bible  Society  of  Philadelphia,  which 
has  during  the  year  fulfilled  its  pledge  to  supply  every  desti- 
tute family  in  Pennsylvania  with  a  Bible  in  2  years,  and  also 
contributed  g  1000  to  the  funds  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 

He  reports  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  widows  and  chiJ 
dreu  of  deceased  clergymen,  which  was  reported  last  year, 
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amounting  to  £42,595  33  cents,  as  steadily  increasing;  and  hav- 
ing only  5  annual  contributors,  and  1  family  as  annuitants* 
and  that  the  Episcopal  Fund  increases  very  slowly. 

Abstract  of  Bishop  Onderdonk's  Address,  1830. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk  reports,  that  his  visita- 
tions in  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania  have  extended  to  the  north- 
eastern, north-western,  and  some  of  the  central  and  other  pa- 
rishes. That  he  has  preached  125  times,  has  visited  part  of  the 
diocese  of  Delaware,  that  he  has  ordained  1 1  priests  and  7  dea- 
cons at  the  13  ordinations  which  he  has  held;  that  he  has  con- 
secrated 3  churches,  confirmed  277  persons,  baptized  17  chil- 
dren, and  administered  the  Lord's  supper  13  times,  besides 
at  the  ordinations:  that  there  are  12  missionaries  employed  in 
the  diocese,  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority;  that  4  churches 
are  being  erected,  and  one  is  ready  for  consecration. 

Abstract  of  the  ParocJiial  Reports, 

Reports  have  been  received  from  31  clergymen,  respecting 
48  churches. 

Some  of  the  reports  do  not  state  the  number  of  Sunday 
school  teachers  and  scholars:  others  do  not  distinguish  between 
the  infant  and  adult  baptisms. 

Very  few  mention  the  sums  of  money  collected  for  the  in- 
stitutions of  the  Church* 

From  several  clergymen  no  reports  have  been  received.
